RESOLVED,  That  the  following  petition  be  forwarded  to  the  delegates 
of  this  Commonwealth  in  Congrefs,  and  that  the  faid  delegates  prefer  the 
fame  to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  as  a  foundation  of  farther  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Commonwealth,  in  order  to  regain  the  porTefiion  of  fuch 
part  of  the  land  therein  defcribed,  as  the  faid  Commonwealth  have  been 
diffeized  of. 

To  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled. 

.The  petition  of  the  Legiflature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts  : 

Sbeweth, 
That  whereas  James  the  fir  ft,  late  King  of  Great-Britain,  by  his  letters 
patent,  bearing  date  at  Wefiminjler,  the  third  day  of  November,  in  the 
eighteenth  year  of  his  reign,  granted  unto  the  Council  eftabLfhed  at  Ply- 
mouth, in  the  county  of  Devon,  and  kingdom  of  Great-Britain,  commonly 
called  the  Council  for  planting,  ruling  and  ordering  and  governing  of  New- 
England,  in  America,  all  that  part  of  America,  lying  and  being  in  breadth 
from  forty  to  forty-eight  degrees  of  northerly  latitude,  and  of  length,  of 
and  within  all  the  breadth  aforefaid  throughout  the  main  lands,  from  fea  to 
fea,  to  hold  the  fame  to  themfelves,  their  fuccefiors  and  afligns  forever  ;  and 
whereas  the  faid  Council  eftablifhed  at  Plymouth,  by  their  deed,  indented  un- 
der their  feal,  dated  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  in  the  third  year  of  the 
reign o('  Charles  the  firft,  late  King  of  Great-Britain,  did  bargain,  fell,  en- 
feoff, alien  and  confirm  unto  Sir  Henry  RoJJwell  and  his  alTociates,  and  to 
their  heirs  and  affigns,  all  that  part  of  New- England,  in  America,  which  li- 
eth  and  extendeth  between  a  great  River  called  Merimack,  and  a  certain  o- 
ther  River  there  called  Charles-River,  being  the  bottom  of  a  bay,  there  call- 
ed Ma]Jackufetts-Bay  ;  and  alio  all  thofe  lands  lying  within  three  Englifh 
miles  to  the  fouthward  of  the  fouthermoft  patt  of  the  faid  Bay,  and  extend- 
ing thence,  northward  in  latitude  to  the  northward  of  every  part  of  the  faid 
River  Merimack,  and  in  the  breadth  of  latitude  aforefaid,  extending  through- 
out all  the  main  land  in  longitude  wefhvardly  to  the  fouthern  ocean  :  Ami  the 
faid  Legiflature  in  their  claim  herein  defcribed,  do  aver,  that  the  Point,  a 
place  fituate  three  miles  fouth  of  the  Bay  called  Ma[Jdchuletts-Bay,  is  a 
point  or  place  fituate  in  forty-two  degrees  of  northern  latitude,  two  minutes 
north,  and  that  the  place,  point  or  boundary  aforefaid  of  three  miles  to  the 
northward  of  every  part  of  the  River  Merimack,  is  a  place  or  point  fituate  in 
forty  four  degrees  in  northern  latitude,  fifteen  minutes  north,  and  that  by 
the  grant, aforefaid;  the  faid  Sir  Henry  RoJJwell  and  his  affociates  became 
feized  of  all  the  lands  before  defcribed,  and  contained  in  the  grant  afore- 
faid, of  the  faid  Council  eftablifhed  at  Plymouth  ;  and  that  the  lame  grant 
was  confirmed  to  the  faid  Sir  Henry  RoJJwell  and  his  aflbciates  by  the  laid 
King  Charles,  by  his  letters  patent,  dated  in  the  fourth  year  of  his  reign, 
and  that  the  laid  Sir  Henry  RvjJ'well  and  his  aflociatcs  were  immediately  up- 
on the  making  the  grant  aforefaid  by  the  faid  Council,  in  the  acluil  feizen 

and 
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and  poffeflloti  of  all  the  lands  aforefaid,  and  for  many  years  held1  the  fame, 
under  the  name  and  title  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  ■Majfaikufetts- 
Bay0  in  New- England,  and  that  fuch  proceedings  and  poffeffions  have  been 
done  and  had  refpeclmg  the  territory  aforefaid,  granted  to  the  faid  Sir  Hen- 
ry Rojpwell  and  his  affociates,  and  fuch  fubfequent  grants  have  been  made 
of  the  fame,  that  all  the  faid  territory  is  now  thejuft  and  proper  rio-ht  of 
the  Commonwealth  aforefaid  ;.  and  all  this  the  faid  Legifiature  are  ready  to 
verify. 

And  whereas  the  State  of  New-To^k  hzvt  fet  up  a  claim  to  fome  part 
cf  the  land  before-mentioned,  and  it  being  highly  neceffary  to  have  the  fame 
claims  brought  to  an  immediate  decifion  ;. they  do  therefore,  in.behalf  of  the 
faid  Commonwealth,  moft  folemnly  requeft  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congrefs  affembled,  That  commiffioners  may  be  appointed  for  enquiring  into, 
and  determining  upon  the  claim  aforefaid,  of  the  laid  Legislature,  and  that 
fuch  other  proceedings  refpecting  the  .premifes  may  be'  had,  as  are  by  the 
foedtral  government  of.  the  laid  United  States  in  fuch  cafes  made  and  provided. 


Refolve  relating  to  lands  laying  to  the  weft-of-  Hudfons  River,  requcftmg 
the  Governor  to  fend  the  fame  by  exprefs  to  the  delegates  of  this  State.? 
and  granting  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  faid  exprefs.    May  zj,   1784. 

Refohed,  That  the  Governor  be,  -atnd  he  is  hereby  requeited  to  write 
to  the  delegates  of  this  Commonwealth  in  Congrefs,  and  enclofe  the  re- 
folve and  petition  this  day  palled  on  the.  fubjedl  of  the  land?  laying' to  the 
weir.  otHuJfons  River,  which  belong  to  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  or- 
der a  fuitable  exprefs  to  carry  the  fame  to  the  faid  delegates,  with  all 
poffih'e  difpatch.  And  alfo  to  draw  a  warrant  on  the  Tieafury  for  the 
f'im  of  one  hundred  pounds,  to  enable  him  to  perform  the  journey  with 
the  great eft  poffible  expedition  $  heto  be  accountable  for  the. expendi- 
ture of  the  fame.

Court  to  grant  them  every  afliftance  in  their  power  confiftent  with  their  du- 
ty :  Therefore, 

Refohed,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  empower- 
ed and  requefted,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,to  draw  a  warrant  on 
the  Treafurer  in  favour  of  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company  of  artil-

Whereas  the  payment  of  intereft  which- might  have  accrued  during  the  late 
war,  upon  debts  due  from  the  citizens  of  this  or  any  of  the  United  States, 
prior  to- the  commencement  of  the  famey  to  real  Britijh  fubjects,  and  others- 
commonly  called  abfentees,  would  be  not  only  inequitable  and  unjuft,  but  alfo- 
as  the  Lcgiflaturc  of  this  Commonwealth  conceive  repugnant  to  the  fpirit 
and  intendment  of  the- fourth  article  in  the' treaty  of  peace,  which  provide* 
©nly  for  the  payment  of  bona  fide  debts  ;  and  as  the  Legiflature  have  taken 

jne-afureu' 
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meafures  to  obtain  the  fenfe  of  Congrcfs  upon  the  faid  article,  fo  far  as  the  fame 
refpects  the  payment  of  intereft  which  might  have  accrued  as  aforefaid  ;  and  in 
the  mean  time  judgments  may  be  obtained  in  fome  of  the  Courts  of  law  with- 
in this  Commonwealth  for  intereft  accruing  as  aforefaid,  contrary  to  the  true 
defign  of  the  faid  treaty  :  Therefore, 

Rcfohed,  That  in  all  actions  or  furts  which  are  or  may  be  inftituted  or 
brought  to  any  of  the  Judicial  Courts  within  this  Commonwealth,  wherein 
any  real  .JSritiJh  fubjecl  or  abfentee  is  plaintiff  or  defendant,  and  which  actions 
or  fuits,  by  the  laws  thereof,  are  fuftainable  therein,  the  juftices  of  the  fame 
Courts  are  hereby  feverally  directed  to  fufpend  rendering  judgment  for  any  in- 
tereft that  might  have  accrued  upon  the  demand  obtained  in  fuch  aciions  or; 
fuits,  between  the  19th  day  of  April,  1775,  and  the  20th  day  of  January,  1783, 
until  the  third  Wednefday  of  the  next  fitting  of  the  General  Court. 

Provided  always,  That  if  in  any  fuch  actions  or  fuits  the  plaintiffs  fhall  move 
for,  or  by  default  have  right  to  judgment,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  the  juftices 
aforefaid  fhall  caufe  judgment  to  be  entered  for  the  principal  fum,  which  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  fuch  plantiffs  fhall  be  entitled  to  recover,  and  all 
fuch  intereft  as  accrued  thereon  before  the  faid  1 9th  day  of  April,  and  fubfe- 
quent  to  faid.

Whether  it  will  confift 
with  the  treaty  of  peace  fubfifting  between  Great-Britain  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  for  the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  pafs  an  act  debarring 
BritiJJj  fubjects,  and  thofe  perfons  who  left  the  late  province  of  Mqffachufetts- 
Bay,  after  the  5th  of  Oclober,  1774,  and  before  the  ettablifhment  of  the  prefent 
Conftitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  took  the  protection  of  the  King  of 
Great-Britain,  or  his  government,  fleet  or  army,  or  either  of  them,  from  reco- 
vering any  intereft  which  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  accrued  during  the  war,  on 
debts  contracted  before  the  war  ?  And  that  the  faid  delegates  be  further  in- 
ftructed in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  requcft  of  Congrefs 
their  fenfe  of  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  bona  fide"  debts,  as  mentioned  in 
the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  and  particularly  whether  the  lame  arc 
intended  and  ought  to  be  conftrued,  to  include  the  intereft  that  would  have  ac- 
crued thereon,  had  not  the  war  intervened  ;  and  to  communicate  to  the  Lcgif- 
lature  of  this  Commonwealth  the  doings  of  Congrefs  thereon  as  foon  as  may 
be.

Refolve  directing  fheriffs  and  deputy  fheriffs,  not  to  receive  public  fecurities  or 
certificates  from  collectors  of  taxes,  unlefs— and  directing  the  Treafurer  in 
this  cafe.

Whereas  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  that  the  public  credit  has  fuffered  by 
public  officers  in  certain  cafes,  making  an  undue  ufe  of  public  money  : 

Refohed,  That  all  fheriffs  and  deputy  fheriffs  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed 
not  to  receive  any  public  certificates  or  fecurities  from  any  collector,  unlefs  the 
faid  collector  fhall,  before  fome  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  take  the  following 
oath,  viz.

and  no  fees  fhall  be  received  by  any  Juftice  for  adminiftering  the  oath  or  giv= 
ing  the  certificate  hereby  required.

T  H,  E  United  States  of  America  having  formed  by  the  wifdom  of  their 
Councils,  and  eftablifhed  by  their  exertions,  a,  federal  union,  which  is  no 
lefs  neceffary  to  the  freedom  of  each,  than  important  to  the  independence  of 
all  the  States,  every  meafure  ought  to  be  adopted  and  vigoroufly  executed, 
which  can  have  a  tendency  to  perpetuate  an  inftitution,  that  refle&s  fo  much. 
honor  upon  human  nature,  and  fo  ftrpngly  points  the  world  to  the  true  po- 
litical felicity  of  mankind  ;  but  whatever  marks  of  wifdom  and  perfection 
appear  upon  the  face  of  this  fyftem,  it  cannot  be  expected,  that  provision  is 
made  againft  every  fpecies  of  corruption,  which  ambition  and  avarice  may  at- 
tempt to  introduce  for  the  fubverfion  of  it ;  and  therefore,  in  the  early  age  of 
our  national  exiftence,  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  will  doubt- 
lefs  form  fuch  refolutions,  and  eftablifh  fuch  principles  as  will  have  a  tendency 
to  prevent  designing  men  in  future  ages  from  fapping  the  foundation  of  our 
federal  union. 

The  world  cannot  but  admire,  that  prudence  and  wifdom  which  by  pro- 
viding for  a  rotation  of  Members  in  Congrefs  fixed  one  important  .barrier 
againft  corruption  ;  but  the  Legiflature  of  this  Commonwealth  obferve,  with 
concern  and  regret,  that  no  provifion  is  made  to  prevent  the  Members  of  Con- 
grefs from  appointing  themfelves  to  ofiices,  and  it  requires  no  very  great  fhare 
of  fagacity  to  forefee,  that  unlefs  this  point  is  more  effectually  guarded,  the  of- 
fices of  the  federal  Government  may  hereafter  be  filled  with  men  who  will  not 
be  the  moft  capable  of  ferving  the  people,  or  the  moft  remarkable  for  their  in- 
tegrity :  And  that  fome  perlbns  forfaking  the  true  interefts  of  their  country, 
will  take  corrupt  meafures  to  become  Members  of  Congrefs,  with  a  view  to 
pofiefs  themfelves  of  lucrative  employments,   whereby  offices  in  themfelves 

unnecefiary 
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unneceffary,  may  be  created  and  multiplied,  and  the  injured  fabrick  of  our 
federal  Government  be  overthrown  by  the  fame  means  that  have  been  emi 
"pkryed  in  proflaWtisg  thofe  aiiieient  R«pu;blioksj,  which  are  feen  no,  .tfiore  .but 
on  the  pages  of  hiftory. 

The  Legiflaturg  ,of  this  Commonwealth,  therefore  inft-ruct  you,  gentlemen, 
to  endeavour  to  procure  a  resolution  of  Congrefs  enacting,  that  no  Member 
of  Congrefs  fliall  be  appointed  to  any  office,  under  the  States,  during  the 
term  for  which  he  fliall  have  been  elected. 

And  that  a  uniformity  of  practice  upon  the  Confederation  may  be  bbferv- 
ed,  and  that  thofe  republican  principles,  which  call  for  a  ceffation  of  the  te- 
nure of  offices,  at  certain  fixed  periods*  may  be  attended  fco,  the  Legiflatur  e  in* 
ftruct  you,  toufts  your -utmofi lemdeavour  to  procure  a  resolution  fe*  the  an; 
nual  appointment  of  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  and  that  you  zealoufly  op- 
pofe  the  exercife  of  that  office,  by  any  peifon  who  fliall  not  be  annually  ap- 
pointed thereunto* 

As  it  cnn  never  be  for  the  intereft of  the  States,  to  have  the  permanent  re- 
fidence of  Congrefs  in  any  great  city,  the  Legiflature  of  this'  Commonwealth 
inftruct  you  to  endeavour  to  have  the  buildings  propofed  by  an  ordinance  of 
Congrefs  of  the  twenty -third  or  jyecember  laft,  compleated  as  fbqn  as  may  be  ; 
that  you  exert  yourfelves  to  have  them  conftrufted  witli  that  ceconomy  and 
plainnefs,  which  is  fuitable  to  the  ftate  of  a  young  republic,  and  with  decency 
fuited  to  the  refidence  of  a  national  Council. 

The  Legiflature  further  inftruct  you,  to  urge  Congrefs  to  proceed  immedi- 
ately to  the  important  bufmefs  of  fecuring  to  tb:e  States  the  free  navigation 
of  the  river  Miji/ftppi,  and  of  eftablifliing  the  eaftern  boundary  of  this  Common- 
wealth according  fothe  true:  intention  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  lately  concluded 
with  the  King  of  Great- Britain*  ^^v 

The  Legiflature  prefume,  that  from  the  local  fituation  of  the  United  States j 
and  the  prefent  ftate  of  their  fmances,they  will  not  think  it  for  their  intereft  to 
have  many  foreign  officers  r  Having  juft  emerged  from  dependence  on  ano- 
ther power,  and  taken  rank  among  the  nations,  it  may  be  neceffary  to  em- 
ploy Minifters  to  form  fuch  treaties  of  amity  and  commerce  aspromiie  advan- 
tage to  our  riling  Republic  ;  but  as  foon  as  fuch  treaties  are  concluded,  they 
apprehend  little  can  be  expected  from  the  refidence  Of  Minifters  at  foreign 
Courts  ;  they  do  therefore  further  ihftructyou,  gentlemen,to  exlert  your influ- 
ehcein  Congrefs,  that  Minifters,  or  other  public  officers,  be  not  feift  or  con- 
tinued in  foreign counti-ies,  except  on  fuch  occafions  as  the  publicgood  may  ab- 
folutely  require  :  And  as  the  character  of  Republics  in  general,  and  the  ability 
of  this  in  particular,  make  it  proper  and  neceffary,  that  the  ftricteft  cecbnomy 
Ihouldbe  obferved  in  all  their  affairs,  we  expect  that  you  take  care,  as  far  aS 
your  influence  can  extend,  that  the  falaries  and  allowance <of  our  public  offi- 
cers abroad,  and  the  arrangements  and  falaries  of  the  departments  at  home,  be 
fo  conducted  as  effectually  to  coincide  with  the  principles  herein  expreffed. 

The  Legiflature  obferve,  with  regret  and  concern,  that  no  meafures  have 
yet  been  adopted  by  Congrefs,  for  the  redemption  of  the  old  continental  mo- 
ney ;  and  requeft  you  «t6  exert  your  utmoft  endeavours  for  the  aecomplifliment 
of  art  object,  which  fo  nearly  affects  the  intereft  of  the  citizens  of  this  State. 
Th'ey  alfo  inftruct  you  to  ufe  your  unwearied  and  unabated  exertions,.,  that 
Congrefs  do  allow  and  pafs  to  the  credit  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  account 
of  charges  they  were  at,  in  cOnfeqUence  of  their  attempt  to  diflodge  the  Bri- 
tifli  from  their  poft  at  Penobfcot ;  and  that  the  bounties  paid  by  the  feveral 
towns  within  this  Commonwealth,  to  foldiers  who  ferved  in  the  continental 
army,  be  alfo  allowed  by  Congrefs. 

The 
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The  Legiflature  are  informed,  that  Congrefs  have  entered,  or  are  about  en- 
tering into  a  convention  with  the  Court  of  France,  that  any  Conful  appoint- 
ed by  that  Court,  to  refidein  any  of  the  United  States  of  A tiierica,  fhall  have 
and  exercife  powers  and  privileges  fimilar  with  thofe  veiled  in  Ambafiadors  ; 
and  being  deeply  impreffed  with  the  dangerous  tendency  of  fuch  a  meafure, 
do  further  inftruct  and  direct  you,  gentlemen,  in  the  moft  pointed  manner,  to 
oppofe  the  ratification  of  any  fuch  agreement ;  and  to  take  thofe  meafures 
which  they  fhall  judge  moft  effectual  to  prevent  the  extenfion  of  the  powers* 
and  privileges  of  Confuls  beyond  their  ufual  limits.

Refolved,  That  the  collectors  of  impoft  and  excife,  which  may  be  chofen  at  this 
feffion  of  the  General  Court,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  exercife 
the  feveral  duties  afligned  to  the  collectors  of  impoft  and  excife,  until  the  1 2_th 
day  of  June,  one  thouf and f even  hundred  and  eighty '-fix,  and  until  others  are  cho- 
fen in  their  room  ;'  any  law  or  refolve  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding.

Whereas  there  are  fundry  parcels  of  land  belonging  to  this  Commonwealth, 
and  lying  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  which  have  never  been  granted  to  any 
private  perfons,  or  appropriated  to  any  public  ufe,  by  retaining  the  property 
of  which  no  confiderable  advantage  will  probably  accrue  to  the  Common- 
wealth :  Therefore 

Refolved,  That  Samuel  Phillips,  jun.  Nathaniel  Wells,  and  Nathan  Dane,  Efq'rs. 
be  a  committee  with  full  power  and  authority  to  fell  and  convey  all  the

That  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  townfhips  pay  to  government  for  each  of 
them,  the  fum  of  one  tbouj and  pounds,  in  the  confolidated  notes  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, within  one  year  from  this  time,  with  intereft. 

That  the  proprietors,  within  fix  years  from  this  time,  compleat  in  each  town- 
fhip  the  fettlement  of  fixty  good  Proteftant  families,  and  building  of  fixty 
houfes,  none  to  be  lefs  than  eighteen  feet  fquare,  and  feven  feet  ftud,  and  clear 
and  cultivate  five  acres  of  land  on  each  {hare  fit  for  mowing  or  tillage. 

That  in  each  townihip  they  build  a  fuitable  meeting-houfe  for  the  public 
worfhip  of  God,  and  fettle  a  learned  proteftant  minifter,  and  make  provificm 
for  his  comfortable  and  honorable  iupport ;  and  that  in  each  townfhip  there 
be  referved  and  appropriated,  four  whole  rights  or  fixty-four  parts,  for  quan- 
tity and  quality,  in  the  divifion  of  the  fame,  for  the  following  purpofes — One 
for  the  firft  fettled  minifter,  his  heirs  and  affigns  forever  ;  one  for  the  ufe  of 
the  miniftry  ;  one  to  and  for  the  future  appropriation  of  government ;  and 
one  for  the  ufe  of  a  fchool,  forever. 

That  one  half  of  a  proprietor's  fhare  already  lotted  for  quantity  and  quality, 
(which  Ihare  contains  about  one  hundred  acres)  or  where  a  fettlement  is  made

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on  unlotted  lands,  tlicn  fuch  quantity  of  the  faid  unlotted  lands  as  fhall  be 
equivalent  thereto,  fhall  be  affigned  to  the  fettler  who  fettled  thereon  before 
the  twentieth  day  of  January ,  1783,  his  heirs  or  afligns,  in  confederation  of 
iiis  performing  the  duties  of  a  fettler  ;  provided,  he  has  performed,  or  fhalJ 
contract  to  perform  within  fix  years,  the  duties  of  a  fettler  as  prefcribed  in 
this  erant ;  each  fettler  to  have  his  choice  of  either  half  of  the  lotted  fhare,  the 
fame  "having  been  firft  divided,  as  was  practifed  in  the  firft  fettlement  of  the  faid 
townfhip. 

That  where  a  fettler  has  made  improvement  out  of  the  limits  of  the  faid 
half  mare  fo  chofen,  he  fhall  have  liberty  to  purchafe  the  lands  fo  improved  at 
a  reafonable  price,  eftimating  the  fame  in  a  ftate  of  nature,  or  to  receive  of 
the  proprietor  cf  the-  faid  (hare,  a  reafonable  allowance  for  fuch  extra  im- 
provements, at  the  fettler's  election. 

And  in  cafe  of  any  difagreement  about  the  faid  price  or  allowance,  or  any 
other  matter  relating  to  a  fettlement,  that  the  fame  be  decided  by  difinterefted 
men,  one  of  whom  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  proprietor,  one  by  the  fettler,  (and 
in  cafe  they  cannot  agree)  the  third  by  the  two  .chofen  as  aforefaid. 

That  each  fettler  fhall  have  liberty  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  from 
this  date  to  purchafe  of  the  faid  proprietors  fifty  acres,  for'  quantity  and  qua- 
lity, of  the  unlotted  lands  in  the  townfhip  where  he  is  fettled,  at  a  price  not 
exceeding  three  Jhillings  per  acre. 

Provided  iieverthelefs,  That  where  any  agreement  has  been  made  between  a 
proprietor  or  proprietors,  and,  a  fettler  or  fettlers,  as  to  terms  of  fettlement, 
fuch  agreement  fhall  not  be  violated. 

The  committee  have  omitted  to  report  reflecting  the  townfhip  N°-  3, 
(commonly  called  Major-Bigzuaduce)  by  reafon  that  on  account  of  its  peculiar 
circumftances,  it  is,  in  their  opinion,  impoffible  to  propofe  any, general  princi- 
ples which  will  apply  in  common  to  that  and  the  other  townfhips,  though  it 
may  be  reafonable  to  grant  them  fome  part  of  that  townfhip,  or  to  make  them 
compenfation  in  fome  other  way.

A/a  Drury  has  bought  two  pieces  of  land  of  the  faid  Indians,  viz.  nineteen 
acres  at  two  thoufand  one  hundred  and  ninety-feven  pounds  ten  Jhillings,  December, 
1780,  in  fpecie  twenty-nine  pounds  Jix  Jhillings,  worth  about  forty  Jhillings  per 
acre.

No.  5,  to  Jojiah  Sawyer  and  others,  and  No.  6,  to 
Nathaniel  Parker  and  others, — take  leave  to  report,  that  in  their  opinion,  it 
will  be  expedient  to  confirm  the  grant  of  faid  townfhips,  No.  1.  No.  4. 
No.  5,  and  No.  6,  on  the  following  conditions,  viz. 

That  the  proprietors  of  the  fame  pay  to  Government,  for  each  of  faid 
townfhips,  the  fum  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  in  the  confolidated 
notes  of  this  Commonwealth,  within  one  year  from  this  time,  with  intereft. 

That  the  proprietors,  within  fix  years  from  this  time,  compleat  in  each 
townfhip,  the  fettlement  of  fixty  good  Proteftant  families,  and  building  fixty 
houfes,  none  to  be  lefs  than  eighteen  feet  fquare,  and  feven  feet  ftud,  and 
clear  and  cultivate  five  acres  of  land  on  each  fhare,  fit  for  mowing  or  tillage. 

That  in  each  townfhip  they  build  a.  fuitable  meeting-houfe  for  the  public 
worfhip  of  God,  and  fettle  a  learned  Proteftant  minifter,  and  make  provifion 
for  his  comfortable  and  honorable  fupport,  and  that  in  each  townfhip  there 
be  referved  and  appropriated  four  whole  rights,  or  fixty-fourth  parts,  for 
quantity  and  quality,  in  the  divifion  of  the  fame,  for  the  following  purpofes, 
viz.  One  for  the  firft  fettled  minifter,  his  heirs  and  affigns  forever ;— one  for 
the  ufe  of  the  miniftry  ;-^— one  to,  and  for  the  future  appropriation  of  Govern- 
ment, and  one  for  the  ufe  of  a  grammar-fchool  forever. 

That  fifty  acres  be  allowed  and  affigned  to  each  fettler,  who  fettled  therein 
before  the  twentieth  day  of  January  1783,  his  heirs  or  affigns,  in  confider- 

fltion 
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ation  of  his  performing  the  duties  of  a  fettler,  provided  he  has  performed,  or 
mail  contract  to  perform,  within  fix  years,  the  duties  of  a  fettler  as  prefcribed 
in  this  report  ;  and  the  laid  fifty  acres  to  be  affigned  the  fettler,  his  heirs  or 
afhgns,  fhall  be  laid  out  fo  as  to  include  the  whole  of  his  improvements,  or

As  the  profperity  and  happinefs  of  a  nation,  cannot  be  fecured  without  a 
due  proportion  of  power  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Supreme  Rulers  of  the 
State,  the  prefent  embarraffed  fituation  of  our  public  affairs,  muff,  lead  the 
mind  of  the  moft  inattentive  obferver  to  realize  the  neceffity  of  a  revifion  of 
the  powers  vefted  in  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  by  die  articles  of 
confederation  : 

And  as  we  conceive  it  to  be  equally  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  every 
State  in  the  Union,  freely  to  communicate  their  fentiments  to  the  reft  on 
every  fubjecl:  relating  to  their  common  intereft,  and  to  folicit  their  concur- 
rence in  fuch  meafures  as  the  exigency  of  their  public  affairs  may  require  : 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Court,  that  the  prefent 
powers  of  theCongrefs  of  thcllmted  States,  as  contained  in  the  articles  of  con- 
federation, are  not  fully  adequate  to  the  great  purpofes  they  were  originally 
deiigned  to  effect. 

Refohed,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Court,  that  it  is  highly  expedient, 
if  not  indifpenfibly  neceifjry,  that  there  fhould  be  a  convention  of  delegates 
from  all  the  States  in  theUnion,at  fome  convenient  place,  as  loon  as  may  be, 
for  the  fole  purpofe  of  reviling  the  confederation,  and  reporting  to  Congrefs 
how  far  it  may  be  neceffary  to  alter  or  enlarge  die  fame.

TMPRESSED  'with  the  importance  and  necefjity  of '  revifing  the  powers  of  the 
■*  United  States  in  Congrefs  afihnbled,  the  General  Court  of  the  MafTachufetts 
have  taken  the  fubjeSi  under  their  ferious  confi 'deration, — arid  have  adopted  the 
enclofed  refolutions,  which  you  are  requefted  to  communicate.  Should  the  nature 
and  importance  of the  fib  feci  appear  to  Congrefs  in  the  fame  point  of  light  that 
it  does  to  this  Court,  they  fatter  themfelves,  that  Congrefs  will  fo  far  endea-. 
vour  to  carry  their  views  into  effeB,  as  to  recommend  a  convention  of  the  States 
at  fome  convenient  place,  on  an  early  day,  that  the  evils  fo  feverely 'experienced 
from  the  want  of  adequate  powers  in  the fader al 'Government,  may  find  a  remedy 
as  foon   as  pojjible. 

As  a  perfect  harmony  among  the  States,  is  an  objeSi  no  lefs  important  than 
defrable,  the  Legifiature  of  the  MafTachufetts  have  aimed  at  that  unaffumin? 
opennefs  of  conduct  and  re/peclful  attention  to  the  rights  of  every  State  in  the 
Union,  as  they  doubt  not  will  fecure  their  confidence,  and  meet  the  approbation} 
of  Congrefs. 

A  circular  ktter  to  the  States  is  herewith  tranfmitted  to  Congrefs,  which, 
they  are  requejled  to  forward  with  their  recommendation  for  a  convention  of 
delegates  from  the  States,  if  they  Jhould  fo  far  concur  infentiment  with  this: 
Court,  as  to  deem  fuch   recommendation  advifeable.

^T*HE  unequal  footing  on  which  we  find  our/elves  placed by  all the  powers 
•*■  with  whom  we  have  any  commercial  intercourfe,  has  produced  confequences, 
too  extenfive  not  to  be  univerfally  felt,  and  too  important  to  be  longer  neglected.

TN  confequence  of  a  letter  from  your  Excellency  to  the  Governor  of Nova- 
■*•  Scotia,  which  has  been  tranfmitted  to  his  Majejly's  Minifters,  refpeSting  the 
boundary  between  this  Province  and  the  State  of  Maffachufetts-Bay,  I  have  it 
in  charge  to  inform  yourExcellency,  that  the  Great  St.  Croix,  called  Scoodiac* 
by  the  Indians,  was  not  only  conjidered  by  the  Court  of  Great- Britain,  as  the 
River  intended  arid  agreed  upon  by  the  treaty  to  form  a  part  of  that  boundary, 
but  a  numerous  body  of  loyal  Refugees,  immediately  after  the  peace,  built  the 
town  of  St;  Andrews,  on  the  eajiern  bank  thereof, — and  infaSl  it  is  the  only 
River  en  that  fide  of  the  Province,  of  either  fuch  magnitude  or  extent ,  as  could 
have , led  to,  the  idea  of  propojing  it  as  a  limit  between  two  large  and  fpacious 
countries. 

In  making  this  communication  concerning  a  point  of  great  public  importance, 
I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt,  Sir,  of  your  Excellency's  concurrence  with  me  in 
contributing  to  the  compleat  obfervance  of  the  treaty,  fubffling  between  Greats 
Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America,  as  far  as  may  in  any  infance  immedi~ 
ately  refpett  the  State  o^Maffachufetts,  and  the  Province  o/"New-Brunfwick,

cy'HE  diminution  of  our  public  debt,  and  the  eftablijhment  of  public  credit, are 
A.  conjidered  by  this  Court,  as  objects  of  the  highejl  importance  ;  it  therefore 
gives  no  Jmdll  anxiety  to  this  Legjiature,  to  find  that  jome  States  in  the  Union 
have  paid  no  part  of  the  lafl  requisition  of  Congrefs,  and  that  others  have  ap- 
plied the  monies  raifedfor  the  ufe  of  Congrefs,  to  the  payment  of  the  particular 
demands  of  their  own  citizens  againjl  the  United  States. 

'This  Legijiature  conceives  it  necejfary,  that  J  me  meafure  jhould  be  Jpredily 
adopted  for  obtaining  from  the  fever al .States  their  Jujt  proportion  of  the  general 
expence  : — -You  are  therefore  inJiruSled  to  ufe  your  infuence  in  Congrf  for 
that  purpofe  ;  and  alfo  in  every  injlance  to  remonfirate  -where  monies  rai/tdjbr 
the  ufe  'of  Congrefs  have  been  by  any  State  fpecially  applied  to  the  payment  f 
their  own  citizens,  for  demands  againjl  the  United  States.  No  endeavors  on 
your  fide,  it  is  prejumed,  will  be  wanting,  that  frugality  and  ceconomy  be  a  ''feed 
and  invariably  adhered  to  in  the feveral departments  of  the  fcederai '  gover  nment  a 
and  that  the  public  expencesbe  as  much  as  pojjible  lefned,  and  the  mft  ef'etiual 
meafures  taken  for  Jatisfying  the  credit :rsfoJ  the  United  States  :  It  is  n't  only 
the  wiJJj  of  the  Legijiature,  that  no  more  money  be  borrowed  by  the  United 
States  ;  but  it  is  their  inflruclion,  that  you  do  not  give  your  ajfent  thereto, 
unlejs  on  fome  prejfing  and  urgent  occafion,  and  not  then,  except  the  neceflity 
appears  in  a  degree  inevitable.  It  has  been  the  expectation  of  this  Court,  that 
the  accounts  of  this  Commonwealth  againjl  the  United  States,  would  by  this 
time  have  been  pajfed  upon  arid  clofed  ;  but  to  our  great  dijappointment,  the 
fettlement  has  not  as  yet  extended  to  ijjd  :  the  committee  on  the  part  of  this 
State,  have  ever  been  ready;  this  committee  have  been  continued  at  a  very  great 
expence.  The  delay  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  is  become  a  grievance, 
and Jujlice  to  our  confiituents,  obliges  us  to  complain  : — -The  mode  purjued  by 
the  late  Commiffioner,  in  the  fettlement  of  accounts,  and  as  directed  by  the  late 
Financier,  if  Jtriclly  adhered  to,  will  not,  we  apprehend,  accomplijh  the  pur- 
pofe wifljedjbr,  in  a  term  lefs  than  twenty  or  thirty  years  ;  you  will  therefore 
move  in  Congrefs,  that  the  Commiffioner  that  may  be  appointed  for  th,s  State, 
be  directed  to  attend  in  Bofton,  and  apply  himfelf  to  the  bufinejs  of  fettling  the 
accounts  of  this  State,  with  the  United  States,  until  he  has  accomplifhed  the 
fame.  And  that  you  may  more  fully  comprehend  the  fenfe  of  this  Court,  upon 
the  mode  of  fettling  the  accounts,  you  are  referred  to  the  fettlement  s  of  the 
committee  for  Jtating  and  methodizing  the  public  accounts,   now  enclojed.

Whereas  by  a  certain  claufe  in  an  acl  entitled,  "  An  adl  in  addition  to, 
and  for  the  explanation  of  an  acl,  entitled  an  acl:  for  laying  duties  of  import 
and  excife  on  -certain  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  therein  defcribed,  and 
for  repealing  the  feveral  laws  heretofore  made  for  that  purpofe,"  it  is  pro- 
vided in  the  following  words  : 

"  Provided  neverthelefs,  That  no  fubjeel  in  any  State  in  the  Union,  fhall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  aforegoing  provilion,  unlefs  there  be  an  acl: 
laying  duties  of  Import  of  equal  amount  within  fuch  State,  nor  untill  the 
Legislature  of  fuch  State  fhall  have  palled  a  law  equally  beneficial  to  the 
Subjects  of  this  Commonwealth,  any  thing  herein  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing," v/hi^h  at   prefent  is  found  inconvenient  : 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  the  before  recited  claufe  be,  and  it  hereby  is 
fufpended  in  its  operation,  till  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  the  next  fitting  of  the 
General  Court. 

CXXXV. 

Refolve  appointing  a   committee  to   confer  with  a  committee  from  New~ 
Hampjhire.    fjjjy\^,   1785. 

Refolded,  That  Benjamin  Goodhue,  Efq;  with  fuch  as  the  Hon.  Houfe 
may  join,  be  a  committee  to  confer  with  fuch  gentlemen,  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New -Hampjhire,  lor  this  purpofe, 
upon  fuch  commercial  regulations,  to  be  reported  to  the  Legislatures  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  the  State  aforefaid,  as  may  be  mutually  advantageous 
to  both  States ;  and  hisExcellency  the  Governor  is  requested  to  communicate 
this  refolve  to  the  Supreme  Executive  of  the  State  aforefaid,  and  to  requeft 
that  the  fame  may  be  Submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature 
thereof.

The  committee  appointed  by  a  reiblve  of  the  General  Court,  of  the  2  8  til 
of  Gclober,  1783,  to  examine  the  claims  to- knds  in  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
&c.  take  leave  to  report, — That  they  have  received  the  claim's  of  a  number 
of  individuals  and  companies  to  different  tracts  of  land  in  the  county  afore-* 
faid,  and  have  given  particular  attention  to  the  grant  made  in  the  year  1629,; 
from  the  Council  oi Plymouth,  to  teauchamp  and  Leuercii,  whereby  is  given, 
granted  and  confirmed,  to  the  faid  Beaucbamp  and  Le\  erett,  a  tract  of  land 
defcribed  in  the  words  following,  vi~z>  "  Aii  and  lingular  thole  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  ihe  appurtenances  thereol,  in 
NeW'Eng/and  aforefaid,  which  are  iituatc,  lying  and  neiag  within  or  between 
a  place  there,  commonly  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  ivhycongus,  to- 
wards the  fouth  or  fouthweit,  and  a  ilraight  hue  extending  from  thence,  di- 
rectly ten  leagues  up  into  the  main  land  and  continent  there,  towards  the 
great  fea  commonly  called  the  South-Sea,  and  the  utmofl  limits  of  the  fpace 
often  leagues  on  the  north  and  northeafl  of  a  river  in  New-England  aforefaid, 
commonly  ca\\ed\Peno'/?/cot,_  towards  the  north  and  northeafl,  and  the  great 
iea  commonly  called  the  Wejtem  Ocean  towards  the  eafl,  and  a  flraight  and 
direct  line  extending  from  the  moil  weflern  part  and  point  of  the  faid  ilraight 
line,  which  extends  from  Mufcongus  aforefaid  towards  the  South-Sea,  to  the 
utiinofi  northern  limits  of  the  faid  ten  leagues  on  the  north  fide  of  the  faid 
river  Penobfcat,  towards  the  well,"  A  dclbription, — the  true  intent  and 
meaning  whereof  your  committee  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  determine- 
They  have  examined  all  the  plans  of  that  part  of  the  .county  of  Lincoln,  which 
they  can  obtain;  have  conferred  with  the  repreientatiy.es  of  the  heirs  of  Brig1. 
Gen.  IFaUo,  and  theXderk  of  the  Aifociates,  as  they  are  called,  as  well  as 
with  thoie  who  are  not  interefled  in  the  grant,  but  have  not  obtained  the 
fatisfaction  they  wifh,  as  to  what  was  intended  to  be  the  direction  of  the  line 
from  Mufcongus,  or  what  was  defigned  to  be  the  courfe  and  length  of  the 
bounds  defcribed  in  thefe  words,  viz.  "  and  the  ut-moft  limits  of  the  fpace 
of  ten  leagues,  on  the  north  and  northeafl  ;o£a  river  in  A>w-£«fAz?z;/ aforefaid., 
commonly  called  Penobfcot,    towards  the  north  and  northeafl." 

Qn  examining  the  records  of  the  General  Court  from  the  year  1761,  to 
the  revolution,  your  committee  find,  that  on  the  23d  of  February,  1762,  a 
committee  of  the  then  General  Court,  reported  that  it  was  expedient  for  the 
province  to  releafe  and  "convey  to  the  reprefentatives  of  Brigadier-General 
Walfo,  a  tract  of  fix  miles  in  breadth,  at  the  head  of  the  patent  to.  ^'eauchanip 
and  Levrett,  to  extend  from  Penobfcot -River  to  the  line  from  Miijcongus,, 
after  extending  faid  line'  thirty-fix  miles  from  Mujcovgus  into  the  country, 
with  certain  provifoes,  upon  their  (the  faid  repreientatiyes)  releafing  to  the 

Q^  ,     .        province 
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province  all  their  right  and  claim  to  lands  eaft  of  Pendbjcot-River  ;  which 
they  had  agreed  with  the  faid  committee  to  perform  :  That  this  report  was 
accepted  by  the  then  General  Court ;  and  that  the  form  of  a  releafe  or  quit- 
claim, to  be  made  by  the  faid  reprefentatives,  and  of  a  grant  to  be  made  by 
the  province,  was  concluded  upon,  but  cannot  find  that  either  was  executed  : 
On  the  contrary,  there  was  found  in  the  files  of  the  General  Court  for  the 
year  1762,  a  fair  copy  of  the  grant  before-mentioned,  which  appears  to  have 
been  intended  to  be  figned  by  the  Governor,  the  President  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  but  without  the  fignature 
of  either. 

Upon  fully  confidering  the  difficulties  which  attend  every  conftruclion  of 
the  before-mentioned  patent,  which  has  been  propofed,  and  the  great  im- 
portance to  the  Commonwealth,  as  well  as  to  individuals*  that  the  limits  of 
the  fiid  patent  be  afcertained,  and  finally  determined,  and  that  fpeedily, — 
your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  it  will  be  expedient  for  the  Common- 
wealth to  confirm  to  thofe  interefted  in  the  before-mentioned  grant  to 
Beauchamp  and  Leverett-,  the  tracl  of  land  contained  within  the  following 
bounds,  vfz.< — Beginning  at  the  point  of  land  eaft  of  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Mufcongus,  thence  extending  up  the  faid  river  according  to  the  general  courfe 
thereof,  into  the  country  ;  then  running  from  the  faid  point  of  land  along  the 
fea  coaffc,  and  by  the  bay  of  Penobjcot  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Penobjcot ; 
from  thence  extending  up  the  faid  river,  until  a  line  drawn  from  the  faid  river 
Penobjcot  to  the  Mufcongus  line  firft  mentioned,  mall  give  and  compleat  a 
tract,  of  land,  equal  to  a  tracl:  of  land  thirty  miles  fquare,  and  fo  that  the  faid 
Mufcongus  line  firft  mentioned  fhall  be  equal  in  length  to  a  right  line,  drawn 
from  a  point  of  land  called  Owls-Head  to  the  mouth  of  Penobjcot -River, 
with  the  line  extending  up  the  faid  Penobjcot-River,  added  thereto, 
together  with  all  iflands,  whofe  center  falls  within  three  miles  of  any 
part  of  the  lands  before  defcribed,— on  condition,  that  thofe  interefted 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  make  and  execute  a  releafe  and  quit-claim  of  all  other  lands 
(except  thofe  contained  within  the  bounds  aforefaid)  by  virtue  of  the  faid 
grant  to  Beauchamp  and  Leverett,  ,and  lodge  the  fame  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  on  or  before  the  third  Tuefday  of  the  next  fitting  the  General  Court.

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Provider!  never tbelcfs,  that  no  right  or  rights  which  may  have  efcheated 
to  the  Common  wealth,  be  included  in  the  faid  confirmation. 

Provided,  That  the  faid  claimants,  or  iome  of  them,  fhall  give  bonds  to 
the  Treaiurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  penalty  of  three  thoufand 
pounds,  conditioned  that  fuch  of  faid  claimants  as  are  of  age,  fhall  execute 
a  releafe  of  all  their  right,  title  and  intereft  in  and  to  any  of  the  lands  under 
faid  grant  or  patent,  and  that  fuch  of  faid  claimants  or  patentees  as  are  now 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  fhall  execute  fuch  releafe  within  fix 
months  after  they  fhall  arrive  at   that  age.

Irftrid-vtfi- 
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To  fatisfy  that  balance  our  money  is  exported  ;  which,  with  all  the 
means  of  remittance  at  prefent  in  our  power,  falls  very  fiiort  of  a  fufBciency,- 

Thofe  means,  which  have  been  greatly  lelTened  by  the  war,  are  gradually- 
enlarging  ;  but  they  cannot  foon  increafe  to  their  former  amplitude,  fo  lonp- 
as  Britain  and  other  nations  continue  the  commercial  fyftems  they  have 
adopted  fince  the  war.  Thofe  nations  have  an  undoubted  right  to  regulate 
their  trade  with  us,  and  to  admit  into  their  ports,  on  their  own  terms,  the 
veifels  and  cargoes  that  go  from  the  United  States,  or  to  refufe  an  admit- 
tance ;  their  own  intereft,  or  their  fenfe  of  it,  being  the  onlv  principle  to 
dictate  thofe  regulations,  where  no  treaty  of  commerce  is  fubfifting, 

The  United  States  have  the  fame  right,  and  can,  and  ought  to  re- 
gulate their  foreign  trade  on  the  fame  principle :  But  it  is  a  misfortune,that 
Congrefs  have  not  yet  been  authorized  for  that  purpofe  by  all  the  States. 
If  there  be  any  thing  wanting  on  the  part  of  this  State  to  complete  that 
authority,  it  lies  with  you,  gentlemen,  to  bring  it  forward  and  mature  it ; 
and  until  Congrefs  fhall  ordain  the  neceffary  regulations,  you  will  pleafe  to 
confider  what  further  is  needful  to  be  done  on  our  part,  to  remedy  the  evils, 
of  which  the  merchant,  the  tradefman  and  manufacturer,  and  indeed  every 
other  defcription  of  perfons  among  us,  fo  juftly  complain. 

Thofe  evils,  fo  far  as  they  arife  from  the  contracted  fyftem  adopted  by 
Britain,  will  be  felt  by  herfelf ;  for  it  not  only  abridges  the  means  of  payino- 
the  great  balance  due  to  her,  but  muft  neceffarily  leffen  the  future  demand 
for  her  manufactures  ;  in  confequence  of  which  it  may  be.  expected  that 
her  merchants  and  manufacturers,  when  they  mail  fully  experience  thofe 
effects,  of  which  they  are  already  fenfible,  will  petition  their  parliament  to 
take  off  the  duties  and  reftraints,  to  which  the  new  regulations  have  fub- 
jected  the  American  trade* 

Though  we  feel  a  prefent  inconvenience  from  thofe  regulations,  they  will 
eventually  produce  a  happy  effect:,  by  leffening  the  ufe  of  Britifh  commodi- 
ties, moil  of  which  are  fuperfluous  and  unneceffary,  and  compelling  us  to 
adopt  a  plan  of  frugality  and  ceconomy,  the  want  of  which  is  the  principal 
fource  of  our  difficulties , 

Lately  emerged  froni  a  bloody  and  expenfive  war, — a  heavy  debt  upon 
us  in  confequence  of  it, — our  finances  deranged,  and  our  credit  to  re-eftablifh, 
it  will  require  time  to  remove  thofe  difficulties.  The  removal  of  them  muft 
be  effected  in  the  fame  way  a  prudent  individual,  in  like  circumftances, 
would  adopt  :  by  retrenching  unneceffary  expences,  adopting  a  ftrict  ceco- 
nomy, providing  means  of  leffening  his  debt,  duly  paying  the  intereft  of  it, 
and  manifefting  to  his  creditors  and  the  world,  that  in  all  his  tranfactions 
he  is  guided  by  the  principles  of  honour  and  ftrict  honefty.  In  this  way, 
and  this  only,  public  credit  can  be  maintained  or  reftored  :  and  when  go- 
vernment, by  an  undeviating  adherence  to  thofe  principles,  fhall  have  firm- 
ly eftablifhed  it,  they  will  have  the  fatisfaction  to  fee,  that  they  can  obtain 
loans  in  preference  to  all  borrowers  whatever.  In  fuch  credit  was  the  go- 
vernment by  a  fteady  adherence  to  thofe  principles,  that  for  many  years  prior 
to  the  late  war,  they  could  command  money  on  loan  to  a  far  greater  amount; 
than   the  public  neceffities  required. 

When  that  time  fhall  again  arrive,  our  public  difficulties,  ariiing  from 
the  prefent  ftate  of  our  finances,  will  be  at  an  end.  To  haften  it  is  my  duty 
and  wifh,  and  fhall  be  the  object  of  my  earneft  endeavour.     For  that  pur^ 

B  pofe 
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pofe,  if  I  am  not  miftaken,  a  fund  may  be  eftablifhed  for  the  regular  pay- 
ment of  a  confiderable  part  of  the  intereft  of  the  public  debt.  This  fund, 
with  other  funds  that  may  poffibly  be  devifed,'  may  within  a  reafonable  time 
greatly  lefTen  that  debt,  and  finally  difcharge  it.  What  will  ferve  to  recom- 
mend it,  if  it  ihould  meet  with  your  approbation,  is,  that  it  will  not  be 
burthenfome  to  the  people,  and  that  moft  of  them  will  be  able  to  pay  their 
proportion  of  it  with  certainty  and  punctuality.  On  this  fubject,  gentlemen; 
I  fhall  fend  you  a  particular  mefiage. 

It  is  of  great  importance,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  United  States  depends 
Upon  it,  that  Congrefs  fhould  be  vefted  with  all  the  powers  necefTary  to 
preferve  the  Union,  to  manage  the  general  concerns  of  it,  and  fecure  and 
promote  its  common  intereft.  'That  intereft,  fb  far  as  it  is  dependent  on 
a  commercial  intercourfe  with  foreign  nations,  the  confederation  does  not 
fufficiently  provide  for  ;  and  this  State,  and  the  United  States  in  general,  are 
now  experiencing,  by  the  operation  of  their  trade  with  fome  of  thofe 
nations,  particularly  Great- Britain,  the  want  of  fnch  a  provifion. 

This  deficiency  of  power  may  be  the  refult  of  a  j uft  principle,  a  caution 
to  preferve  to  each  State  all  the  powers  not  necefTary  to  be  delegated  :  With 
refpect  to  which/ as  there  was  room  for  a  variety  of  opinions  concerning 
them,  they  could  not  all  be  certainly  known  at  the  time  of  forming  the 
confederation:  Experience  however,  has  fhewn  the  rieceflity  of  delegating 
to  Congrefs  further  powers  ,  which  on  the  fame  principle  of  caution,  might 
be  limited  to  a  certain  time,  and  afterwards  continued,  or  altered,  at  the 
pleafure  of  the  United  States: 

This  matter,  gentlemen,  merits  your  attention  )  and  if  you  think  that 
Congrefs  fhould  be  vefted  with  ampler  powers,  and  that  fpecial  delegates 
from  the  States  fhould  be  convened  to  fettle  and  define  them,  you  will  take 
the  necefTary  meafures  for  obtaining  fuch  a  Convention  or  Congrefs,  whofe 
agreement,  when  confirmed  by  the  States,  would  afcertain  thofe  powers. 

The  ftate  of  the  treafury,  and  of  the  public  debt,  as  foon  as  it  fhall  be 
prepared  by  the  Treafurer,  I  fhall  lay  before  you,  with  fuch  obfervations  as 
fhall  occur  to  me  upon  the  fubject.  There  are  other  matters,  which  I 
fhall  lay  before  you   by   mefiage, 

In  the  mean  time  gentlemen,  be  affined,  that  in  every  meafure  you  fhall 
adopt,  contributive  to  the  public  happinefs,  my  duty  and  inclination  will 
lead  me  to  concur  with  you.  '  And  as  that  happinefs  fo  effentially  depends 
on  internal  peace  and  mutual  confidence  among  ourfelves,  it  fhall  be  my 
endeavour  to  cultivate  them  univerfally  ;  efpecially  in,  and  with,  the 
General   Court. 

To  that  point  if  all  our  views  are  uniformly  and  confcientioufly  directed, 
we  cannot  fail,  with  the  bleffing  of  heaven,  to  obtain  it.  But  on  the  other 
hand,  as  the  effect  muft  follow  from  its  caufe,  a  contrary  conduct  will  be 
productive  of  public  infelicity. 

It  depends  on  ourfelves,  and  particularly  on  the  principles,  which  fhall 
guide  the  tranfactions  of  the  General  Court,  whether  we  fhall  be  a  happy 
or  an  unhappy  people.

After  delivery  of  the  Speech,  the  Governour,  attended  as  before,  returned 
to  the  Council-Chamber.

The    Governour  fent  the  following  me [f age  to  the  two  Hoii/es,    relative  to 
pot-ajh,   and  pearUafo  * 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatires, 

I  HAVE  intimated  to  you  the  probability  that  a  fund  might  be  efia- 
blifhedfor  difcharging  a  considerable  part  of  the  intereft  of  the  public  debt*. 
I  think  this  may  be  done  by  converting  into  money  a  valuable  manufacture, 
to  which  the  State  is  amply  competent,  and  of  which  a  large  quantity  might 
he  collected  by  tax,  and  fold  for  the  ufe  of  the  government.  The  manu- 
facture to  which  I  refer,  is  pot-afh  and  pearl-afh. 

Of  thofe  articles  a  thoufand  tons  annually,  for  feveral  years,  prior  to  the 
war,  were  exported  from  this  State,  and  moft  of  that  quantity  was  manufac- 
tured within  it  ;  for  which  the  manufacturers  received  at  a  medium,  and 
might  now  receive  for  it,  at  the  fame  rate,  at  leaft,  thirty  thoujand  pounds 
per  annum. 

This  manufacture,  which  could  be  carried  to  a  much  greater  extent, 
might  be  applied  to  the  direct:  ufe  of  the  State,  and  very  greatly  to  its  be- 
nefit. 

For  that  purpofe,  each  town,  or  feveral  towns  as  a  joint  diftrict,  might 
erect,  at  their  own  expence,  a  manufactory,  to  which  the  inhabitants  mould 
bring  their  allies,  or  the  rough  falts  made  from  them,  where  they  fhould  be 
manufactured  into  pot-afh  and  pearl-afh  ;  of  which,  the  quantity  required 
of  each  town  mould  be  delivered  at  fuch  times  and  places  as  the  act  of  the 
General  Court  mould  order  ;  and  in  cafe  of  any  deficiency,  the  deficient 
quantity  fhould  be  paid  to  the  Treafurer,  in  money,  at  fuch  a  rate  as  the  act 
mould  prefcribe. 

In  this  way,  a  large  quantity,  the  property  of  the  State,  might  with  eafe 
be  collected,  which,  if  merchantable,  or  made  by  a  given  procefs  according 
to  a  certain  itandard,  (to  which  circumftance  a  ftrict  attention  fliould  be 
paid)  would  be  purchased. for  exportation  ;  and  the  money  arifing  from  the 
fale  paid  into  the  public  treafury,  to  be  applied  as  the  act  fliould  order. 

To  guard  againft  impofition  from  the  purchafers,  and  to  fecure  a  vent  for 
it  in  cafe  the  whole  could  not  in  feafon  be  fold  here,  a  part,  or  the  overplus, 
might  be  fhipped  on  the  government  account  to  foreign  markets  on  freight, 
or  in  veffels  in  the  fervice  of  the  government ;  and  for  the  net  product,  bills 
of  exchange  might  be  fold  here,  or  the  money  for  it  might  be  imported,  and 
lodged  in  the  treafury,    to  be  applied  agreeably  to  the  act. 

Here,  gentlemen,  is  exhibited  a  concife  view  of  the  fund,  and  the  means 
of  eftablifhing  it.  If  you  approve  this  general  idea  of  it,  a  committee  may 
confider  its  feveral  parts,  and  bring  them  to  a  regular  fyliem,  which,  it  is 
probable,  would  be  productive  of  a  confiderable  yearly  revenue  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Several  years  ago,  I  took  the  liberty  of  propofing  to  divers  members  of 
the  General  Court  this  mode  of  raifing  a  fund,  that  on  the  credit  of  it  mo- 
ney might  be  obtained  in  Europe  on  loan  ;  but  in  the  difcuflion  of  it  in  the 
Houfe  of  Representatives,  there  appeared  fo  many  objections  to  it,  arifing 
from  the  war,  that  it  was  then  thought  impracticable  ;  I  but  thofe  objections 
are  now  removed,  and  if  there  be  any  other,  they  probably  rnay  be  obviated. 

To: 
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To  every  mode  of  taxation  objections  may  be  made  ;  but  this  mode' feeing 
lefs  liable  to  them  than  any  that  has  occurred  to  me.  The  facility  with 
which  fuch  a  tax  may  be  paid,  and  the  numerous  advantages  that  will  pro- 
bably arife  from  it,  are  the  motives  which  induce  me  to  propofe  it. 

As  to  the  facility  of  payment,  every  family  in  the  State,  from  the  necefla- 
ry  confumption  of  wood,  and  without  any  additional  expence,  can  furnifh 
aflies  towards  their  fhare  of  the  tax  ;  and  people  in  the  inland  towns  in  ge- 
neral, and  in  the  new  towns  and  plantations  in  particular,  in  the  fame  way, 
and  by  clearing  their  lands,  can  furnifh  more  than  their  proportion,  and  can 
fupply  the  deficient.  For  thefe  afhes,  or  for  the  rough  falts,  by  an  eafy 
procefs  procured  from  them,  on  their  being  fent  to  the  town  or  diitrict  fac- 
tory, its  manager  will  credit  the  relpedtive  perfor.s  who  fhall  fend  them. 
And  it  will  be  incumbent  On  each  town,  from  time  to  time,  to  fend  from 
its  factory,  agreeable  to  the  ftandard,  the  quantity  of  pot-afh  and  pearl-afh 
required  of  it ;  on  the  delivery  of  which,  according  to  the  act,  the  receiving 
officer  will  give  a  receipt  for,  and  enter  it  in  account,  to  the  credit  of  the 
town . 

In  regard  to  the  advantages  to  be  expected  from  fuch  a  tax,— ^-it  will  efta- 
blifh  a  moff.  valuable  manufacture,  by  means  of  which,  an  equal  value  of 
gold  and  filver,  which  the  experience  of  mankind  has  determined  to  be  the 
only  proper  currency  or  medium  of  exchange^  would  be  retained  within  the 
State,  or  brought  into  it.  '  It  would  provide,  with  eafeand  certainty,  if  fuf- 
ficiently  large,  the  means  of  gradually  paying  the  great  debt  of  the  State.  It 
would  reftore  public  credit ;  beget  a  confidence  in  government;  make  loans 
on  future  occafions  obtainable  ;  clear  our  lands  ;  encourage  agriculture;  pro- 
mote induftry  ;  furnifh  the  merchant  with  a  valuable  export  for  remittance  ; 
increafe  our  navigation  and  commerce ;  and,  in  confequence  of  thefe  defirable 
effects,  remove  many  of  the  difficulties  of  which,  at  prefent,  there  is  fo  much 
reafon  to  complain. 

Thefe  expected  benefits  are  not  merely  ideal :  they,  will  naturally  refult 
from  the  eftablifhment  of  the  grofier  manufactures,  to  which  the  nature  of 
our  foil  and  climate  are  beft  adapted.  Of  this  defcription  is  the  manufac- 
ture above-mentioned  ;  and  the  eftablifhment  of  it  to  any  confiderable  de- 
gree, or  to  an  extent  productive  of  thofe  benefits,  will  depend  on  the  tax-act 
propofed  :  which,  however,  may  be  defeated,  if  unhappily  any  future  acts 
of  the  legiflature  fhould  have  a  counter  operation.

THE  two  brandies  of  the  legiflature,  on  the  prefent  occafion,  cannot 
but  exprefs  their  lincerc  and  cordial  acknowledgments  to  your  Excellency 

for 
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for  the  early  attention  to  the  moft  important  concerns  of  the  Common- 
wealth, fo  fully  exprefled  in  your  Excellency's  late  addrefs. 

The  General  Court,  contemplating  your  Excellency's  political  and  litera- 
ry character,  long  experience  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  th«  mbft  in- 
terefting  concerns  of  their  cbnftituents,  feel  that  confidence  in  your  Excel- 
lency, as  their  firft  Magistrate,  which  cannot  fail  to  produce  a  harmony 
among  the  feveral  branches  of  government,  and  excite  their  combined  efforts 
to  promote  and  fecure  the  belt  intereft  of  the  whole. 

The  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth 
have,  with  your  Excellency,  the  higheft  fenfe  of  thofe  virtuous  exertions  of 
their  fellow  citizens,  which,  aided  by  a  kind  providence,  have  obtained,  fup- 
ported,  and  preferved  the  excellent  conftitution  we  now  enjoy ;  and,  under 
the  aufpices  of  which,  we  are  at  prefent  aflembled,  to  promote  and  maintain 
the  public  intereft,  fafety  and  happinefs.  In  every  meafure  tending  to  pre- 
ferve  this  conftitution  facred  and  inviolate,  we  Ihall  ever,  with  your  Excel- 
lency, mod  cheerfully  concur. 

The  embarrafTed  ftate  of  our  trade  and  commerce  has  juftly  alarmed  every 
order  of  men,  and  demands  the  immediate  exertions  of  government  to  re- 
move the  evils  complained  of.  To  this  fubjecl,  the  General  Court  have  al- 
ready paid  particular  attention  j  and,  from  your  Excellency's  communica- 
tions, feel  an  additional  ftimulus-tt>  new  exertions,  with  refpecl:  to  this  im- 
portant fource  of  our  national  intereft  and  wealth  > 

The  legiflature,  with  your  Excellency,  muft  confidef  public  credit,  not 
only  as  moft  highly  important,  but  even  efiential  to  the  welfare,  if  not  the 
being  of  a  people ;  an  objecl:  ever  to  be  attended  to,  and  never  to  be  trifled 
with ;  the  fource  of  wealth,  as  it  enables  government  to  command  in  times 
of  neceflity  the  riches  of  others,  on  conditions  reasonable  or  advantageous. 
Your  Excellency's  further  communications  on  this  branch  of  our  national 
concerns,  our  finances ,  will  be  received  with  that  attention  which  a  fiibjecT:, 
involving  in  it  our  reputation  and  moft  important  intereft,  fo  juftly  deferves. 

On  the  fubjecT:  of  a  reform  in  our  affairs  of  finance,  and  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  public  credit,  the  General  Court  -  have  a  particular  difpofition  to 
meet  your  Excellency,  in  every  meafure,  calculated  to  promote  thefe  valua- 
ble purpofes. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Court  is  now  drawn  by  your  Excellency's 
addrefs,  to  the  federal  compact,  which,  though  perhaps  as  excellent  as  the 
ftate  of  things,  at  the  time  of  its  formation,  would  permit ;  yet  time  and 
experience  have  evinced  the  neceflity  of  fome  amendments  in  it  :  and  we 
are  happy  to  find  the  firft  Magiftrate  of  this  Commonwealth,  at  fo  early  a 
period  of  his  admin iftration,  manifefting  his  readinefs  to  concur  with  us  in 
attending  to  and  examining  this  important  part  of  our  common  polity  :  and 
it  fhall  be  our  moft  earneft  endeavour,  at  all  times,  to  contribute  to  thfc  efta- 
blifhment  of  the  federal  government  of  thefe  States,  on  a  firm  bafis,  and  on 
fuch  principles  as  may  beft  tend  to  procure  a  juft  diftribution  of  power,  per- 
fect the  union,  preferve  and  fecure  the  rights  and  liberties  of  individuals, 
and  promote  public,  private  and  fecial  happinefs. 

Conceiving  with  your  Excellency,  that  the  want  of  fome  plan  of  na- 
tional ceconomy  and  frugality,  is  the  principal  fource  of  our  prefent  diffi- 
culties, we  fhall  readily  unite  in  thofe  meafures,  which  the  exigencies  of 

C  our 
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©ur  affairs  require,  and  which  mall  appear  to  be  moft  happily  calculated  fta, 
promote  thole  virtues,  fo  important  and  effential  to  the  prefervation  .of  a 
Republican  conftitution,  and  the  enjoyment  of  that  freedom  and  felicity, 
which  fuch  a  conftitution  is  adapted  to  fecure.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hotife  of  Reprefentatives, 

A  T  the  fame  time  you  are  confidering  the  ftate  of  our  trade  with  foreign 
nations,  it  feems  neceflary  to  confider  it,  as  it  ftands  related  to  the  States  in 
confederation  with  us. 

According  to  a  letter  Ihave  received  from  the  Naval-Officer  of  this  port, 
and  the  Collector  of  import  and  excife  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  feveral  of 
thofe  States  have  laid  duties  on  goods  imported,  which  in  their  operation 
have  a  tendency  to  injure  the  trade  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  letter  to 
which  I  refer,  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  the  Secretary  ;  and  will  give  fur-., 
ther  information  on  the  fubjecl:. 

As  we  are  much  unacquainted  with  the  a£ts  and  laws  of  the  feveral  States 
in  union  with  us,  the  knowledge  of  which  might  be  in  many  refpe&s  be- 
neficial, and,  in  refpect  to  their  influence  on  our  trade,  neceflary,  I  would 
recommend  to  your  confideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  to  pro- 
cure from  each  of  the  United  States,  all  their  acts,  now  in  force,  and  alfo  all 
fuch  as  fliall  be  made  in  future. 

In  the  mean  time,  gentlemen,  I  fhall  be  ready  to  concur  with  you  in  any 
meafures  conducive  to  remove  or  prevent  the  evils  fuggefted  by  the  above- 
mentioned  letter. 

For  the  fame  reafon,  would .  it  not  be  proper  to  procure  the  ads  of  the 
Britiih  parliament,  and  of  other  European  governments,  that  relate  to  the 
veflels  and  products  of  the  United  States  ? 

A  printed  ftate  of  the  duties  payable  by  fuch  veflels  in  feveral  ports  of 
France,  has  been  received,  with  a  letter  dated  the  eleventh  of  April  laft, 
from  Mr.  fay,  Secretary  of  the  United  States  for  foreign  affairs  :  both  of 
which  will  be  laid  before  you. 

It  may  be  needful  for  the  information  of  merchants  who  fend  their  veflels 
to  thofe  ports,  that  the  faid  printed  ftate,  or  an  abftract  of  it,  fhould  be  re- 
printed here. 

You  will  pafs,  gentlemen,  fuch  order  concerning  it,  as  you  fhall  judge 
fuitable.

Among  other  matters,  of  which  it  is  needful  you  mould  be  informed,  it 
covered  an  act  of  Congrefs,  recommending  to  the  attention  of  the  particular 
States  in  which  they  refpectively  relide,  Mr.  "Jonathan  Eddy,  and  others, 
refugees  from  Nova-Scotia,  who,  .on  account  of  their  attachment  to  the  Ame- 
rican caufe,  were  obliged  to  fly  from  that  government. 

Mr.  Eddy,  and  fome  other  of  thofe  refugees  belong  to,  and  refide  in  this 
State,  and  are  therefore  objedts  of  that  recommendation.  He  is  now  here 
in  behalf  of  himfelf  and  his  fellow  fufferers,  attendant  on  the  General  Court ;

'Mr,  IMLAY  having  refigned  his  office  as  Co'mmiffioner  for  fettling  the 
accounts  of  this  Qommonwealth,  againft  the  United  'States,  has  it  not  in 
his  power  to  comply  with  your  late  refolve,  requeftirig  his  attendance  in 
Bqfton,  for  the  purpofe  of  expediting  that  fettlement  ;  as  you  will  obferve 
by  his  letter  of  the  23d  inftant,  herewith  communicated; — He  has  requefted 
the  Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury  to  appoint  fome  perfon  to  fucceed  him 
in  that  bufinefs  :  in  confequence  of  which  it  may  be  expected  they  will 
nominate  a  perfon  for  that  purpofe  •;  but  as  it  appears' by  a 'felblve  of  Congrefs 
of  the  20th  of  February,  1782,  the  nominated. perfon  is  to  be  "  approved 
of  by  the  Executive,  or  the  Delegates  attending  in  Congrefs,  of  the  State 
for  which  he  mall  be  nominated,  according  as  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
fhall  direct,"  it  will  be  needful  for  you- gentlemen,  to  pafs  a  refolve.  expref- 
five  of  vour  mind,  relative  to  that  matter.

A  meffage  from  the  Governour  to  the  two  Houfes,  on  the  conjUtutionallfy  of  a 
refolve  of  theirs,  relating  to  the  Jit t lenient  of  public  accounts. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefeniatives, 

As  it  muft  be  your  wifh,  that  all  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Court, 

fliould  be  agreeable  to  law  and  the  conftitution,  you  will  permit   me  to 

fuggcil 
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fuggefr.  to  you  my  doubts,  whether  that  be  the  cafe  in  regard  to  one  of 
vour  refolves  lately  palled. — The  refolve  to  which  I  refer,  is  that  for  the 
appointing  a  "  Committee  to  receive,  examine,  and  pafs  on,  all  accounts, 
that  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  exhibited."  After  this  general  commiffion 
feveral  forts  of  accounts  are  particularized,  and  among  them  fuch  as  relate 
to  "  the  fupport  of  fdch  indigent  perfons,  as  are  the  proper  charge  of  the 
State." 

You  will  pleafe  to  confider  gentlemen,  whether  there  is  not  proviiion 
made  by  law,  viz.  by  an  act  made  in  the  year  1701*  entitled^  "  An  act  pro- 
viding in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  that  the  chafge  incurred  by  the  fupport  of  fuch 
perfons  "  fhall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  public  treafury,  by  warrant  from  the 
Governour  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Council  ?"  Whether  this  does 
not  imply,  that  the  accounts  of  fuch  charge  fhall  be  exhibited  to  the  Go- 
vernour and  Council,  for  allowance  and  payment?  and  whether,  as  the 
warrant  for  that  purpofe,  mull  be  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Council, 
the  Council  have  not  a  confequential  right  of  enquiring  into,  and  of  judging, 
determining  and  palling  upon,  all  fuch  accounts,  previous  to  the  iffuing  of 
the  warrant  for  payment  :  concerning  which  there  can  be  no  ground  for 
advice  and  confent,  unlefs  thofe  exprefiions  imply  fuch  a  right  ? 

With  refpect  to  the  Cohftitution,  I  beg  your  attention,  gentlemen,  to 
the  following  claufes  of  it. —  "  Full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given 
and  granted  to  the  faid  General  Court,  from  time  to  time— to  impofe  and 
levy  proportional  and  reafonable  affeffments,  fates,  and  taxes,  upon  the  in- 
habitants of,  and  perfons  frefident,  and  eftates  lying,  within  the  faid  Com- 
monwealth ;  and  alfo  to  impofe,  and  levy;  reafonable  duties  and  excifes  up- 
on any  produce,  gOod?,  &c.  within  the  fame  ;  t;o  be  iffued  and  difpofed  of 
by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Governour  jpf  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  advice  and  content  of  the  Council.,.' for  the  public  k 
fervice, -&c.  according  to  fuch  acts  as  are,  or 'fhall  be  in  force  within  the 
fame."  There  is  alfo  another  claufe  of  the  conflitution(  to  the  fame  effect. 
Here  the  two  departments  of  government,  concerned  in  the  prefent  queftion, 
have  their  feperate  and  diftinct  bufinefs,  as  relative  to  this  matter,  affigned  to 
them  reflectively.  The  legiflative  is  to  raife  money  in  the  feveral  ways 
mentioned  ;  and  the  executive  is.  to-.difpofe  of  it  for  .the  public  fervice,  ac- 
cording to  fuch  acts. as  are  or -fhall.  be  in  forccj  ■ , 

This  affignment  or  appropriation  of  bufinefs  to  each  department,  is  not 
only  the  refult  of  thofe  claufes' of  the  conftitution,  but  is  deducible  from, 
another  claufe  of  it,  in  the  hit  article  of  the  declaration  of  rights  ;  by  which 
it'is  declared,  that,1 "  in  the  government  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  legilla- 
tive  department  fhall  never  exercife:  the  executive  and  judicial  powers,,  or  ei- 
ther of  them." 

In  all  thefe  claufes,  there  is  a  clear  difcinction  held  forth,  and  afeperatiori 
made  between  the  powers  of  the.  two  departments.  Thofe  of  the  one  are 
not  to  be  intermixed  or  militate  with  thofe  of  the  other  :  but  each  is  to  ex- 
ercife its  own  powers,  and  its  own  only.  As  therefore,  the  refolve  aforefaid 
is  wholly  of  an  executive  nature,  having  relation  only  to  the  examination  and 
fettlement  of  the  public  accounts,  and  as  bufinefs  of  that  nature  falls  within 
the  executive  department,  it  is  apprehended  the  refolve  does  not  comport 
either  with  the  fpirit  or  letter  of  the  conftitution. 

This 
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This  apprehenfion  of  it,  feems  to  have  been  entertained  by  the  honour^ 
able  Houfe,  who,  though  they  finally  concurred  with  their  honours  of  the: 
Senate,  did  at  firftpafs  a  vote  of  non- concurrence.  And  the  fame  apprehenfion 
in  reference  to  a  iimilar  refolve,  which  was  paffed  the  4th  of  November ,  1780, 
at  the  firft  feffion  after  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  conftitution,  did 
in  fad:  prevail  in  the  legifkture  at  that  time.  This  is  clearly  manifeftby  the 
provifo  in  that  refolve,  which  concludes  with  thefe  words,  "  Provided  al- 
ways, that  nothing  in  the  foregoing  method  of  examining,  allowing  and  pay- 
ing accounts,  fhall  be  confidered  as  a  precedent  for  the  future,  but  to  have 
been  adopted  merely  from  the  neceffity  of  the  prefent  times." 

The  foregoing  obfervations  intimate  fome  of  the  reafons  that  induce  me  to 
think  it  my  duty  to  withhold  my  approbation  of  the  refolve,  which,  by  the 
hand  of  the  Secretary,  I  now  return  to  your  honours  for  your  re-confidera- 
tion :  not  doubting  you  will  receive  them  with  the  fame  candour  with  which 
they  were  written.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and'  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

THIS' minute  has  been  'handed-  tome  a  letter  dated  the  29th  of  June, 
from  his  Excellency  Mr.  Langdon,  the  Prefident  of  the  State  of  Neiv- 
Hampjhire  ;  enclofing  the  proceedings  of  the  Legiflature  of  that  State,  upon 
the  report  of  a  Committee,  who  were  lately  here,  and  had  a  conference  with 
a  Committee  of  yours,  on  matters  of  commerce. 

In  confequence  of  it,  they  have  paffed  a  Navigation  Aft,  and  an  Aft 
veiling  Congrefs  with  power  to  regulate  trade  for  a  limited  time ;  and  alfo  a 
Refolve,  fufpending  the  operation  of  their  Impoft  Aft,  fo  far  as  it  refpefts 
the  citizens  of  this  State  :  with  this  provifo  however,  that  the  Legiflature  of 
this  State,  in  their  prefent  feffion,'  mall  repeal  our  Impoft  Aft,  fo  far. as  it 
refpefts  the  citizens  of  that  State. 

Thefe  afts,  and  the  refolve,  together  with  the  letter,  are  herewith  laid 
before  you,  for  your  confideration.

ON  the  petition  of  Francis  Bridge,  praying  to  be  liberated  from  his 
prefent  confinement  in  Worcejler  goal,  for  reafons  let  forth  in  his  pe- 
tition : 

Refolved,  That  Caleb  Amidawn,  Collector  of  excife  and  import  for  the 
county  of  Worce/ier,'ht,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered,  to  fettle  with  the 
faid  Francis  Bridge  for  his -excife,  -and.  credit  him  in  faid  fettlement  for  the 
amount  of  .the- excife  on  allfuch  articles  as  he  may  have  exported  out  of  the 
Commonwealth,  on  his  producing  proper  certificates  therefor  ;  and  on  the 
.faid  Bridge's  paying  to  faid  Amidown  the  balance  due  to  the  Commonwealth 
for  excife,  and  alio  paying  the  cofts  of  profecution  and  commitment,  it  is

A    menage   from    his    Excellency    the    Governour,    by    the  Secretary. 
Otloher  20,  1785. 
Mr.  Speaker, 

His  Excellency  the  Governour  is  now  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  re- 
<quefts  the  attendance  of  the  honourable  Houfeo 

E  Mr. 
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Mr.  Speaker,  and  the  Houfe,  went  into  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governour  then  made  the  following  Speech*  to  the  I  Wo  branches  of 
the  Legi/lature. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,   and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatimesi 

BEFORE  I  offer  any  new  bufinefs  for  your  confideration,  it  is  proper 
you  mould  be  informed  what  has  been  done  in  regard  to  divers  matters, 
which  have  already  been  the. fubjects  of  your  Acts  and  Refolutions.  Ac- 
cordingly  I  would  inform  you,  That  another  Commiffioner  is  authorifed  to 
fettle  accounts  between  the  United  States  and  this  Commonwealth,  and 
will  probably  be  herein  a  few  days  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 
It  may  be  expected  therefore,  ithat  .that  bufinefs  will  be  brought  to  an  iffue 
.as  foon  as  it  can  be  :  and  this  expectation  is  fupported  by  a  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  Congrefs,  who  writes  me,  that  from  the  progrefs  made  in  fet- 
tling the  accounts  between  the  United  States,  and  individual  States,  and 
private  creditors  within  the  fame,  and  from  the  meafures  taken  to  haften 
and  facilitate  the  progrefs  of  fuch  fettlement,  there  is  reafon  to  hope,  this 
great-work  willifbon  be  eompleated. 

With  regard  to  the  line  of  jurifdiction  hetwedn  this' Commonwealth,  and 
the  State  'of'New-7*ork,  fo'far  as  it  refpects  the  Eaftern  boundary  of  the 
latter,  our  Delegates,  to  whom  as  well  as  to^Goverfipur  Glfirtona  /rfent  an 
authenticated  copy  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Court,  empowering  Commif- 
fioners  to  fettle  that  line;  write-  me,  that  the  Delegates  of  the  two  States 
had  met  on  that  bufinefs,  but  had  not  then  been  able  to  agree  on  fuitable 
perfons  as  Commiffioners  ;  which  makes  it  probable,  that  Congrefs  will 
have  the  appointment  of  the  Commiffioners,  purfuant  to  the  mutual  Acts 
of  the  two  States,  without  any  fuch  previous  agreement. 

With  refpect  to  the  conduct  of  New-York,  relative  to  the  Wefiern  Ter- 
ritory claimed  byrthis  State,  I  wrote,  agreeably  to  your  requeft,  to  Gover- 
nour CVOTfrj;?,  and  to  our  Delegates,  concerning  it.  A  conference  between 
them  was  had  upon  the  fubject.  The  fubftance  of  it  you  will  find  repre- 
sented in  a  letter  from  our  Delegates  :  in  agreement  with  which,  Governour 
'Clinton  informs  me,  that  according  to  the  duties  of  his  office  he  mall  not 
fail' to  lay  my  letter  and  the  concurrent  refolutions  of  the  Senate  and  Affembly, 
before  the  Legiflature  of  New-York,  at  their  next  meeting  ;  and  that  the 
earlieft  opportunity  will  be  embraced  of  communicating  whatever  they  may 
direct  on  the  fubject. 

In  compliance  with  your  requeft,  Gentlemen,  expreffed  in  feveral  refo- 
lutions the  laft  feffion,  I  tranfmitted  to  the  feveral  States  in  the  Union,  a 
copy  of  the  Act  you  then  paffed  for  regulating  Navigation  and  Commerce. 
It  was  accompanied  with  a  circular  letter  of  mine  to  the  Governours  of  thofe 
States  refpectively  :  in  which  letter,  among  other  things,  it  is  reprefented, 
that  it  is  much  to  be  defired,  that  Congrefs  may  be  vefted  with  a  well  guarded 
power  to  regulate  the  trade  of  the  United  States  ;  which  being  effected,  our 
Act  will  ceafe  to  operate :  that  in  the  mean  time  we  have  a  full  confidence, 
that  the  mutual  friendship  of  the  feveral  States  towards  each  other,  and  their 
fentiments  of  honour  andjuftice,  will  be,  a  furficient  pledge,  that  when  mea- 
fures wifely  calculated  to  defeat   the  unjuft  defigns   of  any  foreign  power 

againft 


againft  the  trade,  or  general  intereft'of  the  United  States,  are  tsken  by  My 
individual  State,  they  will  be  adopted  by  all  ;  fo  that  no  one  State ■may.  fee 
left  to  fuffer  efferitially  in  its  own  trade  by  its  laudable  zeal  and  exertions  for 
the  common  fafety.  To  this  letter  the  Governoufs  of  feveral  States  have 
replied,  that  they  will  lay  it  before  their  refpective  Legifiatures  at  their  next 
meeting.  With  refpect  to  the  Legiflature  of  the  State  of  New-Hdmpjhire , 
I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  with  a  generofity  and  magnanimity 
becoming  one  of  the  United  States,  and  which  I  am  perfuaded  the  reft  will 
not  be  backward  to  manifeft,  they  early  paffed  an  Act  correfpondent  to  ours 
for  regulating  Navigation  and  Commerce.  Such  correfpondent  Acts, 
adopted  by  all  the  States,  would  be  productive  of  happy  effects,  until  Con- 
grefs mould  ordain  regulations  for  the  general  commerce  of  the  confederated 
-body. 

In  regard  to  the  enlargement  of  the  powers  of  Congrefs,  I  figned  and 
forwarded  to  our  Delegates,  agreeably  to  your  requeft,  the  feveral  letters 
you  had  prepared  on  that  fubject.  They  viewed  it,  and  juftly,  asbeihgof 
great  confequence  ;  and  wifhing  their  fentiments  on  it  might  be  known  to 
their  Conftituents,  they  have,  from  a  fenfe  of  the  duty  they  owe1  ifihem,  de- 
layed taking  taken"  any  meafures  concerning  it,  until  they  fhalbre&eive  your 
further  inftructions.  The  reaforis  of  the  delay,  their  letters  of  the  18th  of 
Augufl,  and  3d  of  September •,  will  inform  you.— -This-  being  a  matter  of 
great  importance,  will  require  your  attentive  cO'nuderation. 

There  are  divers  other  things,  that  have  been  the; fubject  »of  the  Acts  and. 
Refolutions  of  the  General  Court  ;  and  the  fete  of  ■'f  hem,  will  be  commu- 
nicated to  you  by  meffage.  ■■  h'  ■   .-.     Q 

I  (hall  now  lay  before  you  feveral  matters,  which  you  ■Will  probably  think 
-require  your  immediate  attention.  e 

By  a  letter  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Secretary  Thomfon,   of  tbir  24th'  of 
Augvft,  it  appears,  that  it  is  become  neceffary  and  effehtial  to  the  harmony 
;  of  the.  Union,  that  Congrefs  mould  be  furrtifhed  with  the  means  of  fettling 
the  proportion,  to  be  borne  by  each  State,  of  the  general  expences,  that 
have  been,  or  maybe,  incurred  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare. 
And  I  am  requested  to  bring  this  fubject  again  under  the 'view  off  the  Degif- 
larure  of  this  State,  and  earneftly   to  recommend  to  them,  as  they  have 
adopted  the  new  rule  of  apportionment,'  to  take  fpeedy  and  effectual  meafures 
for  numbering  the  inhabitants  of  this  Sta-te,'  and  make  a  return  thereof  to 
-Congrefs.     As  by  that  letter-  it  feerns  probable,  that  the  new  rule  will  be 
adopted  by  all  the  States,  I  do,  in  compliance  with  the  requeft,  earneftly 
recommend  to  you,  Gentlemen,  to  take  fpeedy  and  effectual  meafures  foothe 
faid  purpofe.     On  a  former  requifition  of  Congrefs,  an -Act  was  paffed  the 
laft  year  upon  the  principles  of  the  rule  mentioned  in  the  eighth  article  of 
the  Confederation  ;  by  which  Act,  the  number  of  the  inhabitants  in  the 
Commonwealth,  was  ordered  to  be  taken  purfuant  to  that  requifition,  and 
returned  by  a  certain  day  into  the  Secretary's  office.     Accordingly  a;great 
number  of  towns,  but  hot  the  whole,   have  made  return.     Perhaps  the 
carrying  that  Act  into  fiill  execution  relative  to  the  number  of  our  inhabi- 
tants, will  arifwer  the  intention  of  the  new  requifition. 

With  the  faid  letter  were  enclofed  fevetd  Resolutions  of  Gongreft,  and 
^particularly  one  of  April  iSth,  1783,  to  which  a  further  attention  is  indtoated 
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to  be  neceffary,  for  the  purpofeofeftabliming  permanent  and  adequate  funds, 
which  fhall  operate  generally,  and  irrjuft  proportion  towards  doing  compleat 
juftice  to  the  public  creditors,  and  for  reftoring  public  credit  :  and  it  is 
obferved  in  the  letter,,  that  every  day's  delay  eucieafes  the  embarraffments 
of  the  Unicoi. 

By  a  Refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  27th  of  September,  you  will  obferve, 
Gentlemen,  that  for  the  fervice  of  the  prefent  year,  and  for  the  payment  of 
one  year's  intereft  on  the  Foreign  and  Domeftic  Debt,  and  other  purpofes, 
it  will  be  neceffary,  that  three  miltion  dollars,  in  addition  to  fix  hundred 
forty -nine  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  be  paid  into  the  com- 
mon treafury,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  May  next.  Thefe  two  fums  are 
the  whole  amount  of  the  prefent  year's  eftimate.;  from  which  the  latter  fum 
is  deducted  by  reafon  that  fo  much  of  the  Dutch  loan  was  applied  towards 
a  difcharge  of  the  laft  year's  eftimate,  and  which  the  fums  required  from 
the  States  laft  year  will  replace  :  a  compliance  with  that  requifition  being 
'  relied  on  by  Congrefs  to  difcharge,  or  make  good,  the  faid  deduction.  Our 
quota  of  the  three  millions  is  fet  at  four  hundred  forty-eight  .thou/and  eight 
hundred  and  fifty -four  dollars  ;  for  the  feafonable  payment  of  which,  it  is 
incumbent  on  you,  Gentlemen,  to  make  the  neceffary  provifion. 

As  a  motive  for  the  chearfu]  payment  of  the  fum  now  called  for,  as  well 
as  of  pail  arrearages,  the  States  are  reminded,  that  Congrefs  have  palled  an 
Ordinance  for  the  furvey  and  fale  of  the  Weftern  Territory  of  the  United 
States  ;  and  that  the  proceeds  thereof  will  be  applied  as  a  Sinking  Fund  to 
-extinguifh  the  Domeftic  Debt.,  Future  requifitions  for  intereft  on. the 
Domeftic  Debt,  will  therefore  be  reduced  in  proportion  as  this  Fund  may 
ibe  rendered  productive. 

Your  attention,,  Gentlemen,  is  alfo  called  to  theftate  of  our  own  parti- 
cular Debt,  and  to  .ways  and  means  of  difcharging  it.  The  total  amount  of 
it,  by  theTrealurer's  account  is,  one  tndltonfour,  hundred  fixty-eight  thoufand 
five  hundred  fifty-four  founds,  feven  jhillings  and^W  pence,  and  the  annual 
intereft  of  it  is  eightv-eight  thoufand  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds,  thirteen 
Shillings  and  three  pence.  The  means  of  difcharging  the  debt  are,  the  pro- 
■duct  of  the  Impoft  and.  Excite,  which  from  fiuni,  1784,  to  June,  1785, 
was  Jfty-feven  thoufand  three  hundred  and  fifty '-three  pounds,  thirteen  jhillings 
and  eight-pence ;  and  the  one  per  cent,  on  the  buflneis  of  Auctioneers,  which 
for  the  fame  time  was  eleven  -hundred fiventy -three  pounds,  eleven  Jhillings  and 
fix  pence.  Thefe  produds,  with*  that  of  the  new  Impoft  and  Excife,  may  be 
eftimated  equal  to  the  intereft  of  the  Debt  :  in  which  cafe,  whatever  fum 
you  think  proper  fhould  be  annually  railed  by  tax,  or  in  any  other  way,  will, 
.after  deducting  the  common  charges  of  Government,  difcharge  fo  much  of 

the  principal  of  it.' By  my  direction,  the  Treafurer  has  formed  a  Plan 

and  Calculation  for  the  gradual  payment  of  the  whole  Debt.  According  to 
that  Plan,  an  annual  Tax  of  one  hundred  thoufand  pounds,  with  the  arorefaid 
revenue,  as  above  ftated,  will  cancel  the  whole  Debt,  both  intereft  and 
principal,  in  fifteen  years  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  pay  the  ordinary  charges  of 
Government.  Such  a  tax,  with  the  annual  requifitions  of  Congrefs  for  our 
porportion  of  the  National  Debt,  will  not  be  diftreffing  to  the  State,  eipe- 
cially  as  in  the  future  requifitions  there  probably  will  be  provided  certain 
facilities  of  payment,  in  like  manner  as  there  are  in  the  prefent  requifition. 

Punctuality 
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Punctuality  in  the .payment  of  taxes  is  fo  effential  to  public  Credit,  that 
the  exigence  of  the  latter  depends  upon  it.  To  infure  it,  I  would  recom- 
mend to  your  consideration  whether,  in  future  Tax-Acts,  it  mould  not  be 
provided,  -that  in  every  town,  on  each  perfon's  tax,  not  paid  by  a  given  day, 
interejj  mould  be  required  from  that  day  to  the  time  of  payment.  This 
requisition  would  be  a  famulus  to  punctuality,  which  would  be  further 
c.» cited  by  an  allowance.  , of  .five:  per ■•  cent,  for  prompt  payment.  Such  a 
charge  of  intereft  is  due  to  the  Commonwealth  at  large,  andjuftice  demands 
it,  with  regard  to  thole i  towns,  and  individuals,  who  have  been,  and  are, 
punctual  in  paving  their   taxes. 

.  There  is  a  large  fum  now  due  for  pair,  taxes,  the  greater  part  of  which  is 
appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  JNew-Emiffion  Bills,  and  of  State  Notes 
payable  in  1784.  "When  thefe  taxes  are  all  paid,  there  will  remain,  after 
making  an  allowance  for  thole  appropriations,  a  considerable  balance,  perhaps 
about  eighty  thoufand pounds •,  fubjeeV  to  your  appropriation.  The  honour 
•and  faith  of  the  Government  being  plighted  for  that  redemption,  the  remind- 
ing you  of  it,  I  am  perfuaded,  will  procure  effectual  meafur-es  to  be  taken 
for  the  payment   of  thofe  taxes-. 

On  the  prefent  year  are  laid  feveral  taxes,  amounting  to  a  large  furm 
They  are  appropriated  for.  the  payment  of  fuch  a  part  of  the  confolidated 
Notes  as  becomes  due  the  preient  year  ;  and  for  the  redemption  of  the  re- 
maining army  Notesr,  including  fuch  of  them  as  will  be  payable  the  next  year. 

Thefe  feveral  Notes,  exclufive  of  \  the  interefl  due  on  them,  amount  in 
the  whole  to  two  hundred fevenieen  thoufand  two  hundred  and  jfty '-eight 
pounds,  thirteen  JJriUings  and  Jix  pence,  and  are  included  in  the  total  aggre- 
gate of  Debt  abovementioned.     ~ 

If  you  mould  think  this  fum,  with)  the  prefent  requifition  ofCongrefs, 
too  large  to  be  raifed  the  prefent  year,  and  the  taxes  laid  on  the  feveral  fuc- 
ceeding  years  for  redeeming  the  .other  confolidated  Notes,  too  large  for  thofe 
years,  especially  when  connected  with  the  annual  requifition  of  Congrefs, 
you  may  poffibly  think  it  needful  to  take  a  minute  view  of  the  Urate  of  our 
whole  Debt,  and  the  taxes  now  laid  on  the  prefent  and  future  years  for  can- 
celling it,  and  adopt  the  abovementioned,  or  fome  other*  Plan  for  that 
pUrpofe.  But  in  that  cafe,  Gentlemen,  I  imagine  you  will  think  it  necenary, 
in  order  to  maintain  the  plighted  faith  of  theGovernmentj  to  procure  the  con- 
fent  of  the  Government  Creditors,  previous  to  the  adoption  of  fuch  a  Plan. 
I  cannot  apprehend  there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  their  confent,  as 
the  provifion,  made  by  the  Acts  of  Import  and  Excife,  will,  probably,be  fuf- 
iicient  to  enable  the  Treafurer  to  pay  the  annual  intereft  of  the  Debt  punctually 
at  the  time  it  mall  become  due,  until  the  whole  debt  be  extinguished. 

In  confidering  the  means  of  cancelling  the  Public  Debt,  it  will  occur  to 
you,  that  the  unappropriated  lands  belonging  to  the  State  may  be  applied 
to  that  purpofe  :  But  as  the  fale  of  them,  the  time  and  manner  of  payment, 
and  the  productivenefs  of  the  fale,  muft  be  very  uncertain,  they  mould  not,  in 
my  idea  of  the  Plan,  be  confidered  as  one  of  the  means,  on  which  the  exe- 
cuting of  it  mould  depend.  If  the  fale  however,  mould  be  productive,  the 
product  may  be  applied,  from  time  to  time,  towards  the  lerTening  of  the 
Debt,  and  hamming  the  difcharge  of  it.  Such  a  Plan,  well  laid,  and 
punctually  executed,  would,  not  only  extricate  us  from  the  embarraffments' 
of  a  heavy  Debt,  but  reftore  the  public  credit :  on  which  the  honour  arid 
welfare  of  the  Commonwealth  fo  effentially  depend, 
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A  much  fpeedier  method,  than  the  one  above  prppofed,  for  annihilating 
the  Public  Debt,  would  be,  to  permit  the  prefent  Tax-Laws  to  operate, 
In  which  cafe,  the  whole  Debt,  both  intereft  and  principal,  might  be  paid 
in  three  years,  or  by  the.  end  of  the  year  1788  ;  beyond  which  no  taxes  are 
laid.  But  of  the  practicability  of  it,  you  are,  not  only  the  conftitutional, 
but  in  fact,  the  bell  judges. 

The  ftate  of  the  Militia,  which  is  the  conftitutional  and  the  fafeft  defence 
of  the  Commonwealth,  merits  your  conli deration „ 

In  the  feveral  Brigades,  the  Regiments  are,  in  a  considerable  degree,  defti- 
tute  of  Officers,  occafioned  by  the  refignation  of  their  Commiffions.  Ma- 
ny of  them,  by  virtue  of  their  Commiffions,  having  obtained  rank,  and  an 
exemption  from  the  common  Militia  duty,  have  very  early,  for  reafons,  with- 
out doubt  fatisfactory  to  themfelves,  refigned  their  Commiffions  ;  and  this 
practice  will  probably  be  continued,  unlefs  fome  effectual  meafures  be  taken 
to  prevent  it.  As  the  Militia-Act  needs  feme  amendments,  a  claufe  in  a 
Supplementary  Act  making  the  rank  and  privileges  of  Officers,  as  fuch,  de- 
pend  on  their  holding,  for  a  given  time,  and  with  reputation,  their  refpective 
Commiffions,  might  go  far  to  remedy  the  evil ;  which  unhappily  has  been 
fo  long  prevalent. 

You  will  alfo  pleafe  to  recollect,  that  each  of  the  four  divifions  of  the 
Militia  is  to  have  a  Major- General,  whom  the  Act  makes  a  very  effential 
Officer  to  the  well  ordering  of  the.  Militia.  As  there  are  but  three  Major- 
Generals  commiffioned,  and  two  of  them  in  the  fame  divifion,  you  will  think 
it  needful  to  ele£t  a  fourth,  and  affign,  to  each  of  the  other,  his  refpective  diviii- 
on.—Permit  me  to  urge  a.  fpeedy  attention  to  this  bufinefs. 

There  is  another  matter,  Gentlemen,  effentially  important  to  the  well-be- 
ing of  the  Commonwealth,,  which  claims  your  moft  ferious  attention  ;  and 
which,  by  the  unanimous  adyice  of  the  Council,  I  now  lay  before  you. — 
It  refers  toadefign  againft  the  Commonwealth,  of  very-evil-tendency,  being  cal- 
culated for  the  purpofe  of  effecting  the  difmemberment  of  it.  That  delign 
has  been  for  fome  months  evident  by  a  great  number  of  publications  in  the 
Falmouth  Gazette  ;  calling  upon  the  people  of  the  counties  of  Tvrk,  Cum- 
berland and  Lincoln,  to  affemble,  together  for  the  purpofe  of  feperating 
themfelves  from  the  Government  of  this.  Commonwealth;  and  of  withdraw- 
ing from  the  duty  and  allegiance  they  owe  to  it.  In  confequence  of  thofe 
calls,  about  thirty  perfons,  as  I  am  informed,  afiembled  on  the  fifth  inftant, 
at  the  meeting  hpufe  in  Fahnouthy  and  voted  to  choofe  a  Committee  to 
draught  a  circular  Letter,  to.  the  feveral  towns  and  plantations  in  thofe  three 
counties,  requesting  them  to  meet  in  Convention,  by  their  Delegates,  on  th« 
firft  Wednefday  of  "January  next,  to  canfider.  the  expediency  of  thefaid  coun- 
ties being  formed  into  a  feperate.  State, 

The  duty  I  owe  to  the  Commonwealth  in  general,  and;  to  the  people  of 
thofe  Counties  in  particular,  indifpenfibly  obliges  me  to  lay  this  matter  before 
you,  that  you  may  take  fuch  mealures  concerning  it,  as  your  regard  for  the 
collectiv  body  of  the  Commonwealth,  mall  dictate. 

What  I  have  further  to  communicate  to  you,  Gentlemen,  will  be  by  way 
of  melfage.  The  letters  and  papers,  referring  to  the  communications  now 
made,  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  the  Secretary.

Gentlemen  of  the    Senate,   and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe   of  Reprefentative^ 

•SOON  after  the  late  feflion  of  the  Genei'al  Court,  I  received  a  letter  from 
the  Collector  of  Impoft  and  Excife  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  relative  to  the  act 
paffed  in  that  feffion,  for  laying  additional  duties  of  Impoft  and  Excife.  In  the 
letter  he  mentions^  that  he  cannot  comprehend  the  meaning  of  feme  parts  of 
that  act,  and  knows  not  how  to  carry  into  effect  other  parts  of  it  :  and  ftates  a 
few  of  the  difficulties  he  expected  to  find,  and  which  he  informs  me  he  has  in 
fact  found  in  executing  it; 

That  letter,  which  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  the  Secretary,  will  point  out 
what  thofe  difficulties  are. 

As  one  intention  of  the  act  was  to  encourage  our  own  manufactures,  by 
making  fuch  a  diftinctioh  in  the  duties  upon  them,  and  upon  foreign  manufac- 
tures, as  to  give,  in  regard  to  price,  a  clear  preference  of  the  former  ;  you  will 
pleafe  to  confidef ,  in  reviling  the  ad,  whether  that  intention  be  in  fact  anfwer- 
ed  with  refpect  to  fome  of  them.  I  would  particularly  inftance  in  the  manu- 
facture of  loaf-fugar  :  which  at  a  time  when  we  were  under  the  dominion  of 
Great-Britain,  wast "or  a  while  very  profitably  carried  on  here  :  but  by  the  Britifli 
parliament  giving  a  large  bounty  on  the  exportation  of  it  from  thence,  and  this 
with  a  view  of  putting  a  ftop  to  our  manufacturing  it,  it  was  imported  here  fo 
cheap,  as  effectually  to  anfwer  that  pnrpofe.  The  bounty,  as  I  am  informed, 
being  ftill  continued,  the  duties  on  each  of  thofe  manufactures,  and  on  foreign 
in  general,  fhould  be  fo  regulated,  as  to  give  a  decided  preference  in  favour 
of  our  own  :  and  a  like  attention  fhould  be  alfo  had  in  reference  to  all  our 
manufactures* 

I  would  recommend,  gentlemen,  a  revifioh  of  all  the  acts  of  Impoft  and  Excife  j 
and  that  thefe  different  duties,  fhould  be  laid  by  different  acts.  The 
Impoft  to  be  confined  to  one  act,  and  the  Excife  to  another  :  part  of  the  diffi- 
culty and  imprecifiori  of  thofe  acts  having  arifen  from  blending  them  together. 
If  you  fhould  think  proper  to  direct  the  Naval  Officer,  and  the  Excife  Officer  of1 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  to  prepare  fuch  acts  for  the  confideration  of  a  Cofn^ 
mittee  of  the  General  Court  j  it  might  ferve  to  expedite  this  bUfinefs  ;  and  give' 
the  Court  the  advantage  of  the  experience  of  thofe  officers  in  the  operation  of 
thofe  acts. 

With  refpect  to  the  act  for  regulating  Navigation  and  Commerce,  paffed  at 
the  laft  feffion  of  the  General  Court,  the  Conful  of  France  has  delivered  to  me 
a  memorial  on  the  fubject  and  operation  of  it,  which  at  his  reejtieft,  I  now  lay 
before  you  for  your  confideration.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentativei9 
B  Y  the  laft  Saturday  poft,  I  received  a  letter  dated  the  1  oth  inftant,  from  the 
Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury  of  the  United  States,  enclofing  not  only  the  re- 
quifition  of  Congrefsfor  thefervices  of  the  prefent  year,  which  has  already  been 
communicated  to  you,  but  alfo  divers  accounts,  and  particularly  a  ftatemeht  of 
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thefeveralrequifitionsof  the  31ft  of  '"October  1781,  the  4th  of  September  and 
1 6th  of  Oclobcr  1782,  and  27th  September  1785  5  for  the  amount  of  all  which 
this  State  is  in  that  ftatement  made  debtor,  and  is  then  credited  for  the  fum  we 
have  paid  to  the  firft  inftant,  and  alfo  for  a  part  of  thofe  requifitions,  die  pay- 
ment of  which,  has  been  fuipended  by  Congrefs  :  the  balance  remaining  due 
from  this  State",  including  the  requifition  for  the  prefent  year,  being  931,615 
dollars,  and  66  ninetieths  of  a  dollar. 

By  thefe  accounts,  and  by 'that  ftatement,  it  appears,  there  have  been-great 
deficiencies  in  the  fpecie  payments  required  :  which  the  Commiilioners  fay, 
have  been  fupplied  from  year  to  year  by  anticipation,  fupported  by  the  produce 
of  foreign  loans,  which  have  hitherto  been  the  prop  of  public  credit. 

But  thofe  funds  being  now  wholly  exhaufted,  the  fole  reliance  of  Congrefs 
is  on  the  prompt  and  vigorous  exertions  of  the  feVeral  Sates,  to  aniwer  the 
requifition.       •. 

Their  reprefentation  is  very  ftrikirtg  upon  this  occafion.  :  They  fay,  that  no 
hone  no  reiource,  is  now  left,  but  the  contributions  of  the  States  :  that  our 
character,  'abroad  and  our  union  at  home  inuft  reft  on  this  foundation:  and 
that  the  federal  faith,  dignity,  operations  and  exiftance,  "are  fufpended  on  the 
exertions  of  the  feveral  States,  to  collect  the  arrearages  of  former  requifitions, 
and  to  comply  with  the  prefent  one. 

In  this  iituation  of  things,  I  need  not  ufe  any  arguments,  gentlemen,  to 
induce  you  to  take  themoft  fpeedy  and  the  moft  vigorous  meafures  to  comply 
with  thofe  feveral  requifitions.  ■

Gentlemen    of   the  Senate,  and    Gentlemen   of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentaives, 

B  Y  letters  I  have  had  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  and  by  acts  of  Con- 
grefs  which  accompanied  them,  it  appears,  that  the  reprefentation  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  in  Congrefs,  has  been  for  a  long  time  extremely  deficient.  But  the 
ftate  of  it  fhews,.  that  the  deficiency is  not  attributable  to  any  want  of  attenti- 
on, either  on  the  part  of  thisGovernment,  or  of  its  Delegates  :  altho'  for  a  few 
days,,  according  to  that  ftate,  we  were  not  duely  reprefented.

this  Commonwealth  will  not  in  that  cafe  remain   unreprefented.

THE  memorials  prefented. to  the  Legiflature  of  this  Commonwealth, 
copies  of  which  you  have  enclofed,.  with  the  papers  that  tend  to  fupport  the 
fa&s  ftated  in  them,  will  fuggeft  to  your  confederation  a  fubject  interefling 
to  many  individuals  of  this  State. 

As  this  fubject  muft  be  eoniidered  and  adjufted  on  national  principles, 
and  may  properly  come  under  the  consideration  of  Congrefs,  you  will  give 
it  that  attention  it  deferves,  and  conduct  it  in  fuch  manner  as  mall  appear 
to  you  molt  for  the  intereft  of  the  public,  and  the  individuals  concerned. 

It  appears,  that  not  only  the  property  of  the  perfons  defcribed  in  the  en- 
clofed papers,  but  that  the  property  of  feveral  other  individuals,  citizens  of 
this  State,  was,  during  the  late  war;  taken  from  them,  under  iimilar  cireum- 
ftances  ;  taken  by  virtue  of  the  orders  of  the  Britifh-  commanders  in  chief 
in  America,  not  as  the  property  of  enemies,  forfeited  to  the  captors  by  the 
laws  of  war -j.  hut  as  the  property  of  perfons  under  their  protection,  which 
was  taken  under. the  idea  that  the  former  owner-fhip  continued,  and  a  great 
part  of  which,  was  exprefily  engaged  to  be  reftored  by  thofe  Commanders  : 
whence  a  juft  debt  of  a  private  nature,  ajuft  right  and  claim,  accrued  to 
.each  of  thofe  individuals  to  demand  and  have  an  equivalent. — And  though 
the  operations  of  law,  and  the  means  of  recovering  thofe  debts,  were  fufpended 
.during  the  war,  as  a  confequence  of  it ;  yet  the  Britifh  Government  ought 
not,  by  a  Legiflative  a&,  to  have  created,  or  now  to  continue  legal  impedi- 
ments to  the  recovery  of  them ;  at  leaft,  it  is  according  to  the  modern  laws 
.andufages  of  nations,  right  and  juft,  that  the  Legiflature  of  that  Kingdom 
.fhould  now  remove  thofe  impediments,  by  repealing  the  latter  claufe  in  the 
acl:  of  parliament,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclofed,  or  make  other  proviiion  for 
doing  juftice  in  this  cafe. — Conlidering  the  peculiar  circumftances  of  this 
fubje£t,  the  fpirit  and  real  intention  of  that  claufe,  the  times  and  general 
purpofes  that  produced  it,  the  Legiflature  of  this  Commonwealth  is  induced 
to  believe,  .that,  if  Congrefs  mould  inftruct  their  minifter  at  the  Court  of 
London,,  to  move  this  fubject,  properly  digefted,  to  that  Court,  the  Govern-

them  in  regard  to  it.  In  the  mean  time,  you  will  without  doubt  think  it 
proper,  that  this  intelligence,  and  the  letter  upon  which  it  is  founded, 
mould  be  published  in  the  news-papers,  for  the  information)  particularly,  of 
thofe  who  are  in  the  mercantile  line. 

The  other  packet,  dated  the  18th  inftant,  at  New-York t  is  from  Natha* 
niel  Sackett,  Efq$  accompanied  with  a  printed  copy  of  a  memorial  prefent-* 
ed  by  him  to  Congrefs,  propofing  the  fettlement  of  a  new  State,  whofe 
boundaries  aredefcribed  in  the  memorials.  He  reprefents  it  as  effentially  ne- 
ceflary  to  eftablifh  a  new  State  in  the  fituation  propofed,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  a  barrier  againft  the  Britifh  fettlements  in  that  neighbourhood,  which  are 
carrying  on  with  great  rapidity.

BY  the  letter  accompanying  the  laft  requisition  of  Congrefs,  and  by  the 
urgent  letter  that  followed  it  from  the  Treafury- Board,  you  muft  be  im- 
prefied  with  the  idea  of  the  great  importance  of  complying  with  that  requi- 
fition,  and  difcharging  the  arrearages  of  former  requifitions.  On  the  fame 
fubjeci,  Lyefterday  received  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  1 2th  of  Otlober, 
earrieftly  calling  on  the  feveral  States  to  compleat,  without  delay,  the  whole 
of  their  quotas  of  thofe  requifitions. 

The  refolution  was  attended  with  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs 
and  the  Board  of  Treafury,  dated  the  fifteenth  and  twenty-fifth  of  OSlober, 
again  urging,  with  great  importunity,  a  fpeedy  compliance,  for  which  the 
faith  of  the  United  States  ftands  pledged,  and  on  which  their  reputation  and 
credit,  not  only  with  their  own  citizens,  but  with  foreigners  in  general,  and 
efpecially  with  thofe  who  have  loaned  to  them  large  funis,  do  effentiaily  de- 
pend.

1  HAVE  before  me  a  bill,  entitled,  "  An  act  making  additional  provifion 
for  the  punifhment  of  frauds   and  mifdemeanours." — 

This  bill  makes  provifion,  that  all  perfons,  now  under  fentence  of  con- 
finement to  hard  labour,  for  the  term  of  one  year  or  more,  in  the  houfe  of 
correction,  fhall  be  removed  to >  CaJlle-IJland,  in  the  harbour  (rfBoflon,  there 
to  be  employed  during -the  refidue  of  the  term  for  which  they  are  fen- 
tenced. 

As  the  refidue  of  the  term,  in  many  inftances,  may  be  very  lhort,  and  the 
removal  of  the  criminal,  in  that  cafe,  anfwer  no  valuable  purpofe  to  the 
Commonwealth,  but,  on  thecontrary,  be  attended  with  a  coniiderable  ex- 
pence,  efpecially  when  the  removal  is  from  a  great  diftance  ;  would  it  not  be 
advifeable,  gentlemen,  to  add  to  that  claufe  a  provifo,  that  the  refidue  of  the 
term  fhould  be  a  given  number  of  months  :  fuch  a  number  as  you  fhall 
think  proper  ? 

By  this  bill,  and  by  moft  of  our  criminal  laws  as  they  now  ftand,  crimi- 
nals of  almoft  ever\7  fpecies,  and  from  every  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  are 
adjudible  to  hard  labour  at  Cajlle-JJland.  It  may  be  expected,  therefore, 
that  in  a  fhort  time  there  will  be  a  great  number  of  them  lent  thither ;  who 
being  of  the  moft  flagitious  and  abandoned  characters, will  attempt  any  def- 
-perate  meafure  to  procure  their  liberty.  The  barrack  there  is  the  only  place 
provided  for  their  reception,  and  for  keeping  them  fecure  in  the  night,  and 
during  the  intervals  of  labour.  Would  it  not  be  proper,  gentlemen,  that 
the  barrack  mould  be  palifadoed,  and  in  other  refpects  made  fufficiently 
ftrong  to  prevent  their  efcape  :  and  at  the  fame  time  fo  contrived,  that  they 
could  not  eafily  combine  in  any  defperate  attempt  to  effect  it  ? 

The  firft  part  of  this  meffage,  Gentlemen,  you  will  pleafe  to  confider, 
not  as  an  objection  to  the  bill,  grounded  on  a  certain  principle  of  the  confti- 
tution,  but  only  as  fuggefting  what  may  be  thought  a  fuitable  limitation 
to  the  operation  of  one  claufe  of  it  ;  and  which  you  will  adopt,  or  not,  as 
you   fhall  judge   proper. 

The  latter  part  of  it,  concerning  the  barrack  for  criminals,  I  cannot  but 
-apprehend  you  will  think,  that  it  merits  your  conlideration.

BY  the  poft  I  had  feveral  letters'  from  New- York,  which  it  ;is  '-  proper 
fliould  be  communicated  to1  you,  'Twobf  them- areffronv the  Secretary  of 
Gongrefs,  dated  the  25th  of  OSldber  and  ^th-o'f  [November,  accompanied 
with  a  ftateeftheJreprefentation  in  Congrefs,  and  with  copies  of  the  Conti- 
nuation of  the  journal  of  Congrefs.  One  of  them  is  from  the  Board  of 
-Treafury,  dated  the  iftinftant,  enclofirig;  the  loan-office  ordinance,  palled  by 
Congrefs  Jthe  36th  of  September, together1  'with  the  bonds  and-eathJof office, 
required  fromthe  Corrrmiffioner  of  the  Continental  Loan-Office  in  'this  State. 
As  you,  gentlemen,  are  the 'proper  judges  of  the  fufficiency  of  the  furet:es 
that  may  be  offered,  you  will  pleafe  to  take  the  riecefTary  meaiures  for  the 
completion  of  the  bonds  required  of  that  officer. 

The  two  other  of  thofe  letters  are  from  Our  delegates  in  Congrefs,  dated 
the  2d  and  6ch  inftant.  The  nrft  contains  f©me  oblervations  relative  to  the 
confederation  and  the  powers  of  Congrefs,  which  are  Communicated  for  your 
con  fi  deration.  The  latter  refpedls  ■  the  inftitution  of  the  fcederal  Court,  for 
adjusting  the  interfering  claims  of  this  State  and  New-2 ' ork  ;  and  aifo  che 
agency  of  our  delegates  in  that  bulinefs,  which  ceafed  the  6th  inftant,  with 
the  Congrefs  of  the  pair  year.  As  the  fituation  of  the  controverfy  makes  it 
expedient  that  the  Commonwealth  mould  have  agents  in  Congrefs,  I  would 
recommend,  gentlemen,  that  our  delegates  for  the  new  year  mould  have  the 
fame  powers  given  to  them,  in  regard  to  that  affair,  as  were  given  to  our  de- 
legates of  the  laft  year.

"his  authority,  I  mentioned  to  him,  that  I  was  inclined  to  believe  my  infor- 
mant was  miftaken  in  his  opinion,  that  the  government  of  New-Brunfwick 
had  given  its  fanction  to  a  meafure  altogether  unexpected  and  unfupportable ; 
und  that  I  allured  myfelf  he  would  ifiue  orders  effectually  to  prevent  the 
above-mentioned,  and  every  other  encroachment  on  the  territorial  rights  and 
fovereignty  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  United  States. 

To  that  letter  I  have  received  an  anfwer,  dated  at  St.  John's,  the  18th  of 
October,  which  not  only  juflifies  the  proceedings  of  the  Sheriff,  but  contains 
an  implied  declaration,  that  the  faid  Iiland,  with  lcveral  other  Iflands,  is,  by 
virtue  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  within  that  province. 

As  it  feems  clear,  they  mean  to  obtain  poffeffion  of  thole  Iflands  by  com- 
pelling the  inhabitants  tdacknowled^e  the  right  of  iurifdidiion  to  be  in  the 
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government  of  New-Brunfwick,  I  think  it  highly  expedient  you  fhould  he 
informed  of.their  proceedings  as  foon  as  may  be,  that  fuch  mcafures  may  be 
adopted  concerning  them,  as  you  fhall  judge  fuitable. 

Of  thole  proceedings,  Congrefs  have -been  informed  by -my  letter  to  our 
Delegates  ;  and  have  fent  an  account  of , them  to  the  Minifter  of  the  United 
•States,  at  Lotidon.  ...,,■:

THE  two  Branches  of  the  Legiflature,  met  your  Excellency  at  the  time 
of  the  late  adjournment,  with  a  full  confidence,  that  during  the  recefs,  (the 
firft  fince  your  Excellency's  admiifiitration  of  the  Executive  department  of 
Government)  a  juft  attention  had  been  paid  to  thofe  important  matters,  which 
the  Legiflature  had  entrufted  to  your  care,  as  well  as  thofe,  which  naturally 
fell  within  the  line  of  your  duty  : ---Their  expectation  has  by  no  means  been 
difappointed. f  . 

Your  Excellency's  Speech  communicated  to  tfhe  Legiflature  the  meafures 
that  you  had  taken,  to  carry  into  effect,  the  Acts  arid  Refolutions  of  the  Ge- 
neral Court  in  their  preceding  feflion  j  and  alfo,  fueh  other  matters  as  by  the 
Refolutions  of  Congrefs,  called  for  their  attention  :  and,  after  having  given  a 
concife  view  of  the  ftate  of  our  Finances,  fuggefted  fuch  meafures,  as  ap- 
peared to  you  likely,  to  put  them  on  a  more  refpectable  footing.  Thefe 
communications  were  made  in  a  plan,  and  intelligent  manner,  as  became  a 
Republican  ^Governour  5  and  your  Excellency  will  not  expect  a  reply,  in  any 
terms,  but  fuch  as  become  a  free,  independent  and  Republican  Legiflature } 
whofe  duty  it  is,  to  watch  over  the  conduct  of  the  higheft  Servants  of  the 
Commonwealth, — to  teftify  their  approbation  of  their  conduct,  when  it  me- 
rits it.,  as  well  as  their  difapprobatibn,  when  otherwife*  I 

The  embarraffed  fituation  of  the  Commerce  of  America,  and  of  this  Com- 
monwealth in  particular,  made  it  neceflary,  thatfome  decifive  meafures  Ifoould 
be  taken  relative  to  this  fubject  :  thefe  meafijres  will  not  have  the  full  effect 
defired,  unlefs  our  Sifter  States  join  with  us  in  thepurfuit  of  fo  defirable  an 
object.  To  imprefs  tfiem  on  that  heacj,  your  Excellency's  letters  appeared 
to  be  well  adapted  ;  and  ftate,  withftrict  propriety,  the  importance  of  a  coin- 
cidence of  meafures,  to  be  produced  by  a  feoie  of  common  difficulty,  and 
mutual  affection. 

The  attention  which  your  Excellency  jias  paid  to  the  Finances  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, we  cannot  omit  to  recognize.  It  is  by  a  knowledge  of  this  bu- 
finefs,  and  an  inveftigation  of  the  publick  fefources,  to  fupply  the  neceflary 
means  of  fupporting  the  credit  of  the  Government,  that  the  greateft  good 
may  be  derived  to  the  community.  This  knowledge,  and  thisinveftigation, 
can  be  obtained  and  purfued,  with  fo  great  advantage,  by  a  perfon  in  your 
Excellency's  fituation,  that  we  flatter  ourfelves,  your  Excellency  will  per- 
ferere  in  the  purfuit. 

'The  Requifitions  of  Congrefs,  and  the  ftate  of  the  particular  debt  of  this 
Commonwealth,  have  been  under  the  confideration  of  the  General  Court  j 
but  as  tl>  bufinefs  of  Valuation  has  been  in  hand  at  this  fitting,  and  not  yet 
fully  comp>ated ;  and  as  this  was  neceflary  to  be  fettled,  before  new  and  im- 
portant taxes  could  be  aflefled  on  the  people,  no  decifive  meafures  have  yet 
been  taken  on  tnofe  Requifitions  :  After  a  fliort  recefs,  they  will  be  ferioufly 
taken  up,  and  we  doubt  not,  this  State  will  ftill  manifeft  their  readinefs  to 
adopt  every  meafure,  which  is  calculated  to  promote  the  general  Union,  and 
the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

Your 
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Your  Excellency  will  find,  that  fuch  further  meafures,  as  were  deemed 
neceflary,  have  been  taken  for  numbering  the  inhabitants  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  ftate  of  the  Militia  has  been  attended  to  by  the  Legiflature,  and  an 
act  has  been  pafied  to  render  it  refpedtable. 

The  Legiflature  ftrongly  feel  the  danger  and  impropriety  of  individuals, 
or  bodies  of  men,  attempting  to  difmember  the  State. — The  fecial  compact, 
folemnly  entered  into  by  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  ought,  we  con- 
ceive, to  be  attended  to,  and  guarded  with  the  utmoft  care  ;  and  it  (hall 
ever  be  the  aim  of  this  Legiflature,  to  prevent  any  infractions  upon  it,  and 
preferve  it  entire ;  and  mould  further  legiflative  Acts  become  necefiary,  for 
thofe  purpofeSj  the  Legiilature  will  in  a  future  feflion,  make  them  the  'fub- 
ject  of  their  deliberation. 

The  union  of  the  feveral  Branches  of  the  Legiflature,  with  the  Supreme 
Executive,  in  all  meafures,  that  concern  the  public  welfare,  is  at  all  times,  a 
mofl  defirable  object ;  the  exercife  of  the  utmoft.  conflitutional  Freedom,  in 
deliberating  on  thofe  meafures,  is  the  mofl  probable  means  to  produce  that 
union,  while  the  views  of  thofe  concerned  in  the  public  departments,  are 
pointed  to  the  good  of  the  whole.  The  happy  Union  which  has  fubfifled 
between  your  Excellency  and  the  Legiflature,  gives  us  great  fatisfiction,  as 
being  founded  on  this  bafis  ;  and  as  we  doubt  not  your  Excellency  will 
continue  in  thefe  views,  we  hefitate  not  to  aflure  you  of  every  conftitutional 
fupport  ©f  the  Legiflature.

IT  is  a  misfortune  that  the  valuation  could  not  be  compleated  before,  or 
at  the  laft  meeting  of  the  General  Court,  as  you  thougfe  the  completion  of 
it  necefTary  to  preceed  a  compliance  with  me""  requifitions  of  Congrefs 

On  the  fubjeft  of  thofe  requifitions,  I  have  received  from  the  Board  of 
Treafury  another  letter,  dated  the  16  th  of  December  laft,  in  which  the 
commiffioners  fay,  that  the  finds  in  the  treafury  are  fcareely  fuffieient  to  de- 
fray the  daily  incidental  charges ;  that  they  are  called  upon  to  make  provi- 
fion  for  the  payment  of  the  foreign  intereft,  which  becomes  due  in  the 
month  of  February,  and  in  Jwie  and  November  next ;  that  the  effecting  of 
this  muft  depend  on  the  immediate  and  vigorous  exertions  of  the  feveral 
States,  to  pay  up  the  fpecie  proportions  required  by  the  requifition's  of  the 
laft  and  prefent  year ;  and  that  without  fuch  payment,  our  credit  with  Hol- 
land in  particular  (which  we  are  bound,  from  motives  of  intereft  as  well  as 
honour,  to  cheriih  with  the  niceft  circumfpeftkm)  will  be  inevitably  d'e- 
ftroyed.  To  the  fame  purpofe,  gentlemen,  are_  the^  letters  which  at  your 
laft  meeting  were  communicated  to  you  by  melrages  of  the  24th  of  Oblober 
and  3d  of  November,  and  to  which  you  will  pleafe  to  be  referred.  As  I  can- 
not doubt  your  readinefs  to  comply  with  the  requifitions  of  Congrefs,  and 
alfo  to  provide  for  the  regular  discharge  of  ourVbwnri  particular  deb  tr,  there 
can  be  no  occafion  to  add  any  thing  to  induce,  you  to  make  ample  provjfion 
for  thofe  purpofes  :  efpecially  as  in  the  addrefs  with  which  you  lately  ho- 
noured me,  you  were  pleafed  to  fignify,  that  after  the  recefs  t.hofe  matters 
would  be  ferioufly  taken'  up,  and  every  meafure  adopted^ which  is  ealburated 
to  promote  the  general  union  and  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

With  regard  to  the  requifttion  of  the  27th  of  September  laft,  there  are  fe- 
veral things  to  be  attended  to  refpefting  loan-office  certificates  for  intereft, 
in  which  certificates  a  part  of  the  requifition  may  be  paid,  but  which,  by 
the  Congrefs  ordinance,  cannot  be  granted  by  the  loan-officer,  until  the  le- 
giflature  of  the  State  has  adopted  the  requifition,  and  made  provifion  for  the 
payment  of  it  j  and  when  granted,  they  cannot  be  received  for  the  requifi- 
tion-tax  after  the  firft  of  January  next ;  after  which  time,  whatever  part  of 
fuch  tax  remains  unpaid,  muft  be  wholly  paid  in  fpecie,  On  this  fubjeft, 
the  loan-officer  for  this  State  lately  wrote  me  a  letter  ;  which,  as  it  contains 
feveral  oblervations  founded  on  thofe  circumftances,  and  worthy  of  notice,, 
will  be  delivered  to  you  by  the  Secretary. 

Your  further  attention  to  the  militia  is  necefTary,  gentlemen,  for  com- 
pleating  the  lift  of  Major- Generals.  Of  the  nine  required  by  the  laft  mi- 
litia aft,  you  have  elefted  feven ;  to  whom  the  Secretary  has  fent  letters,  no- 
tifying them  of  the  election.  Anfvers  have  been  received  from  only  three 
of  thofe  gentlemen,  viz. — General  Lincoln,  Colonel  Brooks,  and  Ichabod 
Goodwin,  Efq.  The  two  former  will  probably,  in  a  few  days,  declare  their 
mind  :  and  the  latter,  relying  on  the  candour  of  his  country,  accepts  the 
appointment,  By

By  the  anfwer  of  General  Lincoln,  who  was  (as  they  each  were)  re- 
quelled  by  the  Secretary's  letter  to  give  his  opinion  relative  to  the  bell  plan 
for  regulating  the  militia  in  his  divinon,  he  thinks  there  mould' be  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Major-Generals,  for  the  forming  fuch  a  plan,  and  that  the  re- 
gulations of  it  mould  be  uniform  ;  and  as  far  as  might  be,  take  place  througk 
all  the  divifions  :  being  firfl  approved  and  ordered  by  the  Governour. 

This  appears  a  judicious  meafure,  and  for  executing  of  it,  and  that  the 
militia  throughout  the  Commonwealth  may  fpeedily  be  put  on  a  refpecta- 
ble  footing,  you  will  pleafe  to  compleat  the  number  of  Major- Generals  re- 
quired by  the  militia  act.  For  which  purpofe,  and  that  no  time  may  be 
loll,  I  would  recommend j  that  effectual  care  be  taken,that  you  Ihould  obtain 
the  fpeedieft  information  from  the  gentlemen  elected,  whether  they  accept 
the  choice  or  not,  that  the  place  of  fueh  as  decline  an  acceptance  may,  as 
foon  as  poihble,  be  fupplied. 

Permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  remind  you  of  feveral  matters, that  have  already 
been  recommended  to  your  consideration,  the  heads  of  which  I  Ihall  only 
mention  :  referring  you  to  the  meffages  relative  to  them  for  fuller  infor- 
mation. Thofe  are,  a  revifion  of  the  impoll  and  excife,  and  feperating  them 
fo  that  each  may  be  in  a  diftinct  acl :  recommended  in  a  meffage  of  the  22d 
of  October  tail. 

The  reprefeitation  of  our  late  agents  to  fupport  our  claim  againll  Neiv- 
York,  to  lands  lying  well  of  Hud/bn's- River,  kid  before  you  for  your  in- 
fractions to  tfiem,  by  meffage  of  the  28  th  of  O Staler. 

Thsj  copying  feveral  old  plans  and  papers,  which  are  in  a  very  worn  and 
decayed  condition,  and  of  great  importance  to  afcertain  feme  of  the  bounda- 
ry lines  of  thi'j  State :  alfo  the  afcertaining  of  Woodward 's  and  Saffery's  Sta- 
tion, on  which  thofe  lines  depend  :  recommended  in  the  fame  meffag^e. 

The  renewing  the  powers  of  our  delegates  in  Congrefs,  (which  ceafed  the 
6th  of  November  laft)  relating  to  the  interfering  claims  of  this  State  and 
Neiv-Tork  :  recommended  by  a  menage  of  the  1.8 th  of  November. 

To  oblige  the  regimental  agents  of  the  Majfachufetts  line  of  the  late 
American  army  to  depofit  (as  they  have  been  directed)  the  certificates  which 
the  Paymalter-General  lodged  with  them,  of  the  pay  of  our  officers  andfol- 
diers  :  recommended  by  meffage  of  the  1 9th  of  November. 

Befides  the  foregoing,  there  are  other  matters,  gentlemen,  that  require 
your  eonfideration ;  and  which  I  fhall  lay  before  you  by  meffage. 

With  the  above-mentioned  letter  from  the  Commiffioners  of  the  trea- 
fury  Was  enclofed  a  general  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
United  States,  from  the  1  fl  of  November,  1784,  to  the  1  ft  of  November, 
1785  :  which  account,  with  the  letter,  is  fent  for  your  information. 

I  have  jufl  received  a  letter  from  David  Cobb,  Efq;  the  elected  Major- 
General  for  the  fifth  divilion  of  the  militia.  He  declares  his  acceptance  of 
the  appointment,  and  that  government  may  depend  on  his  befl  exertions  in 
their  fervice.

MESSAGE   from    his    Excellency  the    Governour,    by  the   Secretary. 
February    3,    1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Honfe  of  Reprefentati-ves, 

DURING  the  recefs  of  the  General  Court,  there  have  happened  two 
vacancies  in  the  revenue  department ;  one  by  death,  and  the  other  by  refig- 
nation. 

The  firfl  is  in  the  naval-office  at  Marbkhead,  occafioned  by  the  death  of 
'John  Gerry,  Efq;  late  Naval-Officer  for  that  port. 

The  other  is  in  the  excife- office,  occafioned  by  the  refignation  of  Mr. 
'Thomas  Ives,  Collector  of  Excife  for  the  county  of  Berkjhire. 

His  letter  to  me  of  the  1 3th  of  December,  in  which  he  only  begs  leave  to 
refign,  contains  the  reafons  of  his  fo  doing.  But  by  his  letter  to  the  Trea- 
furer  of  the  fame  date,  he  very  explicitly  refigns  his  office,  and  gives  up  the 
duties  of  it  from  that  day. 

The  Council  being  under  an  adjournment,  another  perfon  could  not  then 
be  appointed  in  his  ftead  :  the  Treafurer  wae  therefore  directed  to  acquaint 
him,  that  he  muft  continue  in  the  exercife  of  his  office,  until  the  General 
Court,  at  their  then  next  meeting,,  mould  appoint  a  perfon  to  fucceed  him •> 
but  to  the  Treafurer's  letter  no  reply  has  been  received. 

As  resignations  fo  abrupt  may  operate  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  re- 
venue, and  be  of  evil  example,  you  will  probably  think  proper  to  provide 
fome  remedy  for  preventing  them  in  future. 

The  letters  relative  to  this  bufinefs  will  be  laid  before  you;  concerning 
which,  -as  well  as  the  vacancy  in  the  naval-office,  you  will  take  fuch  mea- 
fures,  gentlemen,  as  fhall  appear  to  you  moft  fuitable.  •

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MESSAGE    from   his   Excellency  the   Governour,     by   the    Secretary, 

February  j,  1786. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Representatives, 
THE  defign  of  this  meffage  is  to  lay  before  you,  for  your  conuderation, 
a  fhort  correspondence  by  letters,  which  in  Auguji  laft  took  place' between 
Captain  Stanhope,  of  the  Britifh  frigate  Mercury,  and  mo :  alfo  my  letter 
to  oui;  delegates  on  thefubjectof  it,  and  the  confequent  refolution  of  Congrefs. 

As  thofe  letters  fully  mew  the  occafion  on  which  they  were  written,  it 
is  needlefs  to  repeat  it  here.  ■    >. 

Though  the  infult  contained  in  the  faid  Stanhope  s  letters  more  imme- 
diately "refers  to  the  government  of  this  State,  it  was  apprehended  that  it  af- 
fected the  honour  of  the  United  States  :  especially  as  it  had  been  given  by  an 
officer  who  had  lately  been  their  public  commiffioned  enemy,  and  was  then 
the  Commander  of  a  fhip  of  war  belonging  to  a  power  with  which  the  United 
States  had  a  little  time  before  fettled  a  treaty  of  peace.  The  .letters  were 
therefore  fent  to  our  delegates,  and  by  them  laid  before  Congrefs  for  their 
confideration  :  Congrefs  viewing  the  matter  in  the  fame  light,  paffed  the  re- 
folution above  referred  to,  and  have  tranfmitted  to  their  Minifter  in  London 
a  copy  of  that  refolution  and  of  thofe  letters,  together  with  inftructions  to 
him  on  the  fubject :  fo  that  this  bufinefs  is  "in  a  proper:  jtrain  for  obtaining 
national  fatisfaeiion.  - 

You  will  obferve,  gentlemen,  by  the  report  on  which  the  refolution  is 
founded,  it  is  declared  that  Captain  Stanhope  s  letters  were  highly  difrefpect- 
ful,  and  being  fo,  that  fuch  meafures  might  have  been  adopted  as  the  laws 
prefcribe  for  afferting  the  dignity  of  government  in  fuch.  cafes.  That  go- 
vernment, when  in  the  right,  mould  never  be  oppofed  or  ill  treated  with 
impunity :  for  which  end,  its  own  internal  power  (in  fuoh  cafe  as  the  pre- 
sent) is  or  ought  to  be  adequate. 

In  this  paragraph  is  an.  intimation  that  fome  legal  procefs  mould  have  been 
inftituted  for  afferting  the  dignity  of  government.  But  this  could  not  be 
done,  as  Captain  Stanhope  very  prudently  put  himfelf  out  of  the  way  of  it, 
by  proceeding  with  his  fhip  down  to  Nantajket  as  foon  as  he  had  fent  his 
firft  infolent  letter.  Had  be  however  continued  in  Bojion,  there  would 
have  been  a  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  procefs  :  for  the  removal  of 
which,  and  for  fettling  a  due  procefs  in  any  like  cafe  that  may  happen  in  fix- 
ture, the  Judges  ;of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Attorney-General,  and  other 
distinguished  gentlemen  ef  the  law,  were  confulted  :  who,  after  a  full  dif- 
cuffion  of  the  fubj  eel,  all  .agreed  that  fome  fpecial  provifion  was  neceffary  to 
be  made  for  that  purpofe  by  'the  legislature. 

I  have  only  to  obferve,  gentlemen,  that  unlefs  fuch  provifion  be  made,  it 
-may  be  expected,  whenever  an  opportunity  for  it  -Shall  offer,  that  .the  fame 
man,  or  others  of  a  like  difpofition,  will  he  encouraged  to  infult  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Commonwealth,  the  honour  .-of  which.is  fo. intimately. connect- 
ed with  your < own,  ithat  in  cafes  like  the  prefent. they  are  infeperable. 

What  will  be  an. adequate, provifion  for  the  purpofe,  your  wifdom,  gen- 
tlemen, will  determine.

MESSAGE  from  his   Excellency    the   Governour,    by    the  Secretary. 
February  8,  1786. 

..Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

Mr.  John  Noyes,  who  has  lately  returned  hither  from  Europe,  was  with 
me  a  few  days  ago,  and  acquainted  me,  that  while  there,  he  employed  the 
greateft  part  of  his  time  in  endeavouring  to  inform  himfelf  in  feveral 
branches  of  manufacture  in  iron  ;  that  he  had  gained  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  thofe  branches  ;  and  that  if  he  and  his  partner,  Colonel  Revere, 
could  obtain  fufficient  encouragement  from  the  legiflature,  they  would  erect 
works  for  carrying  them  on  to  fome  confiderable  extent. 

That  he  alio  had  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  machines  ufed  in  Europe  in 
manufacturing  iron  and  fteal ;  and  was  well  informed  in  the  conftruction 
and  ufe  of  the  new  invented  fleam-engine,  very  neceffary  in  thofe  operations  j 
and  which  may  be  advantageoufly  employed  in  many  others. 

In 
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In  confequence  of  fhtsconverfation,  I  yeflerday  received  a  letter  from  them 
to  the  fame  purpofe  :  which,  with  a  letter  to  me  from  the  Hon.  'Mx-^-Jidams, 
our  minifter  in  London,  recommending  Mr.  Noyes,  and  his  project  of  intro- 
ducing fome  new  manufactures,  will  be  communicated  to  you. 

Circumftanced  as  we  are  at  prefent,  it  is  highly  neceifary  we  mould  en- 
courage every  ufeful  and  practicable  manufacture  •  efpecially  that  of  iron  ; 
which,  in  point  of  ufefulnefs  and  practicability,  may  vie  with  any. 

As  this  manufacture,  connected  with  thepropofed  improvements  upon  it, 
may  be  extenfively  beneficial  to  theCommonwealth,  I  do  with  great  earneftnefs 
recommend  the  propofal  for  its  eftablifhment,  to  your  favourable  confedera- 
tion.

I  S  E  N  T  you  a  riieffage  the  24th  of  November  laft,  relative  to  the  en- 
croachments, which  the  government  of  the  new  Britifo  province  of  ATew-\ 
Brunfwick  were.difpofed  to  make  on  the  territorial  rights,  and  fovereignty  of 

this1 
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this  Commonwealth  and  of  the  United  States.  Since  which  a  letter  has 
been  received  fromjames Avery,  Efq;  our  excife  officer  at'  Machias-,  dated  the 
24th  of  December  kft  :  in  which  he  mentions  he  had  juff  i-eceiv©drad-v-ice 
from  Pafldmaquoddy,  that  Mr.  Wire,  the  high-lheriff  for  Charhtte  county, 
in  that  province,  a  few  days  before  went  on  to  Moofe-Ijland,  and  took  the 
body  of Mr.  Tut  tie,  deputy  collector  of  excife,  on  an  action-  of:debt;;.and 
told  him  he  muft  either  find  bail,  or  ;b.e  -carried  to  goal  at  St.  -Andrews. 
Upon  Mr.  1  utile's  informing. the  Sheriff,';  that  he  confide'red  himfelf  a  fub- 
jecl:  of  this  State,  and  ihould  not  regard  him  as  an  officer,  the  fheriff  called 
on  fome  of  the  inhabitants  tq.affift  him  to  carry  Mr. -Tut tie  to  goal;  but 
they  refilling,  he  informed  them  he  mould  go  to  the  neighbouring  ifla.nd  of 
Campa  Beth' ,  and  get  affiftance  from  the  fhip  lying  there ;  being  determin- 
ed to  carry  the  faid  Tuttle  .to.  goal  ;  and, that  orders  had  come. from  St. 
John's  to  exercife  jurifdiction  over  the  inhabitants  of  Moofe-IJland . 

This  account  is  in  part  confirmed  by  a  letter  communicated  to  me  by 
Leonard  Jarvis,  Efq;  who,  as  he  has  lately  been  in  that  country,  can  give 
information  concerning  the  circumftances  of  it. 

Mr.  Avery  .concludes  his  letter  with  expreffing  his  hope,  that  govern- 
ment will  take  fome  Heps  to  prevent  its  fubjects-  from  being  infulted  by  a 
foreign  power,  and  being  liable,  to  be  draged  away  by  armed  force. 

In  my  former,  meffage , on  this  fubjedt,  I  acquainted  you,  gentlemen,  that 
Congrefs  had  been  made  acquainted  with  all  the  proceedings  referred  to  in 
rthat  meffage,  and  had  fent  an  account  of  them  to  the  minifter  of  the  United 
States  in  London.  .    ■     ,   .•  "•; 

This  affair,  gentlemen,  merits  your  ferious  consideration. 

Mr.  Avery's  letter,  which  will  belaid  before  you,  mentions  feveral  things 
refpecting  the  duty  of  his  office ;  and  of  that  of  the  Naval-Officers  within 
his  diftricl:  :  which  may  alfo  require  your  confideration.

the  death  of  the  hid  Lady  Pepper  ell  and  Madam  Sparhaivke,  he  the  faid  Sir 
William  deceafed,  devifed  to  his  faid  grandfon  in  fee-fimple  ,-  all  which  right, 
title  and  intereit  in  the  lands  fo  devifed  by  the  faid  Sir  William  Pepperell,  to 
his  faid  grandfon,  has  been  declared  forfeit,  and  has  efcheated  and  accrued 
to  this  Commonwealth  ;  that  great  flrip  and  wafte  has  been  made  on  the 
timber  and  wood  on  the  faid  lands,  without  the  privity  or  confent,  and 
againfl  the  will  and  inclination  of  the  faid  Lady  Pepperell  and  Madam  Spar- 
haivke, and  that  the  fame  are  liable  to  be  pillaged  of  the  remaining  growth 
upon  them.  And  whereas  John  Sparhaivke,  Efq;  agent  for  the  faid  Lady 
Pepperell,  and  her  faid  daughter,  in  their  behalf,  has  made  the  following 
propofal,  viz.  that  the  faid  Lady  Pepperell,  and  her  faid  daughter,  will  releafe 
and  forever  quit  claim  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachnfetts,  all  their  in- 
terefl  in  the  unimproved  lands  referred  to  in  faid  refolve,  uoon  their  receiv- 
ing from  the  faid  Commonwealth,  a  deed  to  them  and  their  heirs  in  fee-fim- 
ple, of  two  ninth  parts  in  quantity  and  quality  of  the  lands  aforefaid,  to  be 
agreed  upon,  affigned  aid  fet  off  to  them  to  the  mutual  fatisfaclion  of  the 
faid  Lady,  and  her.  daughter,  and  fuch  committee  as  the  General  Court  may 
fee  caufe  to  appoint.  And  whereas  the  faid  committee  have  further  reDort- 
ed  as  their  opinion,  that  it  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  this  Commonwealth 
to  accede  to  the  faid  propofal  : 

Refolved,  That  the  General  Court  do  approve  of  the  faid  report  and 
propofal, .  and  that  the  Honorable  Benjamin  Chadboiirn,  David  Seivall  and 
Nathaniel  Wells,  Efquires,  be,  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  committee  on 
behalf  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  comply  with  the  terms  aforefaid,  with 
full  power  to  aflign  and  fet  off,  and  to  make  and  duly  execute  a  good  deed 
or  deeds  of  two  ninth  parts  of  the  lands  aforefaid,  to  them,  the  faid  Lady 
Mary  Pepperell,  and  her  daughter  Sparhaivke,  to  hold  in  fee-fimpie  :  provided 
that  the  faidL^^,  and  her  faid  daughter  fhallprevioufly  releafe  and  quit  claim 
all  their  right  and  intereft  in,  and  demands  on,  the  lands  aforefaid,  and  make 
and  execute  a  good  deed  or  deeds  thereof,  to  this  Commonwealth,  and  de- 
liver the  fame  to  the  faid  committee.  And  the  faid  committee,  or  any  two 
of  them,  after  partition  fhall  be  made,  and  the  deeds  aforefaid  duly  executed 
and  delivered,  are  impowered  to  fell  all  fuch  parts  of  the  lands  aforefaid,  as 
by  virtue  of  fuch  deeds  as  aforefaid,  fhall  belong  to  this  Commonwealth,  ei- 
ther at  private  fale  or  public  auction,  for  the  mofl  they  can  get,iri  consolidat- 
ed notes  of  this  Commonwealth,  faving  three  per  cent,  which  may  be  re- 
ceived in  money.  And  the  faid  committee  are  hereby  fully  empowered,  in 
the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  make  and  duly  exe- 
cute according  to  law,  good  and  fufficient  deeds  of  all  the  lands  which  they 
may  fell  as  aforefaid,  to  the  grantee  or  grantees  ;  to  hold  the  fame  in  fee 
with  warranty.  And  the  faid  committee  are  permitted  to  give  fuch  credit 
to  the  grantees,  as  may  appear  to  them  mofl:  for  the  intereft.  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  are  directed  to  pay  all  fums  which  they  may  receive  in  confe- 
quence  of  this  refolve  into  the  public  treafury  of  this  Commonwealth, 
faving  only  fo  much  as  may  be  neceffary  to  defray  the  expences  that  may 

arife  in  tranfa&ing  the  bufinefs  hereby  affigned  to  the  committee  aforefaid  ;

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and  to  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  to  be  lodged  in  the 
Secretary's  office.  And  the  faid  committee  are  directed  from  time  to  time 
to  lay  their  accounts  before  the  General  Court  for  examination  and  allow- 
ance.

MESSAGE   from  his   Excellency   the    Governour,    by    the   Secretary. 
February  1 1,    1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentathes, 

THE  letter  from  our  delegates  of  the  3 1  ft  of  December,  will  inform  you, 
that  they,  in  conjunction  with  the  delegates  of  New -fork,  had  written  a 
joint  letter  to  each  of  the  gentlemen,  appointed  by  Congrefs  Commiffioners 
to  run  the  eaftern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  New-York,  adjoining  to 
this  State  :  requefting  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  afluring 
them,  that  fatisfactory  compenfation  fhould  be  made  them  for  their  fer- 
vices. 

By  the  anfwers  of  thofe  Commiffioners,  it  appears  they  accept  the  ap- 
pointment ;  and  will  attend  the  bufinefs  of  it  in  July  and  Augufi   next. 

Their  names,  which  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  2d  of  December,  an- 
nounces, are,  Mr.  Thomas  Hutchins,  Mr.  "John  E'rving  and  Mr.  David 
Rittenhoufe." 

The  joint  anfwer  of  the  two  latter  gentlemen  mentions,  that  it  will  be 
neceflary  for  them  to  be  informed  fomething  concerning  the  agreement  of 
the  two  States,  and ,  what  the  nature  of  the  work  may  be,  that  they  may 
prepare  the  inftruments  fuitable  to  it.  That  as  tlfey  will  not  be  able  to  at- 
tend to  any  other  bufinefs  than  that  of  making  the  neceflary  obfervations, 
and  marking  the  boundary  line,  they  expect  the  delegates  of  the  refpective 
States  will  provide  a  Commiflary,  who  fhall  be  on  the  fpot  when  the  opera- 
tions are  to  commence,  about  the  beginning  of  July,  with  the  neceflary 
provifions,  tents,  and  other  articles,  that  no  delay  may  be  occafioned  when 
they  arrive. 

Thefe  matters,  together  with  the  meafures  proper  to  betaken  by  the 
two  States,  are  by  the  letter  from  our  delegates  fubmitted  to  your  considera- 
tion and  direction  :  and  they  will  attend  to  any  further  arrangements  re- 
lative to  this  fubject,  with  the  delegates  or  agents  of  New-York,  that  you 
may  think  proper  and  expedient. 

The  feveral  papers  above  referred  to,  will  accompany  this  menage,  con- 
cerning which  you  will  take  fuch  meafures,  gentlemen,  as  fhall  appear  to 
vou  fit  and  expedient.

Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefntatives, 
BY  the  returns  made  into  the  Secretary's  office  of  the  number  of  inhabi- 
tants in  the  feveral  towns  and  plantations  in  this  Commonwealth,  purfuant 
to  an  act  and  refolution  of  the  legiflature,  it  appears  there  are  three  hundred 
and  fifty-  two  thoufand,  one  hundred  and  feventy-one  whites,  and  four  thou- 
fand  three  hundred  and  feventy-one  blacks  :  the  particulars  of  which  you 
will  obferve  by  the  account  taken  of  them  by  the  Secretary  from  thofe  returns . 
As  neither  the  act  or  refolution  contains  any  order  for  tranfmitting  fuch 
accounts  to  Congrefs,  you  will  pleafe,  gentlemen,togive  the  needful  directions 
for  that  purpofe,  expreffing  your  minds,  whether  a  copy  of  that  act  and 
refolution  mail  be  fent  with  that  account. 

I  have  received  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  which  will  be  laid 
before  you,  enclofing  a  ftateof  the  reprefentation  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
grefs, for  each  of  the  months  of  November,  December,  and  "January  laft,  by 
which  it  appears,  that  no  more  than  feven  States  have  at  any  time  in  thofe 
months  been  reprefented  :  a  circumftance  much  to  be  regretted,  as  fuch  a 
reprefentation,  according  to  the  confederation,  is  not  competent  to  buiinefs 
of  importance.  We  have  however  the  fatisfacliion  of  knowing  that  this  de- 
ficiency is  in  no  part  of  it  attributable  to  this  Commonwealth.

fion  of  the  war,  has  greatjy  injured  our  own,  particularly  thofe  in  wool. 

The  quantity  of  woolens  imported,  their  fuperior  fabric,  and  the  cheap- 
nefs  of  them,  have  not  only  in  a  great  meafure  put  a  ftop  to  our  looms,  and 
to  the  feveral  other  modes  of  manufacturing  our  wool,  but  have  thereby 

been  a  principal  caufe  of  the  decreafe  of  fneep  in  this  Commonwealth. 

This  decreafe,  as  we  are  now  neceffitated  to  manufacture,  for  ourfelves,  is 
uniyerfally  felt  and  regretted  :  and  it  has  become  neceffary  to  apply  fo'me 
remedy  to  this  evil,  which  for  feveral  years  has  been  a  growing  one.  You 
will  therefore  allow  me,  gentlemen,  to  recommend  to  you,  to  apply  fome 
effectual  remedy  accordingly  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  project  fome  method, 
by  which  we  may  obtain  models  of  feveral  machines,  or  the  machines  them- 
felves,  lately  invented  for  manufaduring  woolen  cloth,  by  the  ufe  of  which 
there  would  be  a  faving  of  much  labour  and  expence,  and  the  cloth  would 
be  manufactured  in  a  fuperior  manner.

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary.     Fe- 
bruary  2i,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and,  Gentlemen  of  the  Hoafe  of  Reprefentathes, 

As  the  encouragement  of  every  ufeful  manufacture  in  the  Commonwealth 
has  now  become  neceflary,  it  is  my  duty  to  mention  to  you  a  very  impor- 
tant one, — fo  important  to  us,  as  a  free  and  independent  people,  that  our 
exiftence  as  fuch  may  depend  on  the  eftablifhment  of  it  among  ourfelves.-^- 
I  mean  the  manufacture  of  gun-powder. 

Experience  has  taught  us  how  neceflary  powder  has  been  for  our  fa  fety 
and  defence  :  and  the  prefent  ftate  of  things  indicates,  that  a  fupply  of  it 
may  be  again  neceflary  for  the  fame  purpose.  The  importance  of  a  fuffi- 
cient  and  conftant  fupply,  obliges  me,  gentlemen,  to  call  on  you  to  make 
the  needful  provifion  for  it. 

Of  the  feveral  methods  of  doing  it,  the  eftablifhment  of  a  permanent  ma- 
nufactory within  the  Commonwealth,  appears  the  moll:  eligible.  The  prin- 
cipal and  moff.  coftly  ingredient  in  the  competition,  falt-petre,  may  be  fur- 
nifhed  in  feveral  ways  by  a  State  factory, — by  a  fpecifie  tax  on  the  State  at 
large,  payable  in  that  article,  and  delivered  at  the  factory,  or  by  a  like  tax 
en  the  county  wherein  the  factory  might  be  eftahlifhed  :  in  which  laft  cafe, 
the  falt-petre  delivered  in  behalf  of  any  town  mould  at  a  certain  price  be 
carried  to  its  credit  by  the  factory  overfeer,  and  the  fum  credited  mould  dis- 
charge fo  much  of  fuch  town's  proportion  of  the  general  State  tax  for  the  year. 

A  tax  of  this  fort  is  not  a  novelty  in  this  country  :  for  fo  early  as  the  year 
1643,  a  falt-petre  tax,  I  have  been  informed,  was  laid  on  the  then  colony 
of  Maffachufetts-Bay . 

When  the  militia  fhall  be  arranged,  and  fettled  according  to  the  laft  mi- 
litia act,  there  will  be  an  annual  confumption  of  about  forty  barrels  of  pow- 
der by  the  companies  of  artillery  in  the  nine  divifions.  Some  of  thofe  com- 
panies, formed  by  virtue  of  the  preceding  militia  act,  have  already  applied 
for  the  powder  they  are  reflectively  entitled  to,  but  the  fmall  quantity  in 
the  public  magazines,  has  obliged  me  to  fufpend  giving  orders  for  the  deli- 
very of  it,  until  the  magazines  fhall  be  further  fupplied.  This  fupply, 
gentlemen,  will  depend  on  your  pleafure  :  and  it  being  a  matter  of  great 
importance  to  the  fafety  of  the  Commonwealth,  you  will  pleafe  to  give  your 
immediate  attention  to  it.

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary.     Fe- 
bruary 25,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

THE  letter  of  the  General  Court  to  our  delegates,  dated  the  4th  of  No- 
vember laft,  has  been  laid  before  Congrefs.  You  will  recoiled:  that  it  was 
grounded  on  feveral  petitions  to  the  Court  from  perfons  in  the  town  of 
Bojlon,  reprefenting  that  divers  effects  had,  by  orders  of  the  Briti/lj  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  while  the  Britijh  troops  were  in  poffeffion  of  the  town,  been 
taken  from  them ;  and  praying  for  the  aid  of  the  Court  in  recovering  a  com- 
penfation  for  thofe  effects.  I  would  inform  you,  gentlemen,  that  Congrefs 
have  tranfmitted  to  their  minifter  in  London,  an  instruction  upon  that  fubject. 

In  confequence  of  an  order  of  Congrefs  of  the  fecond  of  January  laft,  the 
Secretary  of  Congrefs  has  reported  to  them  the  particular  States,  which  have 
complied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  the  revenue  fyftemof  the  18th  of  April, 
1783  ;  with  the  recommendation  of  Congrefs  of  the  fame  date,  for  an  al- 
teration of  the  8  th  article  of  the  confederation  ;  and  with  the  act  of  the 
30th  of  April,  1784,  recommending  the  veiling  of  certain  commercial 
powers  in  Congrefs. 

The  effence  of  the  report  is,  that  the  firft  part  of  the  revenue  fyftem, 
the  inverting  Congrefs  with  a  power  to  levy  certain  duties  upon  goods  im- 
ported into  the  United  States,  has  in  whole  been  complied  with,  by  nine 
States  ;  including  Maffachufetts  and  Delaware,  and  in  part  by  another. — 
The  fecond  part  of  the  revenue  fyftem,  is  the  eftabliihing  for  twenty-five 

years, 
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years,  to  difcharge  the  debts  contracted  on  the  faith  of  the  United  States, 
for  fupporting  the  war,  fubftantial  and  effectual  revenues,  for  fupplying  their 
refpedtivc  proportions  oione  million,  five  hundred  thoufiand  dollars,  annually, 
excluiive  of  the  aforementioned  duties.  With  this  part  of  the  fyftem,  three 
States  have  complied  in  whole,   and  a  fourth  in  part. 

It  does  not-  appear,  that  Mafiachufietts  is  one  of  thofe  four  States,  that 
have  complied.  This  part  of  the  recommendation,  gentlemen,  although  it 
be  not  now  expreflly  renewed,  merits  your  ferious  confederation. 

With  refpect  to  the  two  laft  recommendations,  for  an  alteration  in  the 
eighth  article  of  the  Confederation,  and  for  vefting  Congrefs  with  certain 
commercial  powers,  eight  States  have  complied  with  the  former,  and  nine 
with  the  latter  :  both  inclufive  of  Mafiachufietts . 

.  The  report  at  large,  with  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  of  the 
1 2th  of  January,  will  be  laid  before  you.

MESSAGE    from  his    Excellency   the   Governour,    by    the     Secretary. 
February  27,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

ON  the  25th  inftant,  I  communicatad  to  you,  a  report  made  to  Congrefs 
by  their  Secretary,  reprefenting,,  among  other  things,  what  States  in  the 
union  had  complied,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  the  revenue  fyftem 
recommended  by  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  1 8  th  of  April,  1783.  I  men- 
tioned to  you,  that  this  State  had  not  complied  with  an  eflential  part  of  it ; 
and  that  it  "merited  your  ferious  confideration,  although  it  did  not  then  ap- 
pear to  be  recommended  anew. 

Since  that  communication,  viz.  by  thelaft  poll,  I  have  received  a  letter 
frc/m  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  enclofing  an  act  of  that  honourable  Body, 
of  the  1 5th  inftant,  refpecting  the  fame  fyftem,  alfo  a  fchedule  of  the  French 
and  Dutch  loans,  fhewing  the  periods  of  their  redemption,  with  the  annual 
intereft  payable  thereon,  until  their  final  extinction,  for  which  provifion  is 
yet  to  be  made. 

From  the  ftatement  of  facts  in  the  faid  act,  it  appears  what  States  have, 
and  have  not,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  complied  in  the  above-mentioned 
revenue  fyftem.  Among  thofe,  that  have  complied  with  it  only  in  part,  is 
Maffachufetts  :  to  whofe  Legiflature,  as  well  as  to  the  Legiilatures  of  the 
other  delinquent  States,  it  is  moft  earneftly  recommended  by  Congrefs,  com- 
pleatly  and  without  further  delay  to  adopt  the  faid  fyftem. 

They  thought  it  their  duty  candidly  to  examine  the  principles  of  that 
fyftem,  and  to  difcover,  if  poffible,  the  reafons  which  have  prevented  its 
adoption.  But  they  cannot  learn  that  any  member  of  the  confederacy  has 
ftated  or  brought  forward  any  objections  againft  it  :  and  the  rcfult  of  their 
impartial  enquiries  into  the  .nature  and  operation  of  it,  has  been  a  clear  and 
decided  opinion,  that  the  fyftem  is  more  free  from  well-founded  exceptions, 
and  is  better  calculated  to  receive  the  approbation  of  the  feveral  States,  than 
any  other,  that  the  wifdom  of  Congrefs  can  devife. 

*  They 
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They  further  declare,  that  in  the  courfe  of  this  enquiry  it  mod  evidently 
appeared,  that  the  requifitions  of  Congrefs,  for  eight  years  paft,  have  been 
fo  irregular  in  their  operation,  fo  uncertain  in  their  collection,  and  fo  evi- 
dently unproductive,  that  a  reliance  on  them  in  future,  as  a  fource  from 
whence  monies  are  to  be  drawn,  to  difcharge  the  engagements  of  the  con- 
federacy, would  be  dangerous  to  the  welfare  and  peace  of  the  Union. 
They  are  therefore  ferioully  impreffed  with  the  indifpenfible  obligation  they 
are  under  of  reprefenting  to  the  feveral  States,  the  utter  impombility  of 
maintaining  and  preferving  the  faith  of  the  federal  government,  by  tempo- 
rary requifitions  on  the  States  ;  and  the  confequent  necefiity  of  an  early  and 
compleat  accefiion  of  all  the  States,  to  the  revenue  fyftem  aforefaid.  I  hat 
the  laid  fyftem  has  been  under  referrence  for  nearly  three  years  ;  and  during 
that  period,  notwithstanding  the  numerous  changes,  which  have  taken  place 
in  the  delegations  of  every  State,  it  has  received  the  repeated  approbation  of 
each  fucceffive  Congrefs.  That  the  urgency  of  the  public  engagements  at 
this  time,  renders  it  the  unquestionable  duty  of  the  Several  States  to  adopt, 
without  further  delay,  a  meafure,  which  alone,  in  the  judgment  of  Congrefs, 
can  preferve  the  facred  faith  of  this    confederacy. 

That  after  the  moft  Solemn  deliberation,  and  under  the  fulleft  conviction/ 
that  the  public  embarrafiments  are  fuch,  as  they  have  reprefented,  it  has 
become  the  duty  of  Congrefs,  to  declare  moft  explicitly,  that  the  crifis 
has  arrived,  when  the  people  of  thefe  United  States,  by  whofe  will,  and  for 
whofe  benefit  the  federal  government  was  inftituted,  muft  decide,  whether 
they  will  fupport  their  rank  as  a  nation,  by  maintaining  the  public  faith  at 
home  or  abroad  ;  or  whether,  for  want  of  a  timely  exertion  in  establishing 
a  general  revenue,  and  thereby  giving  ftrength  to  the  confederacy,  they  will 
hazard,  not  only  the  exiftence  of  the  Union,  but  of  thofe  great  and  inva- 
luable privileges,  for  which  they  have  fo  arduoufiy,  and  fo  honourably 
contended. 

And  to  the  end  that  Congrefs  may  remain  wholly  acquitted  from  every 
imputation  of  a  want  of  attention  to  the  intereft  and.  welfare  of  thofe  whom 
they  reprefent,  they  have,  among  other  things,  refolved,  that  whilft  Con- 
grefs are  denied  the  means  of  fatisfying  thofe  engagements,  which  they  have 
constitutionally  entered  into  for  the  common  benefit  of  the  nation,  they  hold 
it  their  duty  to  warn  their  constituents,  that  the  moft  fatal  evils  will  inevi- 
tably flow  from  a  breach  of  public  faith,  pledged  by  folemn  contract,  and 
from  a  violation  of  thofe  principles  of  juftice,  which  are  the  only  folid  bafis 
of  the  honour  and  profperity  of  nations. 

I  have  here  given  you,  gentlemen,  from  a  long  act  of  Congrefs,  an 
abstract  of  fome  of  the  obfervations  contained  in  it :  which  by  being  brought 
into  a  clofer  connection  may  ftrike  the  more  forcibly. 

Thefe  obfevations  are  in  the  higheft  degree  important,  and  are  as  juft  as 
they  are  important  ;  and  demand  a  ferious,  very  Serious  attention. 

The  queftions,  that  naturally  arife  on  this  occafion,  are'  fhort.  Shall 
the  union  ceafe  to  exift  ?  Shall  our  rank  as  a  nation  become  extinct  ?  Shall 
freedom  and  independence, — fhall  the  privileges  and  bleffings  derived  from 
them,  be  relinquished  as  things  of  no  value  ?  Shall  breach  of  contaact  and 

public 
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public  faith  compel  our  allies,  who  rank  with  the  firft  powers  of  Europe, 
to  become  our  enemies  ?  Shall  a  like  breach  deftroy  all  confidence  in  Go- 
vernment among  ourfelves,  and  thereby  introduce  the  worfc  of  evils,— in- 
ternal difcord  and  diftracliOn  ?  and  will  the  General  Court,  by  not  com- 
plying with  the  prefent  recommendation  of  Congrefs,  fo  warmly  and  pa- 
thetically urged,  hazard  the  imputation  of  involving  the  Commonwealth 
in  fuch  a  complication  of  evils  7 

I  am  morally  Certain,  Gentlemen,  that  your  proceedings  upon  that  re- 
commendation, will  clearly  evidence  a  moft  vehement  negative  in  all  thofe 
queftions.

And  whereas  it  is  expedient,  previous  to  filling  up  the  faid  vacancy, 
that  the  duties  of  the  office  of  MefTenger  or  Door-keeper  of  the  General

a  copy  of  the  faid  ftatement,  authenticated  by  the  Regiiler  ;  and  which  is 
fent  for  your  information. 

I  have  alfo  a  letter  from  one  of  omr  Delegates,  the  honourable  Mr.  King, 
covering  a  copy  of  a  letter  directed  to  the  Delegates  of  the  States  of  Maffa- 
chufetts  and-  New-York,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  the  30th  of  January,  from 
the  three  gentlemen  appointed  by  Congrefs  to  ascertain,  between  thofe 
States,  the  eaftern  boundary  line  of  New-Tcrk. 

They  write,  that  the  Legiflatures  of  the  refpective  States  muft  furnifh: 
them  with  fome  obfervations  of  the  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle,  made 
at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  their  acts  relative  to  that  line,  before  they 
the  faid  Commiflioners  can  be  of  any  fervice,  as  thofe  acts  Hand  :  and  that 
in  cafe  there  are  no  fuch  obfervations,  in  pofleffion  of  either  of  the  States, 
which  are  allowed  of  by  both,  they  are  of  opinion  the  matter  muft  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Legiflatures  of  the  faid  States,  to  make  fuch  an  agreement  as 
can  be  executed. 

They  wifh  to  know  as  foon  as  may  be,  whether  there  be  any  fuch  obier- 
vations,  or  what  courfe  the  two  States  intend  to  purfue,  to  fupply  the  want 
of  them,  that  they  may  order  their  affairs  accordingly. 

This  bufinefs,  gentlemen,  concerning  which  I  fent  you  a  meffage  the 
nth  of  February,  requires  a  fpeedy  determination.  If  on  enquiry  the  re- 
•quifite  obfervations  can,  or  cannot  be  found  ;  I  would  fuggeft  to  your  con- 
fideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  that  the  fame  Commiffi oners, 
who  on  our  part  were  lately  employed  to  run  the  faid  dividing  line,  fhould 
be  fully  empowered  (if  not  already  fo)  to  agree,  in  the  beft  manner  they  can, 
with  the  agents  of  New-York,  how  it  fhould  be  run  ;  in  the  doing  of 
which,  the  Commiffioners  of  Congrefs  might  be  affifting  j  and  after  the 
agreement,  could  immediately  proceed  to  run  the  line. 

By  the  former  meffage,  and  the  letter  which  accompanied  it,  you  will 
obferve  thofe  Commiflioners  expected,  that  fuitable  provifion  fhould  be 
made  for  their  accommodation,  during  the  time  they  may  be  employed  in 
this  bufinels  :  for  the  fpeedy  finifhing  of  which,  and  for  preventing  an  un- 
necelfary  addition  to  the  large  fum  already  expended  upon  it,  you  will  pleafe, 
gentlemen,  to  take  the  molt  effectual  meafures.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlerherr  of  the  ffoiife  of  RcprcfeHtativfs. 

I  HAVE  had  a  letter  from  Governour  Henry,  of  Virginia,  of  the  30th  of 

January  :  enclofing  feveral  reiolutions  of  the  afiembly  of  that  State,  dated 

the  1 3th  of  the  fame  month.  Is 
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In  one  of  thofe  refolutions,  the  legiflature  of  all  the  States  in  the  Union, 
are  requefted  to' nominate  Commiffioners  for  the  purpofe  expreffed  in  a  pre-: 
ceding  refolution,  which  refpects  the  commerce  and  revenue  of  Virginia 
and  Maryland,  particularly  in  regard  to  duties  on  imports  andexpprts. 

This  refolution  feems  to  have  given  rife  to  another  in  the  Houfe  of  Dele-> 
gates,  of  the  21ft  of  January,  -by  which  it  appears,  that  eight  Genilemeri 
therein  named,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  appointed  Commiffioners  to  meet 
fuch  Commiffioners  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  other  States  in  the  Union, 
to  take  into  confederation  the  trade  of  the  United  States,  to  examine  the  re- 
lative fituation  and  trade  of  the  faid  States,  to  confider  how  far  an  uniform 
fyftem  in  their  commercial  regulations  maybe  neceffary  to  their  commoji 
ini:ereft,  and  their  permanent  harmony  :  and  to  -report  to  the  feveral  States 
fuch  an  act  relative  to  this  great  object,  as,  when  unanimoufly  ratified  by 
them,  will  enable  Congrefs  effectually  to  provide  for  the  fame  :  and  that 
the  faid  Commiffioners  fhall  immediately  tranfmit  to  the  feveral  States,  co- 
pies of -this  refolution,  wifh  a  circular  letter  requefting  their  concurrence 
therein  ;  and  propofing  a  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  aforefaid. 

Though  the  circular  letter  has  not  yet  been  received,  there  is  by  another 
way,  fatkfactory  evidence,  that  the  laft  mentioned  refolution  lias  been  paft 
-by  the  Houfe  of  Delegates  of  Virginia. 

It  is  a  very  happy  circumftance,  that  the  Delegates  ;  of  Virginia  have 
adopted  this  mode  of  communication  between  the  feveral  States  ;  which, 
having  for  its  object : their  relative  fituation  and  trade,  whereby  it  may  be 
determined  how  far  an  uniform  commercial  fyftem1  may  be  neceffary  to  their 
common  intereft,  will  prdbably  be  productive  of  fome  agreement,  that  may 
be  greatly  beneficial  to  the  whole  :  particularly  by  effecting  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  fuch  regulations  of  commerce,  as  may  ferve  to  counterwork  the 
regulations  of  any  foreign  power,  calculated  to  prejudice  .the, commerce  of 
the  United  States. 

As  fo  fair  an  opportunity  offers  for  effecting  the  important,  purpofe,  in- 
-tended  to  rboeffeeted  by  our  late  acts,  for  regulating  navigation  and  commerce, 
-there  can ,be  no  room,  Gentlemen,  to  doubt  of  ycur  readinefs  to  concur 
with  the  propofal  of  the  rkgiflature  of  Virginia  :  by  apppinting  Commif- 
fioners for  the  ipurpofes  expreffed  in  the  refolutions  .aforefai^. 

■If  the  Gentlemen  appointed  agents  in  behalf  of  this  Common\vealth,  to 
■conduct  and  profecute  our  claims  ;to  lands,  .controverted  by  New-Tort,  and 
lying  to  4he  weft  ward  of  rthat  :Stgte,  fhould  be  called  to  attend  upon  the 
.Court  Specially  tnftituted  for  fetthngi  thofe  claims,  andat  a  time  convenient 
fbnmeeting  the  Virginia' Commiffioners, it  might  in  feveral  views  be  bene- 
=.fiaial  to  the  Commonwealth  to  apppint  them  Commiffioners  for  that  pur-

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary.     March 

10,  1786. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

•BY  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  accompanied  with  a  ftate  of 
the  reprefentation  in  Congrefs  for  the  month  of  February,  it  appears  there 
have  been  but  eight  States  reprefented,  and  for  a  fmall  part  only  of  that 
month.  The  letter  mentions,  that  by  this  and  the  three  other  ftatements 
tranfmitted  fince  the  meeting  of  Congrefs  on  the  firft  Monday  in  November 
laft,  it  will  be  feen  that  there  has  not  been  for  a  fingleday  a  number  of  States 
affembled,  fufficient  to  proceed  on  the  great  bufinefs  of  the  Union  ;  indeed 
f  jr  half  the  time,  not  a  number  fufficient  to  do  more  than  adjourn  from  day 
to  day. 

T  his  want  of  a  compleat  reprefentation,  muft  be  productive  of  great  evils 
to  the  Union,  if  the  deficient  States  continue  to  neglect  their  duty  with  re- 
gard to  delegation.  It  will  afford  us  fome  degree  of  fatisfaction  to  re- 
flect, that  thole  evils,  if  they  mould  come  upon  the  Union,  will  not  be 
chargeable  to  any  fuch  deficiency  on  the  part  of  this  Commonwealth. 

I  have  received  another  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  of  the  28  th 
of  February,  enclofing  a  refolution  of  Congrefs,  pafied  the  7th  of  June  laft, 
recommending  to  the  feveral  States,  to  make  provifion  for  all  the  officers, 
foldiers  orfeamen,  refident  in  their  refpective  States,  who  have  fervedin  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  militia  in  the  fervice  of  the 

United 
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United  States,  and  hive  been  difablel  in  flich  fervice,  fo  as  to  be  incapable 
of  military  duty,  or  of  obtaining  ativelihood  by  labour  :  and  the  manner  of 
making  that  provilion,  is  very  particularly  defcribed  in  the  faid  refolution.

On  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Thomas,  fetting  forth,  that  by  an  agree- 
ment, bearing  date  November  23,  1768,  entered  into  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  late  province  of  Maffdcbufetts-Bay,  me  is  entitled  to  the  ev- 
olutive privilege  of  keeping  the  light-houfe  on  the  Gurnet,  at  the  entrance 
of  Plymouth  harbour,  and  praying  (he  may  enjoy  laid  privilege. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court,  that  by  an  agreement  made  between 
a  committee  of  the  General  Court  and  John  T.homas,  Efq;  and  Hannah  his 
wife,  of  Kingfion,  and  John  Thomas,  of  Plymouth,  all  in  the  late  province 
ofMaJfachu/etts-Bay,  bearing  date  the  23d  of  November,  1768,  that  the 
offer,  benefit  and  privileges  of  keeping  and  tending  the  light-houfe  on  ah 
ifland  called  the  Gurnet,  at  the  entrance  of  Plymouth  harbour,  is  referved  to 
the  faid  John,  Hannah  and  John,  owners  of  the  faid  ifland,  and  their  heirs 


and  affigns  : 


N  Refolved' 
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Refoived,  That  the  owner  ; or  owners -of  the  faid  ifland,  and  their  heirs 
and  affigns,  lhall  on  or  before  the  firff  day  of  January,  every  year,  certify  to 
the  Governour  for  the  time  being,  in  writing,  the  name  of  the  perfon  to 
whofe  immediate  care  the  ^aid  light-houfe  fhall  be  committed,  who  fhall 
be  fubjecf  to  fuch  rules  relating  to  the  keeping  and  tending  the  faid  light- 
houfe,  as  the  Governour,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  fhall  from  time 
to  time  order  amdr'appoint  : 

Refoived,  That  •  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Plymouth,  or  their  fucceifors 
in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  infpect  the  faid  light-houfe, 
and  fee  that  the  fame  be  well  tended  and  kept,  and  make  report  thereof  to

MESSAGE 
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XCVI. 

MESSAGE  from  his   Excellency    the   Governour,    by    the  Secretary, 

March   13,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentathes, 

I  HAVE  juft  received  an  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  3d  inftant,  on  the  fub- 
ject  of  their  refolutions  of  the  3  oth  of  April,  1784.  In  thofe  refolutions  it 
was  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  feveral  States,  to  veff.  Congrefs 
for  fifteen  years  with  power  to  prohibit  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  from 
being  imported  into,  or  exported  from  any  of  the  States,  in  veffels  belonging 
to  or  navigated  by  the  fubjects  of  any  power  with  whom  thefe  States  mall 
not  have  formed  treaties  of  commerce,  and  to  p'ohibit  the  fubjects  of  any 
foreign  State,  unlefs  authorized  by  treaty,  from  importing  into  the  United 
States  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  which  are  not  the  produce  or  ma- 
nufacture of  the  dominions  of  the  fovereign  whofe  fubjects  they  are. 

By  the  faid  act  it  appears,  that  four  States,  of  which  Majfachufetts  is  one, 
have  enacted  laws  conformable  to  thefe  recommendations  ;  that  three  other 
States  have  alfo  complied  with  them,  but  have  determined  the  time  of  com- 
mencement differently,  fo  that  there  will  be  a  difference  in  the  duration,  of 
the  power  granted  ;  that  three  other. States  have  paffed  laws  in  purfuance  of 
the  recommendation,  but  fo  inconfonant  to  them,  that  they  cannot  be  deem- 
ed compliances  ;  and  that  three  other  States  have  paffed  no  acts  whatever, 
relative  to  the  fubject,  and  all  the  faid  deficient  States  are  earneftly  folicited 
to  pafs  laws,  exactly  conformable  to  the  aforefaid  recommendations. 

The  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  together  with  the  faid  act,  will 
be  laid  before  you  for  your  further  information.

whereon  were  feventy-two  fettlers,  before  the  iff.  day  of  January,  1784^ 
and  whereas  John 'Cdlderwood,  and  others,  fettlers  on  the  faid  iflands,  have 
petitioned  this  Court,  for  a  grant  of  the  fame  to  them,  their  heirs  and 
affigns  :  Therefore 

Refolved,  That  all  the  iflands  belonging  to  and  compofing  the  divifion  of 
ih.e  Fox-IJlands,  as  defcribed  in  the  aforefaid  plan,  viz.  bounded  weflerly 
and  northerly  on  Penobfcot  bay, — eafterly  ori  Fox-IJland  bay  (which  fepa- 

rates 
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rates  thefe  iflands  from  the  Ijle  of  Hole  and  Deer-ljland,  divifions  of  iflands, 
and  foutherly  on  the  Atlantic  ocean,  be  and  they  .hereby  are  granted  and 
confirmed,  with  all  the  privileges  and  appurtenances  to  the  fame  belonging,' 
to  John  Calderwood,  and  the  other  fettlers,.  who  fettled  there  before  the  ift 
day  of  January,  1784,  their  heirs  and  affigns,  on  condition  the  faid  "John 
Calderwood  and  others  interefted  as  aforefaid,  appropriate  (of  good  land)  two

lings,  in  confolidated  Securities  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  provided,  that 
where  any  original  fettler  has  fold,  or  otherwife  difpofed  of  his  improve-* 
ment,  to  any  other  perfon,  the  purchafer  of  fucn  improvements,  his  heirs 
and  affigns,  mall  hold  the  fame  lands,  which  fuch  original  fettler  would  have 
held,  by  virtue  of  this  refolve,  if  there  had  been  no  fiich  :fale  or  difpofition.

The  Committee  of  both  Houfcs,  to  whom  was  committed  the  meffage 
of  his  Excellency  the  Govcrnour,  of  the  10th  of  February,  1786,  refpect- 
ing  the  conduct  of  a  Mr.  Wyer,  the  High-Sheriff  of  Charlotte  county,  in 
the  Britifh  province  of  Ne\v-Bnmfwick,  in  taking  and  carrying  off  the  body 

of 
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of  Mr.  cTnttle  (on  an  action  of  debt)  from  Moofe-Jjland,  as  reprefented  in  a 
letter  from  -James  Avery,  Efq;  to  Mr;  Secretary  Avery,  dated  at  Machias, 
the  24th  of  Ekc-ender*  laft-, — have  attended  that  fervice,  and  alk  leave  to 
report  as  their  opinion. — That  the  matter  complained  of  in  the  faid  letter, 
involves  in  it  fueh  a  great  national  queftion,  refpecting  the  bounds  of  terri- 
tory, as  can  only  be  taken  up  with  propriety  byCongrefs  : — That  therefore 
his  Excellency  the  Governour,  be  requefted  to  procure,  as  foon  as  poffible, 
the  evidence  necelfary  to  afcertain  the  facts  complained  of,  and  to  tranfmit 
the  fame  to  the  Delegates  of  this  State  in  Congrefs,  to  be  by  them  laid  be- 
fore the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aifembled,  for  their  confideration  and 
determination. 

And  with  regard  to  the  latter  claufe  of  the  Governour's  meffage,  refpect- 
ing  the  conduct  of  the  Naval-Officers  and  their  Deputies,  the  Committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  difficulty  mentioned  in  the  letter  xromjames  Avery, 
Efq;  Collector  at  Machias,  may  be  prevented  in  future,  by  directing  the 
Secretary  to  tranfmit,  forthwith,  to  each  of  the  Naval-Officers  in  that  de- 
partment, printed  copies  of  the  feveral  acts  and  refolves,  now  in  force,  that 
refpects  the  office  and  duty  of  Naval-Officers,  and  their  Deputies,  that  fo 
no  plea  of  ignorance  in  their  duty  may  for  the  future  be  made. 

And  whereas  another  meffage  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  dated 
November  24,  1785,  (which  was  committed  to  a  joint  Committee  at  thelaft 
fitting  of  the  General  Court,  but  not  acted  upon)  is  now  committed  to  the 
prefent  Committee,  in  which  his  Excellency  acquaints  the  two  houfes  with 
the  conduct  of  the  afore-mentioned  Sheriff,  in  compelling  the  inhabitants  of 
Moofe-Ijland  to  fend  Jurors  to  the  county  Court  of  Charlotte  county,  oh 
pain  of  forfeiting  their  effaces  in  cafe  of  refufal ;  and  that  on  his.  reprefent- 
ing  to  Mr. Carleton,  Governour  of  New-Brunfwick,  the  conduct  of  the  faid 
Sheriff,  he  received  from  the  faid  Governour  fuch  an  anfwer  as  contained  an 
implied  declaration,  "  that  the  faid  idand,  with  feveral  other  iilands,  is,  by 
virtue  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  within  that  Province."  And  that  thereupon 
he  had,  by  letter  to  our  Delegates,  informed  Congrefs  of  thole  proceedings, 
and  alfo  fent  an  account  of  them  to  the  minifter  of  the  United  States  at  Lon- 
don. This  Committee  therefore  afk  leave  further  to  report  as  their  opinion, 
that  the  early  attention  and  vigilance  of  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  in 
taking  fuch  prudent  care  that  the  Commonwealth  fhould  fuffer  no  harm,  is 
worthy  the  character  of  a  virtuous  and  patriotic  Governour,  and  deferyes  the 
warm  approbation  of  the  legiflative  body  :  and  that  his  Excellency  be  re- 
quefted rto  procure  all  fuch  further  evidence  as  may  be  thought  needful  to  be 
laid  before  Congrefs,  and  take  all  fuch  other  meafures  as  he  mall  think"  re- 
quisite, topreyent  encroachments  on  the  territorial  rights  and fovereignty  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  United  States.

Refolve  on  the  Governour's  meffage,  relative  to  the  convicts  confined  on 
Cajlle-Ijland,  appointing  a  committee  to  determine  on  a  plan  of  a  prifo'n 
for  them,  and  granting  four  hundred- pounds  to  the  Commiffary-General 
to  furnifh  materials.     March  22,    1786. 

The  Committee  of  both  Houfes,  appointed  at  the  laft  fitting  of  this  Court, 
to  whom  was  committed  the  coniideration  of  that  part  of  the  Governour's 
meffage  of  the  5th  of  hil  November,  which  refpcdted  the  fafe  keeping  of  the 
convicts  confined  to  hard  labour  on  Gaftle-Tjland,  in  the  harbour  of  Bojion, 
have  attended  that  fervice,  and  afk  leave  to  report. — That  they  have,  agree- 
able to  their  appointment,  viiited  the  faid  Ifland  in  the  recefs  of  the  Court, 
and  care!  ully  examined  the  ftate  and  circumftances  of  the  prifoners,  now 
under  confinement  there,  and  alfo  the  condition  of  the  barracks  in  which 
they  are  at  prefent  lodged  ;  and  find  that  the  buildings  now  erected  on  that 
Ifland,  are  by  no  means  adapted  to,  or  fufficient  for  the  fafe  keeping  of  the 
convicts  that  are  now  there.  And  whereas  among  the  number  of  convidts 
from  all  parts  of  this  State,  who  are  or  may  be  fentenced  to  be  confined  to 
hard  labour  on  that  Ifland,  there  will  probably  be  many  perfons  of  the  "moft 
flagitious  and  abandoned  characters,  ready  to  attempt  the  moft  defperate 
meafures  for  procuring  their  liberty ;"  the  Committee  therefore  afk  leave  fur- 
ther to  report  as  their  opinion,  that  it  is  abfolutely  neceffary  for  the  fafe  keep- 
ing of  the  faid  convicts,  and  for  the  fecurity  of  the  garrifon,  that  a  prifon 
be  forthwith  built,  on  fome  convenient  part  of  Caftle-IJland,  within  the 
harbour  of ^Bqfton,  of  fufficient  bignefs  and  ftrength,  to  contain  and  fecure 
fuch  a  number  of  convicts,  as  may  be  likely,  at  any  one  time,  to  be  under 
fentence  of  confinement  to  hard  labour  on  the  faid  Ifland.  And  the  faid 
Committee  beg  leave  to  fuggeft  the  propriety  of  choofing  a  Committee  forth- 
with, for  the  purpofe  of  preparing  a  proper  plan  or  draft  of  fuch  a  prifon, 
together  with  all  fuch  out-houfes  and  work-fhops,  as  may  be  neceffary  for 
accommodating  and  employing,  to  the  greateft  advantage,  fuch  of  the  faid 
convidts  as  may  be  capable  of  making  nails,  or  of  being  profitably  employed 
in  any  other  branch  of  machanic  buiinefs,  and  to  lay  the  fame  before  the 
next  General  Court. 

Read  and  accepted,  and  Ordered,  That  Richard  Crunch  and  Peleg  Coffin, 
Efq'rs.  Mr. Dawes,  Mr  .Thatcher  zndM.r. Davis,  be  aCommittee  for  the  pur- 
pofe herein  mentioned.  And  the  faid  Committee  are  inftrudted  to  confider 
of,  and  report  meafures  neceffary  to  be  immediately  taken  for  the  fafe  keep- 
ing of  the  convidts  confined  on  Caftle-IJland.    Who  reported  as  follows, 

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  this  Court  that  the  place  aflignedfor  the  tem- 
porary confinement  of  the  convidts  on  Caftle-IJland,  in  the  harbour  of 
Bofton,-  is  fo  fmall  that  it  will  be  inconfiftent  with  their  health,  and  the 
health  of  the  garrifon,  to  have  them  fo  clofely  confined  when  the  hot  wea- 

X  ther 
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thcr  fhall  come  on  :  And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court  neceffary  that  a 
ftrong  building,  not  exceeding  fixty  feet  in  length,  and  forty  feet  in  breadth, 
and  two  ftory  high,  to  be  framed  of  folid  timbers  of  twelve  inches  fquare, 
with  fuch  offices  and  work-mops  as  may  be  requifite,  mould  be  erected  as 
foon  as  poffible,  for  the  fafe  keeping  and  employing  of  the  convicts,  who 
ihall  from  time  to  time  be   fentenced  to  hard  labour  on  the  faid  Illand  : 

Therefore  Rejolved,  That  Richard  Crunch,  Thomas  Dawes  and  Ebenezer 
Wales,  Efq'rs.  be  a  Committee  to  determine  on  a  plan  of  the  faid  prifon, 
and  the  buildings  therewith  connected  ;  and  alfo-on  the  particular  place  on 
the  faid  Ifland,  where  the  fame  ihall  be  erected.  And  that  the  mm  of 'four

The  committee  of  both  Branches  of  the  Legislature,  appointed  to  examine 
and  count  the  votes  returned  for  Governour  and  Lieutenant-GbvernOur, 
for  the  year  enfuing,  reported  the  whole  number  for  Governour  to  be 
8231,  of  which  his  Excellency  James  Boivdoin,  Efqj  had  6001— Hand  for 
Lieutenant-Governour,  the  whole  number  to  be  7429,  whereof  his 
Honour  Thomas  Cujhing,  Efq;  had  5651.  A  committee  of  both  Houfes 
having  waited  on  his  Excellency  and  his  Honour*  and  informed  them 
of  their  election,  a  time  was  affigned  for  declaring  their  acceptance,  and 
qualifying  them felves  agreeable  to  the  constitution;  At  four  o'clock* 
P.  M.  they  accordingly  met  both  Houfes,  convened  in  the  Senate-Cham- 
ber, when  his  Excellency  addrerTed  them  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  "and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  6f  Reprefentdttlves& 

TH  E  election  to  any  refpedtable  office,  When  made  .by  a  free,  ihde-i 
pendent,  aad  enlightened  people,  is  an  honour  to  the  Subject  of  it  j 
and  the  honour  rifes  in  proportion  to  that  respectability. 

This  reflection  excites  in  my  mind  the  warmeSfc  Sentiments  of  refpedt  and 
gratitude  to  my  brethren,  the  good  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the 
distinguishing  honour  they  have  conferred,  by  placing  me  in  the  Chaif  of 
Government.  As  it  demonstrates  their  approbation  of  my  part  admini*. 
fixation,  it  will  be  a  Stimulus  to  perfeverance  in  that  line  of  conduct  which. 
has  been  honoured  with  it. 

Permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  thank  you  for  the  polite  manner,  in  which 
you  have  notified  me  of  the  election  j  and  to  allure  you,  that  I  /hall  moSb 
readily  co-operate  with  you,  in  every  meafure  contributive  to  the  happinefs 
and  profperity  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  confidence  of  your  aid  upon  all  fteceflafy  occasions,  I  accept  the  im- 
portant office,  to  which  the  public  Suffrages  has  called  me  g  and  am  ready

The  time  and  place  having  been  previously  fettled,., the  Governour  met  the 
two  Branches  of  the.  Legislature  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Representatives, 
when  his  Excellency  thus  ^ddreffed  them  : 

Gentlemen -of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the '  Hotfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

AGREEABLY  to  the  requeft  of  the  M  General  Court,  I.tranf- 
mitted  to  your  Delegates  in  Congrefs  a  copy  of  the  Several  papers  that  relate 
to  the  tranfaftions  of  the  commissioners  for  fettling  the  eaftern  boundaiy 
line  of  Niiv-Tork  ;  and  of  the  Court's  refblve,  giving  them  certain  powers 
for  effeding  a  fettlement  of  the  interfering  claims  of  the  two  States  to  lands 
in  the  weftern  territory. 

With  refpect  to  the  firft,  I  defired  thofe  gentlemen  to  communicate  the 
papers  to  the  new  commissioners,  appointed  by  Congrefs  to  run  that  line  ; 
and  to  procure  from  them  the  needful  information  of  the  time  they  would 
attend  on  this  bufinefs  :  the  time  mentioned  in  their  firft  letter,  being  ren- 
dered precarious  by  their  fecond  letter  :  in  confequence  of  which  thofe  pa- 
pers were  tranfmitted ':  But  no  further  information  has  been  yet  received 
from  them  on  the  Subject.  One  of  the  Agents  appointed  on  the  part  of 
this  State,  the  honourable  Mr.  Sedgwick,  informs  me  by  his  letter  of  the 
firft  inftant,  that  his  prior  engagements  to  the  government  as  a  Delegate  in 
Congrefs,  and  his  obligations  to  his  colleagues,  render  his  attention  to  this 
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bufinefj  impracticable  ;  and  he  is  therefore  obliged,  though  With  reluctance, 
to  decline  the  honour  of  the  appointment.  Perhaps,  Gentlemen,  you  may 
think  it  proper  to  appoint  another  Agent  in  his  ftead, 

:  With'  refped:  to  the  interfering  claims  of  the  two  States,  I  have  received 
a  letter  from  our  Delegates,- dated  the  19th  inftknt,  ericlofing  a  copy  of  a  fup- 
plementary  aft  of  the  legiflature  of  Ncw--Tcr£,  patted  the  2.8  th  of  April  laft, 
appointing  feven  gentlemen  Agents  for  vindicating  the'  right  and  jurifdic- 
tion  of  that  State  againft  the  claims  of  this  State  :  and  any  five  or  more  of 
them  are  by  that  act  empowered  to  fettle  the  controverfy  between  the  two 
States,  otherwife  than  by  the  Federal  Court,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  mall 
judge  moft  conducive  to  the  intereft  of  that  State.  You  will  confider  Gen- 
tlemen, whether  it  would  not  be  eligible  to  give  the  Agents  on  our  part 
iimilar  powers  :  and  whether  in  that  cafe  the  probable  confequence  would 
not  be  a  fpeedier  decifiori  of  the  controverfy. 

Among  the  fubjedls,  that  claim  your  attention,  Gentlemen,  the  Univer- 
lity-  at  Cambridge  is  not  the  leaft  important.  The  encouragement  of  litera- 
ture, and  the  diffufion  of  knowledge,  were  among  the  firfr.  cares  of  our  wor- 
thy anceftOrs.  After  providing  the  common  means  of  inftruclion,  they  in- 
ftituted  Harvard- College,  which  from  that'  time  to  the  prefent  has  amply 
anfwered  the  end  of  its  inftitutiom 

It  has  always  been  under  the  patronage  of  the  General  Court,  who  from 
time  to  time  have  made  grants  for  the  fupport  of  its  Prefident  and  Profeffors. 
The  laft  grant  for  that  purpofe  was  in  June,  1784,  for  their  falaries  to  the 
proceeding  January. — With  you  Gentlemen,  who  muft  be  fenfible  of  the 
great  benefits  derived  to  the  Commonwealth  from  that  inititution,  there  can 
belittle  occafion  of  ufing  arguments  fdr  cbiitinuing  thofe  grants.  The 
meer  reprefentation  of  the  arrearage,  I  am  perfuaded,  will  induce  you  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  it  :  efpecially  as  the  Conftitution  declares,  that 
"  itfhall  be  the  duty  of  legiflators  and  magifirates,  to  cheriih  the  interefts 
of  literature  and  the  fciences,  and  all  femirtaries  of  them,  efpecially  the  Uni- 
verfity  at  Cambridge."'  Confidering  too,  that  in  mdft  of  tlie  United  States 
there  is  now  a  remarkable  difpofition  in  favour  of  literature  and  fcience  : 
for  promoting  and  encouraging  of  which,  there  appears  among  them  a  mofl 
laudable  fpirit  of  emulation. 

Under  the  regal  government,  to  which,  it  is  hoped,  the  republican  will 
in  no  inflance  be  inferior,  thofe  grants  were  regularly  made.  Befides  which, 
about  twenty  years  before;  and  down;  to,  the  time  of  its  abolition,  there  was 
in  every  new-granted  townihip  one  fhare'  referved  for,  and  granted  to,  Har- 
vard-College, exempted  from  all.  taxes  :  and  fimilar  relervations: were  in- 
tended to  be  made  in  all  after-grants"  of  townfhips,  until  the'  College-eftate 
mould  produce  a  yearly  income  fo  large,  as  that  aHfurther  grants  both  of 
land  and  money  might*  with  propriety  and  without  difcouraging  literature, 
be  difcontinued. 

I  would  recommend  it  to  your  confidera'tioti,  Gentlemen,  whether,  upon, 
thefe  principles,  it  would  nor  be  proper  to  confirm  to  the  College  all  the..' 
land-grants,  that  have  been  made  to  it  as  above-mentioned  ;  and  to  fecure 
tp  it  one  fliare  in  fuch  townfhips  as  may  hereafter  be  granted; 
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Another  fubject,  and  a  moil  important  one,  that  requires  your  immediate 
attention,  Gentlemen,  is  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the .  15th  of  February 
laft  ;  mofr.  earneftly  recommending  to  the  deficient  States  an  immediate  and 
full  compliance  with  the  revenue  fyftem  propofed  by  that  honourable  Body 
by  their  ad!  of  the  18th  of  April,  1783.— I  communicated  it  to  the  General 
Court  at  their  laft  feffion  :  but  they  thought  proper  to  refer  it  to  the  conn- 
deration  of  the  preient  General  Court, 

Among  the  States,  which  have  only  in  part  acceded  to  that  fyftem,  is  the 
Commonwealth  of  MaJJachuJetts  :  whofe  Legiflature,  with  the  Legiflatures 
of  the  other  deficient  States,  is  with  unufual  anxiety,  and  with  a  folemn  earn- 
eftnefs,  called  upon  by  Congrefs  to  pafs  laws  in  full  conformity  to  it. 
They  urge  a  compliance  from  motives  and  considerations  of  great  moment, 
which  muft  make  a  deep  impreflion  on  every  one,  who  has  a  real  concern 
for  the  honour  and  happinefs  of  the  United  States  :  and  if  a  better  fyftem 
cannot  be  propofed,  this  fingle  confideration,  that  our  freedom  and  indepen- 
dence were  r urchafed  by  the  debt  it  was  intended  to  difcharge,  ftiould  invi- 
gorate every  exertion  to  carry  it  into  execution. 

Some  of  the  States  do  not  feem  furficiently  fenfible,  that  the  freedom  and 
independence,  thus  derived  to  them,  have  given  them  a  new  and  important 
character — a  national  character,  from  which,  as  relative  to  each  other  indivi- 
dually, and  to  the  united  body  collectively,  new  duties  have  originated, 
which  they  are  indifpenfibly  held  to  perform  ;  and  fome  of  which  are  ex- 
prefsly  pointed  out  by  the  Confederation. 

By  the  Confederation  the  States  refpe<ftively  do  folemnly  pledge  and  en- 
gage their  faith,  to  abide  by  the  determinations  of  Congrefs  on  all  queftions, 
which  by  the  Confederation  are  fubmitted  to  the  decjifion  of  Congrefs  3  and 
that  the  articles  of  it  mall  be  inviolably  observed. 

By  thofe  articles  Congrefs  have  authority  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit 
of  the  United  States  ,•  to  afcertain  the  neceflary  fums  to  be  raifed  for  the 
fervice  of  the.  States  ;  and  to  appropriate  and  apply  the  fame  for  defraying 
the  expence  of  that  fervice  ;  and  the  feveral  States  are  held  to  fupply  thofe 
fums  in  certain  proportions  ;  for  paying  which,  taxes  fhall  be  laid  and  levi- 
ed by  the  authority  of  their  refpective  Legiflatures,  within  the  time  agreed 
upon  by  Congrefs, 

Upon  the  faith  and  promife  of  the  United  States,  thus  pledged  and  en- 
gaged, and  to  carry  on  the  war,  Congrefs  procured  loans  from  France, 
Spain  and  Holland,  and  from  citizens  of  the  States,  which,  with  other  charges 
incured  by  the  war,  amount  to  a  considerable  fum.  The  nations  and 
individuals,  to  whom  this  fum  is  due,  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  they  do> 
expect,  that  it  will  be  paid  according  to  that  pledge  and  engagement :  and 
the  feveral  States  in  the  Union  are  under  every  obligation  of  juftice,  honour 
and  good  faith,  to  exert  their  utmoft  ability  for  that  purpofe.  And  you 
will  permit  me  to  add,  that  it  is  particularly  incumbent  on  you,  Gentlemen, 
as  the  Legiflature  of  this  State,  to  make  provifion  for  the  payment  of  our 
proportion  of  that  debt. 

To  extinguish  the  debt,  a  mode  is  pointed  out  by  the  revenue  fyftem 
above-mentioned,  which  Congrefs,  after  the  caoft  mature  deliberation*  de- 
clares. 
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dares  to  be  the  belt  in  their  power  to  propofe.  It  recommends  to  the 
feveral  States  to  invert;  Congrefs  with  a  power  to  levy,  for  the  ufe  of  the" 
United  States,  certain  duties  upon  goods  imported  into  the  faid  States  from 
any  foreign  port.  And  alfo  to  eftablilh,  for  twenty- five  years,  and  to  ap- 
propriate to  the  difcharge  of  the  debts  contracted  on  the  faith  of  the  United 
States,  fubftantial  and  effectual  revenues,  of  filch  a  nature  as  they  may  judge 
moft  convenient,  for  fupplying  their  refpedtive  proportions  of  one  million 
and  five  hundred  thoufand  dollars  annually,  exclufive  of  the  aforefaid  duties  : 
provided,  that  until  the  rule  of  the  Confederation  (or  fome  other  rule)  cart 
be  carried  into  practice,  the  proportions  of  the  faid  fum  mall  be  as  mention- 
ed in  the  Revenue  Act :  which  affigns  to  this  Commonwealth  the  annual 
proportion  of  two  hundred  twenty-four  thoufand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
ieven  dollars. 

The  former  part  of  this  recommendation  has  been  complied  with  by  the 
Legiflature  of  this  State;  with  this  deviation,  however,  that  inftead  of  em- 
powering Congrefs,  they  have  by  an  Adt  of  their  own  laid  the  recommend- 
ed duties  :  fubjedt  to  this  provifo,  conformably  to  the  recommendation,  that 
the  Act  fhall  not  operate,  until  all  the  United  States  have  pafled  adts  for 
impofing  the  like  duties. 

The  refolutions  of  Congrefs  relative  to  this  bufinefs;  together  with  a 
meffage  of  the  27th  of  February  laft,  to  the  General  Court,  on  the  fame 
fubjedt,  are  on  the  files  of  the  Court*  and  to  which  you  will  pleafe  to  be 
referred. 

The  Commiflioners  of  the  Treafury  of  the  United  States  have  transmitted 
a  book,  containing  their  account  of  taxes  with  each  particular  State  excl-  - 
five  of  fpecifick  fupplies,  ftated  to  the  firft:  of  November  1.1ft  :  and  aild.  an 
account  of  thofe  fupplies,  that  have  been  demanded  of  each  State, 
would  have  been  communicated  to  the  General  Court  at  their  bit  ieiuo/.,  h :.6 
it  not,  by  fome  accident,  been  miflaid.  The  former  account  Hiciudes  raxes 
and  credits,  for  Old  Emiflion  dollars,  New-Emiffion  and  fpeae  dollars  ;, 
and  the  balances  due  in  each. 

With  refpedt  to  the  firft  mentioned  account  with  Mafdchnjctts,  there 
was  a  balance  due  from  this  State  in  the  Old  Emiflion.  On  finding  it 
right,  and  a  much  larger  fum  of  the  Old  Emiflion  dollars  being  iir  tne 
Treafury,  a  warrant  was  immediately  iflued  on  the  Treafurer  to.  pay  tli.it: 
balance  to  the  Loan-Officer  of  the  United  States  t  and  it  has  been-  accord-  > 
ingly  paid.  There  is  the  appearance  of  a  large  balance  of  New /Emiflion 
dollars  due  from  this  State:  but  when  we  are  credited,  for  the  payments, 
made  by  the  late  Treafurer  Gardner,  for  the  fums  cancelled*  or  burnt,  by  a 
committee  of  the  General  Court,  and  for  what  the  prefent  Treafurer  has  id 
hand,  the  remaining  balance  will  be  comparatively  fmall,  and  may  in  a 
fhort  time  be  wholly  paid,  if  the  extant  taxes  intended  to  redeem  that  emif- 
fion,  be  properly  called  for. 

The  balance  in  fpecie  appears  alfo  to  be  large  :  but  it  will  be  greatly  re- 
duced, when  all  the  fums  paid  are  credited,  and  the  account  in  other  refpedts 
properly  adjufted.  The  State  however,  is,  with  regard  to  this  -  balance, 
confiderable  in  arrear,  and  the  Loan- Officer  has  been  with  me,  requeuing, 
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that  I  Would  reprefent  to  the  General  Court  the  urgent  necefhty,  which 
preffes  for  the  fpeedy  payment  of  it— ^Upon  this  head  I  fent  meilages  to  the 
General  Court,  dated  the  24th  of  Qthber,  the  3d  of  November,  and  the  3d 
of  February  laft,  accompanied  with  feveral  letters  from  the  Commiffioners 
of  the  Treafury,  and  Mr  Secretary  'Thorn/on  ;  together  with  a  refolution  of 
Congrefs  of  the  12th  ofO&ober,  which  are  all  upon  the  fame  fubject  ;  ear- 
neftly  urging  the  payment  of  arrearages,  due  on  the  feveral  requifitions  of 
Congrefs  prior  to  the  laft  ;  and  reprefenting,  in  very  forcible  terms,  the 
evil  confequences  that  mull;  refill t  from  delay.  By  recuring  to  thofe  papers, 
Gentlemen,  you  will  fee  the  great  importance  of  fully  complying  with 
thofe  requifitions  \  and  muft  be  induced  to  take  vigorous  meafures  for  en- 
forcing the  collection  of  the  taxes  laid  for  that  purpofe. 

At  the  fame  time,  Gentlemen,  yOu  are  providing  means  for  complying 
with  the  requiirtions  of  Congrefs,  you  will  naturally  take  into  confideration 
the  ftate  of  our  own  particular  debt.  A  general  view  of  it  was  exhibited 
to  the  laft  Court  ;  and  you  can  at  pleafure  recur  to  that  exhibition. 

It  .is  particularly  neceffary  you  mall  attend  to  the  ftate  of  the  debt,  as  it 
refpects  the  laft  and  prefent  year.  Among  other  purpofes,  the  laft  tax-act 
provides  for  the  redeeming  of  one  hundred  thoufand  pounds  of  the  army  notes  : 
going  Upon  the  idea,  that  that  fum  would  redeem  the  whole  remainder. 
But  there  will  ftill  be  a  reriiainder  of  ten  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
pounds  four  fallings  and  four  pence  of  thofe  notes,  for  the  redemption  of 
which  the  act  does  not  make  provifion.  That  remainder,  however,  need 
not  for  the  prefent  be  considered,  as  the  fale  of  State  lands,  and  fome  other 
means,  already  provided,  may  be  fufficient  to  redeem  it. 

Of  the  confolidated  feeurities,  hTued  by  the  Treafurer,  there  is  one  bun- 
dfenfeven  thoufand  five  hundred  and  ninety -five  pounds  feventeen  fallings  and 
eleven  pence  half -penny,  that  was  payable  the  laft  year  :,  which,  with  three 
hundred  forty-five  tho\%ifand  four  hundred  and  eighteen  pounds  nineteen  foil- 
lings  and  eight  pence,  half -penny  of  the  like  feeurities,  payable  the  prefent 
year,  makes  four  hundred  fifty-three  thoufand  and  fourteen  pounds  feventeen 
jhillings  and  eight  pence. :  the  greateft  part  of  which  is  now  payable,  and  the 
whole  will  be  fo,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  beiides  the  intereft  that  will  then 
be  due. 

The  payment  of  thefe  feeurities  is  provided  for  by  five  taxes  laid  on  the 
year  1785,  for  four  hundred  twenty-three  thoufand  .two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  -,  "and  by  four  taxes  on  the  prefent  year  for  three  hundred  eighty-fix 
thoufand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  :  for  which  taxes  the  Treafurer  is 
empowered  and  directed  to  iffue  his  warrants,  in  cafe  the  General  Court 
fhould  not,  by  the  firft  of  July  in  each  year,  agree  upon  a  tax-act  for  ap- 
portioning thofe  taxes  upon  the  Commonwealth.  The  acts  laying  thole 
taxes  were  palled  the  17th  of  February,  the  15th  of  May,  and  the  5th  of 
July,  1781  -,  and  the  25th  of  March,  1783  :  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treafurer  after  the  firft  of  July  next,  to  iffue  his  warrants  for  apportioning 
and  collecting  them,  at  leait  to  the  amount  of  the  aforefaid  fum  of  four  hun- 
dred fifty-three  :  thoufand  and  fourteen  pounds  feventeen  Jhillings  and  eight 
pence,  excluiive  of  the  intereft.     The  reafoa  why  the  t.vx£o  fo  much  exceed 

"the 
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the  debt  tliey  were  intended  to  difcharge,  may  be  conjectured,  from  an  aft 
palTed  the  6th  of  March,  1782  :  by  which  an  alteration  was  made  in  the 
tune  of  payment  of  government  fecurities  iSfuable,  and  forri.e  of  which  had 
been  illued,  by  virtue  of  anterior  acts.  The  payment  was  postponed  a  year 
without  a  correfpondent  postponement  of  the  taxes. 

It  would  be  for  the  honour  and  reputation  of  the  Government,  if  its  debt 
could  be  paid  at  the  feveral  times  it  will  become  due.  But  if  the  tax  laid 
upon  the  prefent  year  by  thelaSt  tax-act  of  three  hundred  thotif and  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  pounds  one  Jhilling  and  three  pence,  connected  with  the 
lum  aforefiid,  exceeds  the  ability  of  the  Commonwealth,  concerning  which 
you,  Gentlemen,  are  the  judges,  would  it  not  be  advifeable  to  propofe  to  its 
creditors  afyftem  of  payment,  by  which  certain  proportions  of  the  debt,  to 
which  the  public  ability  would  be  equal,  mould  be  annually  paid>  until  the 
whole  be  extinguished  ?  If  this,  Gentlemen,  Should  be  your  opinion,  you 
may  think  it  proper  to  extend  the  propoSal  to  the  remaining  creditors  of  the 
Commonwealth  :  to  whom  there  will  be  due  on  confolidated  Securities*  iri 
1787,  including  the  debt  to  a  mercantile  houfe  in  France,  three  hundred fif- 
ty-eight thou '/and 'five  hundred  and  fifty-one  pounds  £fteen  foillings  and  eight 
fence  half-penny  ;  in  1788,  three  hundred  forty-five  thoufand  four  hundred 
and  eighteen  pounds  nineteen  Jhillings  and  eight  pe?ice  half-penny  }  and  in 
1789,  t-wo  hundred  thirty '-/even  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-three 
pounds  one  Jhilling  and  nine  pence.  The  amount  of  all  the  confolidated 
fecurities,  that  have  been  iSTued  by  the  Treafurer,  and  are  now  extant,  ac- 
cording to  a  memorandum  I  have  had  from  him,  is  one  million  three  hundred 
ninety  four  thou/and  eight  hundred  and  eight  pounds  fourteen  /Joinings  and  ten 
pence,  exclusive  of  intereti;  I    .   ,  1 

For  the  payment  of  the  firSl -futti,,  taxes  are  laid  on  the  year  1787  for  three 
hundred  eighty -fix  thoufand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds— and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  two  laSt  mentioned  annual  Sums,  both  amounting  to  five  hun- 
dred eighty -three  thou/ and  two  hundred  and  forty- two  pounds' one  Jloillmg  and 
five  pefiCe  half -penny,  taxes Pare  laid- on  the  year  1788  for  three  hundred 
eighty-fix  thoufand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds — which,  with  tile  furplufage 
taxes  laid  on  the  years  1785  and  1786,  are  the  funds  for  Securing  that  pay- 
ment. 

This,  Gentlemen,  is  the  State  of  the  domeStick  debt  as  it  Stood  the  27th. 
of  the  laSt  month  ;  and  thefe  are  the  funds  for  the  payment  of  it.  There 
will  be  fome  addition  to-  be  made'  to  it,  as  all  the  accounts  relative  to  the 
Penob/ioi  expedition,  and  other  matters  of  charge,  have  not  yet  been  fettled. 
It  is  juSily  expeited  however,,  that  the  coft  of  that  expedition  will  be  al- 
lowed to  us  by  CongreSs; 

A  wel-1-digeSted  Syttem  of  payment*  Supported  and  recommended  by  pro- 
per tax-acts,  with  fuch  provisions  as  would  inSure  a  punctual  payment  at  the 
Stipulated  times,  would  probably  meet  the  approbation  of  the  creditors  of 
.  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  be  acceptable  to  the  people  in  general.  In  that 
cafe,  the  former  would  receive;  their  debt  in  reafortable  proportions  at  the 
Stipulated  times  ;  and-  the  latter  be  relieved,  not  only  by  a  division  or  distri- 
bution of  the  taxes  upon' a  number  of  years,  but  by  the  encreafing  popu- 
lation 3 
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lation  ;  which  would  annually  fupply  hew  and  additional  fubje&s  to  bear  a 
part  of  the  taxation* 

If,  however,  by  a  vigorous  exertion,  we  could  cancel  the  domeftick  debt, 
within  the  time,  at  which  the  fecurities  of  the  remoteft  payment  are  pay- 
able, viz,  "17%,  transferring  to  that  year  a  fufficiency  of  the  overplus  tax 
of  the  laft  and  prefent  year*  and  annihilating  the  reft  of  the  overplus,  it 
might  be  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  than  to  procraftinate 
it,-~-This  cancellation  being  efFe&ed,  and  all  our  finance-refources  directed 
to  one  point,  ways  and-jneans-might  be  found  to  fupply  our  proportion  of 
the  foreign  debt  without  much  difficulty. 

Such  an  exertion,  founded  On  the  unalterable  principles  of  rectitude,  and 
commutative  juftice— a  bans,  on  which  the  happinefs  and  profperity  of  na- 
tions, as  well  as  of  individuals,  fo  eflentially  depend — would  be  productive 
of  great  effects  ;  and  fyftematically  purfued,  would  in  a  fhort  time,  not  only 
greatly  reduce  the  debt  j  but  proportionably  advance  the  credit  and  repu- 
tation of  the  Commonwealth. 

There  are  other  matters,  Gentlemen ,  which  require  your  confederation, 
and  which  I  mail  communicate  to  you  by  meflage.

MESSAGE  from  his   Excellency  the   Governour,     by  the    Secretary* 

June  7,   1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

THE  Major-Generals*  chofen  for  the  feveral  divifions  of  the  militia, 
have  refpeclively  accepted  the  choice,  and  commiffions  have  in  confequence 
of  it,  been  fent  to  them,  viz. 

To  Major- General  Lincoln,  of  thefirft  divifion,  comprehending  the  coun- 
ty of  Suffolk. 

To  Major-General  Titcomb,  of  the  fecond  divifion,  comprehending  the 
county  oiEJfex. 

To  Major-General  Brooks,  of  the  third  divifion,  comprehending  the  coun- 
ty of  Middle/ex. 

To  Major-General  Shepard,  of  the  fourth  divifion,  comprehending  the 
county  of  Hampjliire. 

To  Major-General  Cobb,  of  the  fifth  divifion,  comprehending  the  coun- 
ties of  Plymouth,  Barnjlable,  Brijlol,  Dukes-County  and  Nantucket. 

To  Major- General  Goodwin,  of  the  fixth  divifion,  comprehending  the 
counties  of  Tork  and  Cumberland. 

To  Major-General  Warner,  of  the  feventh  divifion,  comprehending  the 
County  of  Worcejler. 

To  Major-General  Lithgow,  of  the  eighth  divifion,  comprehending  the 
county  of  Lincoln.  * 

To  Major-General  Patter/on,  of  the  ninth  divifion,  comprehending  the 
county  of  Berk/hire. 

In  carrying  the  militia  laws  into  execution,  a  difficulty  has  occurred,  in 
regard  to  the  electing  of  officers.  In  thofe  laws  no  direction  is  given,  as 
to  the  time  and  manner  of  convening  the  electors,  of  collecting  votes,  and 
of  certifying  to  the  Governour  the  officers  elected  :  all  which  circumftances, 
the  conffitution  requires  fhould  be  regulated  by  Handing  laws. 

In  considering  this  matter,  Gentlemen,  you  will  pleafe  to  confider  alio, 
whether  in  the  new  fupplemental  law  (if  you  fhould  think  proper  to  pafs 
fuch  an  one)  it  fhould  not  be  provided,  that  all  vacancies,  at  the  time  of 
paffing  it,  fhould  be  filled  up,  within  a  given  time  j  and  all  after-vacancies 
within  a  given  time  alfo,  after  they  fhould  refpeclively  happen  ?  whether 
there  fhould  not  be  a  prefcribed  mode  of  notifying  the  officers  of  their  elec- 
tion ?  and  in  cafes,  in  which  the  electors  refufe  or  neglect  to  meet  and 
choofe  their  officers  at  the  time  affigned,  whether  the  time  and  mode  of  no- 
tifying it  to  the  Governour,  fhould  not  be  afcertained,  that  as  foon  as  may 
be,  after  the  notification,  he  may  appoint  fuch  officers,  purfuant  to  the  con- 
ftitution  ?  and  if  in  any  town  there  fhould  be  a  regiment  or  companies,  def- 

titutc 
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titute  of  officers,  mould  it  not  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  of  fuch 
town,  on  the  requifition  of  th-2  Major  General,  to  notify  the  qualified  elec- 
tors to  meet  and  elecT:  their  dffieers,  and  in  all  refpefts  proceed  in  that  bu- 
finefs,  according  to  law  ? 

Would  it  not  be  proper  alfo,  that,  befide  laws  for  regulating  the  militia 
in  a  time  of  tranquility,  there  mould  be  formed  a  well-digefted  body  of 
martial  law  :  to  which,  recurrence  may  be  had,  in  any  future  exigency  ? 

1  have  had  a  letter  from  the  Major-General  of  the  firft  divifion,  upon  the 
fubjecl:  of  the  militia  laws  ;  which  will  be  communicated  to  you.

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency    the    Governour,    by  the  Secretary, 

JuneS,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  ReprefentativeSf 

PURSUANT  to  the  requeft  of  the  General  Court,  I  applied  throUgrf 
our  delegates  to  Congrefs,  for  the  loan  of  fixty  brafs  field  pieces  of  artillery, 
for  the  ufe  of  fuch  of  our  artillery  companies,  as  are  forming  :  but  Congrefs 
thought  it  improper,  that  the  cannon  and  military  ftores  in  the  arfenals  of 
the  United  States  mould  be  difperfed  :  as  you  will  obferve  by  their  proceed- 
ings of  the  1 9  th  of  April. 

There  are  eight  of  the  artillery  companies  already  provided  with  field 
pieces  :  and  for  the  remaining  companies,  which,  when  eompleated  agree- 
ably to  the  intention  of  the  militia  laws,  will  require  about  feventy  field 
pieces  more,  with  their  apparatus,  you  will  pleafe,  gentlemen,  to  make  the 
needful  provifion. 

Several  of  thofe  companies  already  formed,  have  applied  for  the  powder 
allowed  them,  by  the  laft  militia  ^£t  :  but  from  the  fmallnefs  of  the  quan- 
tity belonging  to  the  government,  in  the  public  magazines,  I  thought  it 
prudent  to  fufpendifTuing  orders  for  the  delivery  ofit>  until  the  magazines! 
mould  be  fufficiently  fupplied. 

Upon  the  fubjecl:  of  fuch  a  fupply,  and  the  means  of  effecting  it,  I  fent  a 
meffage  to  the  General  Court  in  their  laft  feffion,  dated  the  2 ill  of  Fe- 
bruary :  to  which  you  will  pleafe  to  be  referred. 

As  there  will  be  annual  demand  for  powder,  for  the  ufe  of  the  artillery 
companies,  and  as  it  may  be  effential  to  the  fafetyofthe  Commonwealth, 
that  the  public  magazines  be  kept  fufficiently  fupplied  with  it,  you  will 
permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  recommend  to  you  thelaking  of  fpeedy,  and 
effectual  meafures  for  that  purpofe.

BY   a   refolve  of  the  General  Court,  of  the  24th   of  March  laft,  the 
Governour  and  Council  were  requefted  to  confider  the  expediency  of  coin- 
ing filver  and  copper  in  this  Commonwealth ;  the  quantity  it  would  be  con- 
venient 
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venient  in  that  cafe  to  coin  ;  in  what  mode  the  bufinefs  mould  be  conducted  • 
the  proper  devices  to  be  ufed  ;  and  the  advantage  that  would  accrue  to  the 
Commonwealth,  from  fuch  a  coinage. 

I  laid  the  refolve  before  the  Council,  and  after  a  difcuffion  of  the  fubjeft, 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  confider  it  more  fully.  The  committee  have 
reported,  and  their  report  having  been  accepted  by  the  Council,  is  now, 
with  the  papers  to  which  it  refers,  laid  before  you  for  your  con fi deration. 

Upon  the  fubjecl:  of  a  coinage,  I  have  had  a  letter  of  the  i  8  th  of  May+ 
from  one  of  our  Delegates  in  Congrefs,  the  honourable  Mr.  Gorbam,  en- 
clofing  the  report  of  the  Treafury  Board,  relating  to  the  eftablifhment  of  a 
mint  :  which  report  it  was  expected  would  in  a  few  days  be  confidered  by 
Congrefs. 

Mr.  Gorbam  taking  notice,  that  according  to  the  news-papers,  propofals 
had  been  made  to  the  legiflature  of  MaJJ'acbufetts,  relative  to  a  copper  coin- 
age, obferves,  that  it  is  apprehended  it  will  be  attended  with  great  incon- 
veniences if  the  States  mould  act  in  this  matter  feperately  j  that  after  Con- 
grefs had  agreed  upon  a  flan,  which  they  will  foon  do,  there  might  be,  and 
it  would  be  o  fgreat  utility  there  mould  be  ah  uniformity  in  the  money, 
throughout  the  union  ;  and  that  Maflachufetts,  and  any  other  State,  after 
knowing  the  terms  on  which  the  Board  of  Treafury  would  conduct  this  bu~ 
linefs,  could  more  advantageoufly  act  upon  it  than  before  :  and  therefore 
feems  to  fuppofe,  that  it  would  be  advifeable  to  fulpend  the  Coinage,  until 
we  are  notified  of  the  proceedings  of  Congrefs  upon  that  head. 

Thefe  reafons,  without  mentioning  others  that  might  be  given,  may  in- 
duce you,  Gentlemen,  to  fufpend  this  bufinefs  accordingly. 

The  report  made  to  Congrefs,  relative  to  the  eftablifhment  of  a  mint  for 
the  United  States,  accompanies  the  papers  above-mentioned.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  biReprefentatives, 

BY  a  circular  letter  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Jay,  the  Minifler  for  foreign 
affairs,  dated  the  3d  of  May,  and  written  by  order  of  Congrefs,  I  was  re- 
quefted  to  inform  him,  whether  >  and  how  far  the  Commonwealth  of  Ma/fa- 
chufetts,  has  complied  with  the  proclamation  of  Congrefs  of  the  14th  of 
January  1784,  and  the  recommendation  which  accompanied  it,  purfuant  to 
the  definitive  treaty  of  peace,  between  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
Great-Britain. 

In  confequence  of  that  letter,  I  directed  the  Secretary  to  examine  the  acts 
and  refolves,  which  have  been  paffed  by  the  Legiflature  fince  that  time,  and 
extract  from  them,  and  authenticate,  fuch  as  would  furnifh  the  information 
requefted.  Thefe  I  fent  enclofed  with  a  letter  to  Mr.  Jay  :  the  whole  be- 
ing within  a  cover,  directed  to  our  Delegates.  The  titles  of  them,  with  a 
copy  of  the  Secretary's  declaration,  which  was  alfo  fent,  will  with  my  letter 
of  the  17th  of  May,  be  communicated  to  you. 

I  have  alfo  had  feveral  letters  from  Mr.  7'homfon,  Secretary  of  Congrefs, 
enclofing  a  flate  of  the  reprefentation  in  Congrefs  for  the  months  of  March, 
April,  and  May.  During  the  firft  half  of  the  laft  month,  there  was  apret- 
ty  full  reprefentation  :  but  it  has  fince  dwindled  fo  far,  that  there  is  not  a 
fufficient  reprefentation  to  tranfact  a  great  deal  of  important  bufinefs  ly- 
ing before  them  ;  and  which. requires  the  prefence  of  at  leaft  nine  States  ifi 
Congrefs. 

Another  letter  of  Mr.  Thomfon,  of  the  18  th  of  Aprils  mentions  his  re- 
ceiving the  account,  which  at  the  requeft  of  the  General  Court  in  their  lair, 
feffion,  I  tranfmitted  to  him,  of  the  number  of  inhabitants  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, taken  purfuant  to  a  requifition  of  Congrefs  for  determining  the 
quotas  to  be  demanded  from  the  feveral  States  of  any  common  expence. 
He  writes  he  had  communicated  it  to  Congrefs,-  together  with  the  act  of 
this  Government,  tranfmitted  at  the  fame  time,  providing,  among  other 
things,  for  raifing  one  hundred  forty-five  thoufand  fix  hundred  fifty-five, 
pounds,  for  the  purpofe  of  complying  with  the  requifition  of  Congrefs  of 
the  27th  of  September  1785. 

Mr.  Thomfon  has  alfo  fent  the  journal  of  the  tranfactions  of  Congrefs  for

The  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  by  his  letter  to  me  of  the  22d  of  April,  has 
tranfmitted  copies  of  the  treaties,  which  Congrefs,  by  their  Commiffioners, 
have  entered  into  with  the  Shawanefe,  Cherokee,  Cboffa-w,  and  Cmcka/aia 
Indian   nations. 

He  obferves,  that  considering  how  important  it  is  to  the  whole  Confede- 
racy, that  the  favages  on  our  borders  mould  be  imprefled  with  a  facred  re- 
gard for  treaties,  and  with  a  firm  confidence  in  oUrjuftice  and  national  faith, 
it  is  not  doubted  that  the  Government  of  this  Commonwealth,  will  exert 
the  means  in  its  power  to  enforce  a  due  obfervance  of  the  feveral  articles  of 
thefe  treaties,  fo  far  as  they  concern  the  Commonwealth,  or  relate  to  the 
conduct  of  its  citizens.

BY  a  letter  from  James  Avery,  Efqj  our  Excife  Officer  at  Machias,  to  the 
Secretary,  dated  at  Majabagaduce,  the  31ft  of  May,  and  which  accompanies 
this  meffage,  it  appears,  that  in  each  baftion  of  the  fort,  which  the  Britiih 
troops  built  upon  that  land,  there  were  arches  and  apartments  of  a  great 
thicknefs,  and  bomb  proof,  in  which  there  cannot  be  lefs  than  four  or  five 
hundred  thoufand  of  bricks  :  that  one  Mr.  Perkins  is  now  pulling  down 
thofe  arches,  and  felling  the  bricks  to  the  inhabitants,  as  his  property,  as 
being  on  land  belonging  to  him  by  pofiefiion  :  that  this  procedure  muft 
be  an  injury  to  the  public,  as  he  conceives  thofe  arches  and  the  whole  re- 
mains of  the  fort  are  in  fact  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  upon  whofe 
land  the  fort  was  built  ;  and  that  the  bricks,  if  properly  taken  care  of, 
would  be  of  confiderable  value  to  the  Government.  If  this  fhould  be  your 
opinion,  Gentlemen,  the  meafures  necefiary  to  be  taken  to  fecure  them  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Government,  cannot  be  too  expeditious.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentativest 

THE  laft  evening  I  had  a  letter  from  our  Delegates  in  Congrefs,  dated 
the  1  8th  inftant  ;  by  which  you  will  obferve  they  had  applied  to  one  of  the 
agents  of  New-York,  to  agree  in  the  nomination  of  two  Judges  to  compleat 
a  federal  Court  for  determining  the  controverfy  between  this  State  and  that, 
relative  to  the  weftern  territory.  But  no  intelligence  had  been  received  from 
them  on  that  head  :  occafioned  probably  by  their  defire  to  procraitinate  3 
fettlement,  until  they  had  difpofed  of  all  the  lands  in  controverfy. 

This 
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This  idea  is  fuggefted  by  the  letter,  in  which  our  Delegates  fay,  they 
fliould  be  wanting  to  the  duty  they  owe  the  State,  if  they  neglected  to  give 
in  urination,  that  very  large  quantities  of  the  lands  in  controverfy  had,  with- 
in a  few  days,  been  fold  at  public  auction  in  the  city  of  New-York,  pursu- 
ant to  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  that  State.  And  they  add,  that  the  filence 
of  Majjachu/etts;  more  efpecially  as  the  fales  are  public,  may  hereafter  be 
ur^ed  againft  our  ri°;ht. 

After  adopting  fuch  meafures  as  you  fhall  judge  fuitable  for  the  prefent, 
would  it  not  be  requifite,  Gentlemen,  to  invert  our  Delegates  with  certain 
powers  relative  to  that  territory,  whereby  they  might  be  enabled  as  occaiion 
mould  offer,  to  counter-act  without  delay  the  proceedings  of  New-lork, 
both  public  and  private,  to  invalidate  our  right,  and  engrois  the  whole  ter- 
ritory to  themielves. 

The  laid  letter  enclofed  a  letter  frcm  the  Comm iff: oners  arpoirted  by 
Congrefs  to  run  the  eaftern  line  of  the  State  of  New-York,  which  laft  let- 
ter, is  directed  jointly  to  cur  Delegates,  and  thofe  of  New-York. 

You  will  obferve,  Gentlemen,  by  thole  letters,  which  accompany  this 
meffage,  that  one  of  the  Commiffioners,  Mr.  Hutchins,  cannot  attend  on 
this  bufinefs,  whieh  mull  be  poftponed  for  fome  fhort  time  ;  that  they 
have  propofed  another  Commiffioner  in  his  ftead,  and  that  our  Delegates 
will  give  the  earlieft  information  of  therefult„  This  will  be  communicated 
as  foon  as  it  fhall  be  received,

Whereas  feveral  gentlemen  were  appointed  by  a  refolve  of  the  General 
Court  of  March  the  eighteenth,  1785,  to  treat  with  the  Penobfcot  tribe  of 
Indians,  n-fpecting  their  claims  to  lands  on  Penobfcot -River,  and  it  dees 
not  appear  that  the  faid  gentlemen  ever  met  the  faid  Indians  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  and  it  being  expedient  that  fome  meafures  be  taken  without  delay,, 
for  effecting  the  valuable  purpofes  intended  by  the  faid  refolve. 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  Benjamin  Lincoln,  Thomas  Rice,  and  Rufus 
Putnam,  Efquires,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
Commiflioners  to  treat  with  the  Penobfcot  tribe  of  Indians,  refpecting  their 
claims  to  lands  on  Penobfcot- River,  and  the  faid  Commiflioners  are  hereby 
fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  and  perform  the  feveral  matters  and 
things  required  by,  and  contained  in  the  faid  refolve  of  March  1 8 th,  1785, 

P  as 
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as  fully  and  amply  as  the  feveral  gentlemen  mentioned  therein  were  by  the 
faid  refolve  empowered  to  do  and  perform,  reference  thereto  being  had. 
And  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  the  laid  Commiffioners  of 
their  appointment,  and  to  requefk  of  them  an  immediate  anfwer  of  accept- 
ance or  refufal,  and  to  furnifh  fuch  as  mall  accept,  with  a  copy  of  this  and 
the  aforefud  refolve  of  March  the  1 8th,  1785,  With  fuch  other  papers  as 
the  faid  Commiffioners  may  find  neceffary.  And  in  cafe  any  one  or  more 
of  the  faid  Commiffioners  fhall  decline  the  fervice,  the  Governour,  with 
advice  of  Council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  fome 
other  perlon  or  perfons,  to  fill  up  the  vacancy,  and  to  affign  fome  day  in 
Au%iiji  next,  or  as  foon  as  may.  be,  for  the  meeting  of  the  faid  Com- 
miffioners, in  fome  place  on  Penob foot -River,  for  the  aforefaid  purpofe. 

And  the  faid  Commiffioners  are  hereby  inlirucded  to  confider  of  the  ex- 
pediency of  opening  a  road  from  fome  part  of  Penob/cot  to  Schooduck,  and 
in  what  part  it  would  be  moid  convenient,  mould  they  conceive  it  expe- 
dient :  and  they  are  alfo  directed  to  enquire  into  the  irate  of  fuch  plantaT 
tions,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  as  are  not  incorporated,  and  what  num- 
ber of  them  are  qualified  for  incorporation  ;  the  condition  of  the  fettlers 
in  the  feveral  plantations  ;  and  where  any  complaints  fublift  among  them, 
what  they  are,  fo  that  Government  may  adopt  fome  fuitable  meafures  to 
gi  veeafe  and  relief  to  any  that  may  have  juft  reafon  to  complain.  And  further, 
the  faid  Commiffioners  are  inftrucded,  to  confider  of  the  expediency  of  mak- 
ingi  di/ifbn  of  the  faid  county  of  Lincoln  into  two  or  more  diftincd 
counties.. 

And  the  Governour  with  the  advice  of  Council,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  to  give  to  the  faid  Commiffioners  fuch  further  inftrucdions  and 
orders  relative  to  the  propofed  treaty,  and  adjuftment  of  the  fettlement  with 
the  faid  tribe  of  Indians,  as  maybe  found  neceffary  to  carry  the  laid  refolve  of 
March  the  1  8th,  1785,  into  execution,  and  conformably  thereto. 

And  the  faid  Commiffioners  are  directed  to  make  report  of  the  whole 
of  their  doings  hereon,  to'  the  Governour  and  Council,  fo  that  the  fame 
may  be  laid  before  the  General  Court  at  their  next  fitting. 

And  it  is  further  Refolved,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  unto  the  did 
Commiffioners,  the  fum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  to  enable  them  to 
execute  the  bufinefs  of  their  appointment,  they  to  be  accountable  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  faid  money.

July  7,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen   of  the  Hoiife  of  Reprejentatives, 

THE  laft  evening,  by  Mr.  Henry  T'haxter,  I  received  a  letter  from 
Stephen  y ones  and  James  Avery,  Efquires,  dated  at  Machias,  the  29th  of 
June.  They  mention  in  it,  that  by  letters  from  Col.  Allan,  and  Mr.  De~ 
lefdernier  (a  copy  of  which  was  enclofed)  they  are  informed  of  a  moft  dar- 
ing infult  upon  the  dignity  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  United  States, 
committed  on  the  26th  of  that  month,  by  the  civil  and  euftom-houfe  offi- 
cers of  the  Britijh  province  of  Neiv-Brunfwick,  in  feizing  two  veffels,  the 
property  of  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  within  the  acknow- 
ledged jurifdiction  of  it.  Col.  Allans  letter,  dated  at  Dudley -IJl-and,  the 
27th  of  June,  mentions,  that  the  acts  of  Neiv-Brunfwick,  which  are  now 
publifhed,  extends  the  weflern  boundary  of  Charlotte  county,  to  the  weflern 
ihore  of  Pajfamaquoddy^-Bay  ;  that  the  feventh  parifh,  called  the  Wef-Ifles, 
includes  Moofe,  Dudley  and  Frederick-IJlands,  exprefsly  ;  and  confequently 
that  the  United  States  are  wholly  debarred  from  all  navigation  in,  and  into 
that  bay. 

By  enquiry  of  Mr.  cThaxter,  I  find  the  two  veifels  were  feized  as  they  lay 
at  anchor  near  the  weflern  fhore  of  the  weft  paffage  into  P  afj'amaquoddy  .—^ 
This  conduct  correfponds  to  thofe  acts,  and  both  together,  fhiew  a  difpofitiori 
to  exclude  us  from  the  navigation  of  the  bay,  and  at  the  fame  time  rhuft  be 
confidered  as  a  violation  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United 
States  and  Great-Britain. 

I  have  lately  received  two  depofitions  from  Mr.  Avery,  above-mentioned, 
dated  the  12  th  of  May,  at  Moofe-IJlan,d ,  concerning  the  conduct  of  Sheriff 
Wire,  an  officer  of  Neiv-Brunfwick  :  which  have  been  obtained  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  refolve  of  the  General  Court,  paffed  at  the  lafl  feffion.  Thefe, 
with  the  letters  above  refered  to,  will  be  laid  before  you,  Gentlemen*  fof 
your  information   and  determination  concerning  the  fubject  of  them.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hoitfe  of  Representatives, 

THE  poft  of  laft  night  brought  me  a  letter  from  our  Delegates  in  Congrefs, 
dated  the  30th.  ultimo,  enclofing  a  copy  of  a  joint  letter  from  them,  and 
the  Delegates  of  New-  York,  to  Meff'rs.  Erving  and  Rittenhouje,  two  of  the 
Commiffioners  appointed  to  fettle  the  eaftern  boundary  line  of  that  State. 

It  appears  by  the  joint  letter,  that  the  Delegates  of  the  two  States  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  actual  running  of  that  line  may  with  greater  facility  be 
effected  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  and  therefore  propofe  the  beginning  of  Cffiober 
next  as  a  proper  time  to  commence  the  executing  it :  but  if  that  time  mould 
not  comport  with  the  other  engagements  of  thofe  Commiffioners,  they  fay 
they  muft  fubmit  to  its  being  deferred  another  year. 

\  They  add,  that  they  have  fuch  perfect  reliance  on  their  integrity,  and 
abilities,  as,  in  cafe  of  Mr.  Hut  chins' s  inability  to  attend,  fupercedes  the 
neceffity  of  any  other  appointment. 

"You  will  probably  think  it  proper,  Gentlemen,  that  the  Agents  on  our 
part,  appointed  to  attend  thofe  Commiffioners,  mould  as  foon  as  poffible, 
be  notified  of  the  poftponement  of  this  bufinefs.

The  Committee  of  both  Houfes,  appointed  to  take  into  confederation  that 
part  of  his  Excellency's  Speech,  which  refpects  the  finances  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, afk  leave  to  report  : 

That  it  appears,  that  the  General  Court  in  order  to  obtain  loans  to  de- 
fray the  necefTary  expences  of  the  late  war,  ftipulated  in  the  fupply  bills 
for  the  payment  of  thole  loans  at  an  earlier  period  than  is  within  the  abili- 
ties of  the  people  to  pay,  and  that  thofe  fupply  bills  require  the  Treafurer, 
after  the  firft  of  July  next,  to  iffue  his  warrants  for  apportioning  and  col- 
lecting a  larger  fum,  than  will  at  that  time  become  due  ;  and  that  the  an- 
nual expences  of  government  will  confiderably  encreafe  the  debt,  and  that 
in  addition  to  the  domeftic  debt  of  this  State,  this  Commonwealth,  by  the 
confederation,  is  folemnly  bound  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  federal  debt, 
which  will  amount  to  a  very  confiderable  fum  annually ;  that  attempts 
however  have  been  made  by  government,  to  comply  with  their  promife  ^ 
in  confequence  of  which,  taxes  have  iffued  for  the  redemption  of  the  ar- 
my notes,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  forty  thoufand  pounds  ;  which 
with  the  other  taxes  now  laying  on  the  people,  is  as  much  as  can  be  paid 
in  thecourfe  of  the  current  year.  This  being  the  embarraffed  fituation  of

Refohed,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  faid  town,  at  their  feveral  meet- 
ings, warned  as  aforefaid,  fince  the  month  of  OBober  A.  D.  1778,  with  the 
doings  of  the  feveral  officers,  chofen  at  fuch  meetings,  be,  and  the  fame  are 
hereby  confirmed,  and  fhall  be  confidered  as  valid  and  effectual  in  law,  to

Refolve,  That  the  Committee  on  the  fubjec~t  of  unappropriated  lands 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  as  foon  as  may  be^ 
to  provide  a  difcreet  and  fuitable  preacher  of  religion  and  morality,  for  the 
term  of  fix  months,  and  inftrucl:  him  to  repair  to  thofe  infant  plantations  in 
the  faid  county  of  Lincoln,  and  for  fuch  a  time  to  furnifheach  during  the 
faid  term  of  fix  months,  with  religious  inftruction,  as  they  may  judge  moffc

T'HURS.P'A  Y,    September  28,  1786. 

Purfuant  to  the  Governour's  Proclamation  of  the  i3thult.  a  number  of  the 
Members  of  both  Branches  of  the  Legislature  met  at  the  State-Houfe  in 
this  Town  yefferday.  ;  but  there  not  being  a  Quorum  of  the  Senate, 
they  adjourned  to  this  Day.  The  Governour,  being  then  duly  in- 
formed of  the  Court's  readinefs  to  proceed  to  bufinefs,  at  twelve  o'clock, 
met  the  two  Branches  in .the  Chamber  of  the  Reprefentatives,  when 
his  Excellency  thus  addreffed  them  : 

Gentlemen  .of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

HAVING,  received  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Secretary  T'hompfon,  enclofing 
the  Requisition  of  Congrefs  of  the  fecond  of  Augujl,  and  other  Ads 
'of  that  Honourable  Body,  I  laid  it.  with  thofe Ads',  before  the  Council.

have  been  at  a  time  lefs  inconvenient,  than  the  prefent,  for  the  Members 
t';'  ^tenjfi  ft  lus  be«~  judged  expedient,  however,  t0  call  the  Court  tbge- 
t  tfr  oil  a  fill  earner  day ;  and/accordingly  you-  now  &md  convened,  Gentle, 
men,  by  Proclamation,  in  conference  of  the  unanimous  advice  of  the 
Council. 

The :  occafion  of  it,  as  mentioned  in  the  Proclamation,  are  the  tumul.ts 
and  diforders,  which  have  lately  taken  place  in  feveral- counties  within  this 
Commonwealth,  and  the  cohfequerit  obftruding  of  the  Courts  of  Common 
I  leas,  and  General  Seffions  of  the  Peace,  in  thofe  counties.— The  oarticular 
facts  will  be  communicated  to  you  by  official  letters  from  each  of  the  coun- 
ties, excepting Hampfhire  ■  from  which  no  fuch  letter  has  been  yet  received. 
Tne  High  Sheriff  of  it,  however,  has  .given,  me  £  verbal  account  of  them 
as  relative  to  that  county. 

In  this  bufinefs,  Gentlemen,  I  will  give  you  a  (hort  Iketch  of  the  trans- 
actions, of  the  Governour  and  Council,  and  of  the  Governour  and  another 
adviiing  Body,  fpecially  called  for  the  purppfe  •  and  then  make  a  few  obfer- 
vations,  that  may  appear  to  refult  from  the  commotions,  which  have  hap- 
pened. r 

It  is  however,  to  be  previouily  obferved,  that  in  all  cafes,  where  the  de- 
triment or.  annoyance  of  the  Commonwealth  is  attempted  or  enterprized,  the 
Governour,  ex  officio,  by  the  Comntution-is  authorized,  and  it  is  thereby 
madtt,;"iis  duty,  to  call  forth  the  inhabitants  in  martial  array-  and  by- 
force  of  arms  to  refill,  iarid  repel,  all  and  every  fuch  pcrfon  or  perfons,  as 
fhall  at  any  time,-  in  a  hoftile  manner,  attempt  or  enterprize  fuch  detriment 
or  annoyance. 

In  confequence  of  that  ..authority,  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council, 
orders  were  ilfued  to  the  Major-General  of  each  of  thofe  counties,  viz. 
Worsefter,  Berkfbire,  Middle fex  and  Brijiol,  to  hold  in  readinefs  fuch  a 
number  of  the  Militia  as  the  Sheriff,  upon  a  previous  confutation  with  him, 
.iliould  judge  needful :  who,  as  a  part  of  the  poffe  comitatus,  were  to  march 
,af  the  call  of  the  Sheriff,  to  affifl  him  in  the  difcharge  of  his  duty  :  a  letter 
of  inftrucfions  having  been  fent  to  each  of  them  on  the  fubjecl.  At  the 
fame  time,  a  Proclamation,  occafioned  by  the  flopping  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  in  the  County  of  Hampfhire,  was  iifued  by  the  like  advice  ■;  re- 
quiring all  officers,  civil  and  military,  and  moft  earneftly  calling  upon  the 
good  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  their  aid  and  exertions,  to  prevent 
and  fupprefs  all  fuch  violent  and  treafonable  proceedings.  And  the  Attorney- 
General  was  directed  to  profecute,  and  bring  to  condign  punifhment,  the 
Ringleaders  and  Abettors  of  fuch  atrocious  violations  of  law  and  government. 

Thofe  orders,  together  with  the  Proclamation,  it  was  hoped,  would 
have  prevented  fuch  lawlefs  proceedings  in  the  county  of  Worcejier  : 
but,  unhappily,  they  did  not.--— An  account  of  thofe  proceedings 
being  transmitted     to    me,     in    the    recefs    of  the    Council,     by    the

Honourable  Artemas  Ward,  Efq;  the  firft  Tuftice  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  that  county,  I  communicated  it  to  a  number  of  Gentlemen  of 
public  character  whom  I  convened  for  thatpurpofe,  viz.  fuch  of  the  Council 
as  were  in  Bojion,  the  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  of  that  town,  thejudges 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  the  Attorney-General :  to  whom  I  alfo 
communicated  the  tranfactions  of  the  Governour  and  Council,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  proceedings  in  the  county  of '  Hjmpfiire. — I  then  requefted 
their  advice,  whit  further  meafures  were  neceffary  to  be  taken,  in  fupport 
of  the  Judicial  Courts,  that  were  the  following  week  to  fit  in  three  of  thofe 
counties.  Their  votes,  upon  the  occaiion,  will  mew  their  opinion  and 
advice  :  to  which  the  meafures,  that  were  purfued,  were  conformable. — 
To  thofe  votes,  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  and  to  the  fevcfal  letters 
and  papers,  that  relate  to  the  tranfactions  of  the  Infurgents  in  the  feveral 
counties,  you  will  pleafe  to  be  referred  for  fuller  information. 

What  led  to  the  unwarrantable  and  lawlefs  proceedings  of  thofe  Infur- 
gents will  be  a  neceffary  Subject  of  Serious  inquiry.  The  investigating  the 
true  caufes  cf  thofe  proceedings  may  point  out  the  proper  remedy  of  them 
in  future.  But  whatever  may  be  the  caufes,  it  is  impomble  they  fhould 
amount  to  a  Sufficient  and  justifiable  reafon  for  them.'  Every  complaint,  or 
grievance,  that  can  be  offered,  as  a  reafon  to  palliate  them,  is,  from  the 
nature  of  th^  Ccnflitution,  redreffihle  by  the  General'Court,  the  only  Body, 
within  whofe  department  it  is,  to  redrefs  public  grievances.  The  applica- 
tion, therefore,  to  all  other  bodies,  and  all  other  modes  of  redrefs,  are  anti- 
conftitutional,  and  of  very  dangerous  tendency,  .even  when  attempted  in  a 
peaceable  manner  :  but  much  more  To,  when  attempted  by  ads  of  violence, 
for  preventing,  the  execution  of  ..the  laws,  and  the  due  administration  of 
j-iftice. 

Thefe  observations  are  Strictly  ju'St,  where  there  is  a  constitutional  mode 
for.  the  redrefs  of  grievances  :  and  cipecially  where  thofe  in  Government, 
who  have  the  power  to  redrefs,  annually  depend  on  the  people  for  political 
exiftence. 

If  at  .prefent,  or  in  any  future  time,  there  Should  be  any  real  grievances 
fubfjSt.ing,  they  ought  to  be,  and  there  is  a  moral  certainty  they  will  be, 
redrefTed  :  for  no  tax  or  burthen,  of  any  kind,  can  be  laid  upon  the  people, 
that  does  not  equally  affect,  the  perfons  who  lay  them  ;  and  if,  through 
inadvertence,  miftake,  or  any  other  caufe,  their  acts  are  productive  of  any 
grievous  or  unlalutary  effect,  they  themSelves.  muSt  feel  it;  and  therefore  will 
."■  be  prompted,  not  only  from  a  principle  of  duty  to  their  constituents,  but 
irom  their  own  feelings,  to  repeal  or  alter  the  obnoxious  act. 

Hence  appears  the  excellency  of  our  constitution  oS  Government,  which, 
in  tills  way,  So  effectually  lecures  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  from 
every  fpecies  of  oppreffion  and  grievance. — To  an  inattention  to  this  capital 
ani  effential  circumftanee,  it  muSt  be  owing,  that  So  many  of  the  good  peo- 
ple of  thofe  counties  have  been  unhappily  and  incautioufly  induced  to  fup- 
port, or  not  oppofe,  the  destructive  meaSures,  which  artful  and  wicked  fhea 
.'  have,  for  fome  time  paft,  been  puriuing  ;  and  which,  with  indefatigable 
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;  Induftry,  they  are  ftill  purming.  Some  of  the  fruits  of  thofe  mcr.fur.es  have 
already  appeared,  by  their  obftru&ing  the  Courts  of  Juftice  in  feveral  coun- 
ties ;  by  their  liberating  the  prifoners  from  the  goal  of  one  of  them  -,  and 
by  their  endeavouring  to  deftroy  all  confidence  in  Government ;  and  that 
iecurity  to  life,  liberty  and  property,  which  refults,  and  can  remit,  only 
from  the  firm  union  of  the  whole  ;  and  from  the  application,  if  neceffary, 
of  the  ftrength  of  the  whole  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of  any  of  its 
.  parts  j  arid  for  the  obtaining  of  which,  this  people  have  expended  fo  much 
of  their  wealth,  anil,  what  is  more  valuable,  fo  much  of  their  blood. 

If  that  Security,  confirmed  by  the  Constitution,  and  which  is  the  great 
object  of  it,  was  worth  obtaining  at  fo  much  expence,  it  muff  be  worth.pre- 
ferving  :  but  the  prefervation  of  it  muff  depend  on  the  people  themfelves. 

If  in  any  county,  upon  any  emergency — fuch  an  one  as  hath  lately  hap- 
pened, relative  to  the  Courts  of  Juftice — the  Militia,  confideredas  the  poile 
comitatus,  are,  in  a  constitutional  way,  called  upon  to  afiift  the  Sheriff  and 
the  Court,  in  the  difcharge  of  their  duty,  and  refufe  to  appear  ;  or  appear- 
ing, join  the  Infurgents,  the  laws  cannot  be  executed,  nor  juftice  admini-^ 
ftered,  in  fuch  county,  even  by  recurring  to  other  counties  for  afliftance  y 
ibr  obtaining  of  which  there  could  not  be  fufficient  time.  The  good  people 
of  fuch  county  muft  in  that  cafe  be  liable  to,  and  be  in  danger  of,  all  the 
evils,  that  may  arjfe  from  a  fufpenfion,  or  proftration  of  law  and  juftice. 

If  this  be  the  unhappy  cafe,  in  regard  to  any  of  the  aforementioned 
counties,  is  it  not  advifeable  for  them  to  confider,  whether  it  be  not  the 
refult  of  their  own  fupinefs  or  inattention  ?  Whether  the  evils  that  have 
arifen,  or  may  arife  from  Such  a  caufe,  be  not  chargeable  upon  ..themfelves  ? 
Whether  any  adequate  and  complete  remedy  can  be  applied  without  their 
own  exertion  ?  And  whether,  in  connection  with  it,  the  Laws  and  Consti- 
tution do  not  afford  fuch  a  remedy  ? 

In  fad:,  if  the  good  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  when  called  upon 
"by  the  civil  authority,  and  efpecially  by  the  Supreme  Magiftrate,  would  duly 
exert  themfelves,  the  remedy  againft  fuch  evils  would  be  complete  j  but 
without  iuch  exertion,  the  beft  remedial  laws,  made  upon  the  plan  of  the 
Conftitution,  which  has  provided  no  other  refource,  would  be  ineffectual  ; 
and  prove  as  bafelefs  as  the  fabrick  of  a  virion.  Upon  this  idea  of  non- 
exertion,  the  provifion  made  by  the  Conftitution  is  a  nullity,  fo  far  as  it 
refpect s  the  means  of  fecuring  the  public  peace,  and  the  due  execution  of 
the  laws  :  and  the  people  will  deceive  themfelves,  if  they  expect  any  benefit 
from  it  in  that  regard,  independent  of  their  own  exertion. 

But  jealoufy,  or  fomething  worfe,  may  fuggeft,  that  fuch  obedience  to 
the  calls  of  the  Supreme  Magiftrate  may  involve  the  Commonwealth  in 
difficulties  ;  and  poffibly  Subject  it  to  his  arbitrary  fway,  or  even  to  his 
caprice. 

jealoufy,  or  rather  circumfpection,  to  a  certain  degree,  is  a  political 
virtue  :  but  carried  to  excels,  defeats  it  own  views  ;  and  may  deprive  the 
Commonwealth  of  every  benefit,  expected  to  be  derived  from  fuch  a  Magif- 
trate ;  efpecially  in  matters,  that  concern  its  internal  peace. 

It 
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If  it  fhould  lb  far  operate  as  to  deftroy  the  public  confidence  in  him,  very 
little  benefit  could  be  expected  from  his  adminiftration,  efpecially  in  all' 
important  cafes,  where  that  confidence  might  be  neceffary. 

Such  a  confidence  in  Government  is,  in  my  eftimation,  fo  neceffary  to 
its  beneficial  operation  ;  and  fo  effential  to  the  happinefs  Of  the  people,  that, 
in  juftice  to  them,  I  am  obliged  to  declare,  tftat  it  is  the  indiipenlible  duty 
of  the  people  to  elect  no  man  for  their  Governour,  in  whofe  rectitude  and 
character  they  cannot  place  a  firm  and  entire  confidence.  And  it  muft  be 
the  with  of  every  elected  Governour,  guided  by  honeft  principles,  and  pof- 
feffing  a  proper  independency  Of  fpirit,  that  unlefs  the  public  fufTrage  be 
accompanied  with  the  public  confidence,  if  in  fact  they  can  be  feparated,  it 
might  be  transferred  from  himfelf  to  fome  qualified  man,  who  is  the  object 
of  that  confidence. 

In  regard  to  the  Conftitution— ample  powers,  all  of  which  are  neceffary 
for  the  peace,  fecurity  and  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth,,  are  vetted  by  it 
in  the  Governour  :  but  the  good  effects,  that  might  refult  from  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  moll  important  of  them,  muft  be  through  the  medium  of  the 
people. 

If,  for  inftance,  by  virtue  of  thole  powers,  he  fhould,  upon  any  emer- 
gency, call  upon  the  people  for  their  aid,  it  is  by  the  Conftitution  made 
their  duty  to  give  it  :  and  their  refufing  or  neglecting  to  give  it,  might 
operate  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  county, 
from  which  the  aid  was  demanded  :  but  no  real  detriment  could  accrue  to 
either,  from  the  exercife  of  that  power,  if  he  had  fufficient  difcretion  to 
direct  it.  .  But  admitting,  that  through  indifcretion  or  miftake,  he  fhould 
make  an  unneceffary  call,  which  is  by  no  means  probable,  the  ill  effects  of 
it  would  amount  only  to  an  inconvenience  :  the  chance  of  which  muft  be 
riiked  rather  than  hazard  the  peace  and  fafety  of  the  Commonwealth. 

If  thefe  obfervatiorts  be  juft,  it  is,  on  the  one  hand,  the  duty  of  the 
Governour  to  call  uport  the  People  for  their  aid,  when  emergencies  or  the 
public  fafety,  concerning  which  he  is  conftituted  thejudge,  fhall  require  it : 
and  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  People,  and  it  may  be  effential 
to  their  own  peace  and  fafety,  to  give  the  demanded  aid. 

If  thefe,  and  other  reciprocal  duties,  be  punctually  difcharged,  the  Con- 
ftitution will  anfwer  the  great  and  good  purpofes,  for  which  it  was  made  ; 
and  which  it  is,  in  that  cafe  well  calculated  to  anfwer. 

Whether  thefe  duties  have  been  faithfully  difcharged  on.  the  part  of  the 
prefent  Governour,  it  is  not  for  me  to  determine  ;  but  had  the  good  people 
of  fome  of  the  counties*  above-mentioned,  difcharged  the  duty  incumbent 
on  them — the  duty  they  owe  to  themfelves;  and  to  the  State  at  large,  in 
reference  to  the  late  infurrections — the  Conftitution  and  the  Laws  would 
not,  it  is  prefumed,  have  been  fo  groffly  violated  ;  the  dignity  of  govern- 
ment would  not  have  been  infulted  ;  nor  that  effential  part  of  it,  the  Hon. 
the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  now  put  to  the  trouble  and  in- 
convenience of  affembling,  at  this  bufy  feafon  of  the  year,

I  have  thus  kid  before  you,  Gentlemen, an  important  part  of  the  bufinefs, 
for  which  you  are  convened  :  and  it  cannot  be  doubted,,  that  you  will  take 
the  moil  vigorous  meafures,  effectually  to  vindicate  the  infulted  dignity  of 
Government  ;  enforce  obedience  to  the  laws  ;  and  feoure  the  good  People 
of  "the  Commonwealth  againfc  all  future  infractions  upon  their  peace  ;  and 
in  particular,  .againft  'every  outrage  upon  their  Courts  of  Juftice. 
;  Among  mofe  meafures,  as  refpedting  future  emergencies,  the  quicken1  in 
operation,. and  the  moil  effectual,  would  be,toinfure  from  the  people  a  ready 
and  fpirited  obfervance  of  the  calls  and  orders,  of  Government  :  and  in  fuch 
meafures — meafures  vigorous  and  effectual— you  maybe  allured,  Gentlemen, 
of  my  hearty  _  concurrence. 

AVpeedy  attention  to  fuch  meafures  becomes  more  important,  as  by  let- 
ters I  have  juft  received  from  the  Major-General,  and  the  High  Sheriff,  of 
the  county  of  Hamppire,  there  were  great  appearances  of  an  intended  at- 
tempt tocbibuct  the  fitting  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  that  county. 

Thofe  letters,  dated  the  25  th  inftant,  at  Springfield,  where  that  Court 
was  to  fit  the  next  day,  .will,  with  the  other  letters  and  papers,  be  laid  be- 
fore you  by  the  Secretary.  ' 

Another  important  buianefs,  Gentlemen,  which  requires  your  fpeqdy  at- 
tention, is  thefrequifition  of  Congrefs  for  the  fervices  of  the  prefent  year  i 
but  this,  with  other  matters,  neceffary  for  your  confideration,  will  be  com- 
municated by  meifage.

MESSAGE   from  his  Excellency  the  Governou**    by  the  Secretary. 
September  29,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,   and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatwes. 

SINCE  1  he  recefs  of  the,  General  Court,  I  have  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Secretary  Thorn fon,  of  the  twelfth  of  Augujl,  ericlofing  fundry  acts  that 
had  been  lately  paffed  by  Congrefs;  among  them  are— a  refolvc,  containing 
a  requifition  for  the  prefent  year  ;  an  ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  Indian, 
affairs  ;  an  act,  fixing  the  ftandard  of  gold  and  filver,  the  weight  and  value 
of  the  money  unit  ;  "the  money  account  of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  dif- 
ferent fpecies  of  coins ;  and  an  act,  again  recommending  to  the  States  of 
North -Carolina,  South-Carolina,  and  Georgia,  the  making  to  the  United 
States,  ceffions  of  their  claims  to  the  Weftern  territory,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
United  States. 

With  regard  to  the  firfr.,  the  refolve  requires,  that  for  the  fervices  of 
the  prefent  year,  1786,  for  the  payment  of  the  intereft,  and  two  inftol- 
ments  of  principal  on  the  French  and  Dutch  loans,  that  are  payable  accord- 
ing to  the  contracts  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  1787,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  one  year's  intereft  on  the  domeilic  debt,  there  (hall  be   paid  into 
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the  common  treafury,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  "January  next,  three  tniU 
lions,  /even  hundred  and  jeventy-f even  thou  [and,  andjixty-two  dollars,  and 
forty-three  ninetieths  of  a  dollar.  Of  that  fum,  the  quota  affigned  to  be  paid 
by  this  Commonwealth,  is  three  hundred  twenty-jour  thoujand,  jev en  hun- 
dred and j'prty-jix  dollars  mjpecie,  and  two  hundred  and  forty  thoufand,  three 
hundred  and  feventy  dollars  in  indents. 

This  requifition,  when  paid,  will  be  paffed  to  the  credit  of  the  States^ 
reflectively,  on  the  terms  prefcribed  by  the  refolve  of  Congreis  of  the  fixth 
day  of  Oblober,  1779,  one  of  which  is,  "  that  the  feveral  States  be  reflec- 
tively charged  with  the  annual  intereft  of  fix  per  cent,  on  all  deficiences  in 
the  payment  of  the  feveral  quotas,  which  have  been,  or  may  be  required 
of  them." 

As  one  million,  fix  hundred  and  fix  thoufand  five  hundred  andfixty  dollars, 
of  the  fum  called  for*  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  intereft  of  the 
domeftic  debt,  the  feveral  States  are  allowed  to  difcharge  the  lame  by  in- 
dents or  certificates,  for  intereft  on  loan-offee  certificates,  and  upon  other 
certificates  of  the  liquidated  debts  of  the  United  States;  fuch  intereft  to  be 
fettled,  and  certified  by  the  Loan  Officer,  to  the  laft  day  of  the  year  1785. 

Provided,  That  fuch  Loan-Officer,  fhall  not  on  any  pretence  whatever^ 
fettle  or  iffue  any  certificate  for  fuch  intereft,  until  the  State,  for  which  he 
is  Continental  Loan- Officer,  fhall  Jiave  paffed  an  act,  providing  adequate 
funds  for  complying  with  this  requifition. 

And  for  preventing  the  depreciation  of  fuch  certificates,  the  Legislature 
of  each  State,  i§. required  to  provide  in  the  act  complying  with  this  requi- 
fition, that  if  on  the  firft  day  of  July,  178 7,  the  State's  quota  of  the  faid 
certificates  fo  to  be  iffued,  fhall  not  be  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treafurer, 
or  other  proper  officer1,-  the  deficiency  fhall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the 
Continental  treafury  in  fpeeie  j  which  when  fo  paid>  is  by  the  faid  refolve^ 
appropriated  to  the  redemption  of  fuch  furplus  certificates.  And  the  fa-id 
refolve  further  provided, 'that  the  State  receiving  fuch  certificates,  and  pay- 
ing the  fume  into  the  public  treafury,  with  the  proportion  of  one-  dollar,  and 
one  third  in  jpecie,  for  one  dollar  injuch  -Certificates  or  indents,  mail  have! 
credit  therefor  :  and  that  fuch  payment  fhall  be  confidered,  as-  a  difcharge 
of  the  intereft  on  the  domeftic  debt,  in  the  proportion  that  each  State  avails 
itfelf  of  the  faid  certificates  of  intereft. 

Thefe  appear  to  be  the  effential.  parts  of  the  requifition,  to  which  the1 
attention  of  the  General  Court  is  moft  neceffary. 

The  requifition  is  made,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  of  the  Confederation  j 
and  is  declared  by  Congrefs,  to  be  obligatory  on  the  States  as  fuch  :  which 
is  a  circumftance,   Gentlemen,  that  requires  your  particular  attention-.  • 

f  n  the  laft  preceeding  requifition,  after  the  moft  folemn  deliberation,  and 
under  the  fulleft  conviction,  that  the  public  embarraffments  were  fuch,  as 
they  had  reprefented,  Congrefs  thought  it  their  duty,  explicitly  to  declare, 
that  the  crifis  had  arrived,  when. the  people  of  thefe  United  States,  by  whcil- 
will,  and  for  whofe  benefit  the  federal  government  was  inftkuted,  muft 
decide,  whether  they  will  fupport   their  rank  as  a  nation,  by-maintaining) 
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the  public  faith  at  home  and  abroad  ?  Or  whether,  for  want  of  timely 
exertion,  and  thereby  giving  ftrength  to  their  Confederacy,  they  will  hazard, 
not  only 'the  exiftence  of  the  Union  ,•  but  ofthofe  great  and  invaluable 
privileges,   for  which  they  have  fo  arduously  and  fo  honorably  contended  ? 

And  to  the  end,  that  Congrefs  might  remain  wholly  acquitted  from  every 
imputation,  of  a  want  of  attention  to  the  intereft  and  welfare  of  thofe,whom 
they  reprefent,  they  further  declare,  that  whilft  they  are  denied  the  means 
of  fatisfying  thofe  engagements,  which  they  have  conftitutionally  entered 
Wo  for  the  benefit  of  the  nation,  they  hold  it  their  duty  to  warn  their  cqn- 
ftituents,  that  the  mofl  fatal  evils  will  inevitably  flow  from  a  breach  of 
public  faith,  pledged  by  folemn  contract,  and  from  a  violation  of  thofe 
principles  of  juftice,  which  are  the  only  folid  balls  of  the  honour  and  prcf- 
perity  of  nations. 

Upon  this  occafion,  Gentlemen,  I  would  only  obferve,  that  thefe  fenti- 
ments  of  Congrefs,  fo  important  in  themfelves,  and  fo  lately  exprefled, 
appear  to  merit  your  ferious  confideration  ;  for  which  the  aforefaid  requifi- 
tion    in  connection  with  thofe  fentiments,  is  now  laid  before  you.

Refolve  on  trie  petition  of  Benjamin  Carter 1%  jun.  empowering  Capf.  John 
Prentice,  to  make  and  execute  a  good  and  lawful  deed  of  the  land  men- 
tioned.    September  29,  1786. 

On  the  petition  of  Benjamin  Carter ,  jum  fetting  forth,  that  he  purchaf- 
ed  in  the  month  of  January,  A.  D.  1783,  of  his  late  brother,  Timothy 
Carter,  late  of  Ward,  deceafed,  a  certain  piece  of  land,  and  paid  the  full 
fum  for  the  fame,  agreeably  to  con  trad,  but  never  had  a  deed  of  the  fame, 
in  the  life  time  of  the  faid  Timothy  ;  and  praying  that  Capt.  "John  Prentice, 
adminiftrator  de  bonis  nonf  of  the  eftate  of  the  deceafed,  may  be  empowered

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentathes. 

By  the  laft  poft,  I  received  a  letter  of  the  14th  of  September,  dated  at 
Annapolis  in  Maryland,  from  John  Dickinfon,  Efq;  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mifhoners,  lately  aflembled  there  for  the  purpofe  of  forming  commercial 
regulations  for  the  United  States.  It 
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It  was  accompanied  with  a  copy  of  their  report  to.  the.  Legiilatuxes  oi' 
thofe  States,  by  whom  they  were  deputed  :  and  it.  appears  by  it,  they  h  d 
feperated,  without  entering  upon,  the  bufmefs  for  which  they  were  appointed. 
The  like  information,  I  had  fome  days  before  received  by  a  letter  irouvthc 
Gentlemen  appointed  on  our  part,  Commiffioners  in  that  bufinefs.  The 
reafon  of  the  feperation,  as  given  in  the  report,  is,  that  the  exprefs  terms 
of  the  delegated  powers,  fuppofed  a  deputation  from  all  the  States,  j  and 
having  for  its  object  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  United  States,  they  did 
not  conceive  it  advifeable  to  proceed  on  the  bufinefs  of  their  miffion,  under 
the  circumftances  of  fo  partial  and  defective  a  reprefentation  :  there  being 
only  five  States  reprefented. 

Deeply  impreffed  however,  with  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the 
object  confided  to  them,  they  cculd  not  forbear  to  exprefs.  tb,-~ir  earneft  and 
unanimous  with,  that  fpeedy  meafures  may  be  taken  to  effect  a,  general 
meeting  of  the  States,  in  a  future  convention  for  the  fame,  and  fuch  other 
pwpofes  as  the  fituation  of  public  affairs  may  be  found  to  require. 

Under  that  imprefuon,  the  Commiffioners  beg  leave  to  fuggeft  their 
unanimous  conviction,  that  it  may  effentially  tend  to  advance  the  intereft 
of  the  Union,  if  the  States,  by  whom  they  have  been  reflectively  delegated, 
would  themfelves-  concur,  and  ufe  their  endeavours  to  procure  the  concur- 
rence of  the  other  States  in  the  appointment  of  Commiffioners  to  meet  at 
Philadelphia,  on  the  fecond  Monday  in  May  next,  to  take  into  confideration 
the  fituation  of  the  United  States,  to  devife  fuch  further  provifion,  as  fhall 
appear  to  them  neceffary  to  render  the  conftitution  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment, adequate  to  the  exigencies  of  the  Union  ;  and  to  report  to  Congrefs, 
fuch  an  act  for  that  purpofe,  as  when  agreed  to  by  them,  and  afterwards 
confirmed  by  the  Legiflature. of  every  State,  will  effectually  provide  for  the 
fame. 

The  aforefaid  letters  and  report  will  be  laid  before  you,  Gentlemen,  for 
your  further  information ;  and  for  your  confideration  of  the  fubject  matter 
of  them. 

A  letter  from  one  of  our  delegates  in  Congrefs,  the  Hon.  Mr.  King,  dated 
Philadelphia,  the  17th  of  September >  relative  to  the  fame  convention,  is 
herewith  alio  communicated.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,   and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives* 

THE    Commiffioners  appointed  by  a  refolve  of  the   General 'Court,  of 

the  fixth  of  July  laft,  to  treat  with  the  Penobfcot  tribe  of  Indians,  reflecting 

their  claim  to  lands  on  Penobfcot-River,  have  with  their  letter  to  me,  dated 

.  at  Penobfcot,  the  30th,  of  Augiift,  tranfmitted  a  report  of  their  proceedings 
with  thofe  Indians. 

.'By  the  report  it  appears,  that  it  was  agreed  by  the  faid  Indians  on  their 
part,  that  they  would  relinquish  all  their  claims  and  intereft  to,  and  in  all 
the  lands  on  the  weft  fide  of  Penobfcot -River,  from  the  head  of  the  tide, 
up  to  the  River- Pafquata-qmf ,  being  about  forty-three  miles  ;  and 
all  their. claims  and--  intereft  on  the  eaft  fide  of-  the  river,  from  the 
head  of  the  tide  aforefaid,  up  to  the  River-Mantawomkeektook,  being 
about  eighty-five  miles,  referving  only  to  themfelves,  the  ifland  on  which 
the  old  town.ftands,  about  ten  miles  above  the  head  of  the  tide,  and  thofe 
iflands  on  which  they  now  have  actual  improvements  in  the  faid  river,  lying 
from  Sunkhaze- River,  about,  three  miles  above  the  faid  old  town,  to  Paf- 
fadunkee-Ijland 'inclusively,  on  which    ifland    their  ..new  town,   io  called, 

.  now  ftands. 

In  confederation  herepf,  the  CommifTioners,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  Commonwealth,  engaged,  that  the  faid  Indians  fhould  hold  and  enjoy 
in  fee,  the  iflands  referved  as  aforefaid,  and  the  fee  of  two  iflands  in  the 
bay,  called  and  known  by  the  names  oifV.hite -Ifland,  and  Black- Ifland,  near 
Nafkeeg-point.  And  the  Commiffioners  further  agree,  that  the  lands  on 
the.  weft  fide  of  the  .Riv-er-Penobfcot,-.,to  the  head  of  all  the  waters  thereof, 
above  the  faid  River- Pafquataquifs,  -and  thedands  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the 
river,  to  the  head  of  all  the  waters  thereof,  above  the  faid  River-Manta- 
ivomMektook,  fhould  lie  as- hunting  ground  for  the  Indians,  and  fhould  not 

I  be  laid  out  or  fettled  by  the  State,'  or  engrafted  by  any  individuals  thereof  : 
.and  they  further  agree,  to  make  the  Indians  a  prefent  of  three  hundred  and 

:  fifty  blankets,  and  two  hundred  pounds  •fbf  powder,   with  a  proportion  of 
ihot  and  flints. 

'  Arid  the  Indians  orf  their  part  further  agreed  and  engaged,  that  as  foon  as 
the  agreement  fhould  be  confirmed' on: the  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  blankets,-  powder,  fhot  and  flints  delivered,  that  they  .would  fign  a.- 
relinquifhment  of  all  their  right  and  intereft.  to  the  lands,  agreeably  to- the 

\  above  contract,  '       The. 
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The  Sketch  of  the 'river  from  the  he-id  of  the  tide  to  its  fouroe,-  ■will' give 
an  idea  of  what  the  Indians  have 'Surrendered,-  arid  what  they  retain. — Ay 
the  Commiffioners.  think  it  a  matter  of  real  importance,  that  the  blankets 
and  other  articles  mould  be  forwarded,  asfoon  as  may -'be,  ■  you  will  pro- 
bably think,  fit,  Gentlemen,  to  make  provision  for  that  purpofe  ;  and  ap- 
point the  Chairman,  or  fome  one  of  the  Commiffioners,  to  com  pleat  the 
negociation,  by  delivering  to  thoSe  Indians  the.  Stipulated  articles,  upon  his 
receiving  in  behalf- of  the  Commonwealth,  a  proper  deed  of  the  ceded 
lands. 

At  the  fame  time  he  ffiouldberriftructed  to  attend.to  their  complaints,  in 
regard  tothejxaudulent  conduct  of.  a  French ;prie(\;  among  them. 

The  fame  Commiffioners  by  another  report,  and  letter  of  the  twelfth  of 
September,  have  in  confequenCeof  their  iuftru&ions, given  it  as  their  opinion, 
that  if  is  a  matter  interesting  to  the  Commonwealth  in  general,  as  -we'll  as 
to  the  inhabitants  fettled  to  the  eaftward  of  Renobjcot-River,  that  a  road 
Should  be  opened  therefrom,  eighty  feet  wide,  to  the  bay  of  PaJjamaquatMy, 
near  the  mouth  of  Scbooduck-Riverr:  the  lines  of  which  road  are.partieuiiriy 
defcribed.  That  there  is  a  number  of  plantations  to  the  eaftward  of  Penvbjcot- 
River,  proper  to  be  incorporated,  and  whofe  eircumftances  require  it. — 
That  there  is  a  number  alfo  to  the  weft  ward  of  Rembfcoty.  toNwhom  in- 
corporation would  be  beneficial;  but  the  Commiffioners  are  restrained 
from  reporting  as  fully  in  favour  of  incorporations  on  that  fide  of  the  river, 
becaufe  the  limits  and.extent  of  feveral  patents  and  claims  are  not  yet.^afcer- 
tained  and  agreed  on. 

That  the  great  remove  of  the  people  in  the  eaftern  part  of  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  from  the  Courts  of  Juftice  makes  it  needful,  that  two  new  counties 
Should  be  formed  there  :  the  lines  of  which  are  defcribed. — That  many 
marriages  having  been  performed  in  that  county,  in  a  way  not  agreeable  to 
law  j  a  return  of  iuch  fhould  be  made  to  the  Secretary's  office  for  confir- 
mation by  a£ts  of  .the  Legiflature. — That  for  want  of  the  late  tax-acts,  they 
have  not  known  in  what  mode  to  make  anenments  of  taxes — ..That  a  new 
edition  of  the  laws,efpecially  for  that  country,  has  become  highly  neceflary  : 
and  that,  a  proclamation  mould  be  iflued,  relating  to,  and- forbidding  all 
tfefpafles  on  lands  there,  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Thefe- matters,  Gentlemen,  concerning  which, /the  Several  reports  and 
letters  of  the  Commiffioners  will  give  you  fuller  information,  appear  to 
merit  the  attention  of  the  General  Court.

bled  in  that  caufe,  they  expreffed  a  great  defire  that  their  children  might 
be  inftructed  in  the  Englijh  language  ;  but  being  destitute  of  the  means  of 
inftruction,  they  requeued  a  few  books  for  that  purpofe,  and  fuch  other 
things  as  the  General  Court  might  think  proper  to  fupply  them  with. 

I-promifed  them,  that  as  foon  as  the  Court  convened,  I  would  lay  before 
them  their  reprefentation  ;  and  that  the  determination  had  thereon,  mould 
be  communicated  to  the  Hon.Jah/eel  JVoodbridge,  Efq;  or  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Serjeant  of  Stockbridge,  who  would  inform  them  of  it. 

The  papers  I  received  from  them,  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  fent  to  them,, 
dated  the  31ft  of  Augujl  laft,  will  belaid  before  you,  by  the  Secretary.

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary  * 

QBober  5,   1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate;  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Representatives.  I 

'WITH- a  letter -from  the- Board  of  Treafury  of  the  United  States,  datecS 
the  25th  of  September,  I  have  received  an  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  1 8th  of  that 
month,  fiating  that  the  Legiflatures  of  the  States  of  Rhode-Ijland  and  New- 
yerfey,s  have  by  their,  acts,  made  the  paper  currency  of  thofe  States  receivable 
on  the  arrears  of  taxes,  due  to  the  United  States. 

On  this  fhtement  it  is  obferved,  that  no  fuch- deviation  can  be  admitted 
from  the  mode  of  payment  eftabliibed.  by  the  requisitions  of  Congrefs,  with.- 
out  expiring  the  funds  of  the  United  States  to  great  lofs,  and  without  de--' 
feating  the  object  of  thofe  requifitions  ;  and  thatifluch  precedents  were 
admitted,  the  confequences  would  be  dangerous  to  the  interefts  of  the; 
Union. 

Whereupon,  Congrefs  Refolved,  That  as  the  annual  requifitions  of  the 
Unked  States  in'Cengrefs  aifembled,  were  made  by  them  in  virtue  of  the 
powers  of  the  Confederation,,  and  for -the  fiecefiary'purpofes  of  government,  - 
the  fame  are  obligatory,  on  the  States  as  fuch  ;  and  ought  to  be  difcharged 
by.  them,  in  the  manner  by  the  faid  requilitions  directed,  and  in  no  other. 

And  they  further  Refolved,  That  as  the  payment  of  the  interefr.  and  fuch 
parts  of  the  principal  of  the  foreign  debt  of  the  United  States,  as  are  included 
in  any  cf  the  requifitions  of  Congrefs,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  Federal 
Government,  cannot  be  provided  for,  but  by  payments  in  fpecie,  into  the 
federal  treaiury,of  the  fums  refpectively  required  of  ,the  State  therein,  no  pay-, 
ments,  either  in  bills  of  credit,  or  in  any  other  mode  fchanthofe  pointed  out 
by  the  faid  requilitions,  can  or  ought  to  be  admitted  in  difcharge  of  the  fame, 
and  that  the  Board  of  Treafury  tranfmit  a  copy  of  the  above  refolutions  to 
each  State,  and  iffue  infractions  to  the  refpective  loan-  offices,-  conformable 
thereto.  D  Upon 
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Upon  this  occafion,  it  is  obferved  by  the  Board  of  Treifury,  and  the  ob- 
fervation,  Gentlemen,  you  will  doubciels'  think :  very  juft,  that  the  reafons 
which  induced  Congrefs  to  enter  into  thole  refok  dons,  are  fo  evidently- 
dictated  by  a  regard  to  the  great  interefts  of  the  Confederacy,  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  that  the  wifdom  of  the  feveral  LegfiflatnTts  will  difcern  the  pro- 
priety of  adting  in  frrict  conformity  to  them  in  all  their  proceedings,  relat- 
ing to.  the  collection  of  the  revenue  appropriated  for  the  fervice  of  the  United.

I  HAVE  lately  received  a  letter  frem  Mr.  Peter  Savary,  a  Fre?icb  Gen- 
tleman, dated  at  Alexandria  in  Virginia,  the  12th  of  September,  concern- 
ing a  debt  due.from  this  Commonwealth,  to  Meff'rs;  Penet,  tie  Cafia  and 
Company,  in  France.

twelve  fallings,  and  the  other  for  three  thoujand  Pw,o  'hundred  and  eighty- 
three  pounds  Jour  JJoillings,  payable,  the  tenth  of  October,  1787,  the  whole 
being  thirteen  thou/and  one  hundred,  and  thirty-  two  pounds  Jixteen /hillings, 
lawful  money,  principal,  payable  with  intereft-fro'm  the  date,  as  appears  by 
the  Treafurer's  certificates.  »

THE  deficiency  in  the  reprefentation  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs, 
occafioned  their  refolution  of  the  14th  of  July  laft,  tranfmitted  to  me  by 
Mr.  Tho?nfon,  with  his  letter  of  the  26th  of  that  month. 

It  refpects  the  claim,  which  by  the  Confederation,  the  whole  Union  has 
on  its  parts  for  the  formation  of  the  fovereignty  ;  and  the  duty  of  the  States, 
feafonably  to  fend  forward  their  Delegates :  and  it  concludes  with  the  decla- 
ration, that  the  State  neglecting  fo  to  do,  becomes  refpcnfible  to  the  Union 
for  the  delays  and  evils,  which  may  enfue  from  fuch  neglect. 

Since 
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Since  that  refolution,  whether  influenced  by  it  or  not,  the  States  have 
been  much  more  .fully  reprefented  thin  for  ieveral  months  before  it,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  ftate  of  the  reprefen  ration  for  the  months  of  July;  Augujl  and 
■September ;  exhibited  by  the  Secretary  of  Congrefs,  with  his  ieveral  letters 
accompanying  this  meffage. 

He  has  alio  transmitted  the  continuation  of  thejournal  of  Congrefs,  from 
the  firft  of  Juner  to  the  20th  of  September  ;  which,  Gentlemen,  with  his 
letters  enclofed  with  it,  will  be  laid  before  you.

A   FEW  days  ago  I  received  a  letter  of  the  22d  of  September,  from  the 
Hon.  John  Jay,    Efq;  Minifter   of  the  United  States,  for  foreign  affairs, 
accompanied  with  an  extract  of  a  letter  to  him,  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Adams, 
■  the  Minifter  of  the  United  States  in- London,  dated  the  15th  of  July  laft. 

By  that  part -of  Mr..  Adams's  letter  refpeciing  the  conduct,  of  Captain 
Stanhope,  when  in  Eojionr the  laft  year,  in  the  1  ritijh  frigate  Mercury,  it 
•-appears,  that  the  Lords  of  the  Brittjh  Admiralty,  had  called  upon  Captain 
Stanhope,  for  a  j unification, of  his  conduct  to  Governour  Boivdoin,  and  had 
received  from  him,  a  letter  intended  for  that  purpofe,  which  their  Lordihips 
however  thought  no  apology  for  it.  That  their  Lordihips  had  accordingly 
"iignined  to  Captain  Stanhope,  their  feniible  difpleafure  at  his  conduct ;  and 
as  the  Mercury  had  been  ordered, home  from  the  American  ftation,  their 
Lordihips  would  take  fpecial.  care,  that  he  mould  be  no  longer  continued 
in  that  fervice. 

By  the  fame  letter,  it  alfo  appears,  that  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Marquis 
of  Carmarthan,  had  informed  Mr.  Adams,  that  hs  would  fpeak  to  Lord 
Sidney,  concerning  the  affair  of  the  eaftern  line,  in  order  that  Sir  Guy  Carleton, 
might  have  inftructions  concerning  it,. before  he  went  out  for  his  govern- 
ment of  Canada. 

What  the  nature  of  thofe  inftrudtions  will  be,  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  mentioned  to  Mr.  Aflams.  But  it  is  obferved  by  Mr.  Jay,  th:.t  as  it 
is  the  intereft  of  neighbours,  to  have  all  queftions  of  boundary  amicably  and 
finally  fettled,  there  is  reafon  to  hope  they  will  be  fuch  as  may  promote 
that -deiirable  end. 

With  refpect  to  the  affair  of  Captain  Stanhope,  a  meffage  was  fent  the 
ieventh  of  February  laft,  to  the  General  Court,concerning  it.  In  coniequence 
of  the  menage,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  frame  and  report  a  bill  tor 
fettling  the  mode  of  procefs  againft  delinquents,  in  cafes  wherein  the  go- 
vernment of  the  Commonwealth  mould  he  infulted,  and  for  providing  an 
adequate  redrefs ;  but  nothing  was  compleated  upon  the  fubject. 

Permit 
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Permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  refer  you  to  that  meffage,  and  the  papers 
which  accompanied  it;  and  to  repeat  the  obfervation,  that  unlefs  fome  fpe- 
cial  provifion  be  made  in  fuch.  cafes,  it  may  be  expected  that  the  fame  man, 
or  others  of  a  like  difpofition,  will  be,  encouraged  to  infult  the  executive 
government  of  the  Commonwealth  :  the  honour  of  which  is  fo  intimately 
connected  with  that  of  the  Legiflative,  that  in  cafes  like  the  prefent,  they 
are  infeperable.

Whereas  the  Commifhoners  appointed  by  a  refolve  of  the  General  Court,of 
the  fixth  otjuly  lad,  to  treat  with  the  Penobfcot.  tribe  oflndians,  refpeding 
their  claim  to  lands  on  Penobfcot -River,  have  in  their  letter. to  the  Governour, 
of  the  twelfth  day  of  September,  acquainted  his  Excellency  with  a  com- 
plaint, exhibited  to  them  by  Col.  Jvfep/j  Neptune,  one  of  the  Chiefs  in  the 
Penobfcot  tribe,  againft  the  Prieft  officiating  in  the  faid  tribe ;  that  be,  the 
faid  Neptune, .  did  put  into  the  hands  of  the  laid  Prieft,  thirty-fevenBeaver- 
fkins,  which  he  engaged  to  fell  for  him  at  Bc/lon,  and  account  with  him 
for  the  proceeds, — That  on  his  return,  he  was  informed  by  the  Prieft,  that 
he  could  not  pay  for  the  fkins,  as  the  money  was  taken  from  him  in  Bo/ion, 
to  pay  for  fome  cloathing,  he  the  faid  Chief  had  there  ;  which  at  the  time 
he  received  it,  he  fuppofed  was  given  him  by  the  Commonwealth  : — and

ward,  as  well  as  the  northward,  and  the  exertions  made  indifferent  quarters, 
to'ftimulate  the  various  nations/thereis  the  ftrongeft  reaion  to  believe,  that 
unlefs  the  fpeedieft  meafures  are  taken,  effectually  to  counteraft  and  defeat 
their  plans,  the  war  Will  become  general  *  and  may  be"  attended  with  the

the  following  Agents  have  neglected  their  duty,  viz.  Azariah  Egglejlon, 
Ebenezer  Storer,  Jojhua  Danfortb,  Henry  Nelfon,  Africa  Hamlin,  Park 
Holland,  Crocker  Sampjon,  and  Samuel  Jeferds  : ' 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  the  Supreme  Executive  of  this  Commonwealth 
be,  and  hereby  are  requefted,  to  apply  to  Congrefs,  to  take  fuch  further 
meafures  as  fhall  by  them  be  thought  neceffary  to  inforce  a  compliance,  of 
the  faid  Agents,  with  the  requisition  of  the  faid  Supreme  Executive.

Whereas  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  his  Mefiage  of  the  27th  of 
the  prefent  month,  has  communicated  fundry  refolutions  of  Congrefs,  paffed 
by  that  Hon.  Body,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  this  month,  which  refolutions 
are  in  the  words  following, 

By  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled.     October  20,   1786. 

The  Committee  confifting  of  Mr.  P.  Pettit,  Mr.  Lee,  Mr.  Pinckneyi 
Mr.  Henry  and  Mr.  Smith,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  the  War- 
Office,  with  the  papers  enclofed,  containing  intelligence  of  the  hoftile  in- 
tentions of  the  Indians,  in  the  Weftern  country,    have  reported  : 

That  the  uniform  tenor  of  the  intelligence  frOm  the  Weftern  country, 
plainly  indicates  the  hoftile  difpofition  of  a  number  of  Indian  nations,  par- 
ticularly the  Shawanefe,  Puteotamies,  Chippewas,  Tawas  and  'Tivightwees. 

That  thefe  nations  are  now  aflembling  in  the  Shawanefe  towns,  and  are 
joined  by  a  banditti  of  defperadoes, under  the  names  oiMingoes  and  Cherokets, 
who  are  outcafts  from  other  nations  ;  and  who  have  affociated  and  fettled 
in  that  country,  for  the  purpofe  of  war  and  plunder,-  that  they  are  labouring 
to  draw  in  other  nations,  to  unite  with  them  in  a  war  with  the  Americans  ; 
that  it  is  expected,  one  thoufand  warriors  will  foon  be  collected  in  the 
Sbaiaanefe  towns,  from  whence  they  have  already  difpatched  parties  to 
commence  hoftilities  :  That  from  the  motions  of  the  Indians  to  the  fourh- 
ward,  as  well  as  the  northward,  and  the  exertions  made  indifferent  quarters, 
to  ftimulate  the  various  nations  againft  the  Americans,,  there  is  the  irrongeit 
reafon  to  believe,  that  unlefs  the  fpeedieft  meafures  are  taken,  effectually  to 
counteract  and  defeat  their  plans,  the  war  will  become  general,  and  may  be 
attended  with   the  moft  dangerous  and  Lifting  confequences. 

That 
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That  the  Committee  therefore,  deem  it  highly  neceffary,  that  the  troops 
in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  be  immediately  augmented,  not  only 
for  the  protection  and  fupport  of  the  frontiers  of  the  States,  bordering  on 
the  Weftern  territory,  and  the  valuable  fettlements  on,  and  near  the  margin 
of  the  Mijfijapp:,  but  to  eftablifh  the  pofl'effion,  and  facilitate  the  furveying 
and  felling  of  thofe  intermediate  lands,  which  have  been  fo  much  relied  on, 
for  the  reduction  of  the  debts  of  the  United  States  :  Whereupon 

Refolved,  That  the  number  of  one  thoufand,  three  hundred  and  forty 
non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates,  be  raifed  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
unlefs  fooner  difcharged,  and  that  they,  together  with  the  troops  now  in 
fervice,  be  formed  into  a  legionary  corps,  to  confift  of  two  thoufand  and 
forty,  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates; 

That  the  additional  troops  be  raifed  by  the  following  States,  in  the  follow- 
ing  proportions,  viz.

That  the  Secretary  at  War,  inform  the  Executive  authorities  of  the  re- 
fpective  States,  in  which  the  troops  are  to  be  raifed,  the  number  and  rank 
of  commiffioned  officers  to  be  furnifhed  by  each  State,  in  proportion  to  the 
men. 

That  the  pay  and  allowances  to  the  troops  to  be  raifed  by  this  refolve,  be 
the  fame,  as  eftablifhed  by  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  12th  of  April,  1785. 

That  the  faid  troops  mall  be  fubjecb  to  the  exifting  articles  of  war,  or 
fuch  as  may  hereafter  be  formed  by  Congrefs,  or  a  Committee  of  the  States. 

Refolved,  That  the  States  above-mentioned  be,  and  they  hereby  are  re- 
quelled  to  ufe  their  utmoft  exertions  to  raife  the  quotas  of  troops,-  reflectively 
affigned  to  them,  with  all  poffible  expedition,  and  that  the  Executives  of 
the  faid  States  be,  and. hereby  are  requefted,  in  cafe  any  of  their  Legillatu res 
fhould  not  be  in  feffion,  immediately  to  convene  them  for  this  purpofe,  as? 
a  delay  may  be.  attended  with  the  moil  fatal  confequences.

It  appears  by  it,that  circular  letters  are  feht  to  many  towns  in  that  county, 
directed  to  the  Selectmen,  and  requiring  them  to  affemble  immediately  the 
inhabitants  of  their  refpective  towns,  and  to  fee  that  they  are  furhifhed  with 
ammunition  and  arms,  and  are  organized  with  officers  according  to  law  ; 
and  that  fome  of  thofe  letters  have  this  addition,  that  the  militia  befurnifh-. 
ed  with  fixty  rounds  of  cartridges,  and  (land  ready  to  march  at  a  minute's 
warning.      • 

It:alfo  appears,  that  a  County  Convention  is  to  be  holden  at  Hqdley,  on 
the  firlr.  Tuefday'  of  November,  which  is ,  to-morrow  :  for  the  purpofes 
mentioned 3  in  th,e  notification  5  a  copy, of  which,  with  the  aforefaid 
original  letter^  is  herewith  communicated. 

Thefe  proceedings,  Gentlemen,  are  of  a  very  alarming  nature,  and  require 
your  immediate  attention.

THE  mode  pointed  out  by  your  refolve  of  the  eighth  of  July  laft,  for 
augmenting  the  garrifon  at  the  Cajile^  by  government  penfioners,  having 
proved  ineffectual*  and  the  Commanding  Officer  there,having  reprefented  the 
neceffity  of  augmenting  the  garrifon,  by  reafon  of  the  encreafed  number  of 
convicts,  I  directed  him  by  advice  of  the  Council,  to  inlift  for  that  purpofe, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  men,  for  the  fecurity  and  protection  of  the  garrifon  and 
ftores  there,  until  the  further  order  of  the  General  Court. 

Moft  of  thofe  men  have  been  inlifted,  and  will  be  needed  there  at  leaft 
until  the  goal,  now  building  on  that  Ifland,  fhall  be  compleated. 

You  will  pleafe,  Gentlemen,  to  make  an  eftablifhment  for  them,  and 
for  fuch  a  length  of  time,  as  you  fhall  judge  necelTary. 

An  extract  from  the  minutes  of  Council  relative  to  this  bufinefs,  will 
accompany  this  Meffage*

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On  this  occafion,  Gentlemen,  you  will  permit  me  to  remind  you  of  the 
exhaufted    ftate  of  the   public  magazines,    in  regard  to   powder. 

In  order  to  the  procuring  a  fufficient  quantity  of  it,  you  patted  a  refblve 
the  eighth  day  of  July,  in  confequence  of  myMelfages  to  the  General  Court,

A  FEW  days  ago  arrived  here  from  France,  by  the  way  o£  New-York, 
Monfieur  Gregoire  and  his  Lady. — They  claim  in  her  right,  a  tract  of  land 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  fronting  on  the  fea  two  leagues,  and  extending 
from  thence  into  the  land  two  leagues  ;  together  with  the  Ifland  oi  Mount - 
Defert,  and  the  neighbouring  Iflands  :  the  faid  trail:  of  two  leagues  fquare 
having  Mount-Defert   in  its  front. 

They  reprefent  their  claim  to  be  founded  on  a  grant  made  to  her  Grand- 
father, MonfieUr  La  Motte  Cattillac,  in  1688,  under  the  authority  of  Louis 
XIV.  then  King  of  France, 

I  received  by  Monfieur  Gregoire,  a  letter  from  the  Marquis  la  Fayette, 
dated  at  Paris,  in  Auguji  laft,  and  a  letter  from  Monfieur  Otto,  Charge  de 
affairs  to  Congrefs,  from  our  illuftrious  Ally,  the  King  of  France,  dated  at 
New-York,  the  23d  of  October,  in  which  letters  they  recommend  the  claim 
of  Madam  Gregoire  to  the  consideration  of  this  government ;  as  the  land 
claimed  is  within  its  jurifdicllon. 

A  memorial  in  behalf  of  the  claimants,  was  prefented  to  the  General 
Court,  by  the  Conful  of  France,  in  June  1785:  but  nothing  final  was 
done  thereon. 

As  the  claimants  are  come  hither  from  France,  for  the  purpofe  of  fettle- 
ing  this  claim  with  the  government,  it  is  their  earneft  prayer,  that  the 
General  Court  would  give  an  immediate  attention  to  it  ■  agreeably  to  their 
petition  herewith   exhibited.

BY  the  poft  I  received  a  letter  from  our  Delegates  in  Congrefs,  in  anfwer 
to  one  from  me,  which  was  written  at  your  requefr.. — The  letter  will  be 
laid  before  you,  and  you  will  obferve  by  it,  that  in  obedience  to  the  refolve 
of  the  General  Court,  they  had  requefled  of  Congrefs  a  prolongation  of  the 
time,  for  receiving  indents  of  intereft,  on  the  requiiition  of  the  27th  of 
September,  1785. 

A  report  on  that  requeft,  is  now  before  Congrefs  :  but  no  decilion  can 
be  had,  until  their  next  meeting  after  their  diifolution,  which  was  to  take 
place  in  a  few  days. — Our  Delegates  however,  fay  they  can  difcover  no  certain 
inconvenience  which  will  arife  from  the  want  of  a  prefent  decifion,  as  in 

moft. 
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mofc  of  the  States,  which  have  palled  Legifktive  acts  on  that  requifition^ 
the  collection  is  equally  in  arrear  with  Mafjachujetts.  There  is  therefore, 
they  apprehend,  the  higheft  probability,  that  a  large  majority  qf  the  States, 
will  be  in  favour  of  extending  the  time,  within  which  fuch  indents  may 
be  received,  and  it  feems  to  be  their  opinion,  that  the  General  Court  may 
extend  it  within  reafonable  limits  accordingly  :  confiding,  that  in  fuch  cafe., 
the  indents  will,  by  a  proper  act  of  Congrefs,  be  admitted  to  be  pafied  to 
the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  upon  their  quota  of  that  requifition.

Letter  of  Infraction  to  the  Delegates  at  Congrefs,  refpedtlng  James  Boyd, 
to  be  figned  and  forwarded  by  the  Governour.     November  10,   1786. 

On  the  petition  of  JamesBoyd,ECq; — a  letter  of  infraction  to  the  Delegates 
of  this  Commonwealth  at  Congrefs  : 

I T  having  been  repfefented  to  this  Court  by  James  Boyd,  Efq;  now  re- 
fident  in  Bojlon,  that  he'  obtained  from  the  Briti/h  government  in  the  year 
1767,  a  grant  of  fifty  thoufand  acres  of  land,  lying  on  the  banks  of  the 
River- Schooduck  ;  and  that  the  faid  Boyd  went  on,  and  poffeffed  the  faid 
lands,  introducing  at  his  own  charge,  a  large  number  of  families,  and  that 
he  was  at  great  expence  for  cattle  and  farming  ntenfils  of  all  forts,  as  well 
as  in  the  erecting  of  neceffary  mills  and  water  works  ;  but  in  the  begjnning- 
of  the  late  war,  between  Great-Britain  and  tliefe  States^  he  took  fuch  an 
active  and  decided  part  in  favour  of  the  latter1,  that  he  foon  became  very 
obnoxious  to  the  refentment  of  the  Britijh,  and  was  obliged  to  leave  all  his 
property  and  poffeffions,  and  flee  to  the  protection  of  the  United  States  ; 
that  he  has  refided  in  Bojlon,  until  the  prefent  timo,  in  hopes  that  his  afore- 
mentioned lands,  would  fall  within  the  bounds  of  this  State,  and  that  he 
mould  be  reinftated  in  them  ;  that  the  whole  of  his  lands  "are  on  the 
weftern  fide  of  that  river,  which  we  fuppofe  to  be  the  St.  Croix,  mentioned 
in  theTreaty,  and  the  boundary  line  between  Nova-Scotia,  and  thefe  States  ; 
but  that  as  the  Briti/h  fubjefts  are  at  prefent  in  the  poffeffion  of  thofe  lands,, 
the  faid  Boyd  is  unjuitly  prevented  from  returning  there  to  occupy  and  im- 

N  ■  prove- 
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'prove  them.  As  we  efceem  him  to  have  been  a  good  friend  to  this  country^ 
and  frill  to  remain  luch, — and  one  who  is  at  prefent  deprived  of  the  ooiTefnon 
<-F  a  large  iniereft,  in  confequence  of  his  attachment  to  it, — we  inf  cruet  you 
to  recommend  him  to  the  attention  and  favour  of  Congrefs,  and  to  move 
that  Honourable  Body,  to  afford  him  inch  relief  as  they  may  think  proper. 
Read  and  Ordered,  That  the  aforegoing  letter  be  tranimitted,  and  that 
his  Excellency  the  Governour,  be  requeued  to  fign  and  tranfrnit  the  fuce 
to  the  Delegates  from  this  Commonwealth  in  Congrefs*

means  whereof,  the  faid;  town  of  Northfield,  was  charged  with  eight  Jljillings 
and  four  pence,  on  the  thoufand  pounds,,  more  than  it  ought  to  have  been,  in 
confequence  of  which  the  faid  town  was  affeffed  in  thefeveral  taxes,  granted 
on  the  valuation  of  1779,  the  fum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety -two  pounds, 
fix  Jljillings,  more  than  its  juft  proportion  ;  fixteen  pounds fixteen  Jljillings  and 
three  pence,  of  which  fum,  the  town  have  received. 

And  whereas  it  further  appears,  that  in  fettling  the  valuation  of  1782, 
the  members  of  the  county  of  flampjhire,  made  an  addition  of 'fix Jljillings 
and feven  pence,  to  the  fum  charged  to  the  town  of  Northfield,  by  the 
Committee  on  valuation, in  confequence  of  which  the  faid  town  of Northfield, 
has  been  affeffed  in  the  feveral  taxes  granted  and  proportioned  by  the  laffc 
mentioned  valuation,  1  the  fum  of  three  hundred  and  forty-two  pounds,  Jix 
fhillings,  more  than  its  proportion; 

Refolved,  That  the  Treafurer  of  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
directed,  to  credit  the  town  of  Northfield,  the  fum  of  five  hundred  and 
feventeen  pounds,  fifteen  fhillings  and  nine  pence \  on  the  back  taxes. — And 
there 'be  affeffed,  on  the  feveral  towns  in  the  county  of  Heimpjhire,  in  the 
next  State  tax,  three  hundred  and  forty -two  pounds  Jix  Jljillings,  of  the  above 
fum,  in  proportion  as  they  ftand  on  the  valuation. 

LXXXIX. 

MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary. 
November  11,  1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Representatives. 
IN  confequence  of  the  refolve  of  the  General  Court,  relative  to 
Tenolfcot  Indians,  General  Lincoln  was  appointed,  by  advice  of  the  Council, 
to  com  pleat  the  agreerrient,which  he  and  the  otherC'ommiffioners,connecled 
with  him  in  that  bufinefs,  had  made  with  thofe  Indians  in  Augujl  laft. 

Unfortunately 
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Unfortunately,  the  Indians  were  gone  upon:  their  fall  hunt:  by  which 
me.ins  he  had  an  opportunity  of  fpeaking  with  only  one  of  their 'chiefs,  to 
whom  he  communicated  the  Government's  confirmation  of  the  agreement 
with  them,and  informed  him  of  the  quantity  of  blankets  and  ammunition  he 
was  charged  with,  and  which  were  to  be  delivered  to  them,  on  their  fulfil- 
ing  their  part  of  their  agreement  ;  and  figning  the  deed  by  which  they 
were  to  relinquish  to  this  Commonwealth,  all  claim  to  the  lands  ftipulated 
in  the  agreement. 

In  the  report  of  his  proceedings,  General  Lincoln  mentions,  that  he  had 
placed  the  goods  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jolm  Lee,  of  Majabigtaaduce,  whofe 
abilities,  integrity,  fortune  and  attention  to  bufmefs,  he  could,  from  his 
own  knowledge  of  him,  depend  upon.  He  has  taken  Mr.  Lee's  receipt 
for  the  goods,  which,  as  appears  by  the  receipt,  he  has  engaged  to  deliver 
to  thofe  Indians,  agreeably  to  General  Lincoln's  written  directions  to  him.

M  E  S  S  A  G  E  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  die  Secretary ', 
November  13,   1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  arid  Gentlemen  of  the  Honfe  of  Reprefentativesl 

I  HAVE  lately  received  feveral  letters,  which  it  is  proper  mould  be 
communicated   to  you. 

One  of  them  is  from  the  Honourable  Mr.  Jay,  Secretary  for  foreign  affairs,- 
of  the  23d  of  OBober,  tranfmitting,  purfuant  to  an  order  of  Congrefs,  of 
the  9th  oiAugufi  laft,  ah  account  of  all  the  Negroes  belonging  to  this  State, 
that  appear  to  have  been  carried  away  by  the  Briti/h,  in  contravention  of 
the  late  Treaty  of  Peace,  when  they  evacuated  New-Tor k.     - 

It  appears  by  the  faid  order,  that  a  like  account  was  to  be  lent  to  each  of 
the  United  States,  of  the  Negroes  belonging  to  them  reflectively,  and  which 
were  at  the  fame  time"  carried  away  by  the  Briti/lj.  The  probable  reafon  of 
that  order  feems  to  be,  that  the  feveral  States,  or  the  individuals  whofe 
property  they  were,  might  take  fuch  meafures  as  they  mould  judge  fuitable, 
for  recovering  the  value  of  the  Negroes  tarried  away.  In  this  bufinefs, 
Gentlemen,  you  will  pafs  fuch  order  as  you  fhall  think  proper.      —    , 

There  are  two  of  thofe  letters  from  Mr.  Thomfon,of  the  27th  of  OBober 
and  4th  of  November  :  the  firft  enclofing  Refolves  of  Congrefs  of  the  23d 
of  OBober,  which  <reprefent  the  fubftance  of  the  adts  of  the  feveral  States, 
reflecting  certain  commercial  powers  vefted  in  Congrefs.- — By  that  repre- 
fentation  it  appears, that  if  the  States  of  New-Hampjhire  and  North-Carolina, 
had  conformed  their  acts  to  the  recommendations  of  Congrefs,  the  com- 
mercial powers  therein  requefted,  might  immediately  begin  to  operate. 

Congrefs  have  therefore,  again  earnefHy  recommended  to  the  Legiflatures 
of  thofe  two  States,  at  their  next  fefhon,  to  pafs  acts  in  fuch  conformity 
with  the  Refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  30th  of  April,  1784,  as  te-enable 
them  to  exercife  thofe  powers  as  foon  as  poffible.     If  the   requefied  a£t9 
fhould  be  paffed,  there  will  be  room  to  hope  for  an  eftablifhment  of  fuch 
regulations  as  will  ferve  to  revive  commerce,  and  again  place  it  on  a  broad 
and  folid  foundation.'  .  ...... 

.  Mr.  Tbomforis  other  letter  mentions,  that  Congrefs,previous  to  their  rifings' 
had  commanded  him  to  inform  the  Executive  of  each  State,  tha{  the  pre- 
fent  critical  fituation  of  public  affairs,  requires  the  immediate  affembling  of 
the  States  in  Congrefs;  agreeably  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  Confederation  ; 
and  that  it  is  their  earneft  defire,  that  the  Delegates  for  each  State,  be  urged 
to  give  their  attendance  with  all  poffible  difpatch.       .  ... 

The  other  letter,  with  the  accompanying  papers,  is  from  our  Delegates 
in  Congrefs,  dated  the  31ft'  of 'OBober  ;  by  which  it  appears,  that  Congrefs 
have  received  from  Mr. Hutchins,  the  Geographer- General,  a  confirmation' 
of  the  hoftile  difpofition  and  intention  of  the  Weftern  Indians,  not  only.- 
againft  the  perfons  employed  by  Congrefs,  in  the  furvey  of  the  territory  of 
the  United  States,  north  wefterly  of  the  Ohio  ;  bat  again  ft  the  frontier  in - 

6  habitants 
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habitants  of  the  States  bordering  on  that  River.  In  confequence  of  that  in- 
tention, the  Geographer  and  Surveyors,  on  the  iSth  of  September,  abandon- 
ed the  furveys,  retreated  to  the  Ohio,  and  there  threw  up  redoubts  for  their 
protection. 

On  this  occafion,  Gentlemen,  I  would  inform  you,  that  in  confequence 
of  your  refolves  for  railing  a  body  of  troops,  for  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States,  the  neceffary  meafures  for  that  purpofe  are  in  execution  :  and  the 
Commanding  Officer,  Colonel  J ackf on,  is  bufdy  employed  in  effecting  it. 
He  has  reprefented  to  me,  that  it  is  uiual  on  fuch  occafions,  and  the  fervice 
requires,  that  an  allowance  mould  be  made  to  the  enlifting  officers,  for  de- 
fraying the  neceffary  expence  attending  the  inliftment. 

You  will  pleafe  to  take  this  matter  into  confideration  ;  and  make  fuch 
allowance,  on  account  of  the  United  States,  as  you  (hall  judge   fuitable. 

The  feveral  letters  and  papers,  to  which  this  Meffage  refers,  will  accom- 
pany it.

November  14,   1786. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives. 

A  FEW  days  ago  General  Brooks,  the  Major-General  for   the  county 

of  Middlefex,  fent  enclofed  in  his  letter  to  me,  an  exact  return  of  the  troops, 

that 
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that  were   affembled  at  Cambridge,  on  the  firft  of  the  'current  month,  for 
the  fupport  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

It  appears  hy  the  return,  that  befides  volunteers,  there  were  more  than 
two  thoufand  of  the  militia  then  affembled  in  military  order,  for  that  laud- 
able purpofe. 

Upon  your  fignifying  your  earneft  defire,  that  effectual  meafures  mould 
be  taken,  to  prevent  any  interruption  to  the  fitting  of  the  Court,  I  imme- 
diately iffued  orders,  with  advice  of  the  Council,  to  General  Brooks,  that 
feveral  of  the  regiments,  with  four  of  the  companies  of  Artillery  within  his 
diviiion,fhould  beheld  in  readinefs  to  march,  and  fome  of  them  had  march- 
ing orders  to  appear  at  Cambridge,  at  a  given  time.  The  two  contiguous 
regiments  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  befides  a  number  of  companies  in  Bojion, 
and  the  artillery  companies  of  Roxbury  and  Dorchejler,  had  orders  to  be  in 
readinefs.  Orders  were  likewife  fent  to  Major-General  Titcomb,  for  two  of 
the  neareft  regiments  in  the  county  of  Effex,  to  hold  themfelves  in  readi- 
nefs :  all  the  laid  regiments  and  companies  being  to  march  in  cafe  of  ne~ 
ceffity,  fignified  by  orders  from  General  Brsoks,  under  whofe  command, 
the  whole  were  to  be* 

As  none  of  the  infurgents  made  their  appearance,  I  hope  from  a  convic- 
tion of  the  extreme  impropriety  and  unlawfulnefs  of  their  former  conduct,, 
there  was  no  occafion  for  iffuing  marching  orders  to  thofe  regiments  and 
companies,  which  had  been  only  ordered  to  be  in  readinefs.  But  fuch. 
however,  was  their  ardor,  to  diftinguifh  themfelves  in  fupport  of  govern-, 
ment  and  the  constitution,  that  feveral  of  them,  voluntarily  marched  to 
Cambridge  -,  where  they  joined  the  Middle fex  militia,  and  all  together,  formed 
an  excellent  body  of  troops,  which  reflected  great  honor  on  that  county ,> 
and  on  the  feveral  corps  to  which  they  belonged.  The  regiments  and  com- 
panies of  which  that  body  was  compofed,  you  will  obferve,  Gentlemen,  by 
the  return. 

So  favorable  an  opportunity  offering  for  a  review",  I  reviewed  them,  ac-<" 
companied  by  his  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour,  and  the  Council,  the1 
Chief  Juffice  and  the  other  Juitiees  and  officers  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  the  Prefident  of  the  Univerfity,  feveral  General  Officers  and  other 
Gentlemen  :  who  all  expreffed  a  high  Satisfaction  in  the  order,  appearance 
and  difcipline  of  the  troops  ;  which  being  afterwards  formed  into  folid 
columns,  a  Short  addrefs  to  them  by  the  Governour,  finifhed  the  re- 
view. 

It  is  with  pleafure,  I  inform  you,  Gentlemen,  that  the  fpirited  conduct 
of  the  troops  on  that  occafion,  merited  the  applaufe  and  thanks  of  every 
friend  to  the  conftitution  ;  and  that  Major-General  Brooks,  who  diftin- 
guifhed  himfelf  by  his  attention,  activity  and  animated  exertion  in  the  whole 
conduct  of  this  bufinefs,  has  in  a  particular  manner  merited  them. 

His  letter  and  return,  and  alfo  General  'Titcomb's  letter,  will  accompany 
this  Menage.

T  H  E  poft  of  the  laft  evening,  brought  me  a  letter  from  the  Board  of 
Treafury,  dated  at  New-Tor  k,  the  feventh  inftant.  It  inclofed  a  refolution 
of  Congrefs  of  the  2 1  ft  of  Oclober,  which  was  paffed  unanimously  ;  that 
the  feveral  States  in  the  Confederacy,  be  required  to  pay  into  the  federal 
Treafury,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  June  1787,  their  refpeclive  quotas  of 
the  fum  of  Jive  hundred 'and  thirty  thoufand  dollars,  in  fpecie,  for  the  pay  and 
fupport  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  on  the  preifent  eftablifliment. 

Among  the  quotas  of  the  feveral  States,  the  quota  of  Maffachufetts  is 
feventy-nine  thoufand,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars ;  which  fum 
when  paid,  will  be  pafled  to  the  credit  of  this  State,  on  the  terms  prefcribed 
by  the  refolve  of  Congrefs  of  the  6th  of  October  1779. 

The  Board  of  Treafury  are  authorised  and  directed,  to  open  a  loan  im- 
mediately, to  the  amount  "of  five  hundred  thoufand  dollars,  atfxper  cent. 
per  annum,  on  the  credit  of  the' foregoing  requifition,  which  they  are  au- 
thorized to  pledge  to  the  lenders,  for  the  faithful  re-imburfement  of  the 
money  loaned,  and  of  the  intereft  of  it;

The  Committee  of  both  Houfes,  on  the  Governour's  Meffage  of  the  fourth 
inftant,  accompanied  with  a  report  of  the  Commiffioners,  appointed  the  fixth 
of  July  laft,  to  treat  with  the  Penobfcot  tribe  of  Indians,  and  for  certain 
other  matters  refpefting  the  county  of  Lincoln,  beg  leave  further  to 
report, — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it  would  be  expedient,  that  the 
prefent  county  of  Lincoln  be  hereafter  formed  into  three  diftincl:  counties, 
and  that  the  dividing  lines  of  the  faid  counties,  be  now  eftablifhed,  as  the 
eftablifhment  of  thofe  lines  would  much  facilitate  the  laying  out  of  town- 
fhips,  fo  as  to  prevent  many  inconveniences  in  future,  that  might  other- 
wife  arife — and  until  thofe  counties  be  incorporated,  that  the  prefent  county 
of  Lincoln,  remain  in  all  other  refpedls  as  at  prefent, — and  that  the  dividing 
lines  of  the  intended  counties,  be  as  follows,  viz.    The  firft  county  to  be 

bounded 
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bounded  on  the  one  fide  of  the  county  of 'Cumberland,  and  the  dividing  line 
between  the  laid  firft  county  and  the  fecond,  to  begin  on  the  Atlantic-Gcean 
at  the  weft  bounds  of  the  town  of  Thomajlon-,  thence  funning  northerly  by 
the  weft  line  of  faid  town, to  thefouth-eafterly  corner  of  the  town  oiWarren 
to  the  town  of "Union,  then  by  the  eaft  line  of  the  laft  mentioned  town,  to 
the  north-eaft  corner  of  the  fame,  then  north  feven  degrees  eaft,  to  the 
north  line  of  Waldos  patent,  fo  called,  then  north  to  the  high  lands.  The 
dividing  line  between  the  fecond  or  middle  county,  and  the  third,  to  bt^'m 
on  the  Atlantic -Ocean,  and  extend  northerly  with  the  weftern  bounds  of 
Goldjborough  to  townfhip  Number-Two,  thence  with  the  fouth  line  of  that 
townfhip  to  the  eaftern  bounds  thereof, — then  with  the  faid  eaftern  bounds 
as  far  as  the  town  extends — then  on  the  fame  courfe,  north,  to  the  hiofi 
lands.  The  third  or  eaftward  county,  to  comprehend  all  the  lands  within 
this  Commonwealth,  to  the  eaftward  of  the  line  laft  defcribed. — And  that 
the  fhire  towns  of  the  faid  counties*  when  incorporated  agreeable  to  the 
above  divifion,  be  as  follows;,  viz.  The  {hire  town  of  the  firft  county,  to 
be  at  Paivnalborough  ;  the  fhire  town  of  the  fecond,  or  middle  county,  to 
be  at  Number-Three,  on  Penobjcot-River,  and  the  fhire  town  of  the  eaftern 
county,  to  be  at  Machias-. 

Your  Committee  are  further  of  opinion*  that  it  will  be  expedient,  that 
a  road  fhould  be  opened  from  Penob/cot-River,  to  the  bay  oiPaJfamaquoddy 
near  the  mouth  of  Schooduck,  agreeable  to  the  report  of  the  Commiffioners 
afore-mentioned  ;  and  that  provifion  be  made  for  that  purpofe,  at  the  next 
fitting  of  the  General  Court. 

It  appears  by  the  report  of  the  faid  Commiffioners,  that  fome  of  the 
plantations  in  the  faid  county  of  Lincoln,  complain  that  by  reafon  of  the 
laws  not  being  forwarded  to  them,  they  are  ignorant  of  the  mode  of  affeff- 
ing  the  late  tax  5  to  remove  this,  and  prevent  a  fimilar  complaint  in  future* 
your  Committee  apprehend  that  it  is  neceffary,  that  the  Treafurer  be  directed 
to  furnifh  fuch  deficient  plantations,  with  the  tax  ads  referred  to,  and  that 
the  Printers  be  directed  to  furnifh  the  feveral  plantations  in  this  Common- 
wealth, with  the  Laws  and  Refolves,  that  fhall  from  time  to  time  be 
paffed. 

Your  Committee  having  confidered  the  feveral  matters  contained  in  his 
Excellency's  Meflage,  with  the  papers  accompanying  it,  except  what  relates 
to  certain  irregular  marriages  mentioned  by  the  faid  Commiffioners, it  is  their 
opinion  that  this  be  referred  to  future  confideration,  and  afk  leave  to  be 
difcharged.

that  might  be  made  for  monies  due  on  rolls,  due-bills,  or  any  other  ac- 
count whatever,  or  fecurities  which  the  faid  Treafurer  or  the  faid  Furnefs 
received  ;  or  for  which  the  faid  Treafurer  has  been  credited,  and  which 
have  not  been  accounted  for  :  And  whereas  the  aforefaid  term  of  fix 
months  has  expired,  feveral  months  fince,  and  all  the  due-bills  and  other 
demands  that  have  been  exhibited  to  the  Treafurer  for  payment,  amount 
in  the  whole  to  the  fum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  pounds,  four  ll-iiiings  and 

one 
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one  fenny,  only ;  fo  that  it  appears  there  is  a  balance  ftill  due  to.  the  fa  id 
Adminiftrator,  ;of  the  fum  of  twelve  hundred  and  eighty -jlur  founds,  eigh- 
teen Jl.nllings  and  /ix  pence. 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  public 
Treafury  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  aforefaid  Adminiftrator,  the  afore- 
faid  fum  of  twelve  hundred  and,  eighty-four  pounds  eighteen  fallings  and fx 
pence,  in  full  difchargc  of  the  balance  aforefaid. 

And  whereas  by  a  paragraph  of  the  afore-recited  refolve,  it  is  provided, 
that  the  faid  Adminiftrator  is  holden  to"  repay  to  theTreafurer  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, ail  fuch  fums  of  money  as  fhall  appear  to  be  due  on  any  de- 
mands which  mould  be  exhibited  any  time  hereafter — which  appears  to  be 
unreafonable  :  . 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  the  faid  Adminiftrator  be,  and  he  hereby  is 
difcharged  from  any  further  demands  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  bis  faid 
capacity,  the  faid  refolve  of  the  23d  of  March  178,6,  notwithftand- 
ing.

Refolve  requefting  the  Governour   and  Council,  to  order  the  Secretary  to' 
publifh  fuch  acts  and  refolves  of  the  prefent  feffion,  as  they  fhall  think 
1    necefiary.     November  17,   1786. 

Refohed,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be,  and  he  is  hereby  re- 
quested, to  give  orders  to  the  Secretary,  to  publifh  in '  fome  of. the  news- 
papers, fuch  acts  and  refolves  of  the  General  Court,  as .  he  with  advice  of 
Council,  ihall  think  necefiary  for  the  information,  of  the  people.

•Report  of  the  Committee  for  encouragement  of  Manufactures,   &c.   in  this 
Commonwealth.     November  17,   1786. 

The  Committee  of  both  Houfes,  appointed  to  confider  what  further 
meafures  are  necefiary  to  be  taken,  to  encourage  our  own  manufactures,  and 
difcourage  the  ufe  of  imported  articles  of  luxury,  have  taken  the  fubjedl 
under  confideration,  and  from  a  view  of  our  unhappy  ftate  and  circumftances, 
are  conftrained  to  obferve,that  a  remiflnefs  and  inattention  to  the  fundamen- 
tal principles,  on  which  the  wealth,  happinefs,  and  profperity  of  a  people 
depend,  have  in  a  greater  or  lefs  degree  pervaded  the  community,  and  pro- 
duced evils  that  now  threaten  us  with  ruin. 

Our  anceftors,  who  fettled  this  fertile  country,  from  which  the  mate- 
rials for  trade  and  commerce,  the  means  of  defence,  and  of  the  necef- 
faries,  and  conveniences  of  life,  may  be  amply  furnifhed,  derived  their  birth 
and  language  from  a  nation,  whofe'  religion  they  imbibed,  whofe  laws  were 
interwoven  with  their  own,  and  to  whofe  government  they,  and  their  de- 
fendants' were  for  a  long  time  fubject  •  from-  whence  affection  and  venera- 
tion enfued,  naturally  leading  to  an  adoption  of  their  prejudices,  paillons 
and  manners. 

T 
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From  a  conftant  commercial  intercourfe  with  that  nation,  snd  an  ex ten - 
five  credit  given  by  her  merchants,  to  multitudes  here,  by  means  of  which 
debts  to  an  enormous  amount  have  arifen, — an  unreflrained  ufe  of  her  fu- 
per'riuities  and  luxuries,  witb/a  neglect  and  contempt  of  our  own  manufac- 
tures and  productions,  with  which  it  has  been  her  intereft  to  infpire  us, 
have 'unhappily  followed  :  thefe  have  been  accompanied  with  a  declension, 
of  manners,  and  an  imitation  of  her  extravagances,  follies  and  vices,  all 
which  have  produced  a  dependence  of  mind,  that  has,  to  the  no  fmall  injury 
©four  manufactures,  commerce,  and  political  in terefts,  furvived  even  the 
diffolution  of  our  civil  connection. 

The  feeds  of  luxury,  which  had  fprung  up  before  the  late  revolution, 
although  at  its  beginning,  and  fox  forne  time  after,  they  received  a  check 
from  the  virtuous  refolutions  of  the  people,  yet  too  foon  they  revived  and 
acquired  new  vigour, — an  im'menfe  quantity  of  paper  money  coming  into 
circulation,  and  conftantly  linking  in  its  value,  proved  a  flrong  temptation 
to  its  poffeifors,  to  part  with  it  for  anything,  even  for  luxuries,  joined 
with  a  profufion  of  luxurious  articles  introduced  by  numerous  captives  in 
the  late  war,  contributed  greatly  to  produce  a  ft.i]e  of  drefs  and  living,  un- 
known to  our  anceflors,  and  otherwife  hardly  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  ftate 
of  war.  A  vitiated  tafte  acquired,  found  on  the  arrival  of  peace,  full  fcope 
for  indulgence  :  new  modes,  fafhions,  and  articles  of  luxury,  poured  in  from 
foreign  nations  :  an  enthufiafm  for  thefe  prevailed,  and  the  contagion  at 
length  became  general. 

If  at  this  time  the  country  abounded  in  fpecie,  to  an  amount  unknown 
in  any  period  before,  the  amount  alfo  of  its  debt  contracted  in  the  late  war, 
and  that  of  individuals,  was  greater  than  at  any  period  before  ;  thefe  called 
for  economy  and  the  application  of  the  fpecie,  to  the— difcharge  of  them  ; 
but  the  predominant  paffion  for  fhew  and  luxury,   over-leaped  the  bounds 

of    temperance  and  moderation,    and   ftifled    the   voice   of  juflice  : 

The  fpecie  could  no  longer  be  confined,  it  broke  from  its  enclofure, 
and  fled  into  diftant  lands  ;  from  whence  we  can  never  expect  its 
return,  but  by  adopting  and  perfevering  in  a  fyflem,  the  reverfe  of  that  we 
have  purfued  :  and  we  are  left  to  lament  the  lofs  of  our  reputation,  of  pub- 
lic and  private  credit,  of  an  ability  to  difcharge  public  and  private  contracts, 
and  to  fuffer  a  train  of  evils,  the  woeful  effects  of  a  remiffnefs  and  inatten- 
tion to,or  departure  from  the  great  principles  that  tend  to  the  glory  and  hap- 
pinefs  of  a  people. 

From  all  which  it  appears,  that  we  have  this  alternative  before  us, — to 
fubmit  to  ruin  inevitable  ;  or  refolve  on  a  reformation  immediate  and  uni- 
verfal. 

Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  it  is  highly  important, 
that  the  General  Court  fhould  make  a  ferious  and  determined  exertions,  by 
example  and  advice,  to  infpire  a  due  regard  to  our  own  manufactures  ;  to 
the  fruits  of  our  own  induftry,  and  the  efforts  of  our  own  genius,  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  difcourage  the  importation  and  ufe  of  foreign  fuperfluities ;  and 
all  articles  that  tend  to  an  excels  in  our  expences,  or  interfere  with  our  na- 
tional 
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tional  intereft,  or  the  particular  intereit  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  at  the 
Lime  time  earneflly  to  recommend  to  the  people  at  large,  including  all  or- 
ders, ages,  fexes,  and  conditions,  to  give  fubftantial  evidence  of  friendship 
to  their   country,  by  uniting  in  fo  neceffary  an  exertion. 
Read  and  accepted. 

CXXXIII. 

Refolve  directing  the  Treafurer  to  borrow  money,  for  the  Delegates  ap- 
pointed to  rep  relent  this  State  in  Congrefs,  the  prefent  year.  November 
ly,  1786. 

Refohed,  That  the  Treafurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  be,  and  he  here- 
by is  directed  to  borrow  a  fum,  not  exceeding  two  thou  [and  pounds,  for  the 
purpofe  of  paying  the  Delegates,  who  reprefented  this  State  in  Congrefs, 
for  their  fervices  the  year  pail,  and  to  enable  him  to  make  fuch  advances  as 
are  directed  to  be  made  to  the  Delegates  in  Congrefs,  the  current  year,  and 
to  repay  the  fame  out  of  the  firft  monies  which  may  come  into  the  Trea- 
fury,  from  the  fpecie  part  of  the  tax  granted  in  March  laft,  and  appropriat- 
ed for  the  defraying  the  neceffary  expences  of  government  not  already  en- 
gaged, and  out  of  the  third  part  of  the  revenue,  which  may  arife  from  the 
duties  of  import  and  excife,  by  virtue  of  the  adts  paffed  the  prefent  feffion,, 
and  is  refervedfor  the  difpofal  of  government. 

CXXXIV. 

Refolve  on  the  petition  of  Gardner  Gray.     November  17,  \j^>6. 

On  the  petition  of  Gardner  Gray,  fetting  forth  that  he  is  now  under 
fentence  of  death,  for  the  crime  of  burglary";  and  praying  that  his  punifh- 
ment  may  be  commuted,  as  this  is  the  firft  offence  he  has  ever  been  charg- 
ed with  : 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court,  that  the  faid  Gardner  Gray,  prior"  to 
his  committing  the  crime  aforefaid,  had  been  diftinguifhed  for  the  fobriety 
of  his  manners  and  examplary  conduct,  and  had  in  no  inftance  difcovered  a 
mind  fo  abandoned  to  vice  as  to  render  his  punifhment  by  death,  neceffary 
for  the  fafety  of  the  community  :  And  whereas  it  is  a  dicfate  of  juftice  as 
well  as  of  good  policy  to  make  difKndf  ions  between  offenders,  agreeably  to 
the  degree  of  their  guilt,  and  to  extend  mercy  to  young  perfons,  who  are 
not  fo  totally  depraved  as  to  become  incorrigable  : 

Therefore  Refohed,  That  the  punifhment  of  the  faid  Gardner  Gray,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  commuted  ;  and  that  inftead  of  his  being  punifhed  with 
death, conformably  to  the  fentence  pronounced  againft  him,  he  beconfined  to 
hard  labour  on  Cajlle-Ifiand,  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  ;  and  that  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governour,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  Council,  to  revoke  and  nullify  .the  warrant  for  the 
execution  of  the  faid  Gardner  Gray,  and  to  iffue  a  warrant  directed  to  the 
feveral  Sheriffs  of  the  counties  of  Brifiol  and  Suffolk,  to  remove  the  faid 
Gardner  Gray  to  Cajile-Jfland,  as  aforefaid.  And 
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And  It  is  further  Rejhked,  That  if  the  faid  Gardner  Gray,  mall  efcpe 
from  his  conrinement  ohCaftle-I/iand,  within  the  fakl  term  of  three  years, 
and  be  afterwards  apprehended,  he  mall  fufter  death  agreeably  to  the  dn- 
tence  aforefaid.' 

cxxxv. 

R.efolve  confinnir.g  a  grant  of  land  to  David  Marjh  andofhers,  conditionally, 
November  17,  1786. 

The"  Committee  on  the  fubjecT:  of  unappropriated  lands  in  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  when  they  made  their  report  on  the  17th  of  March,  1785,  on 
the  petition  of  Enoch  Lartkt  and  others,  praying  for  the  confirmation  of 
fix  townfhips,  lying  between  Penobj cot -River,  and  Union-River,  which 
were  conditionally  granted  to  David  Marjh  and  others,  on  the  fecond  dav 
of  March,  1.-/62,  omitted  to  report  refpe&ing  the  townmip  No.  3,  com- 
monly cattedMajafa'gwaduce,  for  reafons  therein  fet  forth  ;  but  having  iince 
examined  into  the  ftate  of  the  faid  townfhip,  fo  far  as,  circumftances  would 
permit,  now  take  leave  to  report, 

That  in  their  opinion,  it  will  be  expedient  to  confirm  to  the  faid  Marjh 
and  others,  the  faid  townfhip,  No.  3,  ort  the  conditions  contained  in  the 
following  articles  : 

Firji,  That  the  proprietors  heretofore  known,  as  proprietors  of  the  faid 
townfhip,  or  as  holding  under  David  Marfi  and  others,  do  grant,  allot 
and  meet  out  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  Unto  each  fettler  on  "the  faid  town- 
fhip, his  heirs  or  afllgns,  who  before  the  firft  day  of  January,  1784,  fet- 
tled thereon,  and  made  feperate  improvement, — the  lame  to  be  laid  out  in 
one  lot,  in  fuch  manner,  as  beft  to  include  his  improvements.  And  where 
any  original  fettler  has  fold,  or  othervvife  difpofed  of  his  improvements  to 
any  other  perfon;  thepurchafer  of  fuch  improvements,  his  heirs  and  affigns, 
fhall  hold  the  fame  lands,  which  fuch  original  fettler  would  have  held,  by 
virtue  of  this  article,  if  there  had  been  no  fuch  fale  or  difpoiition. 

Secondly,  That  in  like  manner,  there  be  alloted  and  meeted  out  unto 
each  proprietor,  his  heirs  or  affigns,  who  before  the  firft  day  of  January. 
1784,  fettled  thereon,  and  made  a  feperate  improvement,  two  hundred 
acres  of  land,  one  hundred  acres  of  which  to  be  in  confederation  of  his 
being  a  fettler ;  the  fame  to  be  laid  out  in  fuch  manner,  as  beft  to  include 
his  improvements. 

'Thirdly,  That  in  the  faid  townfhip,  there  be  alloted,  referved  and  ap- 
propriated four  lots  of  land  of  three  hundred  acres  each,  in  fituation  and 
quality  equal  in  general  to  the  lots  in  the  divifion,  for  the  following  pur- 
pofes,  viz.  One  lot  for  the  firft  fettled  minifter,  his  heirs  and  affigns  ; 
one  for  the  ufe  of  the  miniftry  ;  one  to,  and  for  the  future  appropriation  of 
government  ;  and  one  for  the  ufe  of  a  fchool  forever. 

Fourthly,  That  each  fettler  mentioned  in  article  firft,  his  heirs  or  affigns, 
who  has  not  already  done  it,  fhall  within  five  years,  build  a  houfe,  not  leis 
than  eighteen  feet  fquare,  and  feven  feet  ftud  ;  and  clear,  and  cultivate  five 

acres 
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acres  of  land  fit  for  mowing  or  tillage,  and  pay  within  fix  months,  into 
the  treafury  of  the  propriety  of  the  faid  townfhip,  thirty  fallings,  to  be 
appropriated  to  defray  the  expence  of  furveying  and  dividing  the  faid  town- 
fhip, and  laying  out,  clearing  and  repairing  of  roads    within  the  fame. 

Fifthly,  That  where  a  fettler  has  made  improvement,  by  clearing  or  in- 
cloiing  with  a  good  fence,  more  than  one  hundred  acres,  he  fhall  have  the 
liberty  to  purchafe  the  lands  fo  improved,  at  a  reafonable  price  ;  eflimating 
the  fame,  as  if  in  a  ftate  of  nature  ;  or  ,to  receive  of  the  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors of  fuch  land,  a  reafonable  allowance  for  extra  improvements,  at  the 
fettler's  election  :  and  in  cafe  of  any  difagreement  about  the  faid  price,  or 
allowance,  or  any  other  matter  relating  to  a  fettlement,  that  the  fame  be 
decided  by  difinterefted  men,  one  of  whom  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  proprietor 
or  proprietors,  one  by  the  fettler,  (and  in  cafe  they  cannot  agree)  the  third 
by  the  two  chofen  as  aforefaid. 

Sixthly,  ■  That  after  the  allotments  to  the  fettlers,  refident  proprietors, 
arid  for  public  ufes,  are  made  as  aforementioned,  the  refidue  and  remainder 
of  the  faid  lands  fhall  be  divided  to;  and  among  the  proprietors  heretofore 
known  as  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  townfhip.;  or  as  holding  under  David 
Marft  and  others,  to  whom  the  faid  townfhip  was  conditionally  granted, 
their  heirs  or  afligns,  in  proportion  to  the  refpective  fhares  or  rights,  held 
in  the  original  divifion  of  the:  faid  town. 

Seventhly,  That  the  divifion  and  allotments  in  the  faid  townfhip,  be  made 
conformably  to  the  foregoing  articles,  within  the  fpace  of  twelve  months 
from  this  time,  and  a  return  thereof  be  made,  on  or  before  the  expiration 
of  the  faid  term  of  time,vto  the  Committee  on  the  fubjec~t  of  unappropriated 
lands  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  fpeoify'mg  and  defcribing  therein  the  lets, — 
number  of  each,  names^of  the  perfons  to  whom  alloted,  and  thofe  for  public 
ufes,  under  their  par tidu-lar  heads.  And  if  it  fhall  appear  by  the  faid  return, 
that  a  quantity  of  land  exceeding  fix  thoufand  acres;  has  been  alloted,  meeU 
ed  and  affigned  by  the  faid  proprietors,  to  that  clafs  of  fettlers  included  in 
article  firft,  and  by  virtue  of  the  fame,  in  manner  aforefaid,^— then  there 
fhall  -be- grail  ted  and  conveyed  to  the  faid  proprietors,  their  heirs,  and  afiigns, 
in  fome  part  of  the  townfhip  Number  Seven,''  in  the  firft.  dvifion  of  town- 
fhips,  e'aft  of  Penol/tot-River,-  adjoining  foutherly  on  the  townfhip  Number 
Six,  of  the  fame  divifion  in  part,  and  partly  on  townfhip  Number  One  of  the 
fecond  divifion  of  townihips,  and  Tying  oh  both  fides  of  Union-River,  fo 
many  acres,  as  fhall  be  equal  to  the  quantity  of  land  above  .fix  thoufand 
acres,  which  fhall  be  alloted  and  affigned  to  the  fettlers  as  aforefaid. 

Eighthly^  If  no  return  be  made  to  the  faid  Committee,  as  required  in  the 
preceedi ng  article,  the  faid  Committee  fhall  appoint,  and  they  are  .hereby 
accordingly  empowered,  to  appoint  three  difinterefted  perfons,  as  Commif- 
iioners  to  repair  to  the  faid  townfhip,  to  make  the  divifion  arid  return  re- 
quired, and  allot  and  divide  the  fame,  comformably  to  the  articles  one,  two 
and  three,  and  make  return  thereof  to  the  faid  Committee,  conformably  to 
the  feventh  article  ;  and  the  faid  Commifiioners  .  fhall,  fix  weeks  at  leaft 
before  they  proceed  on  the  faid  bufin'efs,  give  public  notice,  in  Adams  and 

U  Nourfe's 
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Nowfe's  Independent  Chronicle,  the  Portland  newfpaper,  and  by  a  written 
notification,  ported  up  in  lbme  convenient  place  in  the  laid  town  (hip,  of  their 
appointment,  and  of  the  time  when  they  (hall  proceed  on  the  faid  bufinefs, 
that  all  perfons  interested  therein,  may  be  apprized  thereof :  and  the  lots 
the  faid  Commissioners  mall  lay  out  to  the  refident  proprietors  and  fettlers, 
as  provided  for  in  articles  firit  and  fecond>  (hall  be  confirmed  unto  them, 
and  the  remaining  lots  (hall  be  fubject  to  the  order  and  difpofal  of  the 
General  Court  \  and  the  expence  arifing  from  the  faid  appointment  of  Com- 
missioners, mall  be  defrayed  by  the  refident  proprietors  and  fettlers  of  the 
faid  township,  provided  they  have  prevented  or  obstructed  the  divifion  as 
provided  for  in  articles  fecond,  third  and  fixth  j  otherwife,  fo  much  of  the 
remainder  of  the  lands  (after  allotments  and  divifions  made  to  the  refident 
proprietors,  fettlers,  and  for  public  ufes  as  afbrefaid)  (hall  be  fold  by  the 
laid  Committee,  as  (hall  be  fufBcient  to  defray  the  faid  expence* 

Ninthly,  That  notwithstanding  the  conditions  and  regulations  contained 
in  the  foregoing  articles,  if  the  proprietors  and  fettlers  of  the  faid  townfhip, 
fhall  agree  among  themfelves,  and  fettle  all  matters  in  difpute,  relating  to 
the  quantities  of  land  refpe&ively,  to  be  held  and  retained  by  them,  and 
fuch  other  matters  and  things,  as  immediately  refpect  the  fettlement  of  the 
faid  lands,  and  make  a  report  of  the  fame  to  the  faid  Committee*  within 
fix  months  from  this  time,  with  the  names  of  the  fettlers  and  proprietors* 
refident  and  non-refiderit,  the  quantity  alloted  to  each;  and  the  right  re- 
fcrved  for  public  ufes,  conformably  to  article  third,  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid 
Committee  fhall  have  full  authority  to  confirm  the  faid  townfhip  :  but  in 
cafe  no  report  fhall  be  made  as  aforefaid,  to  the  faid  Committee,  nor  return 
as  in  the  feventh  article  is  required,  the  faid  Committee  fhall  appoint  Com- 
miffioners,  as  provided  for  in  the  eighth  article  (twelve  months  having  been 
expired,  as  mentioned  in  the  faid  feventh  article)  who  fhall  proceed  on  their 
bufinefs  as  pointed  out  in  the  faid  eighth  article. 

Tenthly,  It  fhall  be  understood,  notwithstanding  any  thing  contained  in 
the  foregoing  articles,  that  the  final  confirmation  of  the  faid  townfhip,  fhall 
not  be  made  until  there  be  in  the  faid  town,  fixty  dwelling- houfes,  not 
lefs  than  eighteen  feet  fquare,  and  {even  feet  ftud  ;  fixty  Protectant  families, 
and  alfo  five  acres  of  land  cleared  on  each  fhare,  fit  for  mowing  and  tillage  j 
alfo  a  meeting-houfe  for  the  public  worfhip  of  God, — and  until  the  pro- 
prietors and  fettlers  of  the  faid  townfhip,  fhall  have  fettled  a  learned  and 
Protestant  minister; — and  provided  for  his  comfortable  fupport, — for  which 
purpofes,  five  years  fhall  be  allowed.

Begun  and  held  at  B  oft  on,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  on 
Wednefday  the -31  ft  Day  of!  May,  Anno  Domini,  1786  ; 
and  from  thence  continued  by  Prorogation  and  Adjourn- 
ment, to  Wednefday  the ;'.  tHirty-firft  Day  of  January, 
1787. 


.SATURDAY,     February  3,  1787, 

Wednefday,'  the  31ft  ult.  was  the  day  to  which  the  Honourable  the  Ge^- 
neral  Court,  flood  adjourned  ;  but  there  not  appearing  a  fufhxient  nurrw 
her  of  Members  to  form  a  quorum  of  the  Hcufe,  the  Court  could  not 
proceed  on  bufinefs  until  this  day  ;  when  a  Committee  from  the.  two 
Branches  of  the  Legislature  waited  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governour, 
to  acquaint  him  they  were  ready  to  receive  any  communications  from 
him.  In  ccnfequerice  of  which,  his  Excellency- immediately  proceeded 
to  the  Seriate-Chamber,  where  the  Honourable  Senate  and  the  Honour- 
able the  HouTe  being  convened,  he  addreffed  them  in  the  following 
Speech",-  'viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Sev'dfe,  and -Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprf-ntatkes, 
T  wa 
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forth  t©  them,  punifhment,  on  the  one  hand,  and  pardon  on  the  other.— - 
Punifhment,  in  cafe  of  perfeverance  in  their  criminal  conduct  ;  pardon  and 
indemnity,  if  they  deiifted  from  it  ;  and  by  a  given  time,  fhould  take  the 
oaths  of  allegiance,  This  application  to  their  feelings,  and  to  that  actuat- 
ing principle,  a  defire  of  perfonal  fafety,  it  was  apprehended  would  have 
had  a  forcible  influence  to  bring  them  to  their  duty.  But  unhappily,  it 
did  not  produce  any  good  effect,  except  upon  a  very  few  individuals  of  them. 
On  the  contrary,  the  lenity  and  forbearance  of  Government  were  treated 
with  contempt,  and  imputed  by  them  to  an  inability  of  defending  itfelf  : 
and  fome  of  your  laft  Acts  have  been  added  to  their  lift  of  grievances. 

But  the  clearer!,  and  mod  unequivocal  evidence  of  their  perfeverance,  in 
oppofition  to  Government,  is  deduced  from  their  proceedings,  respecting 
the  Judicial  Courts,  in  feveral  of  the  Counties,  fince  the  laft  feffion  of  the 
General  Court. — They  twice,  with  an  armed  force,  flopped  thefe  Courts 
in  Worcefter  ;  and  would  not  fufFer  them  to  open  in  Hamppire.  They  at- 
tempted it,  though  unfuccefsfully,  in  Middle/ex  :  and  in  confequence  of 
that  attempt,  feveral  of  them  were  taken  into  cuftody  by  virtue  of  State 
warrants  ;  in  the  execution  of  which,  the  Sheriff  and  other  perfons  to 
whom  the  warrants  were  directed,  had  the  aid  and  fupport  of  a  number  of 
ipirited'  gentlemen  of  that  county  and  Suffolk. 

At  the  laft  time  of  their  aflembling  in  Worcefter,  there  were  nearly  a 
thoufand  of  them  in  arms,  who,  to  the  great  annoyance  and  terror  of  that 
vicinity,  continued  embodied  for  feveral  days  after  the  Court  had  adjourn- 
ed :  meditating,  as  it  was  apprehended,  further  outrages  ;  which  were  pro- 
videntially prevented  by  the  continued  ftorms  of  that  week. 

Thefe  violent  and  treafonable  proceedings  of  the  infurgents  were  perpe- 
trated after  the  publication  of  the  laft  Acts  of  the  General  Court  reflecting 
them  •,  and  demonftrated,  not  only  a  total  difregard  of  thofe  Acts,  and  the 
authority  by  which  they  were  enacted,  but  a  contempt  of  all  constitutional 
Government,  and  a  fixed  determination  to  perfevere  in  meafures  for  fub- 
verting  it. 

This  determination,  and  thefe  meafures,  were  alfo  manifefted  by  their 
printed  declarations  j  and  by  fome  of  the  private  transactions  of  their  leaders, 
when  the  main  body  of  the  infurgents  were  laft  affembled  at  Worcejler 
by  which  it  appeared,  the  infurgents  were  formed  into  regiments,  and  that 
a  committee  was  appointed  for  each  regiment,  to  fee  that  it  fhould,  with- 
out delay,  be  properly  officered  and  equipped  ;  and  compleatly  ready  when- 
ever called  upon. 

That  this  was  the  ftate  of  things  in  the  weftern  counties,  was  further 
confirmed  by  letters  I  received  from  fome  of  the  moft  refpectable  characf  ers 
in  thofe  counties  ;  and  by  the  oral  teftimony  of  many  intelligent  perfons 
from  thence  :  who  all  agreed  in  the  neceflity  of  fpeedy  and  vigorous  mea- 
fures being  taken,  for  the  effectual  fuppreffion  of  the  Infurgents  :  without 
which  the  well-affedted  might,  from  a  principle  of  felf-prefervation,  be 
obliged  to  join  jjiem  ;  and  the  insurrection  become  general, 

The 
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The  fafety  and  well-being  of  the  Commonwealth  being  thus  in  hazai;^ 
and  the  lenient,  conciliating  meafures  of  the  General 'Court,  having  been 
rejected  by  the  Infurgents,  1  conceived  myfelf  under  every  obligation,  of  ho- 
nor and  duty,  to  exert  the  powers  verted  in  me  by  Law  and  the  Constitu- 
tion, for  the  protection  and  defence  of  the  Commonwealth,  againft  the  hos- 
tile -mvI  nefarious  attempts  of  thofe  lawlefs  men. 

Purfuant  to  thisidea,  I  laid  before  the  Council  all  the  information  and 
intelligence  1  had  collected,  relative  to  the  proceedings  and  defigns  of  thofe 
jrsen  :  and  the  Council  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  and  accordingly  ad- 
vifed,  that  vigorous  and  effectual  meafures  mould  be  taken  to  protect  the 
Judicial  Courts,  particularly  thofe,  that  were  then  to  be  next  holden  at 
Worcejier  ;  to  aid  the  civil  Magiftrate  in  executing  the  laws  ;  to  reoel  all 
Infurgents  againft  the  government ;  and  to  apprehend  all  difturbers  of  the 
public  peace  :  particularly  fuch  of  them  as  might  be  named  in  any  Sta^e 
warrantor  warrants. 

For  thefe  purpofeS,  Upon  the  effecting  of  which  all  good  Government, 
and  indeed  the  happy  exiftence  of  the  Commonwealth,  'do  effentially  de- 
pend, I  have  called  forth  from  feveral  counties,  a  reipedhble  body  of  the 
Militia,  the  command  of  which  I  have  given  to  Major- General  Lincoln, 
with  orders  to  carry  thofe  purpofes  into  effectual  execution. 

Thofe  orders  are  now  in  operation,  and  will  be  laid  before  you,  with  the 
general  orders,  containing  the  plan  of  meafures  by  which  the  Common- 
wealth was  to  be  defended  again  ft  its  prelent  afiailants. 

I  congratulate,  you,  Gentlemen,  on  the  fuccefs  of  thofe  meafures  hitherto, 
and  hope  it  is  a  prelude  to  final  fuccefs,  and  to  the  re-eftabliihment  of  per- 
fect tranquility.  .  The  difpatches  concerning  it,  which  I  have  received  from 
General  Lincoln  and  General  Sbepard,  will  be  laid  before  you. 

Thus,  Gentlemen,  from  a  principle  of  duty  to  the  Commonwealth,  and 
in  conformity  to  your  refolution  of  the  24th  of  October,  in  which  you  ex- 
prefs  a  full  colmdence,  "  that  I  will  ftill  perfevere  in  the  exercife  of  fuch 
powers  as  are  vefted  in  me  by  the  Conftitutiofi,  for  preventing  any  attempts 
to  interrupt  the  adminiftration  of  law  and  juftice,  and  for  enforcing  due  obe- 
dience to  the  authority  and  laws  of  Government,"  I  have  taken  the  mea- 
fures above  reprefented.  I  truft  they  will  meet  with  your  entire  approba- 
tion, and  with  that  fup'port,  vy'hjsh  is  naturally  to  be  expected-  from  the 
guardians  of  the  public  fafety. 

'On  my  part,  I  have  done,  in  this  bufinefs,  what  the  duty  of  my  ofnee, 
and  the  oath  of  qualification,  indifpenfibly  require  :  and  I  have  the  fuTeft 
confidence,  that  on  your  part,  nothing  will  be  wanting  to  carry  into  cofjrii 
plete  effect,  the  meafures  that  have  been  taken,  or  that  may  be  further  ne- 
cefiary,  to  fupprefs  the  pre'fent  infurrecfion  ;  and  to  enfure  a  ftrict  obedience 
to  the  laws.  This  is  fo  eifential  to  the  peace  and  fafety  of  the  Common- 
wealth, that  it  requires  your  immediate  attention  ;  and  the  fpeedy  applica- 
tion of  further  means,  if  thofe  already  taken  ftiould  be  deemed  InfufRci'erit', 
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f.-r  tnll  purpofe.  .  Among  triple  means,  you  may  deem  it  necelTary  to  efb.b- 
lim3  Tome  criterion,  for  difcrimmating  between  good  citizens,  and  infurgents, 
that  each  "iv. ight  be  regarded  according  to  their  characters  :  the  former  as 
their  country's  friends,  and  to  be  protected  ;.  and  the  latter  as  public  ene- 
mies, and  to  be- effectually  fupprefied.  .At  fuch  a. time  as  the  prefent,  every 
man  diMit  to.-fhew  his  colours,  and,  take  h/s  tide  mo  neutral  characters 
ihoukl  be  allowed  :   nor  any  one  fullered  to  vibrate  between  the  two. 

V'igymy  decinon,.  and  energy,  wjUToon  .terminate  this  unnatural,  this 
improVokcd  infurrecfion  ;  and- prevent  the  efTufion  of  blood  :  But  the  con- 
trary may  involve  "  the  Commonwealth  in  a  civil  war,  and  all  its  dreadful 
confequences  :  which  may  extend,  not  only  to  the  neighbouring  States, 
but  even  to.  the  .whole  confederacy,  and  finally  deftroy  the  fair  temple  of 
American  liberty :_  fn  the  CffecTing"  of ^whlch,  befides  the  vaft  expence  of  it, 
many'thbufands  of  valuable-citizens  have'been  Tacrinced. 

There  are  feveral  things,  refulting  from  the. m'eafures  in  operation,  which 
require  your  tmmedi'ate  attention.  ..    r,  .- 

The  money- immediately  wanted  for  carrying  them  into  execution,  was 
fugohsd  by  a  voluntary  loan  from  a  number  of  Gentlemen,  and  in  a  man- 
ner, which  does  them-'mucTi,  honour.  ...I  muf:  earnefcly  recommend  .to  you 
to  provide  for  its  rpimburfement,  which  upon  the  principles  of  policy  as 
well  as  juftice,  ihould  be  made  as'Tpeedily  as  poffible.  Proviiion  alio  mould 
be  made  for  defraying  the  general  expence. 

Should  the  time  be  too  {hort  to  effect  the  great  purpoTes,  for  which  the 
Militia  were  called  forth,  it  may  be  neceffary  that  General  Lincoln  {hould 
be  empowered  to  continue  them  in  Tervice  by  enliftment,  until  thoTe  pur- 
pofes {hall  be  accompliihed.  '  The  men  being  already  embodied,  and  trie 
arrangements  for  Supporting  them  perfected,  the  expence  of  fuch  a  con- 
tinuance, will  be  much  lefs  than  that  of  railing  a  new  body  for  the  fame 
fervice. 

There  are  defects  in.  our  Militia  Act,  which  require  an  immediate  reme- 
dy ;  and  which  I  {hall  mention  to  you  in  a  feperate  mefTage. 

TheTe,  Gentlemen,  are  matters  of  importance  ;  but  the  general  fubject 
of  this  addrefs  is  of  the  firft  magnitude,  and  demands  your  immediate  and 
molt  ferious  attention.  If  it  be  taken  up  with  proper  Spirit— if  the  m.ea- 
fures  in  operation  be  feconded  with  firmnefs  and  decifion— and  if  the  powers 
of  the  feveral  Branches  of  Government  be  united  in  a  wile  and  vigorous 
exertion,  we  may  reafonably  expect  a  fpeedy  and  happy  iSfue  to  the  prefent 
infurrecfion  :  to  which  happy  ifTue  evfcry  exertion  on  my  part  has  been, 
and  mall  be,  applied. 

But,  on  the  contrary,  if  indecifion,  langour  or  difunion  mould  on  this 
bccalipn  pervade  our  public  Councils,  infurrecfion,  though  checked  for  the 
prefent,  would  gain  new  Strength,  and,  like  a  torrent,  might  Sweep  away 
every  mound  of  the  Constitution  ;  and  overwhelm  the  Commonwealth  in, 
every  fpecies  of  calamity. — In  fuch  a  cafe,  if  brought  on  by  remiunefs,  or 
relaxation, -on  our  part,  we  Ihould  be,  not  only   involved — moll  eifentially 

involved, 
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involved,  in  that  calamity,  but  juftly  chargeable  with  betraying  the  truft 
repofed  itvus  by  our  fellow-citizens  •  and  chargeable  with' ignominioufly  de- 
ferring the  ports  sffigued  us,  asi  guardians  of  the  peace,  the  fafety  and  hap- 
pinefs  of  the  Commonwealth. 

But,  very  happily— this  is  only  a.  pcffible  cafe  :  for  your  patriotifm, 
your  virtue,  your  regard  for  your  own  liberties  and  property,  and  for  thofe 
of  your  families  and  pofterity,  muft  induce  you  to  call  forth  every  power  of 
Government  into  vigorous  exertion-for  preventing  fuch  a  complication, 
fuch  an  accumulation  of  evils. 

On  this  occafion,  it  is  proper,  Gentlemen,  to  inform  you,  that  I  have  re- 
ceived from  feveral  towias,  petitions,  directed  to  the  Governour  and  Coun^ 
cil,  and  alfo  to  the  General  Court,  relative  to  the  Infurgents.  The  peti- 
tions, being  eight  in  number,  do  difapprove  of  the  proceedings  of  Govern- 
ment, in.  regard  to  thofe  people. 

But  as  the  things,  prayed,  for,  Were*  for  the  mofc  part,  not  cognizable  by 
the  Governour  and  Council ;  and  fuch  as  were  foy  could  not  be  granted  by 
them,,  confiftentiy  with  the.  duty  they  owe  to  the.  Commonweal  th  j  the 
petitions  will  be  laid,  before,  you, for  y our  consideration. 

There  are  other  matters,  to  wbich  your  attention*  Gentlemen,  h  iiecep 
Jary ;  and  they  will  be  communicated  by  mefTage.

On.the:  pw'Mi  oecafi-on,  though  the- towns  in  general,  have  with 
alacrity  furnifhed;  their-  quotas  of  mpn,  a  few  of  them  are  deficient.  The 
deficiencies,  I  am;  informgd,  have  gener-ally  arifen  from  the  negled,  or  re-* 
fufal  of  the  militia  officers,  to  do  their -duty.  Somefurther  penalty  feems. 
neceflary  to  prevent,  in  future,  fuchdelinquencjes  on  the  part  of -'the  officers: 
And  feme  additional  pr-ovifion  fliould.  be  made  for  raiting  the  men  requir- 
ed, in.  cafe  the  officers  ffiould  prove. eventually  delinquent. 
OthGi-  defeds,  in, thofe  adsmav.be  remedied  at  thefime  tiiae.

February  3,  1787. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  General  Lincoln,  dated  at  Hadley,  the  30th 
of 'January,  enclofinga  copy  of  two  letters  which  had  paffed  between  him 
and  Shays;  who,  with  a  large  body  of  infurgent9,  was  then  pofted  at  Pelham. 

The  General's  letter  tome  ftrongly  recommends  fome  further  meafures, 
as  neceffary  to  be  taken  for  the  effectual  fuppreffion  of  the  infurgents  :  And 
■thofe  meafures  can  be  fettled  and  determined  on,  by  no  lefs,  nor  any  other 
authority  than  the  General  Court. 

This,  Gentlemen,  is  a  bufinefs  of  great  importance,  and  claims  your  im- 
mediate attention.

Refolve  approving  General  Lincoln  s  conducT:  in. his  overtures  of  recom- 
mending certain  defcriptions  of  infurgents  to  the  clemency  of  govern- 
ment, and  authorizing  the  Governour  to  promife  a  pardon  under  fuch 
*difqualifications  as  may  hereafter  be  provided.     February  4,  1787. 

Whereas  many  perfons  who  now  are,  or  have  been  in  arms  againfr.  the 
government,  may  not  have  confidered  the  evil  nature  and  tendency  of  their 
crime,  and  might  not  have  been  apprized  -that  an  oppofition  to  the  legal  au- 
thority of  the  State,  with  force  of  arms,  is  treafon  and  rebellion  :  And 
whereas  General  Lincoln,  has  given  to  a  particular  defcription  of  the  infur- 
gents, his  affurances  of  recommending  them  to  the  clemency  of  govern- 
ment on  certain  conditions  therein-mentioned. 

Rejolved,  That  this  Court  approve  of  General  Lincoln's  conduit  in  his 
overtures  of  recommending  certain  defcriptions  of  infurgents  to  the  cle- 
mency of  government,  and  that  the  Governour  be,  and  he  hereby  is  autho- 
rized and  empowered,  in  the  name  of  the  Genera]  Ceurt,  to  promife  a  par- 
don 
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don  under  fuch  difqualifications  as  may  hereafter  be  provided,-  to  fuck  pri- 
vate foldiers,  and  others  who  adt  in  the  capacity  of  non-commiffioned  offi- 
cers, as  have  been,  or  now  are  in  arms  againft  the  Commonwealth,  with 
fuch  exceptions  as  he,  or  the  General  Officer  commanding  the  troops,  may 
judge  neceffary  ;  provided  they  mall  deliver  up  their  arms,  and  take  and 
fubfcribe  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  this  Commonwealth,  within  fuch  tim£ 
as  fhall  or  may  be  limited  by  his  Excellency  for  that  purpofe.

General  Court's  declaration,  that  a  horrid  and  unnatural  rebellion  exifts 
within  this  Commonwealth.     February  4,  1787. 

Commonwealth   of  Majfachufetts* 

Whereas  the  doings  of  the  General  Court  at  their  laft  feffion>  relative  to1 
the  infurgents  againft  the  government  and  authority  oFthe  State,,  in  feveral 
Counties  within  this  Commonwealth,  Were4enient  and  merciful, — were 
intended  to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  difaffected,  and  ought  to  have  had  the. 
effect  they  were  defigned  to  produce. 

And  whereas  every  complaint  of-grievance  was  carefully  attended  to 
with  a  difpofition  to  grant  all  that  relief  which  could  be  afforded  confiftent 
•with  equal  juftice,  and  the  dignity  of  government  ;  and  the  General  Court,, 
fo  far  as  they  were  able,  adopted  meafures  accordingly  j  and  gave  full  and 
clear  information  to  the  infurgents,  as  well  as  othersy  of  the  general  fitua- 
tion  of  public  affairs.  And  whereas  a  full  and  free  pardon  for  all  the  out- 
rageous proceedings  againft  the  government,  whereof  the  infurgents-  had 
been  guilty,  was  tendered  them,  upon  this  mild  condition  alone,  that  they 
fhould  be  guilty  of  fuch  outrages  no  more  ;  and  as  evidence  of  their 
intentions,  to  demean  themfelves  in  future,  as  good  and  faithful  citizens, 
ihall  before  the  firft  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1787,  take  and  fubfcribe  the 
oath  of  allegiance  ;  it  manifeftly  appears,  from  the  fubfequent  conduct  of 
the  leaders  of  the  infurgents,  that  their  oppofition  to  government  has  not 
arifen  from  a  mifapprehenfion,  as  to  the  views  and  difpofition  of  govern- 
ment, or  from  a.  temporary  irritation,  arifing  from  the  preffure  of  fuppofed 
gfievances,  or  from  a  snifguided  zeal  to  promote  the  public  happinefs,  as 
has  been  infidioufly  anefted ;  but  from  a  fettled  determination  to  fubvert  the 
conftitution  and  put  an  end  to  the  government  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  it 
is  alfo  abundantly  manifeft,  that  the  conduct  of  the  infurgents,  in  flopping 
the  Courts  of  Juftice  in  the  counties  of  Worcefter  and  Hampjhiretm  af- 
fembling  in  arms  avowedly  to  commit  the  fame  outrages  in  the  county  of 
Middlejex — in  calling  upon  the  towns  io  fome  counties,  to  furnifh  themfelves. 
with  armsand  ammunition — in  appointing  Committees  to  form  their  ad- 
herents into  regular  military  companies,  properly  officered  ;  thereby  to 
eflablifh  within  this  ComruQBwealth.a  {landing  force,  beyond  the  con  trout 
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of,  and  for  the  exprefs  purpoSe  of  oppofing  in  arms,  the  constitutional  go- 
vernment of  the  State— in  endeavouring  to  encr'e'afe  the  commotions  in  the 
counties  aforefaid,  by  publicly  inviting  and  alluring  others  to  throw  oft" 
their  allegiance^  and  join  their  body,  is  fubveifive  oi  all  orcer  and  govern- 
ment, abiolutely  incompatible  with'  the  public  Safety  and  huppjneSs  ;  and  is 
an  open,  unnatural,  unprovoked  and  wicked  rebellion,  agaiijit-.the  dignity, 
authority  and  government  of  this  Commonwealth  :  And  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  duty  to  their  constituents,  in  coniormity  to  their  oaths,  and  by  vir- 
tue of  the  authority  veiled  in  them  by  the  conftitution,  having  ineffectually 
tried  every  lenient  meafure  to  reclaim  them  :  Do  hereby  fckmnly  declare, 
that  a  horrid  and  unnatural  Rebellion  and  War,  has  been  openly  and 
traiterouily  raiSedand  levied  agajnft  thisCommonwealth,and  is  Still  continued, 
and  now  exiSts  within  the  fame,  with  deSign  to  fubvert  and  overthrow  the 
conftitution  and  form  of  government  thereof,  which  has  been  moil  So- 
lemnly agreed  to,  and  eftabliShed  by  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  j 
and  that  government  ought,  and  will,  with  the  greateSt  energy  and  force, 
exert,  and  bring  forth,  all  tjie  power  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  Sup- 
pression thereof  :  And  all  the  hjqrrors  and,  evils,  that  may  follow  in  confe- 
quence.of  this  rebellion,,  muft  be  imputed  to  thoSe  men,  who  have,  contra- 
ry to  the  duty  of  their  allegiance,  and  every  principle  of  law  and  jnftice, 
been  the  fomenters,  abettors  and  Supporters  of  the  fame,

To  his  Excellency  JAJWtES  BOWDOIN,  Efquire,  Governor  of  the 
Cdmrnonwealth   of   Majfacbufetts. 
May  itpleafe  your  Excellency , 
T*HE  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  affembledy 
have  read  and  duly  attended  to  your  Speech  at  the  opening  of  this  feffion, 
and  take  this,  earlieft  opportunity  to  exprefs  their  entire  Satisfaction  in  the 
meafures  you  have  been  pleafed  to  take,  purfuant  to  the  powers  vefted  in 
you  by  the  fconStkution,  for,  the  fobduing  a  turbulent  fpirit,  which  has  too 
long   infulted   the  government  of  this'  Common  weal  th  ;  proftrated  the 
Courts  of  law  and  juftice  in  divers  counties,  and  threatened  even  the  over- 
throw of  the  constitution  itfelf.     The  General  Court  congratulate  your 
Excellency  on  the  fuccefs  with  which  Providence  has  beea  pleafed  hither- 
to to  blefs  the  wife,  fpirited  and  prudent  meafures  which  you  have  taken  ; 
and  they  earnestly  entreat  your  Excellency,  ftill  to  encounter,  repel,  and  rer 
Sift,  by  all  Sitting  ways,  enterprises  and  means,  all  and  every  Such  perfon 
and  perfons  as  attempt  or  enterprife,  in  a  hoftile  manner,  the  deftru&ion, 
detriment  or  annoyance  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  to  purfue  fuch  fur- 
ther constitutional  meafures  as  you  may  th^nk  neceSfary  for  extirpating  the 

fpirit. 
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ipirit  of  rebellion  ;  quieting  the*  minds  of  the  good  people  of  the  Common- 
•wealth  ;  and  eftabli  filing  the  juft  authority  and  dignity  of  government. 
And  in  order  that  your  Excellency  may  be  poffeffed  of  the  full  power  of  the 
constitution,  to  effecl  thefe  great  purpofes,  the  General  Court  have  thought- 
it  highly  necefTary,  after  a  mature  deliberation,  to  declare  that  a  rebellion 
exifts  within  this  Commonwealth. 

This  Court  are  fully  perfuaded,  that  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  citizens 
of  this  Commonwealth  are  warmly  attached  to  our  prefent  happy  constitu- 
tion :  They  have  a  high  fenf'e  of  the  merit  of  a  refpectable  body  of  the  mi- 
litia, who  have  with  readinefs  attended  your  Excellency's  orders  on  this5 
preffing  emergency,  as  well  as  of  the  patriotick  zeal  of  a  number  of  private 
citizens,  whe  have  chearfully  advanced  their  money  in  aid  to  government  : 
And  you  may  be  afTured,  Sir,  that  the  molt  fpeedy  and  effectual  means  will 
be  ufed  for  the  payment  of  the  officers  and  foldiers,  who  have  been,  or 
may  be  employed  in  this  necefTary  and  moft  important  fervice  ,-  and  for  the 
reimburfement  of  the  monies  generoufly  advanced  for  its  fupporL 

It  is  to  be  expected,  that  vigour,  decifion  and  energy,  under  the  direc- 
tion and  bleffing  of  Heaven,  will  foon  terminate  this  unnatural,  unprovok- 
ed rebellion,  prevent  the  effufion  of  blood,  and  the  fatal- confequences,  ta 
be  dreaded  from  a  civil  war  ;  and  it  is  the  determination  of  this  Court  ttf 
eftablifh  a  criterion  for  difcriminating  between  good  citizens  and  others,- 
that  each  may  be  regarded  according  to  their  characters  and  deferts. 

If  it  mould  appear  to  your  Excellency,  that  the  time  for  which  the 
militia  under  the  command  of  Major- General  Lincoln,  are  enlifted,  is  too' 
Short  to  effect  the  great  objects  in  view,  it  is  the  requeft  of  this  Court,- 
that  you  would  be  pleafed  to  direct  the  commanding  General,  to  reinlift 
the  fame  men,  or  inlift  others,  for  fuch  further  time  as  you  may  think 
necefTary,  or  to  replace  them  by  detachments  from  the  militia  ;  and,-  if* 
you  fhall  think  it  expedient,  to  increafe  their  numbers,  and  continue  them 
in  fervice  until  thofe  purpofes  fhall  be  compleatly  accomplished. 

The  General  Court  will  give  the  moft  ready  attention  to  your  mefTage 
of  the  third  inftant,  and  every  other  communicaticin  you  fhall  be  pleafed 
to  lay  before  them.  They  will  vigoroufly  purfue every  meafure  that  may 
be  calculated  to  fupport  the  Constitution,  and  will  ftill  continue  to  redrefs 
any  real  grievances,  if  fuch  fhall  be  found  to  exift — humbly  befeeehing  Al- 
mighty God  to  preferve  union  and  harmony  among  the  faveral  powers  of 
government,  as  well  as  among  the  honeft  and  virtuous  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  to  reftofe  to  us,  the  inestimable  bleffings  of  peace 
and  liberty,  under  i  wife  and  righteous  administration  of  government.

Becaufe  thofe  concerned  therein,  openly  avow  themfelves  to  be 
at  arms,  and  in  a  ftatc  of  hoftility  againft  the  government ;  and  for  this 
reafon  alone  the  (aid. paper  would  be  unattainable,  even  if  the  tenor  of  the 
application,  had  difcovered  a  fpirit  fuitable  to  the  objecl:  of  it. 

Secondly^  Becaufe  it  does  not  appear,  what  officers,  or  how  many,  are 
reprefented  by"  the,  faid  paper,  or  that  the  faid  Stone ;  had  authority  from, 
any  officers  whatever,  tc  make  the  application  by  him  fubferibed . 

Thirdly--  Becaufe .  the;,applicant£-7Talthough  they. call themfelyes  peti- 
tioners, and  acknowledge  an  "  error,"  yet  confider  that  error  only  as  "a 
failing"  and  attempt,  at leaft  in  part,  to  jufUfy  themfelves  therein. 

Fourthly.  "  The  fajd  applicants  appear  to, view  themfelves  on  equal,  if 
not  better  jianding,  than  the  Legiflature,  by  propofing  "  a  reconciliation .." 

Fifthly.  They  appear  to  threaten  the  authority  and  government  of  the 
Commonwealth,  with  a  great  effufion  of  blood,  unlefsthis  "reconciliation" 
can  immediately  take  place.

S,     FREEMAN,      per  order. 

That  they  find  due  from  the  faid  guardians,  to  the  Dudley  Indians,  as  by 
a  former  fettlement,  which  was  accepted  by  the  General  Court,  the  fum 
of  twenty  pounds  one  jhilling  zn&Jix  pence,  and  alfb  the  further  fum  of 
eighteen  pounds,  for  two  years  income  of  faid  Indians  land,  fince  January 
the  twenty-ninth  day,  1785  ;  and  upon  examining  the  faid  guardians  ac- 
count of  difburfements,  it  appears  that  they  are  right  caftand  well  vouched;, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  forty-two  pounds  nineteen  Jlnllings  and  eight 
pence  :  It  therefore  appears,  that  a  balance  is  due  to  the  faid  late  guardians 
from  theaforefaid  Indians,  of  the  fum  of  four  pounds  eighteen  fhillings  and 
two  pence.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,,  and  .Gentlemen  of  the  Hoiifexfi  Representatives + 

THERE  are  two  requiiitioris  of  Congrefs*  which  I  kid  before  you, 
with  my  melfages  of  the  29th  of  September  and  16  th  of  November  •  and 
which  you  refered  over  to  the  prefent  feffion,  for  further  confideration. 

The  latter  requifition  was  for  our  quota  of  the  furii  required  for  the  pay 
and  fuppof  t  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  on  the  prefent  efrablifhment  5 
to  be  paid  into  the  Federal  treafury,  .on  or  before  the  firft  of  June  next. 
With  refpedt  to  the  additional  troops,  to  which  that  requihtion  has  iu  part 
a  reference,  you  made  fome  provifion  for  the  railing  our  quota  of  them  j 
and  of  that  quota,  I  am  informed  by  the  Commanding- Officer,  there  are 
about  1 50  men  enlifted  ;  the  moft  of  which  are  now  in  barracks  at  Cajile- 
William,  without  employ.  In  regard  to  the  other  requifitiori,  which  re- 
fpects  the  fervices  of  the  year  1786,  I  received  fince  the  laft  feffion  of  the 
General  Court,  a  fecond  authenticated  copy  of  it,  accompanied  with  a  let- 
ter from  the  JBOard  of  Treafury,  dated  the  1 3  th  of  November  ;  which 
they  requeft  me  to  lay  before  the  Legiflature. 

They  alfo  enclofed  a  Schedule  of  requifitions  6n  the  ieveral  States,  of  the 
1  oth  of  September,  178  2,the  30thof  October,  1 7,8 1  ,and  27th  an&28  th  QiApril^ 
1784,  of  the  27th  of  September,  1785,  and  of  the  2d  of  Augu/t,..ijB6  - 
fhewing  the  quotas  afligned  to  each,  the.amount  paid  thereon,  and  the  ba- 
lances due  on  the  36th  of  June,  1786  5  by  .which  it, appears,  that  the 
amount  of  the  deficiences,  then  due  from  the  feveral  States,  is  eight  million 
five  hundred  twenty-three  thoujand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars,  and 
^ths  of  a  dollar  ;  and  that  the  deficiency  on  the  part  of  this  State,  then 
amounted  to  twelve  hundred  ninety  fix  thoujand,  fix  hundred 'and  Jbrty-ninc 
dollars,   and  ^ths  of  a  dollar  \ 

They  obferve,  that  as  thefe  requisitions,  are  made  for  the  express purpofe 
of  defraying  the  intereft  of  the  foreign  and  domeftic  debt,  and  the  charges 
of  the  civil  government,  the  Legiflative  bodies  of  the  feveral  States  will 
eafily  judge  to  what  embarraiTments  the  Union  muft  necefiarily  be.reduced, 
for  want  of  fufhcient  funds  tp  difcharge  thefe  efiential  engagements;. 

They  then  make  a  ftatement  from  the  feveral  requifitions  and  eilimates,; 
and  from  the  fpecie  payments  in  the  General  Treafury  ;  and  obferve  upon" 
it,  that  the  furplus  of  the  receipts,  beyond  what  was  necefiary  to;  defray 
the  charges  of  the  government  in  two  years  and  an  half  j  that  is,  from!  the 
31ft  of  December,  1783,  to  the  30th of  June,  1786,  is  only  thirty-nine 
thoufand-md  thirty -two  dollars,  and  ~^ths  of  a  dollar,  to  be  applied  towards; 
the  difcharge  of  the  fpecie  engagements  above-mentioned,

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The  refuit  of  the  ftated  fads,  they ■•%,  is,  That  unlefs  the  feveral  States 
adopt  without  delay,  a  more  efficient  mode  of  Supplying  the  General  Trea- 
sury, than  has  hitherto  been  ..adopted,  the  Confederacy  of  the  States,  on 
which  their  exigence,  as  an  -independent  people,  too  probably  depends, 
muft  inevitably  bediffolved. 

In  confidering  the  aits  of  thofe  "States,  which  have  complied  with  the 
feveral  requisitions,  they  mention  the  principal  caufes  of  the  extraordinary 
deficiency  refulting  from  the  operation  of  tfiofe  a&s.  '  But  for  thefe,  with 
other  obfervations'-of  great  importance,  you  will  pleafe  to  be  refered  to  the 
letter  itfelf. 

In  the  mean  time,  Gentlemen,  -permit  me  to  recommend  to  your  ferious 
cenfideration,  the  ftate  of  the  federal  -debt^  fo  far  as  it  refpe&s  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  that  ways  and'  means  may  be  found,  which  fhall  with  cer- 
tainty, operate  to  the  -fpeedy  diniunitioh',  and  final  extinguishment  of  it.

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formation,  that  agreeably  to  a  letter  to  him  from  General  Lincoln,  rheafures 
were  taken  for  railing  a  regiment  in  the  county  of  WorceJlert  to  be  com- 
manded by  CoL  1'iniothy  Newell ;  that  he  has  no  doubt  the  regiment  may 
be  immediately  failed,  provided  the'advance  pay  of  twenty  /hillings  to  each 
man,  be  fent  on,  and  ready  to  be  delivered  to  them  at  the  time  they  engage. 
If  you  think  proper  to  order  any  money  to  be  fent  to  General  Warner  t  for 
the  railing  the  propofed  regiment,  Major  Rice  is  leady  to  proceed  with  it. 

General  Warner,  mentions  in  his  letter,  that  it  is  thought  advifable,  and 
would  be  of  public  benefit,  to  raife  a  fmall  company  of  horfe,  to  affift 
the  civil  officers  in  arrefting  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion,  and  their  abettors. 
On  this  matter  alfo,  you  will  pleafe,  Gentlemen,  to  exprefs  your  mind* 

By  Major  Seward,  I  have  had  a  letter  from  General  Lincoln,  dated  at 
Pittsfield,  the  i4thinftant. 

You  will  obferve  by  it,  he  was  taking  meafures  for  apprehending  fome 
of  the  principal  characters  in  the  Rebellion  ;  and  for  that  purpofe  hud  by 
his  letters  applied  to  the  Governours  of  the  neighbouring  States  for  their 
affiftance.  Thefe  letters,  in  the  defign  of  them,  concur  with  my  own  to 
the  fame  Gentlemen  j  to  whom  I  fome  time  ago  wrote  for  the  fame  pur- 
pofe.

MESSAGE   from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary, 

March  2,    1787. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hoiife  of  Reprefentatives, 

AGREEABLY  to  your  defire,  exprefled  in  your  relolve  of  the  ninth  of 
February,  I  wrote  to  our  Delegates  to  inform  Congrefs  of  the  commo- 
tion, that  had  taken  place  in  this  Commonwealth;  of  the  confequent 
declaration,  that  a  Rebellion  exiiled  in  it,  and  of  the  meafures,  that 
had  been  purfued  for  fuppreffing  it.  I  ajfo  defired  them  to  requefl 
Congrefs,  that  fuch  meafures  might  be  taken,  as  they  mould  judge  pro- 
per, for  the  fecufity  of  the  Federal  Arfenal  at  Springfield ;  in  order 
that  the  troops  of  this  State,  then  ftatiOned  there,  might  be  employed  in 
other  fervice.  L  By 
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By  their  nnfwer,  received  by  the  lafb  poll,  they  inform  me,  that  the  Se- 
Ci%i'ar&  at'x;Vvrar,  had  ordered  the  troops,  raifed  in  Connecticut,  under  the 
rdbhcriOTisiof  Congrefs,  of  the  20th  of  October,  to  repair  to  Springfield,  for 
the  protection  of  that  Arfensl  ':■-,  that  he  had  authority  to  direct  thofe  raifed 
in  'M\iifa?hufi'ttsy  to  take  poftat  the  fame  place  -,  and  that  he  fhould  .direel: 
them  &  to  do,  as  foon  as  MajJ'achufetts  marl  make  fuch  prOvilioh,  on  the 
credit-  oftthe  Union,  as  will  enable  him  to  effecf.  that  meafure. 
p  I  transmitted  to  them  a  letter  for  the  Governour  of  New-York,  in  which 
Ioendofed  our  proclamation,  offering  a  reward  for  apprehending  certain 
Rebels  ;  and  requefting  him  to  iffue  alike  proclamation  for  the  fame  pur- 
pofe  0  anxhto  take  the  moft  effectual  meafures  in  his  power,  for  preventing 
the  Rebels  from  obtaining  any  aid  within  his  government. 
.•r  They  foy  upon  this  head,  they,  have  feafon  to  fuppofe,  that  the  Legisla- 
ture pf  New-York,  to  whom  Governour  Clinton,  communicated  my  let- 
ters, cwilhprder  that  bufinefs  to  be  conducted  entirely  conformable  to  the 
wifhefe  of  this  government.  I  wrote  iimilar  and  duplicate  letters  to  the 
©overnours  of  the  neighbouring  States,  as  far  as  Pennsylvania,  inclufive  of 
iDj  and  |he  anfwers  of  fuch  as  have  returned  anfwers,  have  been  commu- 
nicated to  you. 

o  B3Pth.es;  fame  poft  I  received  from  Mr.  Thorn/on,  a  refolution  of  Congrefs, 
ofu&e'aiiii  of  February,  expreffing  the  opinion  of  Congrefs  that  it  is  expe- 
djent/a^Convention  of  Delegates  from  the  feveral  States  fhould  be  held  on 
theffeoorrd  Monday  of  May  next,  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  fole  and  exprefs 
purpofe  of  revifing  the  articles  of  the  Confederation  )  and  reporting  to 
Gdngtdfe*  and  the  feveral  Legislatures,  fuch  alterations,,  and  provifions,  a3 
fban^hen  agreed  to  in  Congrefs,  and  confirmed  by  the  States*  render  the 
federaPCbnftitution  adequate  to  the  exigencies  of  Government,  and  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  Union.

ral Court  conceive,  that  they  have  a  right  to  expect,  that  a  ready  and  full 
compliance  has  been  made  to  the  requeft  expreffed  therein.  And  inafmuch 
as  it  will  be  attended  with  difficulty  for  this  government  totally  to  fup- 
prefs  the  prelent  Rebellion,  and  to  prevent  depredations  upon  its  frontier 
towns,  bordering  upon  Vermont,  while  a  number  of  the  Rebels  (hall  con- 
tinue to  harbour  themfelves  therein, the  Governour  is  farther  requefted  to  ap- 
ply to  the  Governour  of  Vermont,  to  deliver  up  to  the  authority  of  this  State, 

thofe 
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thofe  Rebels  belonging  to  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  taken  refuge 
within  his  limits,  or  to  permit  the  forces  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  en- 
ter within  his  limits  for  the  purpofe  of  apprehending,  fecuring  and  bring- 
ing the  faid  Rebels  to  juftice,  and  to  direci  that  all  officers  civil  and  mili- 
tary, and  all  the  good  citizens  thereof,  give  to  the  laid  forces,  all  neceflary 
aid  for  thepiirpofes  aforelaid; 

CXXVh

Four  pounds  of  foapf'to  one  hundred  men,  per  day. 

Two  pounds  of  candles  to  one  hundred  men,  per  day. 

And  the  Ccmmiffary-General  or  his  deputy,  is  hereby  empowered  and. 
directed,  on  application 'from  any  commanding  officer  or  officers  of  any 
corps  of  the  army,  to  commute  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  the  aforefaid  ra- 
tions, with  fuch  corps.,  and  to  agree  with  the  perfon  or  perfons  who  may 
contract  as  aforefaid,  to  fupply  an  equivalent  to  the  fatisfaction  of  fuch 
corps,  in  any  other  fpecies  of  provisions  in   lieu  thereof.

•  Refolved,  That  the  feveral  perfons  that  have  been,  or  may  feereafter  be 
■chofen  for  the  prefent  year,  as  Selectmen,  AffefTors,  ToWn-  Clerk,  Town- 
Treafurer,  -  Conftables^and  Collectors,  in  the' feveral  towns,  districts  and 
plantations  of  this  Commonwealth,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  required,  be- 
fore the  Town- Clerk,  or  before  fome  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  to  take  and 
fubfcribe  the  oath  of  allegiance,  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth  ;  and  the  fame -certificate  /hall  be  made,  if  taken  before 
a  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  as  is  already  provided  by  law  for  the  oaths  of  town, 
diftrict  or  plantation  officers  4  and  the  Town- Clerk  is  directed  to  record 
-the  fame  in  the  book  in  which  he  is -directed  by  law  to  record  the  feveral

THURSDAY,      April    25,    1787. 

Yefterday  was  the  day  on  which  the  General  Court,  purfuant  to  the 
Governour's  proclamation,  of  the  12th  inftant,  were  to  meet  at  the 
State-Houfe  :  Many  Members  accordingly  attended  ;  but  not  in  iuf- 
iicient  numbers  to  form  a  quorum  of  both  Houfes  till  this  day,  when 
his  Excellency,  at  twelve  o'clock,  met  the  two  Branches  in  the  Senate- 
Chamber,  and  addreffed  them  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives9 

AT  the  time  of  your  laft  recefs,  there  was  no  expectation  of  any  fur- 
ther meetings  of  the  prefent  General  Court  :  But  another  meet- 
ing has  been  thought  neceffary,  in  confequence  of  the  death  of  Thomas 
liters,  Efquire,  by  which  the  office  of  Treafurer  has  become  vacant.  As 
there  is  no  law  authorizing  the  Governour  and  Council,  in  fuch  a  cafe, 
to  make  a  temporary  appointment ;  and  it  being  apprehended  the  Con- 

ftitutioa 
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iftitution  would  not  warrant  it,  the  Council  advifed,  that  the  General 
Court  fhould  be  convened,  as  foon  as  might  be,  for  the  purpofe  pf-fup- 
plying  the  vacancy  ,  'and  accordingly  you  are  now  convened  for  that_pur- 

.poie. 

An  interruption  of  bulinefs  at  the  Treafisry  mutt  be  at  all  times  incon- 
venient to  the  public;  but  specially  fo,  at  the  prefenttime,  when  there  is 
luch  a  mul&iplicity  of  it  to  be  tranfafted,  and  the  fulfilment  of  the  enga,ge- 
4nents  ef  Government  depends  upon  its  being  fpeedily  done.  It  is  proba- 
ble:, therefore,  you  will  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Treafurer,  as  foon  as 
you  can  obtain  iufficient  information  and  fatisfaftion,  refpefting  the  per- 
sons, who  may  be  candidates  for  that  office.  The  character  of  Mr- 
lvers'1  luccelfor  fhou-id  be,  -like  his,  diftingiiifhed  by  an  induftfious  appli~ 
-cation  to  bulinefs ;  by  a  happy  facility  in  tranfafting  it;  and  by  the  ftrift- 
eft  integrity.  This  defcriptbn,  at  the  fame  time  it  ihews  what  ought  to- 
be  the  character  of  fuch  an  officer,  is  but  a  juft  tribute  to  the  memory  o£ 
/the  deceafed.  t  .   .. 

"  There  are  Teveral  other  matters,  which  alio  require  the  confederation  o£ 
.the  General  Court.,,  r 

-  You  are  fenfible,  ^Gentlemen,  'that  the  facilities,  allowed  by  Congrefs  to 
difcharge-a-'parVof  the  fequifition  of  September,  17B5,  are  not  now  re- 
ceivable at  the  Treafury  :  the  time  of  receiving  them  having  expired  the 
hrft  day  of  the  prefent  month..  A  letter  has  therefore  been  written  to  out" 
Delegates,  recommending  a  fpeedy  application  to  that  honourable  body, 
to  lengthen  out  the  time  for  receiving  thofe  facilities.  You  will  confider, 
•Gentlemen,  "what  is  proper  to  be; further  done  in  regard  to  them. 

Another  matter"  for  your.cotffideration,  refpects  thejorifdiction-line  be- 
tween this  State -and  New-York. 

I  ■transmitted -to  Governonr  'Clinton,  with  my  letter  of  the  3d  of  March, 
an  authenticated  copy  of  our  late  aft,  allowing  the  Commiffioners  further 
time  for  fettling  that  line,  and  informed  his  Excellency,  that  the  Majfa- 
chufetts  Delegates,  to  whom  I  wrote  upon  that  head,  would,  in  concert 
with  the  Agents  of  New-York,  fettle  the  neceffary  preliminaries.,  and  joint- 
ly requeft  the  Commiffiorjers  to  appoint  a  time  for  finishing  that  bufinefs. 
Soon  after  tranfmitting  that  aft,  and  fihce  the  prorogation  Of  the  General 
Court,  I  received,  through  the  hands  of  our  Delegates,  a  new  aft  for  the 
fame  purpofe,  palled  by  the  Legiflature  of  that  State  ;  repealing  their  for- 
mer afts,  and  making  the  appointment  of  two  additional  Commiffioners 
neceffary.  As  there  was  then  no  expectation  of  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Court  for  feveral  months,  and  the  Legiflature  of  New-York  continued  fit- 
ting, I  apprehended  it  would  expedite  the  fettlement  of  the  line,  if  they 
mould  pafs  an  aft,  conformable  to  ours,  for  that  purpofe  :  ?ftd  according- 
ly,  on  the  1 5th  of  March,  I  wrote  to,  and  defired,  our  Delegates  to  repre- 
fent  this  matter  to  Governour  Clinton,  for  his  confederation.  But  I  have 
not  fince  had  any  information  upon  the  fubjeft. — The  aft  of  the  Legifla- 
ture of  New-York,  will  be  laid  before  vou  for  your  confideration.

As  aconfiderablepart  of  the  federal  troops,  ordered  by  Congrefs,  in  Or* 
iober  laft,  to  be  railed  in  this  State*  have  been  enlifted,  and  cloathing  was 
preparing  for  them,  they  would  have  been  foon  fit  forferviee  :  in  which 
cafe  they  might  have  relieved  a  like  number  in  our  two  regiments,  em- 
ployed in  the  Weftern  Counties  :  or,  if  needful,  have  fupphed  the  place 
of  thole  regiments  at  the  expiration  of  their  time  of  fervice.  But  Congrefs 
have  thought  proper  to  difcharge  thofe  troops*  excepting  two  companies 
of  artillery,  who  are  ordered  to  be  ftationed  at  the  Federal  Arfenal  in 
Springfield  j  as  you  will  obferve  by  feveral  refolutions  of  theirs,  dated  the 
ninth  inftant. 

With  relpeft  to  thofe  two  regiments,  General  Lincoln,  informs  me, 
that  the  feveral  companies,  of  which  they  are  covnpofed,  are  compleated  % 
and  that  they  are  ftationed  as  the  nature  of.  the  fervice  made  neceffary. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  are  proceeding  in  their  bufinefs  in  thofe 
counties  ;  and  the  Commiffioners,  empowered  to  promife  indemnity  to  a 
certain  description  of  criminals,  have  been  going  6n  with  their*.  The 
proceedings  of  each,  contained  in  their  refpective  letters  to  me,  will  be 
laid  before  you. 

Having  thusmnde  the  necefiary  communications,  I  would  fo  far  bring 
back  to  your  recollection  the  fate  rneafures  of  government  remedying  the 
Rebellion,  as  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  fuccefs  of  them  ;  and  upon 
the  hopeful  profpect  there  is,  if  thofe  rneafures  are  continued,  that  the 
weftern  counties,  will  iri  a  fhort  time,  be  reftored  to  a  ftate  of  tranquility- 
This  is  the  happy  refult  of  your  cordial  and  fpirited  co-operation  with  the 
Executive  in  thofe  rrieafures  :  which  were  planned  and  executed,  purfuant 
to  your  recommendations;  and  have  been  honoured  with  you  repeated 
approbation. 

It  has  been  my  lot  to  pafs  through  the -feveral  grades  of  political  life, 
during  a  period  the  moft  interefting,  that  America  ever  faw  :  and  it  is 
with  real  fatisfaction,  I  can  take  a  review  of  it,  in  the  folitary  hour  of  re- 
flection. 

As  I  have  been  fo  long  verfant  in  it,  and  have  had  fo  large  a  fhare  of  the 
honours  of  my  country,  it  is  certainly  decent  to  wifh  for  retirement,  that 
younger  men,  and  of  more  ability,  might  fucceed  to  the  chair  of  govern- 
ment. 

I  am  happy,  that  with  this  wi(h  the  voice  of  the  people  cp-incides  ;  as 
in  the  contrary  cafe,  I  could  not  have  indulged  it,  without  the  imputation: 
of  deferring  them  in  the  prefent  critical  fituation  of  their  affairs.-   ' 

Permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence,  with  which 
you  have  honoured  me  ;  and  for  the  favourable  opinionyou  have,  onieve- 
ral  occafions,  exprefled  of  my  adminiftration  ;  and  be  affured,  that  the 
recollection  of  them,  in  future,  will  be  to  me  a  fource  of  real  pleafure. 

You  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  accept  of  my  fincere  and  ardent  wiihes 
for  your  welfare  and  h'appinefs: :  and  will,  I   am  perfuaded,    wkh  equal 

A  ardour^ 
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ardour,  join  with  me  in  the  further  wifh, — that  the  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth may  have  juft  ideas  of  liberty,  and  notlofeit  in  licentioufnefs, 
and  its  natural  confequent, — defpotiim  :  That  they  may  revere  the  Con- 
stitution of  their  own  frami^^^  j  and  govern  their  condud  by  the  princi- 
ples of  it,  efpeeially  in  the  choice'  of  the  men,  to  whom*  when  chosen* 
the  Conftitutjon  has  delegated  the -powers  of  government i  That  their 
Delegates,  actuated  by  the  fame  principles3  may  bei  hot  the  violators,  but 
the  guardians  of  liberty  and  property  $  may  ever  pay  a  facred  regard  to 
publick  faith  ;  and  by  a!l  their  ads,  in  : the  befr.  manner,  promote  the 
public  happinefs. 

Under  the  uniform  influence  of  fiieh  principles,  the  Common-

MESSAGE   from  his  ExdSlency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary^ 
April  27,  1787. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  >  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hoiife  of  Reprefentativesf 

BY  the  laft  oofl  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr..  Secretary  Thorn/on,  trans- 
mitting fundry  refolutions  of  Congrefs,  pafled  the  21ft  of  March,  refpeding 
the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  Great-Britain  :  and 
alfo  a  letter  to  me  of  the  13th  inftant,  unanimoufly  agreed  to  in  Con- 
grefs, and  figned  by  the  President,  on  the  fame  fubjed. 

The  refolutions  declare,  that  national  treaties  do,  in  virtue  of  the. Con- 
federation, become  the  law  of  the  land  j  and  are  not  only  independent  of 
the  will  and  power  of  the  Legiflatures  of  the  feveral  States,  but  alfo  bind- 
ing and  obligatory  on  them  -t  thatall  fuch  ads,  or  parts  of  ads,  as  may  be 
now  exifting  in  any  of  the  States,  repugnant  to  the  treaty  of  peace,  ought 
to  be  forthwith  repealed ;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  States, 
to  make  fuch  repeal  ;  and  for  that  purpofe  to  pafs  an  act,  declaring  in 
general  terms,  that  all  fuch  ads,  and  parts  of  ads,  repugnant  to  the  faid 
treaty,  fhall  be,  and  are  repealed. 

The  letter  from  Congrefs  is  written,  to  explain  the  principles,  on  which 
they  have  formed  the  feveral  refolutions  ;  and  that  the  repealing  ads  of 
the  feveral  States  may  be  as  nearly  alike  as  poffible,  the  form  of  them  is 
given,  and  recommended,  in  the  faid  letter. 

In 
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In  the  letter  it  is  obferved,  that  it  is  certainly  time,  that  all  doubts  re  . 
fpedting  the  public  faith,  be  removed  ;  and  that  queftions  and  differences 
between  us,  and  Great-Britain,  be  amicably  and  finally  fettled  :  that 
the  States  are  informed  of  the  reafons,  why  his  Britannic  Majefty  Still  con- 
tinues to  occupy  th-j  frontier  pofts,  which  by  the  treaty  he  agreed  to  eva- 
cuate ;  and  that  we  have  the  Stronger!  aflurances,  that  an  exadt  compli- 
ance with  the  treaty  on  our  part,  fhall  be  followed  by  a  pUnitual  per- 
formance ©f  it  on  the  part  of  Great-Britain. 

The  letter  concludes  with  the  declaration,  that  it  is  important,  that 
the  feveral  Legislatures  of  the  States  Should,  as  foon  as  poffible,  take  thefe 
.matters  into  confederation  :  and  lam  requefted  to  tranfmit  to  Congrefs, 
an  authenticated  copy  of  fuch  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Legiflature  of 
this  State,  as  may  take  place  on  the  fubject,  and  in  purfuance  of  that  let- 
ter j  you  will  therefore,  Genflemen5  pleafe  to  give  an  early  attention  to  this 
important  bufinefs ;  and  take  fuch  meafures  refpedting  it,  as  the  national 
faith,  and  found  policy  require;

■Report  of  Commiffioners  appointed  to  promife  pardon  to  certain  offenders., 

April  30,  1787, 

Common  wealth  of  Mdffachiifetis. 
The  Commiffioners  appointed  to  execute  a  refolve  of  the  General  Court, 
of  the  9th  of  March  laft,  proceeded  without  delay  to  the  counties  of 
Hampjhire  and  Berkjhire,  beginning'  their  bufmefs  in  the'Tatter.  They 
difperled  printed  copies  of  the  refolfttipn  of  .the  Legislature,  which  ex- 
prefied  their  power  and  duty;- — caufed  the  fame to  be  printed  in  the  pub- 
lic papers,  which  circulate  an  the  weftem-'  counties,  and  gave  public  no- 
tice of  the  times  when,  and  places  where,  they  would  attend  on  the  bu- 
finefs  of  their  commifiion.  The  people  were  alio  informed,  that  thofe 
who  wifhed  to  avail  themfg'lves.  of  the  clemency,  of  government,  might 
find  their  advantage  in  ftating  brie%i:the  particular  inflances  of  criminal 
conduct  with  which  theyjare  feverally  chargeable— -what  offices  they  had 
fuftained  under  the  government,  if  any — and  the  capacity  in  which  they 
had  a&ed  in  oppbfitiori  to  government ;— and  that  all  applications  muft 
be  accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  two  or  more  perfons-,  of 
known  attachment  to  the  government,  certifying  that  they  have  goodreafon 
to  believe  that  the  perlon  in  whofe  favour  the  recommendation  is  given, 
is  duly  penitent  for  his  crime,  properly  difpofed  to  return  to  his  allegiance  to 
the  State,  and  to  difcharge  the  duty  of  a  faithful  citizen  thereof. 

After  applications  for  indemnity  were  made,  as  much  time  was  taken 
for  confideration  and  enquiry,  as  the  nature  and  multiplicity  of  the  bufi- 
nefs would  allow,  before  anfwers  were  given  ;  and  where  the  evidence  in 
favor  of  the  applicants,  comported  with  the  requirements  of  the  refolve 
aforefaid,  the  Commiffioners  propofed  their  fubfcnbing  a  declaration  irj, 
the  form  following,  viz. 

"  We  the  jubjcribers,  having  been  concerned  in  the  prefect  Rebellion, 
"  hereby  declare  our  lincere  penitence  therefor  ;  that  we  are  heartily  dif- 
"  pofed  to  return  to  our  allegiance  to  the  State  ;  that  ice  will  defend  the 
'*  government,  and  by  a  punctual  compliance  with   its  laws,  difcharge  the 

duty 
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"  duty  of  faithful  citizens  ■  and  in  our  /everalfations,  and  according  to 
"  our  refpeclhe  influence,  exert  ourfelves  to  induce  .others  to  exercife  the 
"  fame  conduct." 

Thofe  who  fubferibed  the  foregoing  declaration  (which  was  do.ne  al- 
moft  univerfally  with  great  readinefs,  and  in  no  inftance  refufed,  where  it 
was  offered)  having  previoufly  taken  and  fubferibed  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  Commonwealth,  receiyed  from  the  Commiffioners,  a  certificate  in 
the  form  following, 

"   This  may.  certify,  that  who,  has  been  concerned 

"  in  the  prefent  Rebellion,  has  declared  his  fincere  penitence  therefor  ;  that  . 
"  hi.  is  heartily  difpojed  to  return  to  his  allegiance  to  the  State ;  that  he  will 
"  defend  (he  government.,  and  by  a  punS'lual  compliance  with  its  laws,dif- 
"  charge  the  duty  of  a  faithful  citizen  :  Jn  confequence  thereof ,  he  has  re~ 
"  ceived  from  thefubferibers,  by  virtue  of  a  refolve  of  the  General  Court , 
"  pa/J'ed  on  the  gth  of  March  laft-,  a  promife  of  .indemnity  for  the  crime , 
"  above-mentioned-.''  - 

Seven  hundred  and  ninety,  whofe.  names  will  be  lodgedin  the  Secreta- 
ry's office,  have  received  a  promife  of  indemnity,  and  the  chief  of  them 
without  any  refervation  whatever  ;a  fmall  number  of  the  mofl  aggravated - 
ly  guilty,  of  thofe  who  were  intitled  to  indemnity  on  any  terms,  have  re- 
ceived it*  upon  the  conditions,,  reftnclions  and  ^ilq.ualifications  enumerat- 
ed in  an  adt  of  the  General  Court  of  the  16th  of  February  laft,  and  fome 
upon  the  condition  of.  their,  keeping  the  peace,  fand  being  of  the  good 
behaviour.  Thefe,  terms  were,  to  continue , for  One^  two  or  three  years, 
according  to,  the  ^aturhe(  "and,  aggravations. of  thp  offences.  At  the,  fame 
timej,  notice  _was„  given  that,  an  uniform,  tenor  ofgootfeondued,  would  afford 
ground,  to  hppe  for.  reniiffipri  of.thofe..  reft ri&ions  and  difqualificatipns,  at 
an,,  earlier,  period  Jtha_n, . was  fpepified,,  in,  their  certificates,, .  anfl  that  they 
might  expecf. this,  would  be,  done,  as  foon.  as  ityvould- con/ifl  with  the, 
fafety,  honor  and.  happinefs  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Some  had  offended  in.fuch  a.manner,  that  the-CommiflionqFS  could  not, 
without  violating  their  duty,  in terpoie  in  their -favor,,  in  any  way.  what- 
ever. 

About  thirty  in  each  county-,-  who  had  been  more,  than -cpm,mo,nly  ac- 
tive-and  influential,,  were  .  ipfprrnep1.,  that  the,. lame  confidence  which  had 
enabled  them  to  lead" numbers  affray  from  their  duty,  gave  them  a  fupe- 
riour  advantage  for  reclaiming  their  deluded  followers- ;  and  that  it  was 
particularly  incumbent  on  them*  very  affi  coioy  fly.  tq-.improye  that  confi- 
dence for  this  purpofe  ■;  that  an  opportunity  would  be  given  them  there- 
for, and  that,  upon  their  duly  improving  it,  they  -might  expect. tp.  be  fur- 
ther fharers  in  the  mercy  of  their  injured  country. 

1  he  Commiffioners,  in  the  profecution  of  their  bufinefs,  have  directed 
their  enquiries  to  the  occafion  of  the  infurreclion  and  rebellion  which  has 
taken  place.     The  refnlt  of  this  enquiry  has  been  a  conviction,  that  among 
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a 'variety  of  caufes  'which  have  been  co-operating  to  produce  io  much 
evil,  public  and  private  debts,  and  the  latter  e/pve/a/iy,  have  been  the  iifajl 
operative  ;  and  that  an  undue  uie  of  articles  of  foreign  growth  and  ma- 
nufacture,   has  "been  the 'principal  catrte  of  this  accumulation  of  debts. 

The  people  who-  made,  application  to  the  Commillioners,  very  general- 
ly declared,  tii.it  they  had  been  deluded,  with  regard  to  the  proceedings  'of 
the  General  Court,  and  the  ii tn.it ion  of  things  ill  the  different  parts  of  the 
Common  wealth. 

Although  it  "is  painful  to  make  the  declaration,  that  duty  which  we 
owe  the  community,  obliges  tfs  to  fay,  thatfrOm  the  representations  which 
have  been  made,  there  is  great  reafon  to  believe,  too  many  perfons,  who 
have  been  Members  of  the  Gdneral  Court,  irtftead  of  giving  that  informa- 
tion of  the  reafons  and  principles  upon  which  the  acts  and  fefolves  of  the 
Legiflature  have  been  founded,  which  might  have  fatisfied  the  rational  en- 
quirer, and  have 'filenced  the  unreafonable  coin  plainer,  have,  by  their  con- 
verfation  and  conduct,  irritated  and  inflamed  the  reftleis  arid  uneafy,  and 
alarmed  the  peaceable  uninformed  citizen-. 

Thofe  to  whom  a  pfomife  of  indemnity  has  been  made, , very  generally 
appear  to  be  grateful  f6r  the  lenity  of  government,  and  from  the  difpoli- 
tion  they  difcovered,  'many  of  them  would,  we  doubt  not,  on  a  future  call 
to  it,  be  among  the  for'emb'ft,  to -lend  their  "aiclJ to '  defend  the  Common- 
wealth.-' 

We  were  informed,  that  in  divers  places,  the  people  were  giving  the 
beji  evidence  of  their  jriendjhip  to  the  govcr'rifnent,  by  making  unufual 
exertions  to  difcharge  their  taxes, — that  in  one  part  of  the  county  of  Berk- 
fhire,  a  determination  was  formed  to  collect  by  tax,  their  proportion  of 
the  continental  ddmeftic  debt,  that  they  may  eafiiy  difcharge  their  part  of 
it ;  and  from  what  appeared  of  the  difpofition  of  the  people  with  whom 
we  had  bufinefs  to  tranfadt,  there  is  a  flattering  prdfpect,  if  an  uniform 
fyftem  of  government  fhould  be  purfued,  if  fo  many  examples,  and  fa 
many  only,  mould  be  made,  as  will  be  neceffary  to  produce  a  conviction, 
that  government  touft  and  will  be  fupported  ;  and  if  the  mercy  of  go- 
vernment mould  be  extended  to  the  qualified  fubjects  of  it, — that,  in  thofe 
counties,  which  have  been  lately  torn  by  diffention,  government  will  be 
more  firmly  eflablifhed,  than  it  has  been  at  any  period  fince  the  revolu- 
tion.

His,  Excellency's   Objections. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  ot  keprefetitatives> 

THE  bill  you  paused  the  lafi:  evening,  relating  to  the  Governour's 
falary,  has*  been  laid  before  me.  I  find  by  it,  that  it  is  your  opinion,  the 
falary  is  too  high,  and  that  you  propofe  to  reduce  it  from  eleven  hundred 
pounds,  to  eight  hundred. 

The  opinion  of  the  General  Court  is^  and  ought  to  be,  of  great  weight : 
and  in  moft  cafes,  when  fuch  is  their  pleafure,  has  the  faridtion  of,  and  is 
in  fact  law.  But  you  are  fenfible,  Gentlemen*  that  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution, which  is  the  fupreme  law,  fhere  are  cafes,  to  which  the  Legifla- 
tive  power  does  not  extend  $  and  it  is  apprehended  the  objedt  of  the  pre- 
ferit  bill  is  one  of  them. 

Irt  order  to  have  a  right  conception  of  this  matter,  we  muft  recur  to  ! 
the  Constitution,  which  declares,  that  "  it  is  neceffary  the  Governour 
mould  have  an  honourable  fiated  falary,  of  a  fixed  and  permanent  value, 
amply  fufRcient  for  the  purpofes  mentioned  in  it  :  and  eftablifhcd  by 
Handing  laws  :  and  that  it  mail  be  among  the  firft  adls  of  the  Gejieral 
Court,  after  the  commencement  of  this  Conftitution,  to  eftablifh  fuch  fa- 
lary by  law  accordingly, — -arid  if  it  mall  be  found,  that  any  of  the  falaries 
aforefaid,  fo  eftabliftied;  viz-,  the  falaries  of  the  Governour  and  the  Juftice 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  are  infufRcient,  they  fhall  from  time  tc

Permit 
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Permit  me,  Gentlemen,  upon  this  occaiion,  to  all:,  Whether  by  this 
article  of  the  Conflitution,  the  right  of  fettling  the  quantum  of  the  falary 
was  not  confined  to  the  firft  General  Court,  after  trie  commencement  of 
the  Conflitution  ?  Whether  any  power  is  given  to  any  fucceeding  General 
Court,  to  alter  that  quantum,  unlefs  it  mould  be  infufficient  :  in  which 
tafe  it  may  be  enlarged  as  the  Court  fhall  judge  proper  ?  Whether,  if  it 
be  alterable  by  diminution  hy  the  prefent  General  Court,  it  may  not,  in 
the  fame  manner  be  altered  by  the  next  General  Court  ;  and  again  further 
altered  by  fucceeding  General  Courts ;  and  thus  inftead  of  being  eftablifh- 
ed,  will  it  be  any  thing  more  than  an  annual  grant,  conftantly  fubject  to 
variation  and  change  ?  Whether,  in  that  cafe,  it  can  be  deemed  a  Mated 
falary  ;  or  of  a  fixed  and  permanent  value  ;  or  eftablifhed  by  any  {landing 
or  permanent  law  ;  or  can  be  depended  on  as  amply  fufficient  for  the  pur- 
pofes  intended  f  And  whether  thofe  purptifes,  as  expreffed  in  the  Confli- 
tution, would  in  that  cafe  be  anfwered  ;  namely,  '*  that  the  GoVernour 
mould  not  be  under  the  undue  influence  of  any  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Cdurt;  by  a  dependance  on  them  for  his  fupport  j  that  he  mould 
in  all  cafes  adl  with  freedom  for  the  benefit. of  the  public  j  that  he  fhould 
not  have  his  attention  neceffarily  diverted  from  that  objedl  to  his  private 
concerns ;  and  that  he  mould  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  character  ofit$  Chief  Magiftfate  ?"  Whether  the  proper  anfwers  to 
theie  queries  do  not  fhew  that  the  bill  is  unconstitutional  ?  and  whether 
in  that  cafe  it  is  riot  incumbent  on  me  to  refufB  my  Signature  to  it  \  efpe- 
cially  as  I  have,  purfuant  to  the  oath  of  office;  folemnly  fworn;  that  I  will 
faithfully  difcharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  my  office;  agreeably  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Conflitution  ? 

In  fail,  Gentlemen,  I  apprehend  the  bill  to  be  contrary^  to  the  Con- 
futation j  and  that  for  that  reafon,  as  well  as  in  confequence  of  the  oathj, 
I  am  compelled  to  return  the  bill  to  you  for  your  re-confideration  of  it, 
agreeably  to  the  Conflitution;  . 

It  gives  me  pain  to  objedl  to  a  meafure;  which  appears  to  be  a  favourite 
one,  with  many  Gentlemen  of  the  Court :  tput  from  my  ideas  of  your 
candour,  I  perfuade  myfelf  you  will  not  attribute  it  to  any '  dishonourable 
or  pecuniary  motives  :  efpecially  when  I  allure  you,  that  no  iriterefted 
considerations  relative  to  myfelf,  have  in  any  degree  influenced  me  to  it  % 
and  as  it  muft  be  very  uncertain,;,  whether  I  mall  be  ag'ain  called  to  the 
chair. 

Such  a  call  I  fhall  efteerri  a  great  honour,  as  it  will  further  evince  thd 
good  will  of  my  fellow  citizens  :  but  as  the  honour  was  originally  con- 
ferred without  any  folicitation  on  my  part,  fo  the  continuance  of  it;if  That 
^lould  take  place,  will  be  equally  unfolicited. 

My  inclination  would  lead  me  to  retirement :  but  if  it  fhould  be  thought* 
I  can  be  further  Serviceable  to  the  Commonwealth,  I  will  not  defert  it  : 
efpecially  at  a  time,  when  it  is  under  the  preffure  of  fo  many  embarraff- 
ments. 
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To  'relieve  it  in  any  degree,  from  fuch  preffure,  would  give  me  the 
•highefr.  fatisfaction  ;  and  mould  there  be  a  future  opportunity  for  it,  and 
'the  General  Court  fhouR  then  think  the  propofed  reduction  of  the  falary* 
worthy  of  their  notice,  I  would,  fo  far  as  it  may  refpect  myfelf,  confent 
■to  it  :  although  my  annual  expenditures  do  much  exceed  the  whole 
-amount. of  the  falary.  But  it  is  not  in  my  power,  for  the  reafons  above 
fuggefted,  nor  does  it  comport  with  my  inclination,  to  diminifh,  or  in  any 
way,  render  precarious,  the  falary  of  my  fucceffors  :  knowing,  by  my 
own  experience,  that  it  would  be  inadequate  to  the  fupport  of  them  in 
proper  character.

The  Govcrnour  and  Lieutenant-Governour  elect,  having  been  previously  notified  of 
their  refpeciive  elections,  came  into  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  where  the  two 
Branches  of  the  General  Court  were  convened,  when  his  Excellency  the  Governour 
was  pleafed  to  addrefs  them  as  follows  ; 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentati<ues.) 

VERY  relpectable  committee,,  by  you  appointed,  have  notified  me  that  the  citi- 
_  zens  df  this  Commonwealth  have  elected  me  Governour  for  the  year  enfuing. 

To  promote  the  happinefs  of  my  native  country,  hath  always  been  the  great  object  of 
my  puriuit,  and  to  merit  the  approbation  of  my  fellow-citizens,  was  ever  my  higheft  am- 
bition— Defective  as  I  may  have  been  in.  the  puffuit  of  the  firft,  1  mould  feel  myfelf  un- 
grateful to  an  high  degree,  did  I  not,  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  acknowledge  the  kind 
partiality  of  my  countrymen  in  granting  me  fo  great  a  Share  of  the  fecond. 

When  from  a  want  df  health,  I  retired  frdm  the  place  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, I  did  not  expect  to  be  again  called  to  the  important  truft,  but  Since  my 
fellow-citizens  have,  without  any  folicitations  of  mine,  feen  fit  in  the  prefent  day  to  call 
upon  me  for  my  exertions,  I  cannot  abufe  that  partiality  which  they  have  fd  often  ma- 
nifefted  towards"  me,  by  declining  the  office; 

The  Suffrages  of  a  free  people,  would  in  common  times  render  an  apology  for  my  api 
pearing  in  this  place,  quite  unnecefiary,  but  in  the  prefent  fituatioh  of  public  affairs,  it 
becomes  neceffary  for  me  to  declare,  that  I  am  fo  far  from  accepting  the  office  from  a 
dependance  upon  my  own  ability,  to  reStore  the  government  to  its  needed  tranquility, 
that  it  is,  Gentlemen,  on  your  wifdom  and  prudence  alone,  I  rely,  for  thbfe  fneafures 
which  may  lead  ils  to  public  fafety  ;  from  you  the  people  will  look  for  thofe  laws  and 
ordinances  which  will  fecure  the  bleffings  intended  for  them  by  the  happy  constitution, 
of  government  they  have  eftabliShed.  Of  nie  they  have  aright  to  expect  that  I  Shall 
exert  the  powers  vefted  in  me  for  their  benefit  and  advantage,  and  it  mall  be  my  high- 
eft  ambition  not  to  difappoint  them.  To  preferve,  Gentlemen,  ficredly  and  inviolate, 
our  excellent  Constitution  of  government ;  to  relieve  as  much  as  rxrffible  the  burdens  of 
the  people,  and  to  maintain  a  ftrict  adherence  to  private  and  public  juftice,  fhall  be  the 
great  obi  eels-  of  my  administration,  and  in  the  puriuit  of  them,  I  doubt  not  of  your  af- 
fiftartce  and  fupport,  as  well  as  thofe  of  all  good,  men. 

Having  declared,  Gentlemen,  my  acceptance  of  the  office  to  which  lam  elected  I  am

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen- 'of-  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives. 
THE  Secretary  will  lay  before  you  a  letter  I  have  juft  received  from  Cb\.'Badlamt 
Commanding  Oiiicer  of  the  troops  fta'tioned  in  the  county  of  Hampjhire,  •repreicming 
his  fituation,  and  the"  complexion  of  our  public  affairs  in  that  quarter,  by  which  -it  ap- 
pears, that  after  the  time  for  which  the  troops  ftationed  there  is  expired,  the  inhabitants 
in,  and  near  that  county,  willlive  very  uncomfortably.  You  will  find  upon  perufing 
this  letter,  that  thofe  who  have  been  in  opposition  to  government,  have,  from  Vermont 
aid  Nezv-HampJIiirti  repeatedly  -made  incurfions  into  this  State,  with  an  intention  to 
plunder,  and  carry  off *the  friends  to  government,  and  in  two  tnftanees  have  aeeom- 
plifhed  their  purpofe,  by  taking  ofFDoftor  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Metcalf,  boih  refpeftable 
characters  ;  that  the  Colonel  has  been  obliged  to  (ration  a  detachment  of  his  regiment 
in  particular  towns,  to  guard  the  friends  of  government,  and  that  he  has  had  application

i-n  fervice,  fo.  long  as  theprefent  circumftances  fhall  continue.  ,  ■  .  Therefore 
.  Refolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be,  and  he  hereby  is  requefted,  to  raife 
by-detachment  from  the  militia,, or  by  voluntary  inliftment  from  the  troops  now  in  ac-

BY  your  refolution  of  the  13th  inft.  you  have  extended  the  clemency  of  government 
to  all  the  unhappy  and  deluded  people,  who  have  been  concerned  m  the  late  insurrections, 
excepting  nine  of  the  principal  leaders.  This  act  of  benignity  and  mercy,  I  conceive  can- 
not fail  to  induce  thofe  unhappy  men,  to  return  to  the-  open  arms  of  their  country,  and 
againto  enjoy  the  blefllngs  of  a  free  government :  But  fhouldtheir  delufionand  infatuation 
be  ftill  continued  ;  fhall  the  honeft  and  ioyal  part  of  the  community  be  burthened  with 
taxes  for  fupporting  a  force  to  defend  the  State  againft  a  few  citizens,  who  depart 
from"  the  original  compact,  and  rcfufe  to  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  Reprefenta- 
tives,  annually  elected  by  the  people  ?  Surely  no  man  who  loves  the  peace  and  tranquili- 
ty of  government,  will  fuppofe  that  the  whole  force  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  necefTa- 
rv,  fliould  not  be  exerted  to  reduce  fueh  of  them  as  fhall  hereafter  continue  unreclaimed  I 
But  you  are  fenfible^  Gentlemen,  that  by  the  Confcitution,  it  is  out  of  my  power,  as 
Governour,  to  tranfport  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  oblige  theiri 
to  march  out  of  the  limits  of  the  fame,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  confent  or  the 
confent  of  the  General  Court  ;  and  therefore,  fhould  a  very  ffnall  force  be  continued  to 
annoy  the  State,  without  the  limits  of  the  fame,  I  cannot  march  the  forces  you  have  or- 
dered to  oppofe  them,  unlefs  you  make  provifion  for  the  fame.    . 

Befides  this,  fhould  a  number  of  men,  who  have  relinquifhed  their  connection  with 
all  government,  be  fuffered  to  collect  on  the  borders  of  this  State,  their  accumulation  o£ 
force,  from  thieves,  debtors  and  other  fugitives,  would  very  foon  render  them  trou- 
blefome,  if  not  formidable  to  other  States,  as  well  as  this. 

You  will  alfo  pleafe  to  confider  the  difficulty  of  marching  troops  into  another  fovereign 
State,  without  the  confent  of  the  government  thereof,  and  that  this  may  render  it  ne^ 
ceffary  to  treat  with  fome  of  the  other  States  on  that  fubject. 

As  the  effect  of  your  act  of  indemnity,  cannot  be  foon  fully  known  \  and  as  the 
citizens  of  the  State  may  be  endangered  by  new  hoftilities,  before  the  next  meeting  of 
the-General  Court,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  fuggeft  thefe  ideas,  that  you  may  pay  them; 
fueh  attention  as  you  may  think  they  deferve. 

The  object  of  my  meafufes  fhall  be,  to  reftore  peace  and  good  order  to  the  Common- 
wealth, 2nd  I  cannot  doubt  of  your  countenance  and  fupport  in  every  meafure  which; 
vou  nuy  think  is  pointed  to  that  great  anddefirable  end*

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known  to  your  Excellency,  that  Fphraim  Fitch  oiEgremoni,  in  the  county  of  Berhfiire, 
Efq;  and  John  Hurlbut  cf  A/ford,  in  the  fame  county,  Efq;  Juftices  of  the  Peace,' within 
and  for  that  county,  have  been  indicted  by  a  very  refpectable  Grand-Jury,  of  the  heinous 
and  deteftable  crime  of  high  treafon  :  And  that  they,  when  the  noble  and  generous 
exertions  of  freemen,  difperfed  the  forces  of  rebellion,  fled  from  the  juftice  of  their 
country.

Whereas  by  a  refolve  palled  the  6th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1786,  the  Treafurer 
of  this  Commonwealth,  was  directed  not  to  ifllie  alias  executions,  againft  any  Con- 
ftables or  Collectors  of  the  ;firft  moiety  of  the  Continental  tax,  granted  in  the  year 
1782,  or  any  tax  granted  before  that  period,  after  a  time  limited  by  the  faid  refolve, 
unlefs  by  direction  of  the  Governour  and  Council.  And  whereas  by  reafon  of  the 
oppojitioa  to  law  and  juftice,  in  the  late  "'rebellion,  the  Sheriffs  of  feveral  counties 
have  not  been  able  to  compleat  the  collection  of  the  taxes  aforefaid  :

Whereas  if  appears  upon  examination  of  thd  fettlement  of  accounts  between  the  Gene- 
ral Seffions  of  the  Peace,  for  the  county  of£$i\yand  the  Treafurer  of  the  faid  county,  on 
April  the  1.5th,  1787,  that  all  the  money  granted  and  allowed  by  the  faid  Court  of  Gene- 
ral Seffions  of  the  Peace  for  the  year  paft,  were  for  fuch  purpoies  and  appropriations,  as 
by  law  the  faid  Court  were  empowered  to. grant :  Therefore, 

Refohed,  That  the  faid  accounts  be  accepted  and  allowed. 

And  whereas  it  appears  from  an  eftimate  of  the  juftices  of  the  faid  Court,  made  at  their 
Seffions  oil  che  firft  Tuefday  of  April  1787,  that  the  {umxiffix  hundred,  and  -thirty  pounds, 
will  be  neceffary  for  defraying  the  charges  of  the  faid  county,  for  one  year  next  enfuing  :

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The  following  foould  have  been  inferted  among  the  refolves  of  the  General  Court,  pajjed  iii 
February  lajl,  but  ivas  accidentally  omitted. 

HE  Committee  of  both  Houfes  appointed  to  confider  the  Gcvernour's  fneflage  of 
the  13th  inft.  relative  to  the  fettlement  of  a  controverfy  between  this  Common- 
wealth and  New-York,  reflecting  lands  lying  to  the  weftward  of  Hud/on' s-River,  made  by 
the  Commiffioners  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  together  with  the  papers  accompanying 
have  attended  that  fervice. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  agreement  entered  into  and  figned  by  the  faid 
CorritoiffionerSj  and  the  plan  defcriptive  of  the  lands  in  queition,  and  find,  that  the  right 
of  this  Commonwealth,  to  a  large  tract  of  land  containing  many  millions  of  acres,  is  by 
the  faid  agreement  clearly  eftabiiihed. 

That  this  controverfy,  which  has  been  long  in  its  duration  ;  intricate  in  its  nature,  as 
well  as  important  in  its  confequences,  has  been  conducted,  and  finally  clofed,  in  an  amicable 
rn  inner,  and  by -mutual  agreement,  is  a  pleafing  circumftancc,  and  will,  we  trufi,  con- 
tribute to  cherifhand  maintain  friendfhip  and  harmony  between  this,  and  our  filter  State  : 
And  the  Commillioners  on  our  part,  in  conducting  this  important  bufinefs,  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  jullly. entitled  to  the  approbation  of  the  General  Court. 

Your  Committee  apprehend  it  neceflary  that  the  agreement  above  referred  to,  be 
printed  with  the  refolves  of  the  prefent  feffion,  and  alfo  recorded,  with  the  commiffion. 
from  Governour  Clinton,  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  there  lodged,  together  with  the 
afore-mentioned  plan  ;  and  that  it  will  be  expedient  hereafter,  to  appoint  a  Superinten- 
dent-, as  well  to  fuperintend  the  purchafe  of  Indian  rights,  as  to  inveitigate  the  fituation, 
quality,  value  and  contents  of  faid  lands,  and  to  give  information  to  the  General  Court 
from  time  to  time  reflecting  the  fame.  1  he  refolve  relative  to  the  releafe  of  certain, 
lands  included  in  the  aforefaid  agreement,  your  Committee  have  not  confidered,  as  they 
found  that  Samuel  Brown  had  preferred  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  on  the  fubject

As  the  running  and  afcertaining  the  line  of  jurifdiction,  between  this  State  and  New- 
Fork,  is  not  compleated,  as  appears  by  the  letter  of  Doctor  Samuel  Williams,  accompanying! 
the  faid  rneffage,  and  the  powers  given  to  the  Commiffioners  appointed  by  Cangrefs,  re- 
lative thereto,  will  expire  on  the  7th  of  March  next,  we  conceive  it  expedient,  that  a

WHEREAS  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffhchufeiis,  did,  heretofore  prefent  a  petition 
to  the  United  States  in  Cor.grefs  affembled,  thereby  among  other  things,  ftating, 
that  all  that  territory  which  in  the  faid  petition  is  defcribed  as  all  that  <pzYtoi~ New-Eng- 
land in  America,  wnich  lieth  and  extendeth  between  a  great  river,  called  Merrimac,  and  a. 
certain  other  river  there,  called  Charles-River,  being  the  bettom  of  a  bay  there  called 
Majfacbufetts-Bay  ;  and  alfo,  all  thofe  lands  lying  within  three  Englifh  miles' to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  the  fou'thernmoft  part  of  the  faid  bay,  and  extending  thence  northward  in  lati- 
tude to  northward  of  every  part  of  the'fard  river  Merrimac,  and  in  breadth  of  latitude 
aforefaid,  extending  throughout  all  the  main  land,  in  longitude  weftwivdly  to  the 
fouthern  ocean,  was  the  juft  and  proper  right  of  the  faid  Common v/eakh,  and  farther 
ftating,  That  the  State  of  New-York  had  fet  up  a  claim  to  fome  part  of  the  land  before- 
mentioned,  the  laid  Commonwealth  did,  therefore,  by  the  faid  petition,  folcmnly  requeft 
Of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs,  that  Commiffioners  might  be  appointed  for  enquiring 
\nto  and  determining  upon  the  churn  aforefaid,  gf  the  Legifhture  of  the  fr.id  Oota 
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'•wealth,  and  that  fuch  other  proceedings  refpefting  the  premifes,  might  be  had  as  are  by 
the  fcederal  government  of  the  faid  United  States,  in  fuch  cafe  made  and  provided,  as  by 
the  faid  petition  filed  among  the  archives  of  the  United  States,  reference  being  thereunto 
had,  may  more  fully  appear  :  And  whereas,  the  State  of  New-York  doth,  in  oppofitioa 
to  the  faid  claim  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  claim  as  the  juft  and  proper 
right  of  the  find  State,  as  well  in  refpft  of  property,  as  jurifdiftion,  all  thofe  lands  and 
territories  bounded  on  the  north,  by  the  parallel  of  latitude  palling  through  the  faid 
point,  place  or  boundary  aforefaid,  of  three  miles  to  the  northward  of  every  part  of  the 
laid  river  Merrimack,  and  bounded  on  the  fouth,  by  the  parallel  of  latitude  palling  through 
the  faid  point  or  place,  fittl'ate  three  miles  fouth  of  the  fouthermoft  part  of  the  laid  bay, 
called  Majfachufctts-Bay,  bounded  On  the  weft  by  the  limits  between  the  United  States 
and  the  King  oi  Great- Britain,  and  the  line  of  celuon  from  the  State  of  New-Tork,  to  the 
United  States,  and  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  line  agreed  oil,  and  eftabliflied  between 
the  late  colony  of  the  Majfachufeits-Bay ,  and  the  late  colony  of  New-Tork,  in  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feven  cy-three,  and  from  the  northern  termination  of  the 
faid  line  then  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  weft  bank  of  Connetlicut-River  :  And  whereas,

be  Agents  to  manage,  conduct  and  profecute  the  claims  of  the. faid  Commonwealth,  to 
the  lands  defcribed  in  the  faid  petition  :  And  whereas,  afterwards  and  pending  fuch  pro- 
ceedings in  Congrefs,  the  Legiilature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  did,  by  an. 
aft  entitled  an  aft  impowering  the  Agents  appointed  by  their  government  to  defend  the 
territory  on  the  weft  fide  of  Hudfon's -River,  againft  the  claims  of  the  State  of  New-Tork, 
to  fettle  the  controverfy  relative  thereto,  otherwife  than  by  a  fcederal  Court,  if  the^fhail 
judge  it  expedient,  enaft,  That  the  major  part  of  the  faid  Agents  or  Commifiioners  fhotild 
be  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  agree  with  the  Agents  or  Commifiioners  of  the 
State  of  New-Tork,  and  fettle  the  controverfy  refpefting  the  territory  aforefaid,  byafcederal 
Court  as  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  confederation,  or  otherwife  in  fuch  way  and  manner 
as  they  fhould  judge  would  comport  with  juftice  and  the  intereft  of  the  faid  Common- 
wealth :  and  the  Legiflatufe  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  did,  by  an  aft  entitled,  "  An  aft 
fupplementary  to  the  aft  entitled  an  aft  to  appoint  Agents  or  Commifiioners  for  vindicat- 
ing the  ri^ht  and  jurifdiftion  of  this  State  againft  the  claims  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Maf- 
fachufetts,  purfuant  to  the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union  of  the  United 
States,"  among-  other  things  enaft,  that  it  (hould  be  lawful  for  the  faid  James  Duane, 
Robert  R.  Living/ion,  Egbert  Benfon,  John  Hafing,  Melanclon  Smith,znd Robert  Tates,zr)d  alfb, 
John  Lanfiny.  jun.  or  any  five  or  more  of  them*  to  fettle  the  faid  controverfy  between  the 
faid  State  of  New-Tork,  and  the  faid  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  otherwife  than  by 
the  faid  fcederal  Court,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  ihould  iudge  moft  conducive  totbe  inte- 
reft of  the  faid  State,  as  by  the  faid  commiffion  and  the  faid  feveral  afts  relation  being 
thereunto  had  may  appear. 

Now  therefore  knew  vf,  That  the  underwritten  Comir.ifliorcrs  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Majfachtfetn  and  the  State  of  New-Tork  refpeftively,  having  by  mutual 
confent  aflembled'at  the  city  of  Hartford  in  the  State  oiCbnneclicut,  on  the  thirtieth  d.iy 
of  November  hd:,  in  order  to  the  idvTe  execution  of  their  refpeftive  trufts,  and  having  duly 
exchanged  and  confidered  their  refpeftive  powers,  and  declared  the  fame  legal  and  ful- 
iicient  after  feveral  conferences,  and  to  the  end  that  all  interfering  claims  and  controvcr- 
fies  between  the  faid  Commonwealth  of  Maffachvfetts  and  the  faid  State  of  New-Tork,  as 
well  in  refpeft  ofiuriTdiftion  as  prooerty,  may  be  finally  fettled  and  cxtinguifhed,  and 
r^ircand  harmony  JForever  eftabliflied  between  them  on  the  moll  felied  foundation — 
HAVE  AGREED,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  do  mutuallv  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  faid 
Commonwealth  of  Mafachufctts  and  the  faid  State  of  New-Tori*  by  whom  refpeftivety 
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they  the  faid  CommiiEo'ners  have  been  fo  appointed  and  authorized  as  aforefaid,  agree 
the  mutual  ceffions,  grants,  releafes  and  other  provinons  following-,  that  is  to  fay, 

FirJI.  The  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts  doth  hereby  cedes .  grant,  releafe  and  con- 
firm to  the  State  of  New-York  forever,  all  the  claim,  right  and  title  which  the  Common- 
wealth of  Majfachufetts  hath  to  the  government,  fovereignty,  and  jurifdiclion  of  the 
lands  and  territories  fo  claimed  by  the  State  of  New-1  ~ork,  as  herein  before  ftated  and 
particularly  fpecified. 

Secondly.  The  State  of  New-Tork  doth  hereby  cede,  grant,  releafe  and  confirm  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts^  and  to  the  ufe  of  the  Commonwealth,  their  grantees, 
and  the  heirs  and  affigns  of  fuch  grantees  forever,  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the  foil 
from  the  native  Indians,  and  all  other  the  eftatc,  right,  title  and  property,  (the  right  and 
title  of  government,  fovereignty  and  jurifdiclion  excepted)  which  the  State  of  New-York, 
hath  of,  in,  or  to  two  hundred  and  thirty  thoufand  and  four  hundred  acres,  to  be  locat- 
ed by  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  and  to  be  fituate  to  the  northward  of,  and  ad- 
joining to  the  lands  granted  reflectively  to  Daniel  Cox  and  Rtbert  Lettlce  Hooper,  and  their 
refpe&ive  afiociates,  and  between  the  rivers  Owega  and  Chenengs.  And  alfo,  of,  in  or  to  all 
the  lands  and  territories  within  the  following  limits  and  bounds,  that  is  to  fay  :  Begin- 
ning  in  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Pennfylvania,  in  the  parrallej  of  forty- 
two  degrees  of  north  latitude,  at  a  point  diftant  eighty-two  miles  weft  frbm*the  north- 
eaft  corner  of  the  State  of  Pennfyhmnia,  on  Delaware-River,  as  the  faid  botfhdary-line- 
hath  been  run  and  marked  by  the  Commiffioners  appointed  by  the  States  of  Pennfylvani#. 
and  New-Tork  refpeclively,  and  from  the  faid  point  or  place  of  beginnings  running  on 
a  due  meridian  north  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  of  America,  and' 
the  King  of  Great-Britain  ;  thence  wefterly  and  foutherly  along  the  faid  bounda/y  line*, 
to  a  meridian  which  will  pafs  one  mile  due  eaft  fr»m  the  northern  termination  of  the? 
Streight  or  waters  between  Lake-Ontario  and  Lake-Erie  ;  thence  fouth  along  the  faid 
meridian,  to  the  fouth  fhore  of  Lake  Ontario  ;  thence  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  the  faid 
Streight,  by  a  line  always  one  mile  diftant  from  and  parrallel  to  the  faid  Streight,  to 
Lake-Erie  ;  thence  due  weft  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Kine-  of  Great-Britain  ;  thence  along  the  faid  boundary  line,  until  it  meets  with  the  line 
of  ceffion  from  the  State  of  New-Tork  to  the  United  States  ;  thence  along  the  faid  line  of 
ceffion,  to  the  northweft  corner  of  the  State  of  Pehnfylvania  ;  and  thence  eaft  along  the. 
northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Pennfyhanig.  to  the  faid  place  of  beginning  :  And 
which  faid  lands  and  territories  fo  ceded,  granted,  releafed  and  confirmed,  arc  parcel  of 
the  lands  and  territories  defcribed  in  the  faid  petition. 

Thirdly.  The  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts  doth  hereby  cede,  grant  releafe  and  con- 
firm to  the  State  of  New-Tork,  and  to  the  ufe  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  their  grantees  and 
the  heirs  and  affigns  of  fuch  grantees  forever,  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the  foil  from 
the  native  Indians,  and  all  other  the  eftate,  right,  title  and  property,  which  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Majfachufetts  hath  of,  in  or  to  the  refidue  of  the  lands  and  territories  fo  claim- 
ed by  the  State  Of  Nezv-7 "ork  as  herein  before  ftated^  and  particularly  fpecified; 

Fourthly.  That  the  lands  fo  ceded,  granted,  releafed  and  confirmed  to  the  Common-  . 
wealth  of  Majfachufetts,  or  fuch  part,  thereof  as  fhall  from  time  time  be  and  remain  the 
property  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  fhall  during  the  time  that  the  fame  fhall 
fo  be  and  remain  fuch  property,  be  free  and  exempt  from  all  taxes  wh'atfo'ever,  and 
that  no  general  or  State  tax  fhall  be  charged  on,  or  collected  from  the  lands  hereafter  to. 
be  granted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts,  or  on  the  occupants  or  proprietors  of. 
fuch  lands,  until  fifteen  years  after  fuch  confirmation,  as  is  herein  .after  mentioned^  of 
fuch  grants,  fhall  have  expired  ;  but  that  the  lands  fo  to  be  granted,  and  the  occupants 
thereof,  fhall,  during  the  faid  period,  be  fubject  to  town  or  county  charges  or  taxes  only  ; 
provided,  That  this  exemption  from  general  or  State  taxes,  fhall  not  be  conftrued  to  ex-, 
tend  to  fuch  duties,  excifes  or  impofts,  to  which  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  State  of 
New-Tork,  fhall  be  fubjeel  and  liable.  ■••.,-. 

Fifthly,  That  no  rents  or  fervices  fhall  be  refer.ved  in  any  grants  to  be  made  of  the  faid. 
lands  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts, 

•  Sixthly,  That  the  inhabitants  on  the  faid  lands  and  territories,  being  cititens  of  any" 
of  the  United  States,  holding  by  grants  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  fhall 
be  entitled  to  equal  rights  with  th«  other  citizens  of  the  State  of  New-Tork' ;  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts  fhall,  from  time  to  time,' 
a©d  at  all  times  hereafter,  have  and  enjoy  the  fame  and  equal  rights,  reflecting  the  na- 
il- vis.ttioi* 
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Vigation  and  fifhery  on  and  in  Lake  Ontario  and  Lake  Erie,  and  the  waters  communicate 
!ing  from  the  one  to  the  other  of  the  faid  lakes*  and  refpecYing  the  roads  and  portages 
between  the  faid  lakes,  as  fhall  from  time  to  time  be  had  and  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  of 
the  State  of  New-Tork;  and  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachufeti;  fhall  not 
be  fubject  to  any  other  regulations,  or  greater  toll*  or  duties  to  be  made  or  impofed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  State  of  New-Tork,  reflecting  the  premifes,  than  the  citizens  of  the 
State  of  New-Tork  fhall  be  fubject  to.        ...  = 

■Seventhly.,  That  no  adverfe  poffeffion  of  the  faid  lands  for  any  length  of  time,  fhall  be 
adjudged  a  diffeizen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts. 

'Eighthly,  That  the  State  of  New-Tork,  fo  long  as  any  part  of  the  faid  lands  fhall  be, 
and  remain  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  fhall  not  cede,  relinquifh 
or  in  any  manner  diveft  themfelves  of  the  government  and  jurifdiction  of  the  faid  lands 
oi'  any  part  thereof,  without  the  cbnfent  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majjachiifetts* 

Ninthly.  That  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts  mxy  from  time  to  time,  by  perfons 
to  be  by  them  authorized  for  the  purpofc,  hold  treaties  and  conferences  with  the  native 
Indians,  relative  to  the  property  or  right  of  foil  of  the  laid  lands  and  territories  hereby- 
ceded,  granted,  releafed  and  confirmed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts,  and  with 
fuch  armedt  force  as  they  Avail  deem  necelTary  for  the  more  effectual  holding  fuch  treaty 
or  conference  ;  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  within  fix  months  after  fuch 
treaties  fhafU  refpectively  be  made,  ihall  caufe  copies  thereof  to  be  depofited  in  the  office  o( 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Nezv-Terk. 

Tenthly.  The  Commonwealth  of  M-aJfachufetis  may  grant  the  right  of  pre-emption  of 
the  whoie-or  of  any  part  of  the  laid  lands  and  territories  to  any  pftrfon  or  perions,  who  by 
virtue,  of  fuch  grant,  fhall  have  good  right  to  cxtinguilh  by  purcbufe,  the  claims  of  the 
native  Indians :  Provided,  however,  that  no  purehate  from  the  native  In  twin's  by  any 
fuch  grantee  or  grantees,  fhall  be  valid,  unle-fs  the  fame  fhall  be  made  in  the  preface  of, 
and  approved  by  a  fupcrintendant  to  be  appointed  for  fuch  purpoie  by  the  Coniinotas- 
Wealth  of  Maffachufetts^.  and  having  no  intereft  in  fuch  purchafe  ;  and  unleis  fuch  pur- 
chafe  fhall  be  confirmed  by  the  Commonwealth  oi  Majfachufetts. 

Eleventhly..  That  the  grantees  of  the  faid  lands  and  territories  under  the  Common- 
wealth,  of  Majfachufetts,  fhall  within  fix  months  after  the  confirmation  of  their  refpe&ivc 
grants,  c.aufe  fuch  grants  or  the  confirmation  thereof,  or  copies  of  fuch  grants  «r  confirma- 
tions certified  or  examplified  under  the  feal  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Majfachufetts,  to  be 
depofited  in  the  faid.  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  to  the  end  that  the 
fame  may  be  recorded  there,  and  after  the  fame  fhall  have  been  fo  recorded,  'the  grantees 
lhall  be- entitled  to  receive  again  from  the  faid  Secretary  their  refpective^  grants  or  con- 
firmations, or  the  copies  thereof  which- foever  may  have  been  fo  depofited,  without  any 
charges  or  fees  of  office:  whatfoever,  and  every  grant  or  confirmation  which  ihall  not,  or 
of  which  fhall  not-he  fa  depofited,  fhall  be  adjudged  void,

Together  with  the  S  P  E  E  C  H  and  M  E  S  S  AG  E  S  of  his 
Excellency  the  Governour  to  the  faid  Court  : 

Begun  and  held  at  BoJiont  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  on 
Wednefday  the  30th  Day  0$  May,  Anno  Domini ',  1787  5 
and  from  thence  continued  by  Adjournment,  to  Wednes- 
day, the  feventeenth  Day  of  OBober  following. 


Thurfday  the  18th  OBober,  His  Excellency  the  Governour  went  to  the  State- 
Houfe,  where,  in  prefence  of  the  two  Branches  of  the  Legiflat  tire,  who  had 
met  in  the  Reprefentatives  Chamber  for  the  pufpofe,  he  addreffed  them  irt 
a  SPEECH,  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

I  HAVE  directed  the  Secretary  to  lay  before  you  feveral  letters  which  I  have 
received  in  the  recefs  of  the  Court  ;  among  them  you  will  obferve  a  let-* 
ter  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  of  Ne%v-Tork,  wherein  he  expreffes  his 
apprehenfion  of  a  wicked  combination  entered  into  by  a  number  of  perrons,' 
with  an  intention  to  deprive  this  Commonwealth,  and  that  State,  of  the  lands 
which  have  been  lately  the  Subject  of  a  compact  between'  them.  I  need  not 
enlarge  on  this  fubject,  as  it  will  appear  to  you  that  the  pretentions  of  thefe 
people  are  father  an  intuit  upon  this  government,  than  an  apology  for  their 
conduct.  I  have  no  doubt  of  your  immediate  attention  to  a  fubject,  by  which 
the  interefi  and  honour  of  the  Commonwealth  are  to  much  affected* 

The  General  Convention  haying  compleated  the  bufinefs  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  having  reported-  to  Congrefs^  ei  A  Conflitution  for  the"  United 
States  of  Amer:ca"  I  have  received  the  fame  from  that  Honourable  Body,  and 
have  directed  the  Secretary  to  lay  it,  together  with  the  letter  accompanying: 
it,  before  the  Legislature,  that  meafures  may  be  adopted  for  calling  a  Con- 
vention in  this  Commonwealth,  to  take  the  fame  into  consideration.  It  not 
being  within  the  duties,  of  my  office  to  decide  upon  this  momentous  affair,  I 
mall  only  fay,  that  the  characters'  of  the  Gentlemen  who  have  compiled  thi* 
fyfrem,  are  fotruly  refpectable,  and  the  object  of  their  deliberations  fo  vaftly 
inportant,  that  1  conceive  every  mark  of  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  report.. 
Their  unanimity  in  deciding  thofe  queftions  wherein  the  general  profperity 
*f  the  nation  is  fo  deeply  involved,  and  the  complicated  rights  of  each  feperate 

State 
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State,  arc  fo  intimately  concerned,  is  very  remarkable  ;  and  I  perfuade  rnyfelf 
that  the  Delegates  of"  this  State  when  affembled  in  Convention,  will  be  able 
tcvdifcern  tha,t>  which  will  tend  to  the  future  happinefs  and  fecurity  of  all  the 
people  in  this  exten five  country".   '  '     _ 

By  a  refolve  of  the  Legiflature  of  the  thirteenth  of  June  laft,  the  Governor 
was  requefted  to  raife  a  body  of  troops,  of  not  lefs  than  five  hundred  nor 
more  than  eight  hundred  men,  as  the  publick  exigency,  in  his  opinion,  fhould 
require,  to  be  Rationed  in  the  counties  of  Bamfjliin  and  Berk/bire,  and  to' be 
continued  in  fervice  for  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  unlefs  fooner  discharged,  ia 
the  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Govcrnour  with  advice  of  Council.  In  pursuance 
oftbat  refolve,  i  iffued  orders  for  raifing  five  hundred  men,  rank  and  file,  and 
appointed- Lieutenant-Colonel  Lyman  to  the  command  of  therm  But  the  re- 
cruits never  amounted  to  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  ;  which  were,  as 
the  event  fhevvs,  fully  adequate  to  the  bufinefsfor  which  they  were  raifed. 

Soon  after  the  General  Court  Were  adjourned,  the  intelligence  from  thofe 
counties  indicated  a  military  force  to  be  unneceflary  :  But  as  you  had,  by 
your  act  of  the;,twenty-ninth  oijune,  requefted  me  to  write  to  the  Gover- 
nours  of  other  States,  for  leave  to  march  troops  into  their  territories,  if  it 
fliould  be  found  neceffary  to  purfue  any  number  of  men  collected  there,  for 
the  purpole  of  annoying  this  Commonwealth  j  there  would  have  been  an  im- 
propriety in  difbanding  the  troops  immediately  upon  writing  letters  in  confe- 
quence  of  that  requeft;  they  were  therefore  continued  in  fervice  until  the 
thirteenth  of  September,  when,  by  the  tmanimous  advice  of  the  Council,  I 
gave  orders  for  difbanding  them. 

But  as  fome  perfons,  who  were  under  charge  for  taking  an  active  part  in  the' 
late  commotions,  were  confined  in  the  jail  of  the  county  of  Berk/hire,  with  ad- 
vice of  Council,  I  gave  orders  to  Major-General  Patter/on  to  afford  fuch: 
guard  to  the  prifon,  by  drafts  from  the  militia,  as  the  Sheriff  of  that  County 
fliould  find  to  be  neceffary. 

I  have  the  pleafure  to  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  on  the  return  of  peace 
and  good  order  thus  far  j  and  while  I  fincerely  lament  thofe  infurrections^ 
which  have  greatly  injured  the  intereft  and  character  of  our  country,  I  am 
perfuaded  you  will  join  with  me  in  the  fentiment,  that  this  unhappy  occurence 
cannot  be  confidered  as  a  certain  mark  of  the  indifpofitron  of  the  people  to- 
good  order  and  government.  Similar  infurrections  are  found  in  the  hiftory 
of  all  countries  ;  and  although  in  this  State,  where  no  tax  can  be  levied  or 
law  made,  but  by  the  confent  of  the  immediate  Reprefentatives  of  the  people,- 
and  where  every  grievance  can  be  redreffed  in  a  conftitutional  way,  they  are' 
inexcufable ;  yet.  from  my  knowledge  of  the  great  degree  of  intelligence,' 
which  our  fellow  citizens  at  large  poffefs,  I  am  obliged  to  believe,  that  a  fenfe 
of  their  own  reputation,  and  the  regard  they  have  to  their  own  inteieft  and 
happinefs,  will  produce  a  due  fubordination  to  government,  and  a  regular 
obedience  to  the  laws,  without  a  further  application  to  military  force. 

The  Legiflature  having,  by  their  aft  of  the  thirteenth  of  June,  indemnified 
from  criminal  profecution  all  the  perfons  concerned  in  the  late  commotions, 
excepting  thofe  convicted  of  crimes,  and  nine  others  fpecially  named  in  the 
act  ;  the  Supreme  Executive,  on  fimilar  fentiments,  conceived  that  a  pardon 
to  Jafon  Parmettter,  Henry  M'Cullock,  Henry  Gale,  and  Job  Shattuck,  who  were 
then  under  fentence  of  death  for  treafon,  might  be  granted  confidently  with 
the  dignity  and  fafety  of  the  government,  and  that  fuch  a  meafure  would  have 
a  tendency  to  reftorc  the  pubick  tranquility,  to  conciliate  the  affections  of  the 
people,  and  to  eftablifh  peace  in  the  ftate.  Accordingly,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice of  Council,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  September,  I  fealed  a  pardon  for  thofe- 
pcrfons.    - 

As  a  tax  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  will  become  neceffary,  an  attention  to  the 
mode  of  taxation  may  tend  to  the  peace  as  well  as  to  the  profperity  of  the 
Commonwealth.  While  we  were  a  part  of  the  Britifh  empire  we'neceffanly 
acquired  a  habit  of  fixing  our  attention  upon  taxes  levied  from  polls  and  eftate* 
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fupply  the  Treafury.  This  we  were  then,  from  the  peculiarity  of  our  fituation,  com- 
pelled to  :  but  I  earneftly  recommend  it  to  your  eonfideration,  whether,  that,  as  the 
wealth  and  power  of  the  State  muft  depend  upon  the  cultivation  of  the  foil,  and  the  en- 
couragement of  the  u'fef  ul  arts,  it  has  not  become  our  duty  to  leffen,  as  far  as  we  poffi- 
bly  can,  the  taxes  upon  polls  and  eftates,  and  to  raife  the  neCeffary  fupplieS,  in  a  great 
meafure,  by  impofts  on  foreign  goods-— by  excifes  oh  luxuries  imported—and  by  taxes 
on  thofe  fuperfluities  which  can  never  be  an  advantage  to  the  community,  unlefs'  it  be 
by  producing  funds  to  fuppaf  t  the  publick  burdens;  ... 

In  confequence  of  an  act  made  in  October  1786,-  a  mint  has  been'  erected  for  coining 
cents  ;  and  a  very  considerable  quantity  of  copper  coin  will  foon  be  ready  for  circula- 
tion. I  wifh  your  attention  to  the  fubject,  and  that  a1  law  may  be  made  to  prevent 
the  daily  frauds  and  irripofitions  arifing  from  the.  circulation  of  foreign  copper  coin  iii 
this  Commonwealth.  v  .  .  ,_  ;.. 

I  have  not  gone  minutely  into  all  the  communications  which  are  neceffary  to  be  madej 
but  fhall  by  particular  meffages  make  fuch  as  may  be  for  the  public  intereft  ?  and  fhall 
be  very  ready  to  unite  with  you  in  all  meafures  tending  to  a  proper  regulation  of  our 
finances,  the  promoting  of  virtue  and  knowledge,  to  the  eftablifhing  of  good  order  and 
government,  fecuring  the  liberties  and  increafing  the  hatppinefs  of  the  United  State*  ia 
general,  and  thofe  of  this  Common  wealth  in  particular.

Whereas  the  Convention  lately  aflembled  at  Philadelphia,  have  reported  to  Congrefs 
a  conftitution  for  the  United  States  of  America,  in  which  Convention  were  represent- 
ed the  States  of  JSfew-HampJhire,  Maffachiifetts,  Conneclicut,  New-Tork,  New-Jerfey,  Penn-

Wednefday  the  27th  February,  His  Excellency  the Govcf  hour  went  to  theState- 
Houfe,  where,  in  prefenceof  the  two  Branches  of  the  Legiflature,  who  had 
met  in  the  Reprefentatives  Chamber  for  the  purpofe,  he  addreffed  them  in 
a  SPEECH,  as  follows  : 

'Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  itoufe  of '  Reprefentatives^ 

TH  E  Letters  which  I  have  received  in  the  recefs,  the  Secretary  will   lay 
before  you,  they  are  not  of  fuch  importance,  as  to  claim  any  particular 
notice  from  me  at  this  time. 

The  adjournment  of  the  General  Court  j  for  the  fpace  of  one  week,  be- 
came necefiary,  in  order  to  give  the  members,  who  were  alio  members  of  the 
late  Convention,  an  opportunity  of  returning  home  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Legiflature.  I  could  have  wiflied  that  the  Proclamation  of  adjournment  had 
been  of  an  earlier  date,  but  the  Sefllon  of  the  Convention,  by  the  importance 
of  the  bufinefs  before  that  body,  was  protracted  beyond  what  was  expected. 
.  I  flatter  myfelf  that  this  will  be  fatisfactory,  as  well  to  thofe  of  you.  Gentle- 
men, who  having  not  heard  of  the  adjournment,  have  been  fome  days  wait- 
ing in  town,  as  to  thofe  who  may  be  apprehenfive  that  the  bufinefs  of  the  pre- 
fentSeffion  will  demand  a  longer  time,than  can  be  conveniently  afforded  at  this 
feafon  of  the  year. 

I  have  nothing  of  more  importance  at  this  time,  to  recommend  to  your  de- 
liberation, than  the  lands  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  fcarcely  neceffary  to 
remark  that  this  State,  from  its  particular  fituation,  as  well  as  from  the  noble 
ardor  of  its  citizens  in  defence  of  their  liberties  and  indepsndence,  hath  accu- 
mulated a  very  heavy  debt  ;  the  interett  of  which  arifes  to  ninety  thoufand 
-founds  annually ;  this  coniideration  alone,  Gentlemen,  ihould  induce  us  by

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feVery  pofitble  exertion  coriiftent  with  the  peace  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  dU 
miniffs.  the  principal.  In  order  to  this,  the  great  quantities  of  unappropriated 
territory  both  in  the.eaftern  part  of  the  government,  as  well  as  the.immenfe 
tract  lately  ceded  to  Us  by  the  State  of  NertrTork,  afford  ample  refources,  if 
wifely  and  expedifiouuy  improved  by  that  Spirit  of  unanimity  and  difcern- 
merit  which  I  flatter  Vnyfelf  will  always  diftinguiih  your  conduct,  when  the 
intere*  of  the  people  is  fo  deeply  and  eflenthily  engaged  in  the  refult  of  your 
deliberations. 

I  am  lorry  that  nay  duty  Urges  me  to  mention  to  you  the  neceflity  of  afroall 
tax,  but  the  treafusj?  is  fo  far  exhausted,  that  the  buiinefs  cf  the  government 
niLift  ceafe  its  progress'  srilefs  a  taxis  granted. 

Since  the  hl?  Sefiijfc ,  'Hjike  Day-,  one  of  'thofe  perfons  for  whofe  a  r  re  ft  a 
bounty  was  offered  in  confeqtre"nG£  of  an  act  of  the  Legiflature,  has  been  taken 
by  feme  of  the  citizens  of .  New-Hampjhir&>  to  whom'  "one  hundred  pounds  has 
been  paid,  upon  their  delivering  hint  into  the  cuftody  of  the  Sheriff  of  the 
county  oiStiffolk.  Could  the  late  unhappy  commotions  be  thrown  into  oblivi- 
on, cohfiftently  with  the.  honor  of  pcOvernm.erit-  and  the  fafety  of  the  people,  I 
perfuade  mylelf  it  would  give  fati:>fadion. 

In  the  beginning. c(  your  iaft  Seilion,  I  laid  before'  you  the  Conftitution  and 
Frame  of  Govern  indent  for  the  United  'States  of  America,  agreed  upon  by  the 
late  General  .Convention}  and  ^ranlmitted  to  me  by  Congrefs.  As  the  Syf- 
tem  was  to  be  fubm'it.ted  to  the  people,  and  to  be  decided  upon  by  their  Dele- 
gates  in  Convention,  I  forbore  to  make  any  remarks  upon  it.  The  Conven- 
.  tion  .which  you  appointed  to  deliberate  .uptxn  tJhat  im,portant:fiypjecl:,have 
concluded  their  Sejlipn,  after  having  adopted  and  ratified  the ,pr$pofed  plan, 
according  to  their  rclolution,  a  copy  whereof,  rh'a've 'directed  the  Secretary  to 
lay  before  you. 

The  .obvious  imbecility  of  the  Confederation  of  the  United  States,  has  too. 
long  given  pain  to  our  friends,  and  pleafure  to  our  enemies  ;  but  the  forming 
anew  fyftem  of  Government,  for  fo  numerous  a  people,  of  very  different  views* 
and  habits,fpread  upon  fuch  a  vaft  extent  of  territory,  containing  fuch  a  great 
variety  of  foils,  and  under  fuch  extremes  of  climate,  was  a  ■talk,  which  no- 
thing lefs  than  the  dreadful  apprehenflon  of  lofmg  our  national  exiftence,  could 
have  compelled  the  people  to  undertake. 

We  can  be  known  to  the  world,  only  under  the  appellation  of  the  United 
States ;  if  we  are  robbed  of  the  idea  of  our  Union,  we  immediately  become  fe- 
perate  nations,  independent  of  each  other,  and  no  lefs  liable  to  the  depreda- 
tions of  foreign  powers,  than  to  wars  and  bloody  contentions  amongft  our- 
felves.  To  pretend  to  exift  as  a  nation  without  poffeffing  thofe  powers  of 
coerce,  which  are  neceffarily  incident  to  the  national  Character,  would  prove 
a  fatal  folecifm  in  politicks.  The  objects  of  the  propofed  Conftitution,  are  de- 
fence agaihft  external  enemies,  and  the  promotion  ef  tranquility  and  happinefs 
amongft  the  States.  Whether  it  is  well  calculated  for  thofe  important  pur- 
poses, has  been  the  fubjectof  extenfive  and  learned  difcuffion  in  the  Conven- 
tion which  you  appointed.  I  believe  there  was  never  a  body  of  men  affem- 
bled,  with  greater  purity  of  intention,  or  with  higher  zeal  for  the  public  inte- 
reft.  And  although  when  the  momentous  Queftion  was  decided,  there  was  a 
greater  divifion  than  fome  expected,  yet  there  appeared  a  candour,  and  a 
fpirit  of  Conciliation,  in  the  minority,  which  did  them  great  honor,  and  af- 
forded an  happy  prcfagc  of  unanimity  amongft  the  people  at  large.  Though 
fo  many  of  the  memben  of  the  late  Convention  could  not  feel  themfelves  con- 
vinced that  they  ought  to  vote  for  the  ratification  of  .this  fyftem,  /el  their  op- 
pofition  was  conducted  with  a  canjlid  and  manly  firmnefs,  and  with  fuch 
marks  of  integrity  and  real  regard  to  the  public  intereft,  as  did  them  the  high- 
eft  honor,  and  leaves  no  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  the  peace,  and  good  order  of 
the  Government  is  not  their  object. 

The  amendments  propofed  by  the  Convention,  are  intended  to  obtain  a  con- 
ilitutiojul  fecurity  of  the  principles  to  which  they  refer  themfelves,  and  mnft 

meet 
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meet  the  \yiflies  of  all  the  States.     I  feel  myfelf  afiured,  that  they   will  very  early- 
become  a  part  of  the  Confiitution,  and  when  they  fliall  be  added  to  the  propofed  plan, 
I  mall  conllder  it  the  moft  pei  feci  fyftem  of  government,  as  to  the  objects  it  embraces, 
that  has  been  known  amongft  mankind. 
Gentlemen, 

As  that  BEING,  in  whofe  hands  is  the  government  of  all  the  nations  of  the  earth, 
and  who  putteth  down  one;  and  raifeth  up  another  according  to  his  fovereign  pleafure 
has  given  to  the  people  of  tliefe  States,  a  rich  and'  an  extenfive  country  -,  has  in  a  mar- 
vellous manner,  given  them  a  name  and  .a  ftanding  among  the  nations  of  the  world- 
has  blefled  them  with  external  peace,  and  internal  tranquility  ; — I  hope  and  pray,that 
the  gratitude  of  their  hearts  may  be  expreffed  by  a  proper  ufe  of  thofe  ineftimable  bleff-. 
ings, — by  the  grcatcil;  exertions  of  patriotifm, — by  forming  and  fupporting  inflitutions 
for  cultivating  the  human  underhandirg,  and  for  the  greateflprogrefs  of  the  arts  and, 
iciences, — by  cftablifhing  laws  for  the  fupport  of  piety,  religion  and  morality,  as  well 
as  for  punifhu.g  vice  and  wickedhefs. — and  by  exhibiting  on  the  great  theatre  of  the 
worH,  drqfe  ibeial,  public  and  private  virtues,  which  give  more  dignity  to  a  people, 
poifeffing  their  own  fovereignty,  than  crowns  and  diadems  afford  to  fovereign  princes. 

Every  matter  of  a  public  nature,  which  may  occur  worthy  of  your  notice,  fhall  be 
communicated  by  meffage,  and  in  every  concern  tending  to  promote  the  "public  wel« 
fare,  I  fhall  be  happy  to  concur  vith  you,  and  be  ready,  at  all  times,  to  give  every  pof» 
fible  difpatch  to  the  bufinefs  that  may  come  before  you.

have  been  committed  upon  fufpicion  of  having  murdered  Peeal-,  an  Indian  of  that  tribe, 
but  no  evidence  appearing. againll  them,  they  were  enlarged  on  recognizance  to  appear 
St  the  next  cerm  :  Leaft  there  ihould  be  a  failure  1n  the  profectition  I  have  by  advice  of 
Council  requeued  Jofeph  Itibbert  and  Simon  Fowler,  Efq'rs,  two  Juftices  of  the  Peace 
near  the  place  where  the  unhappy  affair  is  faid  to  have  been  tranfacfed,  to  convene  be- 
fore them  and  to  recognize  fuch  witneffes  as  may  be  had,  and  have  alfo  requefted  them 
to  give  that  tribe  of  Indians,  notice  when  the  trial  will  take  place,  that  fuch  of  them 
may  attend  as  fhall  chobfe  to  be  there.  1  have  alfo  given  the  Attorney-General  notice 
of  thefe  meafures,  and  urged  his  attention  to  the  bufinefs  as  a  matter  on  which  the 
peace  and  fafet'y  of  fome  part  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  very  much  depend.    * 

This  is  all  that  lays  within  my  department  in  this  bufinefs-j  but  I  conceive  ft  to  be  my 
duty,  gentlemen,  to  requeft  your  attention  to  it  as  a  matter  that  is  of  great  confequence 
to  the  Commonwealth*  for  though  perhaps  a  very  fmall  force  may  fubdue  or  extirpate 
that  tribe  of  natives,  if  they  fhould  commence  hoftilities,  yet  the  effecting  it,  would  be 
more  expenfive  and  troublefome,  than  the  compleating  a  treaty  reipefting  their  lands, 
can  be.  I  need  not  obferve,  that  it  is  much  more  confiftent  with  humanity  to  conciliate 
their  affections  than  fubdue  them  by  force.

intended  them  by  the  government,  and  the  interefts  of  the  Commonwealth  are  retard- 
ed :     It  is   therefore 

Rejolved,  That  the  faid  refolve,  be,  arid  it  is  hereby  replealed,  and  that  the  whole  of 
the  Iflands  aforefaid,  excepting  as  hereafter' mentioned,  be,  and  hereby  are  granted 
and  confirmed,  unto  Jofeph  Tyler  and  George  Tyler,  refident  on  Deer-IJland  aforefaid, 
and  unto  their  heirs  and  affigns  forever,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz.  That  the 
faid  Jofeph  and  George,  lay  out  and  appropriate  unto  all  perfons  who  fettled  On  either 
of  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  and  made  a  feperate  improvement  by  erecting  a  dwelling- 
houfe,  and  refiding  before  the  firft  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1784,  their  heirs  or  affigns/ 
one  hundred  acres  each,  to  hold  in  feveralty,  and  fo  laid  out  as  to  include  their  refpec* 
tive  improvements,  as  a  eompenfation  for  fettlement,  excepting  to  the  heirs  or  affigns 
of  Nathaniel  Kent,  who  in  confideration  of  his  extraordinary  expences  in  promoting 
the  fettlement  of  the  faid  Iflands,  fhall  be  intitled  to  hold  and  enjoy  forever,  a  certain 
trad  conveyed  to  him  by  Jonathan  Greenlaw  and  others,  which  lands  fo  to  be  appro- 
priated as  aforefaid,  are  hereby  granted  and  confirmed  unto  theTaid  fettlers,  and  to 
their  heirs  and  affigns  forever^  on  condition  that  they  pay  unto  thefaid  Jofeph  and 
George,  or  to  their  heirs  or  affigns,  the  fum  of  thirty Jhillings  for  each  lot,  to  be  appro- 
priated as  aforefaid,  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  hereof,  for  the  furvey  and 
other  charges*  and  in  cafe  it  fhall  be  found,  in  laying  out  the  lands  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  fettlers  as  aforementioned,  that  there  fhall  not  be  fufficient  land  containing  im- 
provements for  every  fettler  to  take  the  quantity  aforefaid,  without  interfering  with 
land,  previoufly  occupied  by  fome  other  perfon,  any  fettler  in  fuch  cafe  fhall  be  inti- 
tled to  receive  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  his  proportion  elfewhere. 

And  the  prefent  grant  to  the  faid  Jofeph  and  George,  is  upon  the  further  condition, 
that  they,  their  heirs  or. affigns,  appropriate  three  hundred  acres  of  land,  for  the  ufe  of 
the  Miniftry,  and  three  hundred  acres  for  the  ufe  of  a -Grammar-School ;  and  that  they 
pay  into  the  Treafury  of  this  Commonwealth*  within  fifteen  months  from*  the  paffing' 
of  this  refolve,  the  fum  of  one  hundred  and  ftxty-three  pounds,  in  fpecie,  and  the  furthef 
fum  of  two  hundred 'and  Jmy  five  pounds,  in  confolidated  fecurities  of  this  Common- 
wealth, within  three  months  from  the  paffing  of  this  refolve; 

Thefaid  Deer-IJland,  and  Sheep-Ijland,  granted  as  aforefaid,  are  bounded  as  follows, 
viz.

townfhip  of  Cambden,  on  Penobfcot  bay,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  appear,  i£ 
they  fee  fit,  on  the  fecond  Wednefday  of  the  firft  feflions  of  the  next  General  Court, 
to  fhew  caufe,  if  any  they  have,  why  their  refpedtive  townfhips  fhould  not  be  incor« 
porated. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
caufe  the  aforegoing  order  to  be  publifhed  three  weeks  fuecefliveiy  in  the  Bojion  Inde- 
pendent Chronicle,  and  Portland  newfpapers.

direction  of  the  faid  Committee,  and  report  thereof  made  to  the  General  Court. 

Rfofacd,  That  any  of  the  lands  belonging  to  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  counties 
aforefaid,  may  be  fold  to  any  foreigner  or  foreigners,  who  fhall  contract  to  fettle  there- 
on, wi'.hin  three  years  from  the  purchafe,  one  or  more  families  to  each  mile  fquare  of 
land  ;  and  any  foreigner  having  refided  for  the  fpace  of  two  years  on  fuch  land,  may 
On  application  to  the  Legifiature,  be  entitled  to  an  act  of  naturalization,  he  producing 
a  certificate  from  any  twojuftices  of  thePeace,of  the  fame  county ,or  from  theSeleetmen 
of  the  town  neareit  to  fuch  land,  or  from  three  refpectable  inhabitants  of  the  fame 
county,  that  iuch  foreigner  has,  in  their  opinion,  behaved  himfelf,  during  that 
time,  as"  ;;  good  member  of  fociety,  and  is  a  proper  candidate  for  naturalization. 

Rcfo'ved,  1  hat  each  fettler  who  fettled  on  any  lands  belonging  to  this  Commmon- 
wea'lfh,  before  the  firft  day  of  January,  1 784,  and  \vho  has  not  already  been  confirmed 
in  his  fettlerhehts,  and  who  fliall  pay  the  faid  Committee,  for  the  ufe  of  this  Common- 
Wealth,  before  the  firft  day  of  ftthe,  1789,  five  Spanijh  milled  dollars,  fhall  beintitled  to  a 
deed  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  the  fame  to  be  furveyed  and  laid  out  fo  as  to  in- 
clude his  improvements,  and  be  leaft  injurious  to  the  adjoining  lands  ;  fuch  fur- 
vey  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  faid  Committee  and  at  the  expence  of  fuch 
fettler.   '  G  -  Refolded, 
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Refolved,  That  the  Committee  aforefald,  of  the  major  part  of  them,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  direfted,  to  fell  .the  aforeiaid  unappropriated  lands  in  any  of 
the  laid  counties,  for  the  confolidated  notes  of  this  State,  or  otherwiie  in  fpecie,  and  in 
fuch  quantities,  and  on  fuch  terms  as  they  fhall  judge  moft  for  the  intereft  of  the 
Commonwealth,  any  refolve  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  the  laid  Commit- 
tee, or  the  major  part  of  them,  are  further  authorized,  to  appoint  fuch  Agents  in  the 
counties  aforeiaid,  as  they  may  judge. neceffary,  to  expedite  the  fale  of  the  faid  lands  ; 
and  the  faid  Committee  fhall  be  allowed*  Hooper  cent,  in  the  fame  fort  of  pay  as  fhall 
by  them  be  received  for  lands  they  may  fell  as  afprefaid,  in  full  compenfation  for  their 
fervices  in  the  faid  bufinefs,  and  that  of  the  agents  which  they  may _  appoint  ;  the  ex- 
pence  of  furveying,  to  be  borne  by  the  State,  and  all  the  lands  the  faid  committee  mall 
fell  as  aforeiaid,  fhall  be  exempt  from  taxes,  for  the  fpace  often  years.

The  Commiflidners  attended  the  fervice  afligned  them;  met  the  Indians, 
and  came  to  a  folemn  agreement  with  them,  reflecting  the  lands  aforefaid,  reported 
their  doings  to  his  Excellency  the  Governduf,  which  were  approved  by  the  General 
Court,  and  a  Commifiioner  was  appointed  to  carry  into  execution,  the  treaty  on  the 
part  of  this  Commonwealth,  when  he  arrived  in  Penobfcot  river,  with  the  articles  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Indians,  they  were  on  their  fall  huht,  and  were  not  likely  to  return* 
till  the  beginning  of  the  winter,  this  prevented  his  compleating  the  bufinefs,  and  made 
it  necefiary  for  him  to  ftore  the  goods  and  leave  inftrtictions  for  the  delivery  of  them, 
upon  the  return  of  the  tribe,  and  take  their  quit  claim,according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
agreement,  for  reafons  unknown  to  the  State*  the  goods  have  not  been  received  noc 
the  quit  claim  given. 

And  whereas  it  appears,  that  the  faid  tribe  of  Indians,  are  greatly  difatisfied  front 
the  lofs  of  one  of  their  men,  faid  to  have  been  murdered  by  one  of  the  white  inhabi- 
tants, who  had  been  on  a  hunt  with  fome  of  them  ;  and  that  the  fupppfed  criminal 
had  not  been  punifhed  ;  and  it  being  of  importance  to  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  the 
peace  and  happinefs  of  our  hew  fettlem'ents,  that  the  Indians  be  cohvinced  that  they, 
may  at  all  times,  depend  upon  the  moil  perfect  juftice  from  this  State:
